Sectioim  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That

feet  south-westward  from  Frankford  road,  in  Kensington,  in  the  county 
of  Philadelphia:  Jlnd  whereas,  George  G.  Williams  and  wife,  by 
indenture,  dated  the  eighteenth  day  of  October,  Anno  Domini,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven,  intended  to  be  recorded, 
granted  and  assigned  unto  the  said  the  General  Greene  beneficial  so- 
ciety of  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  their  successors 
and  assigns  forever,  all  that  certain  yearly  ground  rent,  a  sum  of  thirty- 
five  dollars,  lawful  silver  money  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
chargeable  on,  and  issuing,  and  payable  in  half  yearly  payments  for- 
ever, without  any  deduction  for  taxes,  out  of  a  certain  lot  or  piece  of 
ground  situate  on  the  west  side  of  Delaware  Front  street,  at  the  dis- 
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tance  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  feet  southward  from  the  corner 
of  Otter  street,  in  Kensington  aforesaid. 

Section  2.   That  so  much  of  the   said   act   as  is  hereby   altered.  Repeal,  &c. 
amended  or  supplied,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed ;  and  that  so 
much  of  the  said  section  as  is  not  hereby  altered,  amended  or  supplied,  , 

together  with  the  said   amendment  or  alteration,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  to  continue  in  full  force  and  operation.

Preamble. 


Incorporate. 


To  incorporate  the  Saint  Anne's  widows'  asylum  of  Philadelphia. 

Wheheas,  Francis  Patrick,  Kenrick  Francis,  Xavier  Gartland, 
Nicholas  Cantwell,  William  Whelan,  Michael  M'Grath,  Michael 
M'Gill,  John  Scravendyke,  Anthony  F.  Corkrin,  William  Wilcox, 
Francis  Tierman,  James  Reilly,  John  Gegan,  and  Mark  Anthony 
Frenaye,  citizens  of  this  commonwealih,  have  associated  together  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  an  asylum  for  aged  and  destitute  widovj^s 
and  single  women  ;  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commoniveatth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  persons  named  in  the  above  preamble,  and  their  successors,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  created  a  corporation  or  body  politic  in  law,  by  the 
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name,  style,  and  title  of  the  "Saint  Anne's  widows'  asylum  of  Phil-  Title, 
adelphia  j"  and  by  that  title  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with  power  Privileges, 
to  have  a  common  seal,  to  make  contracts,  sue  and  be  sued,  to  take  Powers, 
hold,  mortgage,  and  convey  any  estate,  real  and  personal,  the  annual 
income  of  which  shall  not  exceed  eight  thousand  dollars,  to  be  appro- 
priated to  the  purposes  of  the  said  charity  ;  and  to  elect  or  appoint  their 
associates  and  successors,  to  choose  such  officers  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  and  to  make  all  needful  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  By-laws, 
the  government  of  said  corporation,  and  the  furtherance  of  said  charity, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or 
of  this  commonwealth. 

Section  2.   That  the  meetings  of  said  corporation  shall  be  held  at  Meetings, 
such  times  and  places  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  by  laws,  and  that  a 
majority  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

Section  3.   That  the  building  and  other  real  estate  occupied  as  an  Buildings  exempt 

asylum  bv  the  said  corporation,  shall,  during  said  occupancy,  be  exempt  ^om  taxation,  ex-

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commomveallh  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  euacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  petition  of  J.  W.  Hammond,  and  the  documents  accompanying  it,  Auditor  general 
relative  to  a  claim  for  services  renderetl  under  the  twenty-second  sec-  and  state  trea- 
tion  of  the  act  of  twenty-eighth  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ^"'■•^'"  authorized 
forty,  are  hereby  referred  to  the  auditor  general  and  state  treasurer,  to  examme  and 
who  are  authorized  to  examine  and  settle  the  said  claim  in  the  usual  j^-y^  Hamm™d 
manner :    Provided  however.  That  they  shall  first  be  fully  satisfied    '     .' 
ihat  any  balance  is  legally  due  to  the  said   Hammond,  and   that  the

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thirty-eight  cents,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  original  appropriation,  agreeably 
to  the  provisions  of  said  section.

AN   ACT 

Regulating  turnpike  and  plank  road  companies. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresen- 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
whenever  a  special  act  of  the  general  assembly  shall  be  passed,  author- 
izing the  incorporation  of  a  company  for  the  construction  of  a  turnpike 
road,  or  for  the  construction  of  a  plank  road,  within  this  common- 
wealth, the  commissioners  named  in  such  act,  or  any  five  of  them,  shall 

Powers.  have  power  to  open  books  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock 

of  such  company,  at  such  time  or  times,  and  such  place  or  places  as 
they  may  deem  expedient,  after  having  given  at  least  twenty  days'  pre- 
vious notice  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published,  or  having  circulation 
within  the  county  where  books  of  subscription  are  to  be  opened  ;  at  which 
times  and  places  two  or  more  of  the  said  commissioners  shall  attend,  and 

Who  may  sub-     permit  and  suffer  all  persons  of  lawful  age,  who  shall  offer  to  subscribe 

scribe.  in  such  books,  in  their  own  names,  or  in  the  names  of  any  other  person 

who  shall  duly  authorize  the  same,  for  any  number  of  shares  of  stock; 
and  the  said  books  shall  be  kept  open,  respectively,  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid,  at  least  six  hours  in  every  juridical  day,  for  the  space  of  five 
days,  or  until  the  said  books  shall  have  the  whole  number  of  shares 
authorized  by  such  special  act,  therein  subscribed ;  and  if,  at  the  expir- 
ation of  the  said  five  days,  the  books  aforesaid  shall  not  have  the  said 
number  of  shares  authorized  as  aforesaid  therein  subscribed,  the  commis- 
sioners respectively  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  transfer  the 
books  from  place  to  place,  until  the  whole  number  of  shares  shall  be 
subscribed ;  of  which  adjournment  and  transfer,  the  commissioners 
aforesaid  shall  give  such  public  notice  as  the  occasion  may  require,  and 
when  the  whole  number  of  shares  subscribed,  shall  amount  to  the  num- 

Proviso.  ber  authorized  as  aforesaid,  the  same  shall  be  closed:  Provided  always^ 

That  every  person  offering  to  subscribe  in  such  books,  in  his  own  or 
any  other  name,  shall  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  pay  to  the  attending 
commissioners  any  sum  not  less  than  one  dollar,  nor  more  than  five  dol- 
lars, (as  shall  be  fixed  and  determined  by  said  commissioners,  previ- 
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ously  to  the  opening  of  books)  for  every  share  to  be  subscribed,  out  of 
which  shall  be  defrayed  such  incidental  charges  and  expenses,  as  may 
be  necessary  for  taking  such  subscription,  and  the  remainder  shall  be 
paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation,  as  soon  as  the  same  shall  be 
organized,  and  the  officers  chosen  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Section  2.  When  twenty  persons,  or  more,  shall  have  subscribed 
ten  per  centum  on  the  capital  stock  provided  for  by  such  special  act  of 
assembly,  the  said  commissioners  respectively  may,  or  when  the  whole 
liumiier  of  shares  authorized  as  aforesaid  shall  be  subscribed,  tliey  shall 
certify  under  tlieir  hands  and  seals  the  names  of  the  subscribers,  and 
the  number  of  shares  subscribed  by  each,  to  the  governor  of  this  com- 
monwealth, whereupon  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  governor,  by 
letters  patent  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  state,  to  create  and  erect  the  Letters  patent, 
subscribers;  and  if  the  subscription  be  not  full  at  the  time,  then  those 
who  shall  afterwards  subscribe  to  the  number  aforesaid,  into  one  body 
politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title 
designated  by  such  special  act;  and  by  such  name  the  saiil  subscribers 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  privileges  and  franchises  inci-  Trivileges. 
dent  to  a  corporation,  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  the 
capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and  of  enlarging  the 
same  by  new  subscription,  ia  such  manner  and  form  as  they  shall  think 
proper,  if  such  enlargement  shall  be  found  necessary  to  fulfil  the  intent 
of  suf-h  special  act;  and  of  purchasing,  taking  and  holding  to  them  and 
their  successors  and  assisrns,  and  of  selling,  transferring  and  conveying, 
in  fee  simple,  or  for  any  less  estate,  all  such  Unds,  tenements  and  here- 
ditaments and  estate,  real  and  personal,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  them 
in  the  prosecution  of  their  works;  and  of  suing  and  being  sued,  and  of 
doing  all  and  every  other  matter  and  thing  which  a  corporation  or  body 
politic  m^y  lawfully  do. 

Section  3.  That  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  as  soon  as  conveniently 
may  be  after  the  said  letters  shall  be  sealed  and  obtained,  shall  give  notice 
in  the  manner  provided  for  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  of  the  time 
and  place  by  them  appointed  ;  at  which  time  and  place  the  said  sub- 
scribers shall  proceed  to  organize  such  corporation,  and  shall  choose.  Organization, 
by  a  majority  of  votes  of  the  subscribers  by  ballot,  to  be  delivered  in 
person,  or  by  proxy  duly  authorized,  one  president,  five  managers  and  Officers. 
one  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary  to  conduct  the 
business  of  such  company,  until  the  first  Monday  of  November  next  # 

ensuing,  and  until  such  other  officers  shall  be  chosen;  and  shall  and 
may  make  such  by-laws,  orders  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  common- 
wealth, as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  proper  management  of  the  affiiirs  of 
such  company:  Provided  always.  That  each  stockholder  shall  be  enti  Proviso, 
tied  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  not  exceeding  ten;  and  one  vote 
for  every  five  shares  exceeding  that  number:  And provideAl  also,  That 
no  st()(.-kholder,  whether  the  original  subscriber  or  assignee,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  vote  at  any  election  or  meeting  of  said  company,  imless  the 
whole  sum  due  and  payable  on  the  shaie  or  shares  by  him  or  her  held 
at  the  time  of  such  election,  shall  have  been  fully  paid  and  discharged. 

Section  4.  'I'he  stockholders  of  such  company  shall  meet  on  the  first 
Monday  of  November  in  every  year,  at  such  place  as  shall  be  fixed  by  Annual  election- 
their  by-laws,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  officers  as  aforesaid  for  the 
ensuing  year,  and  at  such  other  times  as  they  shall  be  summoned  by 
the  managers,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  their 
by-laws ;  at  which  annual  or  special  meetings,  they  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  make,  alter  or  repeal,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  all  such 
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by-laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations  made  as  aforesaid,  and  to  do  and 
perform  any  corporate  act. 

Section  5.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  such  company,  first 
chosen,  shall  procure  certificates  or  evidences  of  slock,  for  all  the  sliares 
of  the  said  company,  and  shall  deliver  one  or  more  certificates  or  evi- 
dences, signed  by  the  president,  countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  and 
sealed  with  the  common  seal  of  the  corporation,  to  each  person  or  party 
entitled  to  receive  the  same,  according  to  the  number  of  shares  by  him, 
her  or  them  respectively  subscribed  or  held  ;  which  certificates  or  evi- 
dences of  stock,  shall  be  transferable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  holder,  in 
a  suitable  book  or  books,  to  be  kept  by  the  company  for  that  purpose, 
in  person  or  by  attorney  duly  authorized,  in  the  presence  of  the  presi- 
dent or  treasurer,  subject,  however,  to  all  payments  due,  or  to  become 
due  thereon;  and  the  assignee  or  party  to  whom  the  same  shall  have 
been  so  transferred,  shall  be  a  member  of  said  corporation,  and  have 
and  enjoy  all  the  immunities,  privileges  and  franchises,  and  be  subject 
to  all  the  liabilities,  conditions  and  penalties  incident  thereto,  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  original  subscriber  would  have  been  :  Provided^ 
That  no  certificate  shall  be  transferred,  so  long  as  the  holder  thereof  is 
indebted  to  said  company,  unless  the  board  of  directors  shall  consent 
thereto. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  president  and  managers, 
their  superintendents,  surveyors,  engineers,  artists  and  chain  bearers, 
to  enter  in  and  upon  all  and  every  the  lands,  tenements  and  enclosures 
in,  through  and  over  which  such  intended  turnpike  road  or  plank  road 
may  be  thought  proper  to  pass,  and  for  that  purpose  to  examine  the 
ground  and  quarries  of  stone  and  gravel,  and  other  materials  that  may 
be  necessary  in  making  and  constructing  such  road,  and  to  cut  or  open 
such  drains  through  the  same,  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  drain 
the  water  from  the  turnpike  road,  or  plank  road,  with  the  same  rights 
and  under  the  same  penalties  as  the  supervisors  of  highways  ;  and  the 
said  road  shall  be  constructed  between  the  points  named  in  the  special 
act  incorporating  such  company. 

Section  7.  The  president  and  managers  of  such  corporation,  three 
of  whom  shall,  for  tiiat  purpose,  be  a  quorum,  shall  keep  minutes  of  all 
their  proceedings,  fairly  entered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose, 
and  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  appoint,  agree  and  i-onlract 
with  such  engineers,  superintendents,  artists,  laborers  and  other  per- 
sons as  they  may  think  necessary  to  make  and  construct  such  road, 
and  collect  the  tolls  hereinafter  authorized,  and  fix  their  compensation, 
to  ascertain  the  times,  manner  and  proportions  in  which  the  stockholders 
shall  pay  the  amount  of  their  respective  shares  in  order  to  carry  on  their, 
work,  to  draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  all  debts  contracted  by  them, 
which  orders  shall  be  signed  by  the  president,  or  in  his  absence  by  a 
majority  of  the  managers,  and  attested  by  their  secretary,  and  to  do 
and  transact  all  other  acts,  matters  or  things,  as  by  the  by-laws,  orders 
and  regulations  of  such  company  shall  be  entrusted  to  them. 

Section  8.  If  any  stockholder,  whether  original  subscriber  or  as- 
signee, after  twenty  days'  notice  as  aforesaid,  of  the  time  and  place  ap- 
pointed for  the  payment  of  any  instalment  or  proportion  of  the  capital 
stock,  shall  neglect  to  pay  such  proportion  at  the  place  appointed,  for 
the  space  of  thirty  days  after  the  time  appointed  for  the  payment  ihereof, 
any  such  stockholder  shall,  in  addition  to  the  instalment  so  called  for, 
pay  at  the  rate  of  one  per  centum  per  month,  for  every  delay  of  such 
payment;  and  if  the  same  and  additional  penalty  shall  become  equal  to 
the  sum  before  paid  in  part  on  account  of  such  share,  the  same  may  be 
forfeited  by  and  to  the  said  company,  and  may  be  sold  by  them  for 
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such  price  as  may  be  obtained  therefor;  or  in  default  of  payment  of  any 
stockholders  of  such  inslahnents  as  aforesaid,  for  the  space  of  sixty  days 
aforesaid,  the  president  and  managers  may,  at  their  election,  cause  suit 
to  be  brought  in  the  same  manner  as  debts  of  a  like  amount  are  now 
recoverable,  for  the  recovery  of  the  same,  together  with  the  penalties 
aforesaid. 

Section  9.  It  may  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  managers  of  such  Damao-es  how 
company,  incorporated  as  aforesaid,  by  and  with  tlieir  superintendents,  assessed.  &c. 
engineers,  artists,  workmen,  laborers,  their  tools  and  instruments,  carts, 
wagons,  and  other  carriages,  and  beasts  of  draught  or  burden,  to  enter 
in  and  upon  the  lands  contiguous  and  near  to  which  the  said  road  shall 
be  made  or  constructed,  first  giving  notice  of  their  intentions  to  the 
occupiers  thereof,  and  doing  as  little  damage  thereto  as  possible,  and 
making  amends  lor  damages  upon  a  reasonable  and  equitable  agreement 
by  the  parties;  or  if  they  cannot  agree  thereupon,  a  just  and  equitable 
assessment  to  be  made  upon  oath  or  affirmation  by  three  disinterested 
freeholders,  or  any  two  of  them,  two  of  whom  shall  be  mutually  chosen 
by  the  parties,  and  said  two  thus  chosen,  shall  choose  a  third;  or  if 
either  party,  upon  due  notice,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  join  in  the 
choice,  then  to  be  chosen  by  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  wherein 
the  land  lies,  who  shall  not  be  interested  therein,  and  upon  the  tender 
of  the  assessed  value,  to  dig  and  carry  away  any  timber,  stone,  sand, 
earth,  or  other  materials  necessary  or  suitable  for  making  said  road:  Pro-  Proviso. 
vided^  That  no  part  of  this  act  shall  authorize  the  taking  of  any  property 
by  such  company,  unless  the  same  be  previously  paid  for,  or  adequate 
security  given  to  the  owners  for  the  payment  thereof. 

Skction  10.  The  president  and  managers  of  every  such  company, 
incorporated  as  aforesaid,  shall  keep  fair  and  just  accounts,  as  well  of '•^<^<^ou"t«' 
all  moneys  received  by  them,  as  of  those  paid  out  and  expended  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  work;  and  shall,  at  least  once  in  every  5'ear,  submit 
their  books  and  accounts  to  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders;  and 
whenever  it  shall  be  ascertained,  that  the  capital  stock  of  such  company 
is  not  sufHcient  to  complete  their  road,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  this  act,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  president  and 
managers,  at  a  stated  or  special  meeting,  convened  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  or  their  own  by-laws,  to  increase  the  nuniber  of 
shares  to  such  an  extent  as  they  shall  deem  sufficient  to  accomplish  the 
work,  and  to  demand  and  receive  the  moneys  subscribed  for  such  addi- 
tional shares,  in  like  manner  and  under  like  penalties,  as  are  provided 
by  this  act  in  the  case  of  the  original  subscriptions. 

Section  11.  The  president  and  managers  ol'  such  compan}'  shall 
have  power  to  erect  good  and  sufficient  bridges  over  all  the  streams  of  ^^^'''*" 
water  crossed  by  their  road,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  found  neces- 
sary ;  and  shall  cause  a  road,  if  a  turnpike,  to  be  laid  out  not  exceeding 
fifty  feet  in  width,  and  cause  at  least  eighteen  feet  of  said  vvidtii  to  be 
made  an  artificial  road  of  wood,  stone,  gravel,  or  other  proper  and  con- 
venient materials,  such  as  the  nature  of  the  ground  may  require  'md 
will  afford,  to  be  constructed  in  such  manner  as  will  admit  an  even 
surface,  and  so  nearly  level  in  its  progress,  that  it  shall  in  no  place  raise 
or  fall  more  than  will  form  an  angle  of  four  degrees  from  a  horizontal 
line  ;  and,  if  a  plank  road,  the  same  shall  be  opened  of  any  width,  not 
exceeding  forty  feet,  and  shall  be  graded  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
necessary  for  either  a  single  or  double  track,  as  liiay  be  determined  upon 
by  the  president  and  managers  of  the  said  Company,  each  track  being 
not  less  than  eight  feet  in  width,  and  so  nearly  level  in  its  progress, 
that  it  shall  in  no  place  raise  or  fall  more  than  will  form  an  angle  of  three 
degrees  with  a  horizontal  line  :   Provided,  That  if  any  part  of  the    ^°^'^- 
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ground  on  the  route  of  said  road  shall  be  so  hard  and  compact,  as  lo 
make  a  good  road  without  any  covering  of  wood,  gravel,  stone,  slale  or 
other  hard  substance,  the  said  president  and  managers  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  construct  such  part  of  said  road  without  any  such  covering, 
and  shall  forever  maintain  and  keep  the  same  in  good  repair  :  Provided, 
That  in  all  deep  cuts  the  said  road  need  not  be  of  greater  width  on  the 
surface  than  thirty  feet:  ^find  provided.  That  said  bridges  shall  not 
be  constructed  so  as  to  obstruct  the  navigation  of  any  stream  declared 
a  public  highway. 

Section  12.  Whenever  such  company  shall  have  finished  five  miles 
or  more  of  road,  the  president  thereof  may  give  notice  to  the  Governor, 
who  shall  appoint  forthwith  three  skillful,  judicious  and  disinterested 
persons  to  view  and  examine  the  same,  and  report,  on  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, to  him,  whether  the  said  r  ad  is  so  far  executed  in  a  competent 
and  workmanlike  manner,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of 
this  act;  and  if  their  repi^rt  shall  be  in  the  affirmative,  then  the  governor 
shall,  by  license  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  state,  permit  and 
sufTer  said  company  to  erect  and  fix  such  and  so  many  gates  upon  and 
across  the  said  road,  as  will  be  necessary  and  sufficient  to  collect  from 
all  persons  otherwise  than  on  foot,  the  same  tolls  as  hereinafter  author- 
ized and  granted. 

Section  13.  When  such  company  is  licensed  in  manner  aforesaid, 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  them  to  appoint  such  and  so  many  toll- 
gatherers  as  they  shall  think  proper,  to  collect  and  receive,  of  and  from 
all  and  every  person  or  persons  using  tlie  said  road,  the  toll  and  rates 
hereinafter  mentioned  ;  and  to  stop  any  person  riding,  leading,  or  driving 
any  horses,  catde,  hogs,  sheep,  coach,  coaches,  sulkey,  chair,  chaise, 
phaeton,  carl,  wagon,  wain,  sleigh,  sled,  or  any  oiher  carriage  of  burden 
or  pleasure,  from  passing  through  the  said  gate  until  they  shall  respec- 
tively have  paid  the  same:  that  is  to  say,  for  every  five  miles  in  length 
of  the  said  road  completed  and  licensed  as  aforesaid,  the  following 
sums  of  money,  and  so  in  proportion  for  any  lesser  distance,  or  for 
any  greater  or  lesser  number  of  sheep,  hogs,  or  catde,  to  wit: — For 
every  score  of  hogs  five  cents;  for  every  score  of  sheep  five  cents;  for 
every  score  of  cattle  ten  cents ;  for  every  horse  and  his  rider,  or  led 
horse,  three  cents;  for  every  sulkey,  chair  or  chaise,  with  one  horse 
and  two  wheels,  six  cents;  with  two  horses  nine  cents;  for  every  cha- 
riot, coach,  phaeton  or  dearborn,  with  one  horse  and  four  wheels,  ten 
cents;  for  every  coach,  phaeton  or  chaise,  with  two  horses  and  four 
wheels,  twelve  cents ;  for  either  of  the  carriages  last  mentioned,  with 
four  horses,  twenty  cents;  for  every  other  carriage  of  pleasure,  under 
whatever  name  it  may  go,  the  like  sums,  according  to  the  number  of 
wheels  and  horses  drawmg  the  same;  for  every  stage  wagon  with  two 
horses  twelve  cents ;  fur  every  such  wagon  with  four  horses  twenty  cents ; 
for  every  sleigh,  three  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same  ;  and  for 
every  sled,  two  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same  ;  for  every  cart 
or  wagon,  whose  wheels  shall  be  le.ss  than  four  inches,  four  cents  for 
each  horse  drawing  the  same;  and  for  every  carl  or  wagon,  whose 
wheels  shall  be  four  inches,  and  not  exceeding  seven  inches,  two  cents 
for  every  horse  drawing  the  same;  for  every  cart  or  wagon,  the  breadth 
of  whose  wheels  shall  be  more  than  seven  inches,  one  cent  for  every 
horse  drawing  the  same;  and  if  any  person  or  perso  s  shall  represent 
to  the  said  company  or  any  of  their  officers,  that  he,  she,  or  they  have 
traveled  a  less  distance  than  he,  she,  or  they  have  actually  traveletj  along 
said  road,  with  intent  to  defraud  said  company  of  its  toll,  or  any  part 
thereol,  such  person  or  peisons  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit 
and  pay  to  the  use  of  said  company  ihe  sum  of  live  dollars;  and  if  any 
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toU-gatherer  shall  demand  and  receive  loll  for  a  greater  distance  than  ihe 
person  of  whom  such  loll  is  demanded  shall  have  traveled  along  said 
turnpike  road,  or  plank  road,  or  shall  detuand  and  receive  greater  toil 
froM!  any  person  or  persons  than  such  toll-gatherer  is  authorized  to  de- 
mand and  receive  by  virtue  of  this  act,  such  toll-gatherer  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  to  the  supervi- 
sors of  the  township  in  which  the  forfeiture  is  incurred,  to  be  expended 
in  repairing  township  roads,  and  for  the  payment  of  which  the  said 
company  shall  be  responsible  ;  and  all  such  penalties  and  forfeitui-es 
shall  be  recoverable,  with  costs  of  suit,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
of  the  county  in  which  the  offence  is  committed:  Provided,  That  no  Proviso. 
toll  shall  be  demanded  from  any  person  or  persons  passing  and  repassing 
from  one  part  of  his,  her,  or  their  farm  to  any  other  part  of  the  same; 
and  all  persons  with  their  vehicles  or  horses,  going  to  or  from  funerals, 
or  places  of  public  worship,  or  of  military  trainings  or  elections,  shall 
be  exempt  from  the  payment  of.  toll,  when  traveling  on  such  turnpike 
road.

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General.  Assembly 
ms/,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Samuel  Small,  John  Evans,  Jacob  Emmilt,  George  S.  Morris,  Charles 
Weiser,  George  King,  D.  G.  Barnitz,  Philip  A.  Small,  Charles  A.  Mor- 
ris, W.  S.  Roland,  John  L.  Mayer,  John  Herr,  Doctor  A.  Small,  Sam- 
uel Bechtol,  Doctor  Luke  Rouse,  Henry  Kauffelt,  N.  P.  Buckley,  and 
their  associates,  are  hereby  created  a  corporation  and  body  politic,  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting  and  maintaining  a  line  of  electric  telegraph  on 
the  routes  leading  from  Ilarrisburg  to  Baltimore,  in  the  slate  of  Mary- 
land, by  way  of  York,  with  a  view  of  transmitting  intelligence  by  means 
thereof,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  "American  telegraph  com- 
pany." 

Section  2.  That  the  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  issued  to  those  who  have  heretofore, 
or  may  hereafter  furnish  funds  for  the  construction  and  improvement  of 
said  line  of  telegraph,  as  may  be  agreed  upon:  Provided,  That  the 
funds  to  be  raised  for  the  construction  of  said  line  of  telegraph,  putting 
the  same  in  operation,  and  from  time  to  time  adding  to  and  improving 
it,  and  paying  the  expenses  thereof,  shall  be  only  applied  to  that  pur- 
pose, and  shall  not  be  invested  or  employed  for  any  other  purpose 
whatever. 

Section  3.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  enter  upon  any 
private  property  for  the  establishment  of  their  lines  of  telegraphic  wires; 
but  not  until  they  shall  have  made  proper  compensation  to  the  owner  or 
owners,  or  given  adequate  security  therefor. 

Section  4.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act, 
or  any  four  of  them,  shall  call  a  meeting,  to  be  held  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  of  the 
corporate  body  hereby  created,  giving  three  weeks'  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  meeting,  in  at  least  one  newspaper  published  in  Baltimore, 
York  and  Harrisburg,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  a  president  and  trea- 
surer to  act  as  secretary,  and  a  board  of  directors  not  exceeding  five 
persons :  annual  meetings  of  said  corporation  shall  be  held  on  the  sec- 
ond Tuesday  of  July  in  each  year,  unless  the  stockholders  at  an  annual 
meeting  shall  otherwise  direct;  and  special  meetings  shall  be  called  by 
the  president  and  directors,  whenever,  in  their  opinion,  the  interests  of 
the  company  may  require  it,  or  when  it  may  be  demanded  by  persons 
holding  one-third  of  the  stock:  such  reasonable  notice  to  be  given  of 
the  time  and  place  of  such  meetings,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by- 
laws of  the  corporation. 

Section  5.  That  the  president,  directors,  treasurer  and  secretary, 
shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  sucqessors  shall  be 
elected  ;  and  shall  exercise  such  powers  pertaining  to  the  building  and 
management  of  said  telegraph,  not  incompatible  with  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  this  state  and  of  the  United  Slates,  as  may  be  authorized 
by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation. 
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Section  6.  That  at  every  election,  each  share  shall  entitle  its  holder  Votes. 
to  one  vote,  except  that  no  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  give  more 
than  one  sixth  of  the  entire  vote  to  which  the  stockholders  are  entitled ; 
and  absent  stockholders  may  vote  by  agents  or  proxies,  producing  writ- 
ten authority  :  in  case  of  a  tie,  the  election  shall  be  decided  by  lot. 

Section  7.   That  the  American  telegraph  company  hereby  incorpo-  Powers 
rated,  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  complain  and  defend  in  any 
court  of  law  or  equity  having  competent  jurisdiction  ;  to  make  and  use 
a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  at  pleasure;  to  purchase  and  hold  ^®^'' 
such  real  and  personal  estate,  as  the  lawful  purposes  of  the  corporation  Purchase  lands, 
may  require,   and   the  same   to  sell   and   convey  when  no  longer  so 
required;  to  appoint  such  officers  and  agents  as  may  be  necessary  to 
manage  the  business  of  the  corporation,  and  to  allow  them  a  suitable 
compensation ;  and  to  make  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  any  existing 
laws,  for  the  management  of  its  property,  the  regulation  of  its  affairs, 
and  the  transfer  of  its  stock. 

Section  8.   That  the  corporation  hereby  created  shall  have  power, 
by  contracts  with  other  persons  or  bodies  politic,  to  connect  their  lines  ^"""^^^  "'^^s- 
of  telegraph  with  lines  out  of  this  state. 

Section  9.   That  the  American  telegraph  company  shall  have  power  „ 
to  set  up  their  fixtures  along  and  across  any  of  the  roads,  streets,  or  powers, 

waters  of  this  state,  passed  over  by  their  line  of  telegraphic  wires,  with- 
out its  being  deemed  a  public  nuisance,  or  subjected  to  be  abated  by  any 
private  person ;  the  said  fixtures  to  be  so  placed  as  not  to  interfere  with 
the  common  use  of  such  roads,  streets  and  waters,  or  with  the  conve- 
nience of  any  land-owner,  more  than  is  unavoidable;  but  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  responsible  for  any  damages  which  any  person  or  ,  P*'" 
corporation  may  sustain,  by  the  erection,  continuance  and  use  of  such 
fixtures;  and  in  any  action  brought  for  the  recovery  thereof,  by  the 
owner  or  possessor  of  any  lands,  the  damages  to  be  awarded  may,  at 
the  election  of  such  corporation,  include  the  damage  of  allowing  the 
said  fixtures  permanently  to  continue;  on  payment  of  which  damages, 
the  right  of  the  corporation  to  continue  such  fixtures  shall  be  confirmed, 
as  if  granted  by  the  parties  to  the  suit :  Provided,  That  no  person,  or  Proviso, 
body  politic,  shall  be  entitled  to  sue  for,  or  recover  damages  as  afore- 
said, until  the  said  corporation,  after  due  notice,  shall  have  failed  or  re- 
fused to  remove,  in  reasonable  time,  the  fixtures  complained  of;  and 
every  person  who  shall  destroy,  or  commit  trespass  upon  fixtures  of 
said  corporation,  erected  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  hereby  given,  ac- 
tually interrupting,  or  with  mtenl  to  interrupt  the  operations  of  the  tele- 
graph, shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  which  the  said  corporation  may 
suft'er,  in  repairing  the  injury,  and  in  the  interruption  of  their  business, 
to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  trespass. 

Section  10.   The  said  company  may,  if  deemed  expedient,  purchase  May  purchase 
the  line  or  wires  of  any  other  telegraph,  when  they  have  obtained  the  wires  of  any 
right  of  the  owners  thereof  so  to  do;  and  in  the  event  of  any  such  pur-  other  telegraph, 
chase,  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  be  increased  to  an  amount 
sufficient  to  cover  any  such  purchase. 

Section  11.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be  bound,  on  applica-  Restrictions. 
tion  of  any  of  the  officers  of  this  slate,  or  of  the  United  States,  acting 
in  the  event  of  any  war,  insurrection,  riot,  or  other  civil  commotion  or 
resistance  of  public  authority,  or  in  the  prevention  or  punishment  of 
crime,  or  the  arrest  of  persons  charged  or  suspected  thereof,  to  give  to 
the  communication  of  such  officers  immediate  despatch;  and  if  any 
officer,  operator  or  clerk  of  said  company,  shall  refuse,  or  knowingly  ' 

omit  to  transmit  such  communications,  or  shall  designedly  alter  or  fal- 
sify the  same  for  any  purpose  whatever,  he  shall  be  subject  to  fine  and  Penalty. 
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imprisonment  in  proportion  to  the  agrgravation  of  the  offence,  upon  in- 
dictment and  conviction  thereof,  before  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction, for  transmitting  such  communications:  the  company  shall  charge 
no  higher  price  than  for  private  communications  of  the  same  length. 

Section  12.  That  dividends  of  the  actual  profits  of  the  company  shall 
be  declared  semi-annually,  in  the  months  of  January  and  July,  in  each 
year:  Provided,  That  no  dividend  shall  be  declared  which  shall  im- 
pair the  capital  stock  of  said  company:  ^nd  provided  further.  That 
all  dividends  over  and  above  twelve  per  centum,  shall  be  deemed  due  to 
the  commonwealth,  and  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  company  to  the  state 
treasurer. 

Section  13.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  and  know- 
ingly break,  injure,  set  fire  to,  or  destroy  the  said  telegraph,  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  any  work,  device  or  part  thereof  erected,  or  to  be  erect- 
ed by  the  said  company,  or  by  any  other  company  incorporated  by  the 
laws  of  this  commonwealth,  or  shall  wilfully  and  knowingly  place  any 
obstruction  in,  upon  or  against  the  said  telegraph,  or  any  work  or  de- 
vice or  part  thereof,  such  person  or  persons  shall,  upon,  conviction  of 
such  offence,  in  any  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  this  commonwealth,  be 
sentenced  to  pay  the  damages  caused  by  such  offence,  and  to  be  im- 
prisoned in  the  jail  of  the  proper  county,  for  any  period  not  exceeding 
one  year,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  14.  This  corporation  shall  not  be  permitted  to  issue  any 
note,  token,  device,  scrip,  or  other  evidence  of  debt,  to  be  issued  as  a 
currency. 

Section  15.  That  this  act  of  incorporation  shall  endure  for  twenty 
years  from  its  passage;  and  the  legislature  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to 
alter  or  annul  this  act  of  incorporation  at  pleasure:  Provided,  That  no 
injustice  shall  be  done  the  corporators.

Richard  Simpson,  Henry  Pleasants,  M.  D.,  Edward  Lane, 
Philip  Lowry  and  J.  M.  Linnard,  and  their  successors,  and  all  persons 
who  now  are,  or  hereafter  may  be  associated  with  them,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  created  and  erected  into  a  body  corporate  and  politic  in  deed 
and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  "West  Philadelphia 
hall  association;"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court 
of  law  or  equity  ;  and  to  take  and  to  hold  to  them  and  their  successors, 
either  by  grant,  gift,  devise  or  lease,  any  lands  or  real  estate,  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  thereon  a  suitable  building  or  buildings,  for  the  use 
of  said  association,  any  goods  or  chattels,  sum  or  sums  of  money,  by 
gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  will,  devise  or  bequest,  from  any  person  or 
persons  whatsoever,  capable  of  making  the  same ;  and  the  same,  at 
their  pleasure,  to  grant,  bargain  and  sell  for  the  use  of  said  association; 
and  generally  to  do  all  and  singular,  the  matters  and  things  which  shall 
be  lawful  for  them  to  do,  for  the  well  being,  and  due  management,  of 
the  affairs  of  said  association  :  Provided,  That  the  real  estate  of  which 
the  corporation  shall  be  at  anyone  time  possessed,  shall  not  exceed  the 
clear  yearly  value  of  three  thousand  dollars. 

Section  2.  The  persons  hereinbefore  named,  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners  to  do  and  perform  the  several  acts  and  things  hereinafter 
mentioned ;  that  is  to  say,  they  or  such  of  them  as  shall  act  in  the

The  legislature  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  alter, 
amend,  or  repeal  the  charter  of  the  V\  est  Philadelphia  hall  association, 
whenever,  in  their  opinion,  it  may  be  injurious  to  the  citizens  of  this 
commonwealth  ;  in  such  manner,  however,  that  no  injustice  shall  be 
done  to  the  incorporators.

commissioners  to  view  and  lay  out,  and  mark  a  state  road,  beginning  at 
or  near  Carmichaelstown,  Greene  county,  and  leading  to'  M'Clelland- 
town, Fayette  county,  by  the  easiest  and  most  practicable  route,  having 
reference  to  distance  of  the  route,  surface  of  the  country,  and  cost  of 
construction. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  after  having  been  duly  sv/orn  or  affirmed  before  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  who  shall  file  and  preserve  the  same  in  his  office,  to 
perform  all  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  act  with  impartiality,  carefully 
to  view  the  ground  over  which  the  road  to  be  laid  out  by  them  may 
pass,  having  due  regard  to  a  straight  and  easy  road  for  the  public,  at  an 
elevation  of  not  more  than  five  degrees  from  a  horizontal  line ;  and  that 
they  shall  clearly  and  distinctly  mark  the  road  in  such  a  manner,  as 
shall  render  the  route  agreed  upon  readily  found  by  the  supervisors; 
and  for  fulfilling  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  act,  the  commissioners  shall 
be  allowed  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day,  for  every  day 
they  shall  be  necessarily  employed  in  performing  the  duties  assigned  by 
this  act;  and  the  said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  employ 
P.  J.  Nelson  Patrick,  surveyor,  at  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  diem, 
two  chain-bearers  and  one  axeman,  at  a  sum  not  exceeding,  for  each, 
one  dollar  per  diem. 

Section  3.  The  said  commissioners  shall  make  out  a  fair  and  accu- 
curate  draft  of  the  location  of  the  road,  noting  thereon  courses  and  dis- 
tances, and  the  places,  waters,  county  and  township  lines,  with  such 
other  matter  as  may  serve  for  explanation ;  one  copy  whereof  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  January  next,  and  one  copy  in  the  office  of  the 
clerks  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  respective  counties  through 
which  the  said  road  may  pass,  on  the  time  aforesaid,  or  as  much  sooner 
as  practicable ;  and  from  thenceforth  the  said  road  shall  be  a  public 
highway,  and  shall  be  opened  and  repaired  as  all  other  roads  laid  out 
by  the  courts  are  made  and  repaired. 

Section  4.  And  the  commissioners  shall  draw  on  the  commissioners 
of  the  counties  through  which  the  said  road  shall  pass,  who  shall  adjust 
the  account  of  the  commissioners,  surveyor,  chain-bearers  and  axeman, 
and  pay  them  as  other  accounts  by  orders  on  the  treasurer  of  the  county 
are  paid. 

Section  5.  And  said  commissioners  shall  meet  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  of  August  next,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  a  majority  of  them 
shall  agree  on,  and  complete  the  location  of  said  road  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable ;  and  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  by  resignation  or  otherwise,  it 
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shall  be  filled  by  the  judges  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county 
in  which  said  person  or  persons  so  resigning,  shall  have  resided. 

Section  6.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie  supervisors  of  the  several 
townships  through  which  said  road  shall  pass,  upon  notice  given,  to  Duties  of  super- 
proceed  at  once  and  make  and  open  the  said  road  as  other  roads  are  ^'^ors. 
made  ;  and  on  failing  to  comply,  the.  said  supervisors,  or  any  of  them, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  to  be  collected  as 
other  fines  are  collected,  and  the  said  fine  shall  be  appropriated  for  the 
use  of  said  road;  and  the  justice  of  the  peace  before  whom  inlbrmation 
is  lodged,  shall  have  power  to  appoint  another  person  in  place  of  the 
supervisor  refusing  to  perform  the  duties  of  this  act,  who  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  funds  set  apart  for  the  laying  out  and  repairing  of  roads  in 
the  township  in  v/hich  said  person,  so  refusing,  may  reside;  and  that 
said  commissioners  shall  have  power  to  vacate  any  road  or  part  thereof, 
as  may  be  rendered  useless  by  this  act,  or  shall  have  power  to  locate 
any  part  of  the  load  between  the  points  mentioned  by  this  act.

teachers  and  professors  of  mineralogy,  geology,  and  mineralogical 
chemistry. 

Section  7.   The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  grant  diplomas  Diplomas, 
of  membership,  honorary  membership,  and  professorship. 

Sections.  That  each  member  shall  contribute  three  dollars  annually;  . 

and  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  accept  all  and  every  gift,  ^■

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa-  ) 

lives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
on  complaint  made  to  the  county  commissioners  of  any  county  in  this  Obstructions  of 
commonwealth  through  which  French  creek  flows,  that  the  free  and  ^^^  navigation  of 
uninterrupted  navigation  thereof  is  obstructed  by  any  dam  or  dams,  it  ^^^  removed! 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  wherein 
said  complaint  is  made,  to  appoint  three  fit  and  disinterested  freeholders, 
who  shall  proceed  to  view  the  dam  or  dams  complained  of;  and  if, 
upon  examination,  they  find  that  the  free  and  uninterrupted  navigation 
of  said  creek  is  obstructed  thereby,  they  shall  give  notice  in  writing  to 
the  owner  or  owners  of  said  dam  or  dams,  informing  them  of  the  kind 
and  character  of  the  repairs  or  alterations  necessary  to  be  made,  to  se- 
cure free  and  uninterrupted  navigation;  whereupon  the  owners  of  said 
dams  are  required,  within  ninety  days  after  such  notice,  to  remove  the 
evil  complained  of;  and  upon  their  neglect  to  comply  with  said  notice, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  freeholders  to  report  the  same  to  the  court 
of  quarter  sessions  of  the  proper  county ;  and  the  said  court  shall  direct 
a  bill  of  indictment  to  be  sent  to  the  grand  jury,  and  upon  prosecution 
to  conviction  of  such  offence,  the  person  or  persons  so  convicted,  shall 
pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  nor  more  than  five  hun-  ^''^^*

as  downward,  navigation  of  said  stream ;  and  all  dams  built  on  said 
creek,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be  constructed  with  either  a 
lock  or  shute,  of  the  dimensions  and  character  directed  above,  so  as  to 
promote  the  free  and  uninterrupted  navigation  of  said  stream;  and 
which  locks  and  shutes  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair  by  the  owner  or 
owners  of  every  such  dam ;  every  person  failing  or  neglecting  to  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  on  prosecution  and  con- 
viction in  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county  where  said  dam  or 
dams  are  situated,  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  hundred 
dollars,  which  fine  shall  go  into  the  treasury  of  the  proper  county.

it;  that  for  a  long  time  heretofore,  the  said  road  has  been  kept  open  at 
various  widths  in  various  places,  and  has  been  gradually  narrowing  from 
time  to  time,  that  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  true  and  legal  width  and  lo- 
cation of  the  same,  has  given  rise  to  many  disputes  among  the  land-

wealth, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  revived  in  the  township  of  Upper 
Providence,  in  the  county  of  Delaware:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein 
contained,  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  supervisors,  a  clerk, 
collector  of  the  road  tax,  or  treasurer,  at  the  expense  of  the  said  town- 
ship, nor  to  prevent  them  from  procuring  the  necessary  assistance  in 
making  and  repairing  the  public  roads  in  said  township,  by  special  con- 
tract, or  otherwise,  as  they  shall  deem  most  advantageous  to  the  interest 
of  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

Section  3.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  said  township,  are  hereby 
authorized  to  elect,  at  their  annual  township  election,  in  March,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  three  supervisors,  one  of  whom 
shall  serve  one  year,  one  two  years,  and  one  three  years  ;  and  annually 
thereafter,  they  shall  elect  one  to  serve  a  term  of  three  years,  two  of 
whom  shall  be  a  quorum. 

Section  4.  That  so  much  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  granting  certain 
powers  to  the  authorities  of  the  city  of  Lancaster  and  Philadelphia, 
and  for  other  purposes,"  passed  the  sixteenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  as  relates  to  the  roads  and  highways 
in  the  county  of  Delaware,  together  with  all  other  acts  and  supplements 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  declared  not  to 
extend  to  the  township  of  Upper  Providence,  in  the  county  of  Delaware.

A  SUPPLEMENT 


To  the  act,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  railroad 
company,"  approved  April  eleventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
eight. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  idssembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
for  the  purpose  of  preventing,  as  far  as  possible,  the  evils  of  tranship- 
ments from  one  set  of  railroad  cars  to  another,  and  to  prevent  their 
occurring  at  the  state  line,  the  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  railroad  company, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  the  width  of  the  track  of 
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that  part  of  their  road  in  Pennsylvania,  the  same  as  it  is  required  to  be 
in  Ohio,  and  the  same  as  the  width  of  the  tracks  of  the  other  roads 
authorized  under  the  general  railroad  law  of  Ohio,  with  which  their 
road  will  connect,  to  wit:  four  feei  ten  inches,  notwithstanding  any 
thing  to  the  contrary  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement.

AN   ACT 

Regulating  railroad  companies. 

Section  \.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
whenever  a  special  act  of  the  general  assembly  shall  hereafter  be  passed,  Commissioners, 
authorizing  the  incorporation  of  a  company  for  the  construction  of  .^ 
railroad  within  this  commonwealth,  the  commissioners  named  in  such 
act,  or  any  five  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  open  books  for  receiving 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  such  company,  at  such  time  or  Subscriptions, 
times,  and  at  such  place  or  places  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  after 
having  given  at  least  twenty  days'  notice,  in  one  or  more  newspapers, 
published  in  the  county  where  books  of  subscription  are  to  be  opened  j 
and  at  the  times  and  places  so  designated  and  named  in  the  public  no- 
tices to  be  given,  as  aforesaid,  the  said  commissioners,  or  any  two  of 
them,  shall  attend  and  furnish  to  all  persons  duly  qualified,  who  shall 
ofTer  to  subscribe,  an  opportunity  of  so  doing ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  all  such  persons,  and  for  all  firms  and  co-partnerships,  by  themselves  ^J)°  ™^y  ^"^" 
or  by  persons  duly  authorized,  to  subscribe  for  shares  in  said  stock ;  and  ^"^  ^' 
the  said  books  shall  be  kept  open  at  least  six  hours  in  every  day,  for 
the  term  of  three  juridical  days,  or  until  there  shall  have  been  subscribed 
the  whole  number  of  shares  authorized  by  the  special  act ;  and  if  at  the 
expiration  of  three  days,  the  books  aforesaid  shall  not  have  the  number 
of  shares  therein  subscribed,  the  said  commissioners  may  adjourn  from 
time  to  time,  and  to  such  places  as  they  may  deem  proper,  until  the 
whole  number  of  shares  authorized,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  subscribed, 
of  which  adjournment  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  shall  give  such  public 
notice  as  the  occasion  may  require;  and  when  the  whole  number  of 
shares  shall  be  subscribed,  the  books  shall  be  closed  :  Provided  always,  Proviso. 
That  no  subscription  for  such  stock  shall  be  valid  unless  the  party  or 
parties  making  the  same,  shall,  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  pay  to  the 
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said  commissioners  five  dollars  on  each  and  everyshare  subscribed,  for 
the  use  of  the  company. 

Section  2.  That  when  ten  per  centum  on  the  capital  stock,  as  pro- 
vided by  any  special  act  of  incorporation,  shall  have  been  subscribed, 
and  five  dollars  paid  on  each  and  every  share,  as  aforesaid,  the  said 
commissioners,  or  such  of  them  as  shall  have  acted,  shall  certify  to  the 
governor,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  the  names  of  the  subscribers,  and 
the  number  of  shares  subscribed  by  each,  and  that  five  dollars  on  each 
share  have  been  paid,  whereupon  the  governor  shall,  by  letters  patent, 
under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  commonwealth,  create  and  constitute 
the  subscribers,  and  if  the  subscription  be  not  full  at  the  time,  those  who 
shall  thereafter  subscribe  to  the  number  of  shares  aforesaid,  their  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  into  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in 
law,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title,  designated  by  the  special  act  of 
assembly ;  and  by  the  said  name,  style,  and  title,  the  said  subscribers 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with  all  the  privileges,  franchises,  and 
immunities  incident  to  a  corporation,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  record  and  elsewhere,  and  to 
purchase,  receive,  have,  hold,  use,  and  enjoy  to  them  and  tlieir  successors, 
goods,  chattels,  and  estate,  real  and  personal,  of  what  kind  and  nature 
soever,  and  the  same  from  time  to  lime,  to  sell,  exchange,  mortgage, 
grant,  alien,  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  and  to  make  dividends  of  such 
portion  of  the  profits  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  also  to  make  and 
have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure,  and 
also  to  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution,  such  by-laws,  ordinances, 
and  regulations  as  shall  appear  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  government 
of  said  corporation,  not  being  contrary  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  this  commonwealth,  and  generally  to  do  all  and 
singular,  the  matters  and  things  which  to  them  it  shall  lawfully  appertain 
to  do  for  the  well  being  of  said  corporation,  and  the  due  ordering  and 
management  of  the  affairs  thereof:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  as  in  any  way  giving,  to  such  corporation,  any 
banking  privileges  whatever,  or  any  other  liberties,  privileges,  or  fran- 
chises but  such  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  to  the  procuring, 
owning,  making,  maintaining,  regulating,  and  using  their  railroad,  the 
locomotives,  machinery,  cars,  and  other  appendages  thereof,  and  the 
conveyance  of  passengers,  the  transportation  of  goods,  merchandize,  and 
other  commodities  thereon:  jlnd  provided  further,  That  such  company 
shall  not  purchase  or  hold  any  real  estate,  except  such  as  may  be  neces- 
sary or  convenient  for  the  making  and  constructing  of  their  railroad,  or 
for  the  furnishing  of  materials  therefor,  and  for  the  accommodation  of 
depots,  offices,  warehouses,  machine  shops,  toll  houses,  engine  and 
water  stations,  and  other  appropriate  appurtenances,  and  for  the  persons 
and  things  employed,  or  used  in  and  about  the  same. 

Section  3.  That  the  commissioners  named  as  aforesaid,  or  such  of 
them  as  shall  have  acted,  shall  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the 
said  letters  patent  shall  be  obtained,  appoint  a  time  and  place  for  the 
subscribers  to  meet,  to  organize  the  company,  and  shall  give  at  least 
two  weeks'  notice  thereof  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  the  first  section 
of  this  act;  and  the  said  subscribers,  when  met,  shall  elect,  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  votes  present,  to  be  given  in  person  or  by  proxy,  a  president 
and  twelve  directors,  the  president  and  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be 
resident  citizens  of  this  commonwealth,  and  shall  be  owners  respectively 
of  at  least  three  shares  in  the  stock  of  such  company ;  and  the  said 
president  and  directors  shall  conduct  and  manage  the  affairs  and  business 
of  said  company,  until  the  second  Monday  in  January  then  next  ensuing, 
and  until  others  are  chosen ;  and  may  make,  ordain  and  establish  such 
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by-laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations,  and  perform  such  other  matters 

and  things  as  are  by  this  act  authorized  :  Provided,  That  in  case  of  the  Proviso. 

resignation,  death,  or  removal  of  the  president,  the  directors  shall,  by 

a  majority  of  votes,  supply  the  vacancy  until  the  next  annual  election. 

Section  4.  That  the  stockholders  of  such  company  shall  meet  on  Annual  meeting, 
the  second  Monday  in  January  in  every  year,  at  such  place  as  may  be 
fixed  on  bj'  the  by-laws,  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  at  least  two 
weeks  previously  by  the  secretary,  in  the  manner  before  mentioned,  and 
choose,  bv  a  majority  of  the  votes  present,  a  president  and  twelve  direc- 
tors qualified  as  aforesaid,  for  the  ensuing  year,  who  shall  continue  in 
office  until  the  next  annual  election,  and  until  others  are  chosen  ;  at  which 
annual  meeting  the  said  stockholders  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  make,  alter  or  repeal,  by  a  majority  of  votes  given,  any  or  all  such 
by-laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations  as  albresaid,  and  do  and  perform 
every  other  corporate  act  authorized  by  their  charter:  the  stockholders 
may  meet  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  they  be  summoned  by  the 
president  and  directors,  in  such  manner  and  form,  and  giving  such  notice 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws;  and  the  president,  on  the  request 
in  writing  of  any  number  of  stockholders  representing  not  less  than  one- 
tenth  in  interest,  shall  call  a  special  meeting,  giving  the  like  notice,  and  Special  meeting. 
stating  specifically  the  objects  of  the  meeting;  and  the  objects  stated  in 
such  notice,  and  no  other,  shall  be  acted  on  at  such  special  meeting. 

Section  .5.  The  elections  for  directors  provided  for  in  this  act,  shall  Elections,  how- 
be  conducted  as  follows,  to  wit :  at  the  first  election  the  commissioners  conducted, 
shall  appoint  three  stockholders  to  be  judges  of  the  said  election,  and 
to  hold  the  same ;  and  at  every  succeeding  election  the  directors,  for  the 
time  being,  shall  appoint  three  stockholders  for  the  like  purpose ;  and 
the  persons  so  appointed  by  said  commissioners  and  directors,  shall  not 
be  eligible  to  an  election  as  a  director  at  said  election,  and  shall  respec- 
tively take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before  an  alderman  or 
justice  of  the  peace,  well  and  truly  and  according  to  law,  to  conduct 
such  election  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  ability;  and  the  said 
judges  shall  decide  upon  the  qualifications  of  voters,  and  when  the  election 
is  closed,  shall  count  the  votes,  and  declare  who  have  been  elected  ;  and 
if  at  any  time  it  shall  happen  that  an  election  of  directors  shall  not  be 
made  at  the  time  specified,  the  corporation  shall  not  for  that  reason  be 
dissolved;  but  it  shall  be  lawful  to  hold  and  make  such  election  of  di- 
rectors, on  any  day  within  three  months  thereafter,  by  giving  at  least 
ten  days'  previous  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  said  election 
in  the  manner  aforesaid;  and  the  directors  of  the  preceding  year  shall 
in  that  case  conunue  in  office,  and  be  invested  with  all  powers  belonging 
to  them  as  such,  until  others  are  elected  in  their  stead:  in  case  of  the 
death  or  resignation  of  a  director,  or  a  failure  to  elect  in  case  of  a  tie  vote, 
the  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  board  of  directors  :  at  all  general  meet- 
ings or  elections  by  the  stockholders,  each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle 
the  holder  thereof  to  one  vote,  and  each  ballot  shall  have  endorsed  thereon 
the  number  of  shares  thereby  represented  ;  but  no  share  or  shares  trans- 
ferred within  sixty  days  next  preceding  any  election,  or  general  meeting 
of  the  stockholders,  shall  entiUe  the  holder  or  holders  thereof  to  vote 
at  any  such  election  or  general  meeting  ;  nor  shall  any  proxy  be  received, 
or  enliUe  the  holder  to  vote,  unless  the  same  shall  bear  date,  and  have 
been  duly  executed  within  the  three  months  next  preceding  such  election 
or  general  meeting. 

Section  6.   That  the  president  and  directors  of  such  company,  for  Powers, 
the  time  being,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  exercise  all 
the  powers  granted  to  the  corporation  ;  they  shall  meet  at  such  times  and 
places  as  shall  be  by  them  deemed  most  convenient  for  the  transaction 
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Quorum.  of  their  business,  and  when  met,  seven  shall  be  a  quorum  to  do  business ; 

the  president,  if  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  board,  and 
when  absent,  the  board  shall  appoint  a  president  pro.  tem.;  they  shall 
keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings  fairly  entered  in  a  suitable  book  to  be 
kept  for  that  purpose  ;  they  shall  choose  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  and 
may  appoint  or  employ  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents,  superinten- 
dents, artizans,  workmen  or  other  persons,  as  in  their  opinions  may 
be  necessary  or  proper  in  the  management  of  the  affairs  and  business  of 
said  corporation,  at  such  times,  in  such  manner,  and  under  such  regu- 
lations as  they  may  from  time  to  time  determine ;  they  shall  fix  the 
amount  of  the  salaries  and  wages  of  such  officers  and  persons  employed 
by  them,  and  they  may  requite  bond,  with  security  in  such  amounts  as 
they  may  deem  necessary,  of  each  or  any  of  said  officers  or  other  persons 
by  them  appointed  or  employed,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties, 
and  generally  to  do  all  such  other  acts,  matters  and  things  as  by  this  act 
and  the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  the  said  company,  they  may  be  au- 
thorized to  do. 
Certificates  of  SECTION  7.   That  the  president  and  directors  of  such- company  first 

stock.  chosen,  shall  procure  certificates  or  evidences  of  stock  for  all  the  shares 

of  such  company,  and  shall  deliver  one  or  more  certificates  or  evidences, 
signed  by  the  president,  countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed  with 
the  common  seal  of  the  corporation,  to  each  person  or  party  entitled  to 
receive  the  same,  according  to  the  number  of  shares  by  him,  her,  or 
them  respectively  subscribed  or  held;  which  certificates  or  evidences  of 
Transferable.  stock  shall  be  transferable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  holder,  in  a  suitable 
book  or  books  to  be  kept  by  the  company  for  that  purpose,  in  person 
or  by  attorney  duly  authorized,  in  the  presence  of  the  president  oi 
treasurer,  subject,  however,  to  all  payments  due  or  to  become  due 
thereon;  and  the  assignee  or  party  to  whom  the  same  shall  have  been 
so  transferred,  shall  thereupon  be  a  member  of  said  corporation,  and 
have  and  enjoy  all  the  immunities,  privileges  and  franchises,  and  be 
subject  to  all  the  liabilities,  conditions  and  penalties  incident  thereto,  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  original  subscriber  would  have  been  :  Provided, 
That  no  certificate  shall  be  transferred  so  long  as  the  holder  thereof  is 
indebted  to  said  company,  unless  the  board  of  directors  shall  consent 
Proviso.  thereto :  And  provided.  That  no  such  transfer  of  stock  shall  have  the 

effect  of  discharging  any  liabilities  or  penalties  theretofore  incurred  by 
the  owner  thereof. 

Section  8.  The  capital  stock  of  such  company  shall  be  divided  into 

Capital  stock.       shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  and  shall  be  called  in  and  paid  at  such  times 

Shares.  and   places,  and  in   such  proportions  and  instalments   not,  however. 

Instalments.  exceeding  five  dollars  per  share  in  any  period  of  thirty  days,  as  the 

directors  shall  require,  of  which  public  notice  shall  be  given  for  at  least 

two  weeks  next  preceding  the  time  or  times  appointed  for  that  purpose, 

in  the  manner  above  mentioned ;  and  if  any  stockholder  shall  neglect 

to  pay  such  proportion  or  instalment  so  called  for  at  the  time  and  place 

appointed,  he,  she,  or  they  shall  be  liable  to  pay,  in  addition  to  the 

proportion  or  instalment  so  called  for,  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  pei 

month  for  the  delay  of  such  payment;  and  if  the  same  and  the  additional 

penalty,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  remain  unpaid  for  the  period  of  sis 

Forfeiture.  months,  he,  she  or  they  shall,  at  the  discretion  of  the  directors,  forfeit 

to  the  use  of  the  company,  all  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  every 

and  all  share  or  shares,  on  account  of  Avhich  such  default  in  payment 

may  be  made  as  aforesaid,  or  the  directors  may,  at  their  option,  cause 

suit  to  be  brought  before  any  competent  tribunal,  for  the  recovery  of 

the  amount  due  on  such  shares,  together  with  the  penalty  of  one  per 

cent,  per  month  as  aforesaid;  and  in  the  event  of  a  forfeiture,  the  share 
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or  shares  so  forfeited,  may  be  disposed  of  at  tlie  discretion  of  the  presi- 
dent and  directors,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  by-laws.  No  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  lo  vote  at  any  eler-tion, 
nor  at  any  general  or  special  meeting  of  the  compnny,  on  whose  share 
or  shares  any  instalment  or  arrearages  may  be  due  more  than  thirty  days 
next  preceding  said  election  or  meeting  :  ProvidecL  That  no  forfeiture  Proviso, 
of  sttjck  shall  release  or  discharge  the  owner  thereof  from  any  liabilities 
or  penalties  incurred  prior  to  the  time  of  such  forfeiture. 

Section  9.  That  the  dividends  of  so  much  of  the  profits  of  such  com-  Dividenda. 
pany  as  shall  appear  advisable  to  the  direclf)rs,  shall  be  declared  in  the 
months  of  July  and  January  in  each  and  every  year,  and  be  paid  lo  the 
stockholders  or  their  legal  representatives,  on  application  at  the  office  of 
such  company,  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  the 
time  of  declaring  the  same  ;  but  the  said  dividends  shall  in  no  case  ex- 
ceed the  amount  of  the  net  profits  actually  acquired  by  the  company, 
so  that  the  capital  stock  shall  never  be  impaired  thereby;  and  if  the 
said  directors  shall  make  any  dividend  which  shall  impair  the  capital 
stock  of  the  company,  the  directors  consenting  thereto  shall  be  liable, 
in  their  individual  capacities,  to  such  company  for  the  amount  of  the 
capital  stock  so  divided,  recoverable  by  action  of  debt  as  in  other  cases; 
and  each  director  present  when  such  dividend  shall  be  declared,  shall 
be  considered  as  consenting  thereto,  unless  he  forthwith  enter  his  pro- 
test on  the  minutes  of  the  board,  and  give  public  notice  lo  the  stock- 
holders of  the  declaring  of  such  dividend. 

Section  10.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  such  company  shall  Locate,  fir,  mark 
have  power  and  authority  by  themselves,  their  engineers,  superin-  and  determine 
tendents,  agents,  artizans  and  workmen,  to  survey,  ascertain,  locate,  route,  &c. 
fix,  mark,  and  determine  such  route  for  a  railroad  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  not  however  passing  through  any  burying  ground  or  place  of 
public  worship,  or  any  dwelling  house  in  the  occupancy  of  the  owner 
or  owners  thereof,  without  his,  her,  or  their  consent,  and  not  except  in 
the  neighborhood  of  deep  cuttings,  or  high  embankments,  or  places  se-  • 
lected  for  sidelings,  turnouts,  depots,  engine  or  water  stations,  to  exceed 
sixty  feet  in  width,  and  thereon  to  lay  down,  erect,  construct  and  es- 
tablish a  railroad,  with  one  or  more  tracks,  with  such  branches  or  lateral 
roads  as  may  be  specially  authorized,  and  with  such  bridges,  viaducts, 
turnouts,  sidelings,  or  other  devices  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or 
useful  between  the  points  named  in  the  special  act  incorporating  such 
company,  commencing  at  or  within,  and  extending  to  or  into  any  town, 
city  or  village,  named  as  the  place  of  beginning  or  terminus  of  such 
road  ;  and  in  like  manner,  by  themselves,  or  other  persons  by  them 
appointed  or  employed  as  aforesaid,  to  enter  upon  and  into,  and  oc- 
cupy all  land  on  which  the  said  railroad  or  depots,  warehouses,  offices, 
toll  houses,  engines  and  water  stations,  other  buildings  or  appurtenances 
hereinbefore  mentioned  may  be  located,  or  which  may  be  necessary  or 
convenient  for  the  erection  of  the  same,  or  for  any  purpose  necessary  or 
useful  in  the  construction,  maintenance  or  repairs  of  said  railroad,  and 
therein  and  thereon  to  dig,  excavate  and  embank,  make,  grade,  and  lay 
down  and  construct  the  same;  and  it  shall  in  like  manner  be  lawful  for 
such  company,  their  officers,  agents,  engineers,  contractors  or  workmen, 
with  their  implements  and  beasts  of  draught  or  burden,  to  enter  upon 
any  lands  adjoining  or  in  the  neighborhood  of  their  railroad,  so  to  be  con- 
structed, and  to  quarry,  dig,  cut,  take  and  carry  away  therefrom,  any 
stone,  gravel,  clay,  sand,  earth,  wood,  or  other  suitable  material  neces- 
sary or  proper  for  the  construction  of  any  bridges,  viaduct  or  other 
buildings,  which  may  be  required  for  the  use,  maintenance  or  repairs 
of  said  railroad :  Provided,  That  before  such  company  shall  enter  upon  Proviso. 
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or  take  possession  oi'  any  such  lands  or  materials,  they  shall  make  am- 
ple compensation  to  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  or  tender  adequate 
securit}^  therefor  :  Provided  further.  That  the  limber  used  in  the  con- 
struction or  repair  of  said  railroad,  shall  be  obtained  from  the  owner 
thereof  only  by  agreement  or  purchase  :  £nd  provided  further^  That 
whenever  any  company  shall  locate  its  road  in  and  upon  any  street  or 
alley,  in  any  city  or  borough,  ample  compensation  shall  be  made  to 
the  owners  of  lots  fronting  upon  such  street  or  alley,  for  any  damages 
they  may  sustain,  by  reason  of  any  excavation  or  embankment  made 
in  the  construction  of  such  road,  to  be  ascertained  as  other  damages  are 
authorized  to  be  ascertained  by  this  act. 

Section  11.  That  when  the  said  company  cannot  agree  with  the 
owner  or  owners  of  any  lands  or  materials,  for  the  compensation  proper 
for  the  damage  done  or  likely  to  be  done  to,  or  sustained  by  any  such 
owner  or  owners  of  such  lands  or  materials,  which  such  company  may 
enter  upon,  u.>^e  or  take  away,  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  hereinbefore 
given,  or  by  reason  of  the  absence  or  legal  incapacity  of  any  such  owner 
or  owners,  no  such  compensation  can  be  agreed  upon,  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  of  the  proper  county,  on  application  thereto  by  petition,  either 
by  said  company  or  owner  or  owners,  or  any  one  in  behalf  of  either,  shall 
appoint  seven  discreet  and  disinterested  freeholders  of  said  county,  neither 
of  whom  shall  be  residents  or  owners  of  property  upon  or  adjoining  the 
line  of  such  railroad,  and  appoint  a  time,  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more 
than  thirty  days  thereafter,  for  said  viewers  to  meet  at  or  upon  the  pre- 
mises where  the  damages  are  alleged  to  be  sustained,  of  which  time 
and  place  ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  petitioner  to  the  said 
viewers  and  the  other  party  ;  and  the  said  viewers  or  any  five  of  them 
having  been  first  duly  sworn  or  affirmed,  faithfully,  jtisily  and  impar- 
tially to  decide,  and  true  report  to  make  concerning  all  matters  and 
things  to  be  submitted  to  them,  and  in  relation  to  which  they  are  author- 
ized to  inquire  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  having 
viewed  the  premises,  they  shall  estimate  and  determine  the  quantity, 
quality  and  value  of  said  lands  so  taken  or  occupied,  or  to  l^e  so  taken 
or  occupied,  or  the  materials  so  used  or  taken  away,  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  having  a  due  regard  to  and  making  just  allowance  for  the  ad- 
vantages which  may  have  resulted,  or  which  may  seem  likely  to  result 
to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  land  or  materials,  in  consequence  of  the 
making  or  opening  of  said  railroad^,  and  of  the  construction  of  works 
connected  therewith;  and  after  having  made  a  fair  and  just  comparison 
of  said  advantages  and  disadvantages,  they  shall  estimate  and  determine 
whether  any,  and  if  any,  what  amount  of  damages  has  been  or  may 
be  sustained,  and  to  whom  payable,  and  make  report  thereof  to  the 
said  court ;  and  if  any  damages  be  awarded,  and  the  report  be  con- 
firmed by  the  said  court,  judgment  shall  be  entered  thereon ;  and  if  the 
amount  thereof  be  not  paid  within  thirty  days  after  the  entry  of  such 
judgment,  execution  may  then  issue  thereon  as  in  other  cases  of  debt, 
for  the  sum  so  awarded,  and  the  costs  and  expenses  incurred  shall  be 
defrayed  by  the  said  railroad  company ;  and  each  of  said  viewers  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  every  day  neces- 
sarily employed  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  herein  prescribed,  to 
be  paid  by  such  railroad  company. 

Section  12.  That  whenever,  in  the  construction  of  such  road  or 
roads,  it  shall  be  necessar)'  to  cross  or  intersect  any  established  road  or 
way,  it  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  president  and  directors  of  the  said  com- 
pany, so  to  construct  the  said  road  across  such  established  road  or  way, 
as  not  to  impede  the  passage  or  transportation  of  persons  or  property 
along  the  same^  and  that,  for  the  accommodation  of  all  persons  owning 
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or  possessing  land  through  which  the  said  railroad  may  pass,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  company  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made,  a  good  and 
sufficient  cause  way  or  causeways,  whenever  the  same  may  be  neces-  Causeways, 
sary  to  enable  the  occupant  or  occupants  of  said  lands  to  cross  or  pass 
over  the  same,  with  wagons,  carts  and  implements  of  husbandry,  as 
occasion  may  require;  and  the  said  causeway  or  causeways,  when  so 
made,  shall  be  maintained  and  kept  in  good  repair  by  such  company ;  "^^  ^^  ^^P!'  '" 
and  if  the  said  company  shall  neglect  or  refuse,  on  request,  to  make  ^"°  repair,  &c. 
such  causeway  or  causeways,  or  when  made,  to  keep  the  same  in  good 
order,  the  said  company  shall  be  liable  to  pay  any  person  aggrieved 
thereby,  all  damages  sustained  by  such  person  in  consequence  of  such 
neglect  or  refusal ;  such  damages  to  be  assessed  and  ascertained  in  the 
same  manner  as  provided  in  the  last  section  for  the  assessment  of  dam- 
ages :  Provided,  That  the  said  company  shall,  in  no  case,  be  required  Proviso, 
to  make  or  cause  to  be  made,  more  than  one  causeway  through  each 
plantation  or  lot  of  land,  for  the  accommodation  of  any  one  person 
owning  or  possessing  land  through  which  the  said  railroad  may  pass ; 
and  wiiere  any  public  road  shall  cross  such  railroad,  the  person  owning 
or  possessing  land  through  which  the  said  public  road  may  pass,  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  require  the  company  to  erect  or  keep  in  repair  any 
causeway  or  bridge  for  the  accommodation  of  the  occupant  of  said  land. 

Section  13.   That  if  any  such  railroad  company  shall  find  it  neces-  chanee  of  loca- 
sary  to  change  the  site  of  any  portion  of  any  turnpike  or  public  road,  tion. 
they  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  re -constructed  forthwith  at  their  own 
proper  expense,  on  the  most  favorable  location,  and  in  as  perfect  a  man- 
ner as  the  original  road  :  Provided,  That  the  damages  incurred  in  chang-  Proviso, 
ing  tlie  location  of  any  road  authorized  by  this  section,  shall  be  ascertained 
and  paid  by  such  company,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  in  re- 
gard to  the  location  and  construction  of  their  own  road. 

Section  14.  That  in  all  suits  or  actions  against  such  company,  the  g  .y-.g  „f  pj-g. 
service  of  process  on  the  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  engineer,  agent  gggg_ 
or  any  director  of  the  same,  shall  be  good  and  available  in  law ;  but  no 
suit  or  action  shall  be  prosecuted  by  any  person  or  persons,  for  any 
penalties  incurred  under  this  act,  unless  sucii  suit  or  action  shall  be 
commenced  within  two  years  next  after  the  offence  committed  or  cause 
of  action  accrued  ;  and  the  defendants  in  such  suit  or  action  may  plead 
the  general  issue,  and  give  this  act  and  the  special  matter  in  evidence, 
and  that  the  same  was  done  in  pursuance  and  by  authority  of  this  act. 

Section  15.   That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  and  know-  Penalty  for  com- 
ingly  break,  injure  or  destroy,  any  railroad  authorized  by  special  act  of  mitting  injuries 
assembly,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  edifice,  device,  property  or  work,  to  works,  &c. 
or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  machinery,  engine,  car,  implement  or  utensil, 
erected,  owned  or  used  by  such  company,  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  he, 
she  or  they  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  such  company,  three 
times  the  actual  damage  so  sustained,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  with 
full  costs,  before  any  tribunal  having  cognizance  thereof,  by  action  in 
the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the  company. 

Section  16.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  and  ma- 
liciously remove  or  destroy  any  part  of  the  road,  property,  buildings  or  Penalty  for  mis- 
other  works,  belonging  to  such  company,  or  place,  designedly  and  with  demeanor, 
evil  intent,  any  obstruction  on  the  line  of  such  railroad,  so  as  to  jeopard 
the  safety  or  endanger  the  lives  of  persons  traveling  on  or  over  the  same, 
such  person  or  persons  so  offending,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  shall  on  conviction  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  or 
penitentiary,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  for  a  term  not  more  than 
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three  years:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the 
company  from  pursuing  any  other  appropriate  remedy  at  law  in  such 
cases. 

Section  17.  That  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  any 
such  company,  the  president  and  managers  of  the  preceding  year  shall 
exhibit  to  them  a  full  and  complete  statement  of  the  affairs  and  proced- 
ings  of  the  company  for  such  year,  with  all  such  matters  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  convey  to  the  stockholders  a  full  knowledge  of  the  condition 
and  affairs  of  said  company ;  and  the  said  president  and  directors  of  every 
such  company,  shall,  whenever  required,  furnish  to  the  legislature,  or 
either  branch  thereof,  a  full  and  authentic  report  of  their  affairs  and 
transactions,  or  such  information  relating  thereto  as  may  be  demanded 
of  them. 

Section  18.  That  upon  the  completion  of  any  railroad  authorized 
as  aforesaid,  the  same  shall  be  esteemed  a  public  highway  for  the  con- 
veyance of  passengers,  and  the  transportation  of  freight,  subject  to  such 
rules  and  regulations,  in  relation  to  the  same,  and  to  the  size  and  con- 
struction of  wheels,  cars,  and  carriages,  the  weight  of  loads,  and  all  other 
matters  and  things  connected  with  the  use  of  said  railroad,  as  the  president 
and  directors  may  prescribe  and  direct :  Provided,  That  the  said  com- 
pany shall  have  the  exclusive  control  of  the  motive  power,  and  may  from 
time  to  time  establish,  demand  and  receive  such  rates  of  toll,  or  other 
compensation,  for  the  use  of  such  road  and  of  said  motive  power,  and 
for  the  conveyance  of  passengers,  the  transportation  of  merchandize  and 
commodities,  and  the  cars,  or  other  vehicles  containing  the  same,  or 
otherwise  passing  over  or  on  the  said  railroad,  as  to  the  president  and 
directors  shall  seem  reasonable  :  Provided  hoivever  nevertheless.  That 
said  rates  of  toll  and  motive  power  charges  so  to  be  established,  demand- 
ed or  received,  when  the  cars  used  for  such  conveyance  or  transportation, 
are  owned  or  furnished  by  others,  shall  not  exceed  two  and  one  half  cents 
per  mile  for  each  passenger,  three  cents  per  mile  for  each  ton  of  two 
thousand  pounds  of  freight,  tliree  cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger  or 
baggage  car,  and  two  cents  per  mile  for  each  burden  or  freight  car,  every 
four  wheels  being  computed  a  car ;  and  in  the  transportation  of  passen- 
gers, no  charge  shall  be  made  to  exceed  three  cents  per  mile  for  through 
passengers,  and  three  and  a  half  cents  per  mile  for  way  passengers. 

Section  19.  That  if  any  company  incorporated  as  aforesaid,  shall 
not  commence  the  construction  of  their  proposed  railroad  within  three 
years,  and  complete  and  open  the  same  for  use,  with  at  least  one  track, 
within  the  term  prescribed  by  the  special  act  authorizing  the  same,  or 
if  after  completion,  the  said  railroad  shall  be  suffered  to  go  into  decay, 
and  be  impassable  for  the  term  of  two  years,  then  this  charter  shall  be 
null  and  void,  except  so  far  as  to  compel  the  said  company  to  make 
reparation  for  damages. 

Section  20.  That  if  any  company  incorporated  as  aforesaid,  shall  at 
any  time  misuse  or  abuse  any  of  the  privileges  granted  by  this  act,  or 
by  the  special  act  of  incorporation,  the  legislature  may  revoke  all  and 
singular  the  rights  and  privileges  so  granted  to  such  company ;  and  the 
legislature  hereby  reserves  the  power  to  resume,  alter  or  amend  any 
charter  granted  under  this  act,  and  take  for  public  use  any  road  construct- 
ed in  pursuance  of  such  charter:  Provided,  'i'hat  in  resuming,  altering, 
or  amending  said  charters,  no  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the  corporators; 
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and  that  in  taking  such  roads  for  pubhc  use,  full  compensation  shall  be 
made  to  the  stockholders.

AN   ACT 

For  the  relief  of  Mungo  Murray  and  wife,  and  to  authorize  the  managers  of  the 
poor  in  Roxborough,  to  execute  and  deliver  certain  deeds. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
a  certain  power  of  attorney,  dated  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  October, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-eight,  by  Mungo 
Murray,  of  Lintrose  Perthshire,  Scotland,  and  Anne,  his  wife,  one  of 
the  daughters  of  Thomas  Mayne  WilHng,  late  of  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, deceased,  to  doctor  Charles  Willing,  of  the  same  city,  duly 
acknowledged  according  to  law  on  the  same  day,  before  the  provost  and 
chief  magistrate  of  the  royal  burgh  of  Dundee,  in  Scotland,  and  so  cer- 
tified under  the  public  seal  of  the  said  borough,  and  intended  to  be  re- 
corded, authorizing  the  said  attorney  to  sell  and  convey  all  or  any  part 
of  the  real  estate,  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  unto  the  said 
Anne  belonging,  or  in  which  she  may  have  an  interest  wherever  situ- 
ated, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  declared  to  be  of  the  same  legal  effect 
and  validity  within  this  state,  for  all  purposes  declared  and  stated  in  the 
said  power;  and  all  conveyances  made  b)'^  the  said  attorney  in  virtue 
thereof,  of  real  estate  within  this  state,  shall  be  of  the  same  validity 
and  effect  to  pass  the  estate  of  the  said  Anne  and  of  the  said  Mungo, 
in  her  right  in  the  premises  so  conveyed,  as  if  the  said  Anne  had  exe- 
cuted such  power  of  attorney,  conveyance  or  conveyances  personally, 
together  with  her  husband,  in  conformity,  in  all  respects,  with  an  act 
of  assembly,  passed  the  eleventh  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty-eight,  entitled  "A  supplement  to  an  act  relative  to  the 
Le  Raysville  Phalanx,  passed  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-eight,  and  relative  to  obligors  and  obligees,  to  se- 
cure the  rights  of  married  women,  in  relation  to  defalcation,  and  to 
extend  the  boundaries  of  the  borough  of  Ligonier." 

Section  2.  That  the  present  managers  for  the  relief  and  employment 
of  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Roxborough,  in  the  county  of  Phila- 
delphia, or  their  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
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powered  to  make,  execute,  and  deliver  all  deeds,  conveyances  and 
assurances  that  are  necessary  and  requisite,  for  the  conveying  the  said 
property  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof,  agreeably  to  an  act  ap- 
proved March  third,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven.

That 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  qualified  voters  of  the  counties  of  Adams, 
Dauphin,  Lancaster,  York,  Franklin,  Cumberland,  Bradford,  Centre, 
Greene,  and  Erie,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  vote  for 
all  candidates  for  the  various  offices  to  be  tilled  at  any  election  un  one 
slip  or  ticket :  Provided,  The  office  for  which  every  candi  late  is  voted 
for,  shall  be  designated,  as  required  by  the  existing  laws  of  this  com- 
monwealth.

Declaratory  of  the  act  of  assembly,  entitled  "An  Act  declaring  obstructions  io 

private  roads  to  be  a  public  nuisance,  and  for  other  purposes,"  passed  March 

sixteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven,  relative  to  the  appoint- 

^     ment  of  viev^ers  and  reviewers  of  roads  and  bridges  in  Northumberland  county, 

and  relative  to  the  vacating  of  roads.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
Poor  or  indigent  any  poor  or  indigent  person  entitled  to  relief,  or  that  may  have  gained 
persons,  how  ad-  ^  \eg^[  settlement  in  said  county  of  Chester,  shall  be  admitted  into  the 
house  of  employment  of  said  county,  on  an  order  for  that  purpose 
granted  by  any  one  of  the  directors  of  the  poor  of  said  county,  or  by 
any  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county;  for  which  service,  no  justice 
of  the  peace  shall  be  entitled  to  fees  or  reward ;  and  the  constables  of 
the  said  county  of  Chester  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  said  di- 
rectors, for  executing  an  order  for  the  relief  or  removal  of  a  pauper  or 
paupers,  five  cents  per  mile  circular,  and  no  more:  Provided,  That  in 
all  cases  in  which  there  is  more  than  one  order  executed  by  any  con- 
stable at  the  same  time,  for  the  first  order  five  cents  per  mile  circular, 
for  the  second  four  cents,  for  the  third  three  cents,  and  for  any  addi- 
tional number  of  orders  above  three,  executed  at  the  same  time,  no 
mileage  shall  be  allowed.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.

Section  5.   The  school  directors  first  elected  under  the  provisions  of  Enm^cration  of 
this  act,  shall,  immediately  afler  their  election,  cause  to  be  made  an  taxable  inhabi- 
enumeralion  of  the  resident  taxable  inhabitants  in  said  borough;  and  tants. 
the  president  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  su- 
perintendent of  common  schools,  who  is  hereby  directed  to  adopt  the 
number  of  taxables  thus  certified  to  him,  as  the  basis  of  tiie  distribution 
to  said  borough,  of  its  share  of  the  state  appropriation ;  and  the  amount 
to  which  the  said  borough  is  entitled,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount 
to  which  Mahoning  scliool  district,  in  the  said  county,  would  otherwise 
be  entiUed,  until  after  the  next  Iri-ennial  enumeration  of  taxables  for 
school  purposes. 

Section  6.   At  the  first  election  held  in  the  said  borough  for  borough  _^ 
officers,  and  thereafter  annually,  there  shall  be  elected  an  assessor  and  x- 
a  judge  and  two  inspectors,  to  conduct  the  general  and  borough  elec- 
tions in  said  borough;  and  at  such  times  as  are  directed  by  the  existing 
laws  of  this  commonwealth,  an  assistant  assessor  and  two  justices  of 
the  peace. 

Section  7.  The  qualifications  of  voters  in  the  election  of  burgess  and  Qualification  of 
town  council,  shall  be  those  required  by  the  act  of  general  assembly,  voters. 
passed  the  first  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirty-four,  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  incorporation  of  bor- 
oughs ;"  and  the  qualifications  of  voters  in  the  election  of  all  other 
officers  provided  for  by  this  law,  shall  be  the  same  as  are  required  in 
the  election  of  similar  officers  in  the  different  townships  in  said  county.

That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  all  persons  entitled 
to  vote  for  members  of  the  legislature,  who  have  resided  in  the  said 
borough  three  months  previously  to  such  election,  to  meet  at  the  school 
house  in  said  borough,  on  the  third  Friday  in  March  in  every  year,  and 
then  and  there  elect,  by  ballot,  between  the  hours  of  twelve  and  six 
o'clock  of  the  same  day,  one  respectable  citizen  residing  therein,  who 
shall  be  styled  the  burgess  of  said  borough,  and  five  citizens  residing 
therein,  who  shall  be  a  town  council;  but  previously  to  said  election 
the  judge,  inspectors  and  clerks,  shall  be  elected  and  appointed  as  such 
officers  are  elected  and  appointed  under  the  general  election  law  of  this 
commonwealth,  so  far  as  relates  to  receiving  and  counting  votes,  and 
who  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  for  mal-practices,  as  by  the 
said  law  is  imposed;  and  the  said  judge,  inspectors  and  clerks,  before 
they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  shall  each  take  an  oath  or 
affirmation  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  said  county  ;  but  if  no 
justice  of  the  peace  be  present  at  the  election,  the  judge,  after  having 
first  the  oath  or  affirmation  required  administered  to  Jiim  by  one  of  the 
inspectors,  shall  administer  the  oaths  or  affirmations  to  the  inspectors 
and  clerks,  to  perform  the  same  with  fidelity;  and  after  the  said  elec- 
tions shall  be  closed,  shall  declare  the  person  having  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  votes  duly  elected ;  and  in  case  any  two  or  more  candidates  shall 
have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  the  preference  shall  be  determined  by 
lot,  to  be  drawn  by  the  judge  and  inspectors;  whereupon  duplicate  re- 
turns thereof  shall  be  signed  by  the  said  judge  and  mspectors,  one  of 
which  shall  be  transmitted  to  each  of  the  persons  elected,  and  the  other 
filed  among  the  records  of  the  corporation ;  and  in  case  of  the  death, 
resignation,  removal,  or  refusal  to  accept,  or  neglect  or  refusal  to  act 
after  acceptance  of  any  of  the  said  offices,  the  burgess,  or  in  case  of  his 
death,  absence  or  inability  to  act,  or  when  he  neglects  or  refuses  to  act, 
the  first  named  of  the  town  council  shall  issue  liis  precept,  directed  to 
the  high  constable;  or  when  there  is  no  constable,  or  when  he  neglects 
or  refuses  to  act,  then  any  of  the  members  of  the  town  council  shall  ad- 
vertise and  hold  an  election  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  to  supply  such 
vacancy,  giving  at  least  ten  days'  notice  thereof  by  advertisements,  set 
up  at  four  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  said  borough. 
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Section  3.  That  from  and  after  the  third  Friday  in  March  next,  the 
burgess  and  town  council  duly  elected  as  aforesaid,  and  their  successors, 
shall  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  by  the  name  and  style  Style. 
of  the  burgess  and  council  of  Millerstown,  and  shall  have  perpetual  sue-  Powers, 
cession  ;  and  the  said  burgess  and  town  council  aforesaid,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, shall  be  capable  in  law  to  receive,  hold  and  possess  goods, 
chattels,  lands  and  tenements,  rents,  liberties,  jurisdictions,  franchises, 
hereditaments,  to  them  and  their  successors,  in  fee  simple,  or  otherwise, 
not  exceeding  the  yearly  value  of  four  thousand  dollars ;  and  also  to 
give,  grant,  sell,  let  and  assign  the  same  lands,  tenements,  heredita- 
ments, rents ;  and  by  the  same  name  and  style  aforesaid,  they  shall  be 
capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  of 
the  courts  of  law  in  this  commonwealth,  in  all  manner  of  actions  what- 
soever, and  to  have  and  to  use  one  common  seal,  and  the  same  from 
time  to  time,  at  their  will,  to  change  and  alter. 

Section  4.  That  if  any  person,  an  inhabitant  of  the  said  borough,  p  t.  r 
duly  qualified  to  elect  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  elected  to  the  office  of  bur-  giec^of  duty  ' 
gess,  and  having  notice  of  his  election,  shall  refuse  to  undertake  and 
execute  that  office,  every  person  so  refusing  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine 
often  dollars;  and  if  any  other  person  duly  qualified  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  duly  elected  to  any  other  office  in  said  borough  enacted  by  this  act, 
and  having  notice  of  his  election,  shall  refuse  to  undertake  and  execute 
the  duties  of  that  office,  every  person  so  refusing  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
a  fine  of  five  dollars;  which  fines,  forfeitures,  and  all  others  in  pursu- 
ance of  this  act,  or  of  the  by-laws  of  said  council,  shall  be  recoverable 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  for  the  use  of  said  cor- 
poration :  Provided,  That  no  person  shall  be  compelled  to  serve  more  Proviso, 
than  one  year  in  any  term  of  three  years ;  and  that  if  any  person  or 
persons  shall  conceive  himself  or  themselves  aggrieved  by  the  judg- 
ment of  any  justice  of  the  peace  by  virtue  of  this  act,  he  or  they  may 
appeal  to  the  next  county  court  of  common  pleas,  upon  giving  security 
according  to  law,  to  prosecute  his  or  their  appeal  with  eflfect,  who  shall, 
on  the  petition  of  the  party,  take  such  order  therein  as  to  them  shall 
appear  just  and  reasonable;  and  the  same  shall  be  conclusive  to  all 
parties. 

Section  5.  That  the  burgess  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  Oath, 
affirmation  before  one  of  the  associate  judges,  or  a  justice  of  the  peace 
for  the  county  of  Perry,  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  Slates 
and  of  this  slate,  and  an  oath  or  affirmation,  well  and  truly  to  execute 
the  office  of  burgess  of  the  borough  of  Millerstown  ;  and  when  so  quali- 
fied, he  shall  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  council,  high  con- 
stable and  town  clerk,  in  the  manner  and  form  aforesaid,  before  they 
shall  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  the  certificates  of 
which  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  filed  among  the  records  of  the  said 
corporation. 

Section  6.  That  the  town  council  may  meet  by  their  own  authority 
as  occasion  may  require,  or  upon  the  summons  of  the  burgess  they 
shall  have  power  to  enact  by-laws,  and  to  make  such  rules,  regulations  By-laws, 
and  ordinances,  as  shall  be  determined  on  by  a  majority  of  the  whole 
council  necessary  to  promote  the  peace,  good  order  and  general  welfare 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  borough,  and  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
and  keeping  in  order  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  public  squares,  and  com- 
mon grounds  belonging  to  said  town,  for  removing  nuisances  and  ob- 
structions therefrom,  and  the  same  to  annul,  alter  or  make  anew,  as 
the  occasion  may  require;  and  also  to  assess,  levy  and  collect  a  tax  for 
said  purposes  ;  and  also  they  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax 
on  the  owners  of  dogs  and  bitches,  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  for  each

dog,  or  two  dollars  each  bitch,  in  any  one  year;  and  also  annually  to 
appoint  a  town  clerk,  treasurer,  street  commissioner,  and  such  other 
officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  with  all  other  powers  required 
for  the  well  ordering  and  better  government  of  the  said  borough  :  Pro- 
vided^ That  the  said  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations,  shall  not  be  re- 
pugnant to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this 
commonwealth:  And  provided  also,  That  no  tax  shall  be  laid  by  them 
in  any  one  year  to  exceed  one  half  of  a  cent  in  the  dollar  on  the  valua- 
tion of  taxable  property  taken  from  the  last  assessment,  unless  some  ob- 
jects of  general  utility  shall  be  thought  necessary,  in  which  case  a 
majority  of  the  freeholders  of  said  borough,  by  writing  under  their 
hands,  shall  approve  and  certify  the  same  to  the  town  council,  who 
shall  proceed  to  assess  the  same  accordingly;  and  all  taxes  which  may 
be  assessed  or  laid  in  their  said  borough,  shall,  as  nearly  as  the  same 
is  practicable,  be  assessed  and  collected  conformably  to  the  laws  for 
raising  county  rates  and  levies. 

Section  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  clerk  to  attend 
all  meetings  of  the  town  council,  when  assembled  on  business  of  the 
corporation,  and  perform  the  duty  of  clerk  thereunto,  and  keep  and 
preserve  the  common  seal  and  records  of  the  corporation,  and  be 
answerable  for  the  same,  and  also  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  all  the 
duties  which  may  be  enjoined  upon  him,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  of 
the  acts  of  the  town  council ;  and  his  attestation  with  the  corporation 
seal  shall  be  good  evidence  of  the  thing  or  act  so  certified. 

Section  8.  That  the  treasurer  shall  give  security  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  for  the  safe  delivery  into  the 
hands  of  his  successors,  of  all  moneys,  books,  and  accounts  appertain- 
ing thereunto,  upon  demand  being  made  by  the  burgess  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

Section  9.  That  the  street  commissioner,  treasurer,  and  constable, 
as  well  as  all  other  officers  who  may  be  appointed  by  the  council,  shall 
render  their  accounts  to  the  council  once  in  every  year  for  settlement; 
and  the  said  accounts  being  adjusted  and  settled,  shall  be  forthwith 
published  by  the  said  council,  showing  particularly  the  amount  of  taxes 
laid  and  collected,  and  the  expenditures. 

Section  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  high  constable  to  give 
notice  of  the  election,  by  setting  up  advertisements  in  three  public  places 
in  the  said  borough,  ten  days  previously  thereto,  and  shall  attend  and 
see  that  the  same  is  opened  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  directed  by 
this  act. 

Section  11.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  all  persons  entitled 
to  vote  for  burgesses  and  other  officers  of  the  borough  of  Millerstown, 
at  the  same  time  and  places  where  they  vote  for  said  officers,  to  elect 
two  reputable  citizens  of  the  said  borough,  and  return  the  names  of  the 
persons  so  elected  to  the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  said 
county,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  said  court  constable  of  said 
borough,  with  like  power  and  authority,  and  subject  to  the  same  regu- 
lations and  penalties  as  are  provided  and  contained  in  the  laws  now 
existing,  or  that  hereafter  maybe  passed  concerning  borough  constables 
within  this  commonwcallh  ;  and  the  said  constable  so  appointed  shall 
do  and  perform  all  the  duties  required  to  be  done  by  the  high  constable 
of  said  borough,  if  appointed  high  constable  by  the  council,  in  the  pursu- 
ance of  this  act,  and  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  borough  ; 
and  the  said  constable  shall  have,  exercise,  and  possess  all  the  powers 
of  the  constables  elected  in  the  several  townsliips  in  the  county  of 
Perry,  and  shall,  if  not  possessed  of  a  freehold  estate  in  his  own  right, 
clear  of  all  encumbrances,  of  the  value  of  one  thousand  dollars,  enter 
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into  a  bond  to  that  amount,  with  at  least  one  sufficient  security,  to  be 
approved  of  by  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said  county,  in  the  same 
manner  as  now,  with  reference  to  the  said  constables  of  the  several 
counties  of  this  commonwealth,  and  for  the  same  uses  and  trusts,  to 
all  intents  and  purposes,  and  the  same  penalties  imposed  for  neglect  or 
refusal  to  serve ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  shall  occur,  by  death,  refusal 
to  serve,  or  any  other  cause,  the  said  court  shall  appoint,  as  they  have 
power  to  do  in  such  cases,  in  the  several  townships  of  this  common- 
wealth. 

Section  12.   That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  citizens  Election  district. 
of  the  borough  of  Millerslown,  aforesaid,  shall  constitute   a  separate 
election  district,  and  hold  their  place  of  election  in  the  school  house  in 
said  borough,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  laws  regulating  elections  in  this 
commonwealth. 

Section  13.   That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  borough  School  district, 
of  Millerslown,   aforesaid,   shall  constitute  a  separate  school  district, 
subject  to  the  laws  regulating  schools  in  this  commonwealth. 

Section  14.  That  the  burgess,  one  member  of  the  council,  and  Appeal, 
treasurer,  or  any  two  of  them  shall  constitute  a  court  of  appeal,  and 
prior  to  the  collection  of  any  borough  lax,  they  shall  appoint  a  day  for 
the  hearing  of  appeals,  of  which  and  the  amounts  of  his  or  her  tax,  and 
the  place  where  the  appeals  will  be  held,  the  clerk  shall  notify  each 
taxable  by  a  written  notice,  in  the  usual  form  and  manner,  at  least  ten 
days  before  the  day  of  appeal ;  and  when  the  said  tax  shall  have  been 
properly  adjusted,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  burgess,  or  in  case  of  his 
absence  or  inability  to  act,  of  the  treasurer,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
to  issue  his  precept,  directed  to  the  collector,  commanding  him  to  col- 
lect all  taxes  so  assessed,  and  vesting  him  with  like  powers  and 
authorities,  given  to  the  collectors  of  the  county  rates  and  levies,  by 
the  laws  of  this  commonwealth;  and  the  amounts  so  collected  shall  be 
paid  into  the  treasury  for  the  use  of  the  corporation. 

Section  15.   That  in  the  absence  of  the  burgess  from  the  borough.  Absence  of  bur- 
or  his  inability  to  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  first  named  of  the  gess,  &c. 
town  council  who  may  be  present,  to  perform  the  duties  which  are  en- 
joined on  the  burgess  by  this  act,  or  may  be  enjoined  by  the  by-laws 
which  may  be  passed  in  pursuance  of  the  same. 

Section  16.   That  in  any  meeting  of  the  burgess  and  town  council,  Quorum, 
it  shall  require  at  least  three  of  the  council  to  form  a  quorum   to  do 
business;  but  in  passing  the  by-laws  and  ordinances,  it  shall  require  a 
majority  of  the  whole  number  of  the  council. 

Section  17.  That  Abram  Addams  and  John  Fertig,  of  said  borough,  Abram  Addams, 
or  either  of  them,  shall  publish  and  superintend  the  first  election  for  John  Fertig. 
borough  officers,  to  be  held  on  the  third  Friday  in  March  next,  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  at  the  place  appointed  by  law  for  holding  the 
annual  elections  for  said  borough ;  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  give 
five  days'  notice,  by  advertisement,  as  before  directed  in  other  cases 
of  holding  elections,  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same. 

Section  18.   That  the  election  for  justices  of  the  peace  shall  be  held  Election  of  jus- 
at  the  time  and  place,  and  in  the  manner  as  directed  by  the  general  tices  of  the  peace, 
election  law  on  that  subject:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  enacted  Proviso, 
shall  affect  the  office  of  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  township  from 
which  this  borough  is  separated. 

Section  19.   That  all  the  taxes  collected  by  said  borough  shall  be  Taxes, 
expended  exclusively  within  their  own  boundaries,  for  the  repairs  of 
their  own  streets,  and  the  other  purposes  heretofore  enumerated  j  and 
no  property  within  said  borough,  shall,  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
be  subject  to  a  road  tax  for  township  purposes.

a  majority  of  the  surviving  trustees  to  whom  the  title  had  been  made.

subscription,  if  it  shall  be  found  necessary  to  fulfil  the  intent  of  this  act; 
and  of  purchasing,  taking  and  holding  to  them,  their  successors  and 
assigns,  and  of  selling  and  transferring  in  fee  simple,  or  for  any  less 
estate,  such  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  estate,  real  or  personal, 
as  shall  be  necessary  in  the  prosecution  of  their  works ;  and  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  and  of  doing  any  matter  and  thing  which  a  corporation 
or  body  politic  may  lawfully  do. 

Section  3.  That  any  three  or  more  of  the  said  commissioners  shall, 
as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  letters  patent  are  obtained,  Ofgamzaiion. 
give  at  least  ten  days'  notice  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  printed 
in  the  town  of  Mauch  Chunk,  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  an  elec- 
tion for  officers  of  the  company  ,•  at  which  time  the  subscribers  shall 
meet  and  choose,  by  ballot,  five  managers,  who  shall  be  stockholders,  Oncers, 
to  conduct  the  aflfairs  of  the  company  until  the  first  Monday  of  Feb- 
ruary then  next  ensuing;  and  in  all  elections  each  stockholder  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  held  by  him,  not  exceeding  three    "'^^' 
shares ;  and  one  vote  for  every  two  shares  above  three,  and  not  ex- 
ceeding ten ;  and  one  vote  for  every  four  shares  above  ten,  and  not 
exceeding  twenty  j  and  one  vote  for  every  five  shares  above  twenty  :

Whereas,  The  cellars  of  many  of  the  citizens  residing  in  Baltimore

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsijlvama  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  citizens  residing  in  Baltimore  street,  in  said  borough,  or  any  of 
them,  or  their  successors,  are  hereby  empowered  to  enter  into  and  upon 
the  aforesaid  lot  of  ground,  and  dig  a  trench  of  sufficient  width  and 
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depth  through  ihe  same,  at  such  place  as  it  may  seem  necessary  and 
convenient,  and  construct  a  sewer  or  tunnel  in  said  trench,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  draining  the  water  out  of  the  cellars  aforesaid ;  and  at  all  times 
hereafter  shall  have  privilege  to  enter  into  and  upon  said  premises, 
whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  to  repair  the  same :  Provided  always^ 
That  the  said  citizens,  or  any  of  them,  or  their  successors,  who  shall

said  damages  to  be  assessed  by  three  disinterested  citizens  of  the  county 
of  York,  chosen  in  manner  following,  to  wit :  each  of  the  parties  shall 
choose  one  person,  and  the  two  thus  chosen  shall  choose  a  third,  who, 
after  being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed,  shall  proceed  to  appraise  and  assess 
such  damages  as  shall  to  them  appear  just  and  equitable:  Provided, 
That  the  said  citizens  of  Hanover  shall,  before  entering  upon  said  land, 
give  sufficient  security,  approved  by  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  said  bor-

To  erect  PhcEnixville,  in  Chester  county,  into  a  borough. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Phffinixville,  in  the  county  of  Chester,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  Boundaries, 
erected  into  a  borough,  which  shall  be  called  "  The  borough  of  Phce- 
nixville,"  bounded  and  limited  as  follows:  beginning  at  the  river 
Schuylkill  at  a  point  fixed  by  the  committee  on  survey;  thence  to  the 
intersection  of  roads  adjacent  to  Adam  Hippie's  house;  thence  upon 
main  road  toward  the  village  to  the  first  angle  in  said  road;  thence  to 
meet  the  corner  at  French  creek,  between  lands  of  Hannal  Coates  and 
Fountain  Inn  tavern ;  thence  by  line  dividing  said  farms  to  Nutt's  road; 
thence  along  said  road  to  south-east  corner  of  David  Buckwalter's  lot; 
thence  parallel  to  Bridge  street  to  the  line  dividing  the  Morris  estate, 
and  Reeves,  Buck  and  company ;  thence  upon  said  line  to  the  Schuyl- 
kill river,  and  thence  up  said  river  to  the  place  of  beginning  :  Provided,  Proviso. 
That  the  said  borough  shall  have  no  power  to  open  streets  upon  any 
part  of  the  land  lying  east  of  Main  street,  between  Bridge  street  and  the 
canal,  leading  from  the  French  creek  dam  to  the  river  Schuylkill ;  nor 
shall  they  have  any  authority  to  interfere  with  the  said  dam,  or  with  the 
water  rights  of  private  individuals,  without  the  consent  of  the  owners 
thereof. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  all  persons  entitled  to 
vote  for  members  of  the  legislature,  who  shall  have  resided  in  said  borough 
six  months  next  preceding  to  such  election,  to  meet  at  the  Phcenixville 
hotel,  in  said  borough,  (or  such  other  place  as  may  be  hereafter  ap- 
pointed,) on  the  second  Friday  in  April,  ot  the  first,  and  thereafter  on 
the  first  Friday  in  March,  in  every  year,  and  then  and  there  elect  by 
ballot,  between  the  hours  of  nine  and  six  o'clock  of  the  same  day,  one 
reputable  citizen  residing  therein,  who  shall  be  styled  "The  burgess"  BQrgess  and 
of  said  borough,  and  six  reputable  citizens  residing  therein,  who  shall  town  council, 
be  a  town  council,  and  shall  also  elect,  as  foresaid,  one  reputable  citizen

as  high  constable;  also  two  citizens  of  said  borough,  and  return  the 
names  of  the  persons  so  elected  to  the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
said  county  , one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  constable  of  said  borough; 
also  at  the  first  election  six  school  directors,  two  to  serve  one  year,  two 
for  two  years,  and  two  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  two  school  direc- 
tors annually;  but  previously  to  such  election  the  inhabitants  shall  elect 
one  reputable  citizen  as  judge,  two  as  inspectors,  two  as  clerks  of  said 
election,  which  shall  be  regulated  and  conducted  according  to  the  general 
election  law  of  this  commonwealth,  so  far  as  relates  to  receiving  and 
counting  votes,  and  who  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  for  mal- 
practices as  by  the  said  law  is  imposed;  and  the  said  judges,  inspectors, 
and  clerks,  respectively,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices, 
shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of 
said  county,  to  perform  the  same  with  fidelity;  and  after  the  said  elec- 
tion shall  be  closed,  shall  declare  the  persons  having  the  greatest  number 
of  votes  to  be  duly  elected  :  and  in  case  any  two  or  more  candidates 
shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  the  preference  shall  be  determined 
by  lot,  to  be  drawn  by  the  judge  and  inspectors,  whereupon  duplicate 
returns  thereof  shall  be  signed  by  the  said  judge  and  inspectors,  one  of 
which  shall  be  transmitted  to  each  of  the  persons  elected,  and  the  other 
filed  among  the  records  of  the  corporation  ;  and  in  case  of  death,  resig- 
nation, removal,  refusal  to  accept,  or  neglect  or  refusal  to  act  after 
acceptance  of  any  of  the  said  officers,  th.e  burgess,  or  in  case  of  his 
death  or  absence,  or  inability  to  act,  or  when  he  refuses  to  act,  the 
council  shall  issue  a  precept  directed  to  the  high  constable,  or  when 
there  is  no  high  constable,  or  when  he  refuses  or  neglects  to  act,  then 
anv  of  the  members  of  the  town  council  shall  advertise  and  hold  an 
election,  in  manner  aforesaid,  to  supply  such  vacancy,  giving  at  least 
ten  days'  notice  thereof,  by  advertisements,  set  up  at  six  of  the  most 
public  places  in  said  borough. 

Section  3.  That  from  and  after  the  second  Friday  in  April  next,  the 
burgess  and  town  council,  duly  elected  as  aforesaid,  and  their  successors, 
shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  "burgess  and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  Phcenixville,"  and 
shall  have  perpetual  succession ;  and  the  said  burgess  and  town  council 
aforesaid,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  receive,  hold, 
and  possess  goods  and  chattels,  lands  and  tenements,  rents,  liberties, 
jurisdiction,  franchises  and  hereditaments,  to  them  and  their  successors 
in  fee  simple,  or  otherwise,  not  exceeding  the  yearly  value  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars ;  and  also  to  give,  grant,  sell,  let,  and  assign  the  same 
lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  and  rents;  by  the  name  and  style 
aforesaid,  they  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded  in  any  of  the  courts  of  law  in  this  commonwealth,  in  all 
manner  of  actions  whatsoever;  and  to  have  and  use  one  common  seal, 
and  the  same  from  time  to  time,  at  their  will,  to  change  and  alter. 

Section  4.  That  if  any  person  duly  elected  as  burgess,  or  a  member 
of  town  council,  or  constable,  and  having  received  notice  thereof  as 
aforesaid,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  take  upon  himself  the  execution  of 
the  office  to  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  every  person  so  refusing 
or  neglecting,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars, 
which  fine  and  all  other  fines  and  forfeitures  incurred,  and  made  paya- 
ble in  pursuance  of  this  act,  or  of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  the 
town  council,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  corporation. 

Section  5.  That  the  burgess,  town  council,  and  constables,  and  each 
of  them,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  shall 
take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  said 
county,  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this 
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state,  and  lo  perform  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  with  fidelity; 
and  the  certificate  of  such  oaths  or  affirmations  shall  be  filed  among  the 
records  of  said  corporation. 

Section  6.   That  the  school  directors  elected  under  this  act  shall  Duties  of  school 
perform  the  same  duties,  and  possess  the  like  powers  in  all  respects,  directors, 
as  school  directors  elected  agreeably  to  the  general  laws  of  this  com- 
monwealth. 

Section  7.   That  the  high  constable  of  said  borough  shall  have  the  p  f  h'  h 

power  and  authority  vested  by  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  in  the  constable, 
constables  of  the  different  townships  in  said  county;  and  the  constable 
elected  and  appointed,  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
lo  execute  any  process  directed  to  the  high  constable  of  said  borough, 
and  is  hereby  authorized  and  enjoined  to  do  and  perform  all  duties 
required  to  be  done  by  the  said  high  constable  :  Provided^  Said  con-  Proviso, 
stable  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  and  penalties  as  are  provided 
and  contained  in  the  laws  now  existing,  or  that  may  hereafter  exist, 
concerning  constables  in  this  commonwealth. 

Section  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  burgess  and  town  council,  Quorum, 
five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  to  hold  meetings  from  time  to 
time,  as  occasion  may  require;  at  which  meetings  the  burgess  shall  ^"'"^^  *^*^  ""''8^^ 
preside,  or  in  his  absence  or  inability,  a  member  pro  tern.,  and  enact  ^"  owncounci. 
such  by-laws  and  make  such  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances,  as  shall 
be  determined  by  a  majority  of  them,  necessary  to  promote  the  peace, 
good  order,  benefit  and  advantage  of  the  said  borough ;  particularly  of 
providing  for  the  regulation  of  the  markets,  improving,  repairing,  and 
keeping  in  order  and  regulating  the  pavements,  streets,  roads,  lanes, 
alleys  and  highways,  ascertaining  and  determining  the  depths  of  vaults, 
sinks  or  pits  for  necessary  houses,  and  making  permanent  regulations 
and  rules  relative  to  the  foundation  of  buildings,  party  walls  and  fences; 
they  shall  have  power  to  assess,  apportion  and  appropriate  such  taxes 
as  shall  be  determined,  by  a  majority  of  them,  necessary  for  carrying  the 
said  rules  and  ordinances  from  time  to  time  into  complete  effect,  and  also  to 
appoint  a  town  clerk,  two  persons  to  act  as  street  and  road  commission- 
ers, a  treasurer,  a  clerk  of  the  market,  and  a  collector,  annually,  whether 
said  collector  be  at  the  time  high  constable  or  not,  and  such  other  offi- 
cers as  may  be  deemed  necessary  from  time  to  time,  and  the  same 
officers  from  time  to  lime  remove  for  misconduct,  neglect  or  misdemea- 
nor in  office;  they  shall  have  power  also  to  revise,  repeal  or  annul  all 
such  by-laws  or  ordinances  as  may,  by  experience,  be  found  to  be 
unequal,  unjust  or  unnecessary  :  Provided  always,  That  no  by-laws,  Provia*. 
rule  or  ordinance  of  said  corporation  shall  be  repugnant  to  the  consti- 
tution or  laws  of  the  United  Slates,  or  of  this  commonwealth,  and  that 
no  such  by-law  or  ordinance,  made  as  aforesaid,  shall  take  eflect  until 
ten  days  have  expired  after  the  promulgation  thereof  in  at  least  one 
newspaper,  if  such  be  printed  in  said  borough,  and  by  twelve  advertise- 
ments, to  be  put  up  in  the  most  public  places  in  said  borough  :  ^4/ if/ Proviso. 
provided  also,  That  in  assessing  such  tax,  due  regard  shall  be  had  to 
the  valuation  of  taxable  property  taken  for  the  purpose  of  raising  county 
rates  and  levies,  and  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  of  incorporation, 
so  that  the  said  tax  shall  not  exceed  thirty  cents  in  the  hundred  dollars 
of  such  valuation,  unless  some  object  of  general  utility  shall  be  thought 
necessary,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  council  lo  call 
a  meeting  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  borough,  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  holding  such  meeting  being  first  given,  as  prescribed  in  the 
second  section  of  this  act,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  decide  by  ballot, 
how  much  and  what  additional  sum  shall  be  raised;  and  any  additional 
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sum  so  authorized  shall  be  assessed  and  collected  in  the  usual  manner : 
Provided,  The  whole  amount  of  tax  shall  not  exceed  sixty  cents  on 
the  one  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year. 

Section  9.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  town  council  to  as- 
sess and  collect  a  tax  on  single  freemen  and  inmates,  residents  in  said 
borough,  to  be  rated  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  raise  and 
collect  county  rates  and  levies  j  and  the  said  town  council  shall  further 
have  the  power  and  authority  to  assess  and  collect  on  each  and  every 
dog  and  bitch,  a  tax  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  dollar  for  each 
head,  as  they  may  deem  expedient  and  proper  for  the  use  of  the  cor- 
poration. 

Section  10.  That  the  burgess,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  neglect,  re- 
fusal or  inability  to  act,  the  town  council  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  his  or  their  precept,  as  often  as  occasion  may  require, 
directed  to  the  collector  or  high  constable,  as  the  case  may  be,  com- 
manding him  to  collect  all  taxes  assessed,  and  fines  and  forfeitures  im- 
posed by  this  act,  or  by  the  ordinances  or  regulations  of  the  corporation, 
and  the  same  to  pay  over  to  the  treasurer;  and  the  burgess  is  hereby 
authorized  to  carry  into  effect  all  by-laws  enacted  by  the  council,  and 
whatever  else  shall  be  enjoined  upon  him  for  the  well  ordering  and  gov- 
erning the  said  borough :  he  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  all  disputes 
between  the  corporation  and  individuals  arising  under  the  by-laws, 
regulations  and  ordinances. 

Section  11.  That  the  burgess  for  the  time  being  shall  take  cogni- 
zance, and  have  all  the  power,  jurisdiction  and  authority  of  justices  of 
the  peace  within  said  borough,  for  the  suppression  of  riots,  tumults, 
and  disorderly  meetings,  for  the  punishment  of  vagrants  and  disorderly 
persons,  as  well  as  .in  all  criminal  cases,  and  in  all  eases  of  violations 
of  the  provisions  of  this  corporation  act,  or  of  the  supplements  which 
may  hereafter  be  appended  to  the  same,  or  of  the  ordinances  of  said 
borough,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  for  like  services,  as  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  are  by  law  entitled  to  receive ;  and  all  attestations 
made  by  the  burgess  with  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  shall  be  good 
evidence  of  the  act  or  thing  certified^  and  for  the  affixing  of  the  seal  to 
any  instrument  other  than  borough  purposes,  he  shall  receive  fifty  cents, 
and  his  warrant,  capias  or  summons,  directed  to  the  constable  or  con- 
stables, may  be  delivered  to  execute  the  same  at  any  place  within  the 
county  of  Chester. 

Section  12.  That  the  burgess  and  town  council  shall  have  power  to 
provide  or  erect  a  suitable  building  in  said  borough,  to  be  used  as  a 
lock-up  house,  or  place  of  security,  for  the  temporary  detention  of  per- 
sons committed  by  the  justice  of  the  peace  or  burgess,  for  any  violation 
of  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  for  which  such  person  or  persons 
could  be  lawfully  committed  to  the  common  prison,  there  to  remain  and 
be  kept  until  such  offender  can  be  conveniently  conveyed  to  the  county 
prison,  or  until  discharged  according  to  law  :  Provided,  That  no  per- 
son committed  shall  be  confined  in  said  house  for  a  longer  period  than 
twenty-four  hours  at  any  one  time. 

Incase  of  failure      Section  13.   That   in  case  of  neglect,   or  failure  to  elect   borough 
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tion  to  be  held  at  any  time  within  one  month  next  after  the  day  ap- 
pointed by  the  aforesaid  act ;  and  that  the  officers  of  the  preceding  year 
shall  continue  to  exercise  their  duties  until  said  election  shall  be  held, 
and  the  officers  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  14.  That  the  burgess  and  the  town  council,  or  any  three  of  Court  of  appeal, 
them,  shall  constitute  a  court  of  appeal,  and  prior  to  the  collection  of 
any  borough  tax,  they  shall  appoint  a  day  for  the  hearing  of  appeals,  of 
which  and  of  the  amount  of  his  or  her  tax,  and  the  place  where  the  ap- 
peal will  be  held,  the  collector  shall  notify  each  taxable,  by  a  written 
notice  in  the  usual  manner,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  of  appeal : 
Provided  nevertheless.  That  the  said  court  of  appeal  shall  have  no  Proviso. 
other  power  than  to  determine  the  justness  of  the  apportionment  of  the 
said  tax,  and  to  remedy  any  grievance  that  may  occur  in  imposing  the 
same  ;  and  when  the  said  tax  shall  have  been  properly  adjusted,  it  shall 
be  collected  as  aforesaid. 

Section  15.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  clerk  to  attend  all  r^^^^  ^^^^^ 
the  meetings  of  the  town  council,  when  assembled  upon  business  ofjutyof. 
the  corporation,  and  perform  the  duty  of  clerk  thereto,  and  keep  and 
preserve  the  common  seal  and  records  of  the  corporation,  and  be  ac- 
countable for  the  same,  and  also  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  all  duties 
which  may  be  enjoined  upon  him  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  the  acts  of 
the  corporation;  and  his  attestation,  with  the  seal  of  the  corporation, 
shall  be  good  evidence  of  the  thing  or  act  so  certified. 

Section  16.   That  the  treasurer  shall  give  security  for  the  faithful  Treasurer  to  give 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  for  the  safe  delivery  into  the  security, 
hands    of  his    successors,    all   moneys,  books,   accounts  appertaining 
thereto,  upon  demand  being  made  by  the  burgess  or  town  council  for 
that  purpose. 

Section  17.  That  the  street  commissioners,  treasurer,  constables  and  a p(.Qmjtg 
clerk  of  the  market,  as  well  as  other  officers  who  may  be  appointed  by 
the  corporation  or>  council,  shall  render  their  accounts  to  the  council 
once  in  every  year  for  settlement;  and  the  said  accounts  being  adjusted 
and  settled  accordingly,  shall  be  forthwith  published  by  the  said  coun- 
cil, shewing  particularly  the  amount  of  taxes  laid  and  collected,  and  of 
the  expenditures. 

Section  18.   That  any  person  who  may  be  appointed  collector,  and  Collector  refusing 
refuses  or  neglects  to  perform  the  duties  of  said  office,  shall  forfeit  and  to  act,  shall  for- 
pay  to  the  treasurer  of  said  borough  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  ^^^^'  °^^' 
to  be  recovered  for  the  use  of  said  borough. 

Section  19.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  high  constable  to  give  Notice  of  elec- 
notice  of  the  elections,  by  setting  up  advertisements  in  at  least  twelve  tions. 
of  the  most  public  places  in  said  borough,  ten  days  previously  thereto : 
he  shall  attend  and  see  that  the  same  is  opened  at  the  time  and  in  the 
manner  directed  by  this  act:  Provided,   That  major  M'Veigh,  Jacob  Proviso. 
Baugh  and  James  Fry,  of  the  said  town,  or  either  of  them,  shall  pub- 
lish and  superintend  the  election  to  be  held  on  the  first  Friday  in  March 
next,  as  is  hereinbefore  directed. 

Section  20.   That  the  said  borough  shall  be  a  separate  election  dis-  .it' 

trict,  and  the  electors  thereof  shall  hold  their  borough  and  general  elec-  jj^^^^^tg^  ^  ^^  '°'^ 
tions  at  the  Phcenixville  hotel,  in  said  borough,  or  such  other  places  as 
may  be  hereafter  appointed. 

Section  21.   That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  think  him,  her,  ofpersonsag- 
themselves  aggrieved  by  any  thing  done  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  he,  grieved  may  ap- 
she,  or  they  may  appeal  to  the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions  to  be  held  pea!,  &c. 
for  the  proper  coiihty,  u^on  giving  security  according  to  law,  to  prose- 
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cute  his,  her,  or  their  appeal  with  effect,  and  the  court  having  taken 
such  order  therein  as  shall  seem  to  them  just  and  reasonable.

Haven. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  burgess  and  council  of  the  borough  of  Schuylkill  Haven  are  hereby 
authorized  to  make  all  ordinances  which  they  shall  judge  useful  or  ne- 
cessary, for  the  forming  and  laying  with  broken  stone,  or  graveling  any 
of  the  streets  or  alleys  within  the  said  borough,  which  shall  at  any  time 
by  them  be  judged  necessary  to  be  paved  ;  and  when  so  formed  and  laid 
with  stones,  gravel,  or  hard  substance,  the  owners  of  the  several  lots 
which  are  bounded  upon  or  adjoining  any  such  street  or  alley,  shall  be 
obliged  to  form,  shape,  and  lay  with  brick  or  stone  the  respective  foot- 
ways opposite  to  their  several  lots,  in  such  manner,  at  such  times,  and 
under  such  penalties,  as  shall  be  directed  by  said  ordinances. 

Section  2.  That  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  within  the  said  bor- 
ough, heretofore  opened  for  and  dedicated  to  public  use  by  private  per- 
sons, and  all  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  which  have  been  directed  and 
laid  out  for  the  accommodation  of  the  purchasers  of  the  lots  within  the 
said  borough,  so  far  as  the  same  are  laid  out,  shall  be  considered  and 
deemed  highways,  as  fully  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  the  highways 
laid  out  by  order  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  any  county  within 
this  State. 

Section  3.  That  no  person  or  persons  whatsoever  shall,  from  and 
after  the  first  day  of  May  next,  lay  the  foundation  for  any  building  or 
party  wall  within  the  said  borough,  before  they  have  applied  to  the 
surveyor  or  regulator,  to  be  appointed  by  the  burgess  and  council  of  the 
said  borough,  who  are  hereby  empowered  to  appoint  one  discreet  and 
sufficient  person  as  such  surveyor  or  regulator. 

Section  4.  That  the  said  surveyor  or  regulator,  upon  application  to 
him  made,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  enter  upon  the  lands 
of  any  person  or  persons,  in  order  to  set  out  the  foundations,  and  regu- 
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late  the  walls  to.be  built  between  parties,  as  to  breadth  or  thickness 
thereof;  which  foundation  shall  be  laid  equally  upon  the  lands  of  the 
persons  between  whom  such  party  M/all  is  to  be  made ;  and  the  first 
builder  shall  be  re-imbursed  one-half  of  the  expense  of  such  wall,  (or 
for  so  much  thereof  as  the  next  builder  shall  have  occasion  to  make  use 
of,)  before  such  next  builder  shall  any  way  use  or  break  into  the  said 
wall. 

Section  5.   That  the  parties  concerned  in  such  foundation,  or  erect-  Pay  of  surveyor 
ing  such  party  wall,  shall  pay  to  the  said  surveyor  or  regulator,  the  '"'  regulator. 
sum  of  one  dollar  each.

to  time  to  make  leases  of  the  coal  veins  which  may  be  found  in  the 
tracts  of  land  belonging  to  said  company,  and  to  effect  sales  of  the  same 
or  of  portions  thereof. 

Section  2.  That  the  lands  to  be  conveyed  to  the  said  company,  in 
fee  simple,  by  the  parties  owning  the  same,  shall  form  a  common  stock, 
and  be  divided  into  a  convenient  number  of  shares,  and  apportioned  by 
the  said  company  among  the  subscribers,  according  to  their  respective 
interests,  for  which  certificates  of  stock  shall  be  issued,  and  be  assign- 
able and  transferable,  in  such  way,  and  subject  to  such  conditions,  as

That  the  stockholders  shall  meet  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  (notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meet- 
ing having  been  first  given  by  advertisement  in  one  newspaper  publish- 
ed in  the  county  of  Schuylkill,  and  in  one  daily  paper  published  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,)  and  annually  thereafter,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  shall  be  fixed  upon,  and  shall  then  and  there  proceed  to  elect  by 
ballot,  twelve  directors,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until 
others  are  chosen  in  their  places ;  and  said  election  shall  be  made  by 
such  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company  as  shall  attend  for  that  pur- 
pose, either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  each  share  of  stock  to  entitle  the 
holder  thereof  to  one  vote ;  the  directors  so  chosen  shall  elect  one  of 
their  number  to  be  president  of  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company, 
and  in  case  of  vacancy  or  absence,  the  office  shall  be  filled  by  such 
person  or  persons  as  the  remainder  of  the  directors,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  may  appoint.

wealth :  Provided,  That  all  expenses  and  damages  arising  out  of  any 
such  view,  or  review,  shall  be  paid  by  said  borough,  and  shall,  be  as- 
sessed and  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner  as  is  hereinbefore  specified  in 
the  second,  third  and  fourth  sections  of  this  act.

AN   ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Wilkesbarre  coal  company. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  ^^ssembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
Luther  Kidder,  Thomas  Cassedy,  Josiah  W.  Eno,  Andrew  Bedford,  Corporators. 
Ziba  Bennett,  and  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  poHtic,  by  the  name,  style 
and  title  of  "The  Wilkesbarre  coal  company,"  for  the  purpose  of  mining  Style. 
coal,  and  for  the  transacting  the  usual  business  of  companies  engaged  in 
the  mining,  transporting  to  market,  and  selling  of  coal,  and  the  other 
products  of  coal  mines ;  and  the  said  corporation,  by  the  said  name,  is 
hereby  declared  and  made  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  Privileges, 
and  be  impleaded,  and  to  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter 
and  renew  at  pleasure,  to  make  rules  and  by-laws  for  the  regulation  and 
management  of  the  said  corporation,  consistent  with  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  and  of  this  commonwealth,  and  generally  to  do  and  exe- 
cute for  the  well  being  of  said  company,  whatever  shall  lawfully  per- 
tain to  such  bodies  politic:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  Proviso, 
shall  be  considered  as  in  any  way  giving  to  said  company  any  banking 
privileges  ;  but  they  shall  be  exclusively  confined  to  the  operations  per- 
taining to  the  business  aforesaid,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  mean- 
ing of  this  act:  Mnd  provided  also.  That  each  stockholder  shall  be  Proviso, 
liable,  in  his  individual  capacity,  for  the  debts  and  performance  of  all 
contracts  entered  into  by  the  said  company,  to  the  amount  of  the  bal- 
ance unpaid  on  the  stock  of  said  stockholder:  .^mZ  provided  further.  Proviso. 
That  said  company  shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer  one  per  centum  on 
its  capital  slock  in  five  instalments,  of  four  hundred  dollars  each ;  the 
first  to  become  due  and  payable  on  the  first  Monday  of  July,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty,  and  the  remaining  three 
instalments  at  intervals  of  twelve  months  each :  said  bonus  so  paid,  to 
be  exclusively  appropriated  to  a  redemption  of  the  loans  of  this  com- 
monwealth. 

Section  2.  The  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  hold,  either 
by  purchase  or  lease,  not  exceeding  two  thousand  acres  of  land  at  any  Hold  lands, 
one  time,  the  whole  to  be  within  the  townships  of  Wilkesbarre  and 
Hanover,  in  the  county  of  Luzerne,  in  the  commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania ;  and  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  sell,  or  otherwise  dis- 
pose of,  as  the  interest  of  the  company  may  require:  Provided,  That  Proviso, 
the  said  company  may  hold  as  above,  such  lot  of  land  not  exceeding 
five  acres,  as  may  be  found  convenient,  as  a  place  of  deposit  in  the 
transportation  and  sale  of  the  products  of  their  mines. 

Section  3.  The  capital  slock  of  said  company  shall  be  and  consist 
of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  two  thousand  Capital  stock, 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each ;  which  capital  stock  shall  only  be 
employed  in  the  holding  and  purchasing  the  lands  aforesaid,  with  the 
improvements,  if  any,  thereon,  and  in  constructing  such  other  improve- 
ments, buildings,  cars,  boats,  engines  and  machinery,  as  may  bo  neces- 
sary or  useful  for  the  mining,  transportation  and  sale  of  coal,  and  in  the 
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payment  of  such  salaries,  wages,  and  other  expenditures  as  shall  be  re- 
quisite for  the  purposes  aforesaid  of  the  company;  and  said  stock  shall 
be  assignable  and  transferable  according  to  such  rules  as  the  board  of 
directors  shall  establish. 

Section  4.  When  the  above  named  Luther  Kidder,  Thomas  Cas- 
sedy,  Josiah  W.  Eno,  Andrew  Bedford,  Ziba  Bennett,  and  their  asso- 
ciates, shall  have  subscribed  fifteen  hundred  of  the  shares  aforesaid,  and 
actually  paid  and  expended  not  less  than  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  capital 
aforesaid,  in  purchasing  lands,  and  in  such  other  investments  as  are 
authorized  by  this  act,  for  the  use  of  said  company,  the  governor,  on 
due  evidence  thereof,  shall,  by  letters  patent  under  his  hand  and  the 
seal  of  the  state,  create  and  erect  the  said  Luther  Kidder,  Thomas  Cas- 
sedy,  Josiah  W.  Eno,  Andrew  Bedford,  Ziba  Bennett,  and  their  asso- 
ciates, successors  and  assigns,  into  one  body  corporate,  by  the  name, 
style  and  title  of  the  Wilkesbarre  coal  company. 

Section  5.  The  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed  by  seven 
directors  to  be  chosen  annually  from  the  stockholders :  the  first  election 
shall  be  held  in  the  borough  of  Wilkesbarre,  in  the  county  of  Luzerne, 
within  thirty  days  after  letters  patent  aforesaid  shall  have  been  issued  j 
of  which  election  public  notice  shall  be  given  by  four  or  more  of  the 
corporators  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  at  least  two  weeks 
prior  thereto,  in  one  newspaper  printed  in  the  county  of  Luzerne,  and 
one  newspaper  printed  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia;  and  the  subsequent 
elections  shall  be  held  annually  at  such  convenient  time  and  place  as 
the  directors  shall  determine,  of  which  thirty  days'  previous  notice 
shall  in  like  manner  be  given  by  the  president  of  said  company,  or  by 
any  five  of  the  directors :  Provided,  That  in  the  event  of  a  failure  to 
hold  such  election,  the  former  directors  may  continue  in  office  for  a  pe- 
riod not  exceeding  six  months,  or  until  such  election  shall  be  held. 

Section  6.  The  election  for  directors  shall  be  held  by  ballot,  and 
each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  according  to  the  number  of 
shares  held  by  said  stockholder,  in  the  proportion  following ;  that  is  to 
say,  for  each  share,  and  not  exceeding  four  shares,  one  vote ;  for  every 
two  shares  above  four,  and  not  exceeding  ten,  one  vote ;  for  every  four 
shares  above  ten,  and  not  exceeding  thirty,  one  vote;  for  every  ten 
shares  above  thirty,  and  not  exceeding  one  hundred,  one  vote ;  for 
every  twenty  shares  above  one  hundred,  one  vote :  no  share  shall  con- 
fer a  right  of  voting,  which  shall  not  have  been  transferred  at  least 
three  calendar  months  prior  to  the  day  of  election,  nor  unless  it  be 
bona  fide  held  or  owned  by  the  person  in  whose  name  it  appears  in 
his  own  right,  or  in  that  of  his  wife,  or  for  his  or  her  sole  use  and 
benefit,  or  as  an  executor  or  administrator,  trustee  or  guardian,  or  in 
the  right  or  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  some  co  partnership,  society  or 
corporation,  of  which  he  or  she  may  be  a  member;  and  all  votes  by 
proxy  shall  be  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  are  prescribed  by  the 
act  passed  on  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  twenty,  entitled  "An  Act  to  regulate  proxies." 

Section  7.  The  directors  shall,  as  soon  as  convenient  after  their 
election,  choose  one  of  their  number  as  president  to  serve  for  one  year: 
they  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint,  as  occasion  may  require,  all 
other  officers  and  agents  of  the  company,  and  to  supply  vacancies  in 
the  board  arising  from  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  until  the  next 
annual  election :  at  all  meetings  of  the  board,  four  directors  shall  form 
a  quorum  to  transact  business. 

Section  8.  The  directors  may  from  time  to  time  call  in,  on  thirty 
days'  notice  thereof  in  at  least  one  newspaper  printed  in  the  county  of 
Luzerne,  and  one  daily  newspaper  printed  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
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such  instalments  on  the  stock  of  said  company  as  they  may  judge  best, 
not  exceeding  twenty  per  cent,  thereof  at  any  one  time  and  place  appoint- 
ed j  and  if  any  instalment  on  the  stock  so  called  in,  shall  remain  unpaid  for 
the  space  of  thirty  days  after  the  time  so  appointed,  every  such  stock- 
holder, or  his  or  her  assignee,  shall  in  addition  to  the  instalment  so 
called  for,  pay  at  the  rate  of  two  per  centum  per  month  for  the  delay  of 
such  payment;  and  if  the  same  and  additional  penalty  shall  remain  un- 
paid for  such  space  of  time,  as  that  the  accumulated  penalty  shall  be- 
come equal  to  the  sums  before  paid,  in  part  and  on  account  of  such 
shares,  the  same  shall  be  forfeited  to  said  company,  and  may  be  sold  to  Stock,  when  for- 
any  person  or  persons  willing  to  purchase,  for  such  prices  as  can  be  feited. 
obtained  for  the  same ;  or  in  default  of  payment  by  any  stockholder  of 
any  such  instalment  as  aforesaid,  the  president  and  directors  may,  at 
their  election,  cause  suit  to  be  brought  before  an  alderman  or  justice  of 
the  peace,  or  in  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction,  for  the  recovery 
of  the  same,  together  with  the  penalty  aforesaid  :.  Provided,  That  no  Proviso, 
stockholder,  whether  an  original  subscriber  or  assignee,  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  at  any  election,  or  at  any  general  or  special  meeting  of  the  said 
company,  on  whose  share  or  shares  any  instalments  or  arrearages  may 
be  due  and  payable,  more  than  thirty  days  previously  to  the  said  elec- 
tion or  meeting. 

Section  9.  Dividends  of  so  much  of  the  profits  of  the  company  as 
shall  appear  to  the  directors  advisable,  shall  be  declared  twice  a  year.  Dividends, 
and  paid  to  the  stockholders,  or  their  legal  representatives  on  demand, 
at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  ten  days  after  having  been  declared ; 
but  said  dividends  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  amount  of  the  net  pro- 
fits actually  acquired  by  the  company,  so  that  the  capital  stock  shall 
never  thereby  be  impaired  ;  and  if  any  dividend  shall  be  declared,  which 
shall  impair  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  company,  the  directors  con- 
senting thereto  shall  be  liable,  in  their  individual  capacities,  to  said  com- 
pany for  the  amount  of  the  stock  so  divided ;  and  each  director  present 
when  such  dividend  shall  be  declared,  shall  be  adjudged  consenting 
thereto,  unless  he  shall  forthwith  give  public  notice  to  the  stockholders 
of  the  declaring  of  such  dividend  :  Provided,  That  the  president  or  Proviso, 
secretary  of  said  company  shall,  annually,  in  the  month  of  January, 
transmit  to  the  legislature,  under  oath  or  affirmation,  a  statement  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  thereof,  and  of  any  dividends  which  may 
have  been  declared,  and  the  number  of  tons  of  coal  sent  from  their 
mines  during  the  preceding  year  :  Jind  provided  further,  That  eight  Proviso, 
per  cent,  of  all  dividends  over  six  per  centum  shall  be  deemed  due  to 
the  commonwealth,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the  state  treasurer. 

Section  10.   It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  president,  directors  ^,^^^^1.  j^^i^jg 
and  company,  nor  any  of  their  agents,  nor  any  other  person  whatever  when, 
employed  by  or  under  them,  or  any  of  them,  for  the  purpose  contem- 
plated in  this  act,  to  enter  upon  any  land  which  they  shall  deem  neces- 
sary for  the  construction  and  completion  of  a  railroad  or  railroads,  or 
any  part  thereof,  either  by  the  making  of  any  excavation  or  embank- 
ments, or  for  the  mere  purpose  of  searching  for  stone,  earth,  gravel, 
or  for  the  felhng  of  timber  for  the  construction  and  completion  of  the 
said  road  or  roads,  until  the  rate  of  compensation  for  injury  sustained, 
or  to  be  sustained  by  reason  of  the  construction  thereof,  shall  have  been 
previously  ascertained  and  paid,  or  the  amount  thereof  secured  in  such  Damages,  how 
manner,  as  shall  prove  satisfactory  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land^  adjusted, 
which  said  compensation,  if  the  parties  cannot  agree  thereon,  shall  be 
ascertained  by  five  suitable  and  disinterested  persons,  or  any  three  of 
them,  to  be  by  them  chosen  to  estimate  such  damages,  who  shall  be 
under  oath  or  aftirmation,  fairly  and  impartially  to  estimate  the  same, 
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and  who  shall  reside  within  the  county  where  the  land  liesj  and  the 
expenses  incurred  by  the  said  appraisers,  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  said 
company;  but  if  the  parties  cannot  agree  upon  such  persons,  or  if  the 
persons  so  chosen  shall  not  decide  upon  the  matter,  or  if  the  owner  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  join  in  such  appointment  within  twenty  days  after 
requisition  made  upon  him  for  that  purpose,  or  if  such  owner  be  feme 
covert,  under  age,  non  compos  mentis,  out  of  the  state  or  unknown, 
then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  in 
which  the  land  lies,  on  application  of  either  party,  and  at  the  costs  and 
charges  of  said  company,  to  appoint  five  disinterested  persons  of  said 
county  to  view,  examine  and  estimate  the  injury  or  damages,  if  any  in 
their  opinion  may  be  sustained  by  reason  of  said  railroad  or  railroads, 
and  report  the  same  under  their  oaths  or  affirmations,  or  under  the  oaths 
or  affirmations  of  any  three  of  them,  to  the  said  court  within  ten  days 
thereafter;  M'hich  report,  if  confirmed  by  said  court,  judgment  shall  be 
entered  thereon,  and  the  viewers  and  appraisers  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
dollar  per  day  for  their  services,  to  be  paid  by  said  company;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duly  of  said  viewers  and  appraisers  to  take  into  considera- 
tion, in  estimating  such  injury  or  damage,  the  advantages  to  be  derived 
by  said  owner  or  owners  of  said  lands,  by  means  of  said  railroad  or 
railroads  :  Provided,  That  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  court  within 
thirty  days  after  such  report  may  have  been  filed  in  the  prothonotary's 
office  of  the  proper  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are  allowed 
in  other  cases. 

Section  11.  Any  legal  process  served  on  any  agent  or  manager  of 
said  company,  is  hereby  declared  to  be,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as 
valid  as  the  same  would  have  been,  if  served  on  the  president  and  di- 
rectors thereof. 

Section  12.  The  company  hereby  incorporated,  shall  have  power 
to  construct  railroads  with  one  or  more  tracks  from  any  point  or  points 
on  their  lands,  to  connect  with  the  Lehigh  and  Susquehanna  railroad,  or 
the  North  Branch  canal,  at  such  point  or  points  as  may  be  deemed  pro- 
per: Provided,  That  the  said  company  shall  not  prevent  any  person  or 
persons,  company  or  companies  hereafter  incorporated,  being  the  owner 
or  owners  of  land  bordering  on  the  said  railroad  or  railroads,  or  adja- 
cent thereto,  from  making  lateral  railroads,  and  to  connect  them  with 
said  railroad  or  railroads  from  their  said  lands,  as  the  said  person  or 
persons,  company  or  companies  may  conceive  necessary,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  transporting  their  coal  or  produce  upon  said  railroad  or  rail- 
roads, subject  to  the  payment  of  the  following  rates  of  toll ;  that  is  to 
say,  on  each  ton  of  produce,  coal,  or  other  minerals,  or  of  any  other 
goods,  wares,  merchandize  or  commodities  of  any  kind  whatsoever, 
not  exceeding  two  cents  per  ton  per  mile;  on  each  horse  not  employed 
in  drawing  a  carriage  or  car  on  which  toll  is  charged,  one  cent  per  mile; 
on  each  horse  and  its  rider,  not  exceeding  one  cent  per  mile  ;  on  every 
person  drawn  in  a  car  or  carriage,  other  than  the  rider,  not  exceeding 
one  cent  per  mile;  and  all  fractions  not  less  than  half  a  ton,  to  be  con- 
sidered as  a  ton,  and  if  less  than  half  a  ton,  to  be  rated  at  half  a  ton; 
and  all  fractions  of  half  a  mile  in  distance,  to  be  rated  at  half  a  mile; 
and  besides  the  tolls  to  be  so  charged,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  com- 
pany to  demand  and  receive,  for  the  use  of  the  collector  of  tolls  on  the 
said  road  or  roads  for  the  time  being,  as  a  compensation  for  weighing 
and  booking  all  coal  or  other  minerals  which  may  pass  over  said  road 
or  roads,  the  further  sum  of  not  exceeding  one  cent  per  ton  on  the  said 
coal  or  other  minerals  transported  on  said  road  or  roads  ;  in  considera- 
tion of  which,  he  shall  at  all  reasonable  times  when  so  requested,  ex- 
hibit to  any  person  or  persons  interested  therein,  the  account  of  the  said 
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coal  or  other  minerals  so  transported  as  aforesaid,  and  deliver  to  him  or 

them  a  certified  copy  thereof,  without  any  other  fee  or  reward  ;  and  that  ' 

the  said  company  shall  not  be  authorized  to  charge  toll  on  empty  coal 

cars  returning  from  the  landing  to  the  mines;  and  that  the  turnouts  for 

such  lateral  loads  shall  be  so  constructed  and  kept,  so  as  not  to  interfere 

with  the  use  of  the  main  road  or  roads ;  and   all  cars  or  wagons   run 

upon  the  same,  shall  be  subject  to  8uch  general  rules  and  regulations  as 

may  be  prescribed  by  the  company,  and  be  intended  to  keep  the  track 

of  said  road  or  roads  free  and  open  for  the  uninterrupted  passage  of  the 

cars  of  every  person  desiring  to  travel  thereon. 

Section  13.   This  act  shall  continue  and  be  in  force  until  the  tirst  Term  of  charter. 
day  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-nine  :  Provided,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  legislature,  at  any  Proviso, 
time,  to  amend  or  repeal  any  of  the  foregoing  provisions,  and  to  re- 
scind the  powers  hereby  granted;  in  such  manner,  however,  that  no  in- 
justice shall  be  done  the  corporators. 

Section  14.   That  if  said  company  shall  not  commence  the  construe-  Commencement 
tion  of  their  road  within  three  years  after  the  granting  of  this  charter,  and  completion  of 
and  complete  the  same  within  seven  years  thereafter,  this  act  shall  be  road, 
null  and  void,  except  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  necessary  to  wind  up 
the  affairs,  and  pay  the  debts  of  said  company.

ture placed  therein  as  aforesaid,  or  shall  wilfully  destroy  or  cut,  break, 
or  remove  any  tree,  shrub  or  plant  within  the  limits  of  said  cemetery, 
or  shall  shoot  or  discharge  any  gun,  or  other  fire-arms  within  said  limits, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  alderman  of  the  county  of 
Philadelphia,  be  punished  by  a  fine  at  the  discretion  of  the  justice  or 
alderman,  according  to  the  aggravation  of  the  offence,  of  not  less  than 
five,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  in  the

Providing  for  laying  out  a  state  road  from  Mifflin ville,  in  Columbia  count'/,  to 
Conyngham,  in  Luzerne  county. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
Charles  F.  Mann  and  Samuel  Creasey  of  Columbia  county,  and  .John 
T.  Davis  of  Luzerne  county,,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners  to  view  and  lay  out,  and  mark  a  state  road,  beginning  at 
or  near  Mifflinville,  Columbia  county;  thence  leading  through  the  west 
route  of  the  Nescopeck  gap,  until  it  reaches  another  public  road  at  or 
near  the  village  of  Conyngham,  in  Luzerne  county,  by  the  best  and 
most  practicable  route,  having  reference  to  the  distance  of  the  route, 
surface  of  the  country,  and  costs  of  construction. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  after  they  shall  have  been  duly  sworn  or  affirmed 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  who  shall  file  and  preserve  the  same  in 
his  office,  to  perform  all  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  act  with  impartiality, 
carefully  to  view  the  ground  over  which  the  road  to  be  laid  out  by  them 
may  pass,  havmg  due  regard  to  a  straight  and  easy  route  for  the  public, 
at  an  elevation  of  not  more  than  five  degrees  from  a  horizontal  line; 
and  that  they  shall  clearly  and  distinctly  mark  the  road  in  such  manner 
as  shall  render  the  route  agreed  upon  readily  found  by  the  supervisors; 
and  for  fulfilling  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  act,  the  commissioners 
shall  be  allowed  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  every 
day  they  shall  be  necessarily  employed  in  performing  the  duties  as- 
signed by  this  act ;  and  the  said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized

dollar  per  diem. 

Section  3.  That  said  commissioners  shall  make  out  a  fair  and  accu-  -ry  ^ 
rate  draft  of  the  location  of  the  road,  noting  thereon  courses,  distances 
and  places,  waters,  county  and  township  lines,  with  such  other  matter 
as  may  serve  for  explanation  ;  one  copy  wiiereof  shall  be  deposited  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  cortimonwealth,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  January  next,  and  one  copy  in  the  office  of  the  clerks  of  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  respective  counties  through  which  the 
said  road  passes,  on  the  time  aforesaid,  or  as  much  sooner  as  practica- 
ble; and  from  thenceforth  said  road  shall  be  a  public  highway,  and  shall 
be  opened  and  repaired  as  all  other  roads  laid  out  by  the  courts  are 
made  and  repaired. 

Section  4.   The  commissioners  shall  draw  on  the  commissioners  of  Accounts, 
the  counties  through  which  the  said  road  shall  pass,  who  shall  adjust 
the  account  of  the  commissioners,  surveyors,  chain  bearers  and  axeman, 
and  pay  them  as  other  accounts  are  paid,  by  orders  on  the  county  trea- 
surer. 

Section  5.   Said  commissioners   shall    meet  on  or  before  the  first  Meeting. 
Monday  of  August  next,  or  as  soon  ihereafier  as  a  majority  of  them 
shall  agree,  and  complete  the  location  of  said  road  as  soon  as  practicable;

and  convenient  for  carrying  into  effect  the  object  of  the  company,  and 
generally  to  do  all  and  singular,  the  matters  and  things  which  shall 
lawfully  appertain  to  them  to  do,  for  the  improvement  and  ornament  of 
the  grounds,  and  the  due  management  and  regulation  of  the  affairs 
thereof. 

Section  2.  The  object  for  which  this  corporation  is  created  is  to 
establish  a  cemetery  or  burial  place  for  deceased  human  bodies,  beyond 
the  thickly  populated  portion  of  the  city  and  districts ;  being  in  a  lot 
of  ground  situated  on  Islington  lane,  in  Penn  township,  in  the  county 
of  Philadelphia.

To  provide  a  more  effectual  and  economical  mode  of  collecting  state  and  county 
taxes  in  the  counties  of  Chester,  Franlilin  and  Adams,  for  increasing  and  regu- 
lating the  tax  on  dividends  of  banks  and  savings  institutions,  and  for  requiring 
supervisors  and  school  tax  collectors  in  Lebanon  county,  to  give  bonds. 

Section  I.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
hereafter  it  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  commissioners  of  the  counties  of  Duties  of  the 
Chester  and  Franklin,  in  each  and  every  year,  immediately  after  the  county  commis- 
assessment  of  taxes  for  state  and  county  purposes  shall  be  completed,  s'°"6^^* 
in  the  manner  now  prescribed  by  law,  to  cause  their  clerks  to  make  fair 
duplicates  thereof,  in  a  convenient  form,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the 
several  township  collectors  of  said  county,  together  with  a  certificate 
under  their  hands,  respectively,  attested  by  the  clerk,  certifying  that  the 
taxes  charged  in  the  said  duplicates  have  been  duly  assessed  according 
to  law. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  collectors,  immediately  _^  ... 

after  they  shall  have  received  the  duplicates  of  the  assessments  from  the  . 
county  commissioners,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  to  give  at  least  twenty 
days'  notice,  by  ten  printed  notices,  the  blanks  for  which  shall  be  fur- 
nished by  the  commissioners  of  said  counties,  respectively,  to  be  put  up 
in  each  township  and  borough,  of  a  time  and  place  at  which  they  will 
attend  in  their  respective  townships  and  boroughs  in  said  counties,  for 
the  purpose  of  collecting  and  receiving  state  and  county  taxes  j  and  it 
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shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  collectors  to  attend  at  least  one  day,  in 
their  respective  townships  and  boroughs  in  said  counties,  for  the  pur- 
pose aforesaid;  and  shall  give  receipts  for  taxes,  in  all  cases,  when 
required  by  the  person  paying  the  same  :  Provided,  That  if  any  person 
shall,  on  or  before  the  day  on  which  the  collector  shall  attend  in  the 
township  or  borough  in  which  such  person  resides  or  is  taxed,  pay  to 
such  collector  the  amount  of  his  or  her  taxes,  such  person  shall  be  en- 
titled to  a  deduction  of  three  per  centum  on  the  amount  thereof:  ^nd 
provided.  That  the  compensation  allowed  to  collectors  for  collecting 
state  and  county  taxes  in  the  said  counties  of  Chester  and  Franklin, 
shall  hereafter  be  two  per  cent.,  except  upon  such  tax  or  taxes  as  shall 
remain  unpaid  after  the  day  upon  which  they  shall  attend  as  aforesaid; 
and  for  the  collection  of  such  taxes  then  remaming  unpaid,  they  shall 
receive  a  commission  of  five  per  cent. 

Skction  3.  So  much  of  any  act  or  acts  of  the  general  assembly  rela- 
ting to  the  collection  of  state  and  county  taxes,  so  far  as  relates  to  the 
counties  of  Chester  and  Franklin,  as  is  hereby  altered  or  supplied,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.  That  hereafter,  whenever  the  commissioners  of  the  coun- 
ties of  Franklin  or  Adams  shall  exonerate  any  collector  of  state  or  county 
taxes  from  the  collection  of  any  portion  of  his  duplicate,  they  shall 
cause  their  clerk  to  enter,  in  a  book  to  be  procured  by  them,  the  name 
of  the  collector  exonerated,  the  name  of  the  person  whose  tax  is  thus 
exonerated,  the  amount  of  said  tax,  and  whether  due  on  county,  state, 
or  state  personal,  and  the  amount  due  on  each,  and  also  the  reason  why 
they  have  granted  such  exoneration ;  which  entries  shall  be  signed  by 
the  commissioners  present,  assenting  to  the  same,  and  attested  by  their 
clerk. 

Section  5.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  to 
keep  a  book,  in  which  they  .shall  open  accounts  against  the  several 
collectors  of  county  and  state  taxes,  by  tiiem  appointed,  charging  the 
said  collectors,  in  separate  accounts,  with  the  amount  of  taxes  assessed 
in  their  respective  districts,  for  county  or  for  state  purposes,  as  the  same 
appears  upon  their  duplicates. 

Section  6.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  said  counties 
Treasurer,  duties  of  Franklin  and  Adams,  to  give  duplicate  receipts  to  each  of  said  col- 
lectors for  all  payments  made  to  him  on  county  or  state  taxes,  specify- 
ing the  amount  paid  on  each;  and  it  shall  thereupon  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  collector,  immediately  to  deposit  one  of  said  receipts  with  the 
commissioners  of  said  county,  and  until  he  shall  do  so,  he  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  a  credit  on  his  duplicate  for  the  amount  so  paid  to  said  trea- 
surer. 

Section  7.  That  in  lieu  of  the  tax  now  imposed  by  law  on  dividends 
of  banks  and  savings  institutions,  which  may  have  been  re-chartered,  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  chartered  or  re-chartered,  as  well  as  all  banks 
and  savings  institutions  now  subject  to  a  tax  on  dividends,  shall  here- 
after pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  commonwealth,  in  the  manner  now- 
directed  by  law,  eight  per  cent,  on  all  dividends  which  do  not  exceed 
six  per  cent,  per  annum  ;  on  dividends  exceeding  six  per  cent.,  and 
not  exceeding  seven  percent.,  a  tax  of  nine  percent.;  on  dividends 
exceeding  seven  per  cent.,  and  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent.,  a  tax  of 
ten  per  cent.;  on  dividends  exceeding  eight  per  cent.,  and  not  exceed- 
ing nine  percent.,  a  tax  of  twelve  percent.;  on  dividends  exceeding 
nine  per  cent.,  and  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent.,  a  tax  of  thirteen  per 
cent.;  on  dividends  exceeding  ten  per  cent.,  and  not  exceeding  eleven 
per  cent.,  a  lax  of  fifteen  per  cent;  on  dividends  exceeding  eleven  per 
cent.,  and  not  exceeding  twelve  per  cent.,  a  tax  of  sixteen  per  cent.;  on 
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dividends  exceeding  twelve  per  cent.,  and  not  exceeding  fifteen  per 
cent.,  a  tax  of  twenty  per  cent;  on  dividends  exceeding  fifteen  per 
cent.,  and  not  exceeding  twenty  per  cent.,  a  tax  of  twenty-five  per 
cent.;  and  on  all  dividends  exceeding  twenty  per  cent.,  a  tax  of  thirty 
per  cent. 

Section  8.  That  the  thirteenth  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  Act  Repeal, 
to  reinstate  the  capital  and  extend  the  charter  of  the  Farmers'  and  Me- 
chanics' Bank  of  Philadelphia,"  passed  by  the  legislature  in  March, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed;  and  that  henceforth  said  section,  with  the 
proviso  thereto,  shall  not  be  deemed  and  taken  as  a  part  or  portion  of 
said  act. 

Section  9.   That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  super-  Supervisors, 
visors  of  the  several  townships  in  the  county  of  Lebanon,  shall  sever- 
ally enter  into  a  bond  to  the  commonwealth,  for  the  use  of  said  town-  To  give  bond, 
ships,  in  double  the  amount  of  the  duplicate  of  taxes   assessed  for  any 
one  year,  for  township  purposes,  with  at  least  one  approved  security.

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Fepresenta- 
iives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
Certain  proceed-  any  defect  or  irregularity  in  the  proceedings  of  the  commissioners  ap- 
ings legalized,  pointed  by  the  original  act,  in  taking  subscription  to,  and  organizing 
the  said  company,  and  any  defect  or  irregularity  in  the  proceedings  of 
the  board  of  managers  of  said  company,  in  organizing  and  conducting 
the  affairs  of  the  same,  so  far  as  the  said  defect  or  irregularity  may 
have  proceeded  from  the  neglect  or  omission  of  the  said  commissioners 
and  board  of  managers,  fully  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  the 
first  section  of  said  act,  in  regard  to  the  opening  of  the  books  for  the 
subscription  of  stock,  or  with  the  requisitions  of  the  proviso  to  the  first 
section  of  said  act,  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  remedied  and  sup- 
plied; and  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  said  co.mroissioners  and  board 
of  managers  which  were  in  contravention  of  the  said  first  section,  and 
the  proviso  thereto,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  declared  valid  and  legal  as 
if  the  same  had  been  fully  complied  with. 

Section  2.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  name, 
style,  and  title  of  the  said  company  shall  be  the  "  Youghiogheny  navi- 
gation company."

Provieo.  scribe  to  the  said  capital  stock :  jlnd  provided  also.  That  the  said 
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Monongahela  navigation  company  shall  not,  at  any  time,  charge  or  col- 
lect a  greater  amount  of  tcUl  from  boats,  etc,  that  pass  out  of  the  mouth 
of  the  Youghiogheny  river  into  the  Monongahela  river,  than  they  do 
for  the  same  distance  on  their  own  improvement:  Provided  moreover,  PiotIso.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  'I'hat 
John  Tucker  and  M.  S.  Wickersham  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  G. 
A.  Nicolls,  M.  S.  Richards,  H.  H.  Muhlenberg  of  the  city  of  Reading, 
F.  W.  Hughes  and  George  W.  Snyder  of  the  borough  of  Pottsville, 
Cornelius  Garretson,  William  Donaldson,  John  P.  Grove,  Warren 
Murdock,  T.  O.  Van  Alen,  William  H.  Magill  and  A.  F.  Russel  of  the 
town  of  Danville,  Samuel  R.  Wood  and  Albert  G.  Bradford  of  the 
county  of  Northumberland,  and  their  associates,  and  such  other  per- 
sons as  niay  hereafter  become  stockholders  in  the  company,  called  the 
Danville  and  Pottsville  telegraph  company,  their  successors  and  as- 
signs, shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  made  and  constituted  a  body  poli- 
tic and  corporate,  for  the  purpose  of  making,  using,  and  maintaining 
telegraph  lines  and  communications  between  the  boroughs  of  Danville 
and  Pottsville,  and  intermediate  towns  and  villages,  by  the  name,  style 
and  title  of  the  Danville  and  Pottsville  telegraph  company;  and  by  the 
same  name,  style  and  title,  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the 
privileges,  franchises  and  immunities  incident  to  a  corporation,  may 
sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  complain  and  defend  in  all 
courts  of  law  and  equity,  of  record  and  otherwise?  may  purchase,  re- 
ceive, have,  hold  and  enjoy  to  them,  their  successors  and  assigns,  lands, 
tenements  and  hereditaments,  goods,  chattels,  and  all  estate,  real,  per- 
sonal and  mixed,  of  what  kind  and  quality  soever,  and  the  same  from 
time  to  time,  may  sell,  convey,  mortgage,  grant,  alien  and  dispose  of, 
to  make  dividends  of  such  portions  of  their  profits  as  they  may  deem 
proper;  and  also  make  and  have  a  common  seal,  the  same  to  alter  and

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and  countersigned  by  the  secretary,  and  sealed  with  the  common  seal, 

which  stock  shall  be  transferable  in  person  or  by  attorney,  executors,  Transferable. 

administrators,  guardians,  trustees,  or  officers,  under  such  regulations  as 

may  be  provided  by  the  by-laws. 

Section  3.    That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  corporation  or  Any  corporation 
body  politic,    other  than  counties,  townships,  and  municipal  corpora-  may  subscribe, 
lions,  to  subscribe  for,  and  holi!  one  or  more  shares  of  capital  stock  in  ®^'cept,  &c. 
the  said  corporation  hereby  incorporated. 

Section  4.  That  the  said  corporation  hereby  created,  shall  have  power 
to  purchase,  make,  use,  and  maintain  any  connecting  or  side  lines,  °"'^'^- 
which  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  within  Schuylkill,  Columbia. 
Northumberland,  Lycoming  and  Bradford  counties;  and  also,  shall 
have  power  by  contract  with  other  persons  or  bodies  politic,  to  make, 
connect,  use,  and  maintain  their  lines  of  telegraph,  with  lines  of  like 
kind  out  of  this  state. 

Section  5.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  ^  . 
or  any  four  of  them,  shall  call  a  meeting,  to  be  held  on  the  first  day 
of  November  next,  or  at  any  previous  time,  of  the  corporate  body  hereby 
created,  giving  three  weeks'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the 
same,  in  at  least  one  nevvspaper  in  the  city  of  Reading,  and  boroughs 
of  Pottsville  and  Danville,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  a  president,  se- 
cretary and  treasurer,  and  four  directors,  which  four  directors  with  the 
president,  shall  constitute  the  board  of  directors  /"or  the  management  of 
its  affairs. 

Section  6.  That  the  president,  directors,  secretary  and  treasurer -pg^j,^  ^^  ^^^ 
of  said  corporation  hereby  created,  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term 
of  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected,  and  shall  exer- 
cise all  such  powers  pertaining  to  the  making,  maintaining,  use  and 
management  of  said  telegraph  lines,  and  the  affairs,  interests  and  busi- 
ness of  the  said  corporation,  authorized  by  its  by-laws,  and  not  incom- 
patible with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  state,  or  the  United  States.

be  determined  by  lot. 

Section  ,9.   That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  Erect  and  con- 
hereby  created,   to  erect   and   construct  works,   edifices,  fixtures  and  struct  works,  edi- 
structures  along  and  across  any  of  the  roads,  highways,  streets  and  ^'^^^'  *''^* 
waters  within  the  afore-mentioned  counties,  along  or  across  which  they 
shall  establish  telegraphic  wires;  the  said  works  to  be  so  placed  as  not 
to  interfere  with  the  common  use  of  such  roads,  highways,  streets  and 
waters;  and  the  said  corporation  and  all  other  persons  by  them  author- 
ized, appointed  or  employed,  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  enter 
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into  and  upon,  hold,  occupy  and  enjoy  any  land  for  the  purpose  of 
locating  and  constructing  the  said  telegraph  lines,  and  using,  repairing, 
maintaining  and  enjoying  the  same,  upon  which  the  same'  may  be  lo- 
cated, or  which  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  location  of  the

county  in  which  sucii  lands  shall  lie,  by  petition,  stating  the  facts  in 
relation  thereto;  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  ap- 
point three  disinterested  persons  of  the  proper  county,  or  of  any  county 
adjoining,  and  to  fix  a  time,  not  less  than  twenty,  nor  more  than  thirty 
days  thereafter,  for  the  said  viewers  to  meet  upon  the  premises  where 
the  damages  are  alleged  to  be  sustained,  of  which  lime  and  place  notice 
shall  be  given,  by  the  party  petitioning,  to  said  viewers  and  to  the  other 
party;  and  the  said  vierwers,  when  so  met,  shall  be  first  sworn  or 
affirmed,  justly  and  equitably  to  assess  the  damages,  if  any,  which  may 
have  been  or  are  likely  to  be  sustained  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  such 
land,  and  shall  then  view  the  premises,  and  justly  and  equitably  assess 
and  estimate  the  damages  which  may  have  been  sustained  or  are  likely 
to  be  sustained  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land  through  which  the 
said  telegraph  lines  shall  pass,  and  deducting  from  the  damages  th  e 
value  of  the  advantages  and  benefits  which  will  be  likely  to  accrue  to 
the  owners  of  said  land,  from  the  said  telegraph  lines  or  works  connected 
therewith,  and  to  make  out  a  report  of  their  assessment  of  damages, 
signed  by  the  said  viewers,  and  return  the  same  to  the  court  appointing 
them,  at  the  next  term  thereof;  which  report  being  confirmed  by  the 
said  court,  shall  be  considered  a  judgment  of  the  said  court,  and  col- 
lected in  like  manner  as  other  judgments  of  the  same  court  are  collected, 
with  the  costs  of  the  court :  Provided,  That  if  the  proper  officer  of  the 
said  company,  at  any  time  before  application  made  by  either  party  for 
the  appointment  of  viewers,  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  directed,  shall 
tender  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  land,  a  sum  of  money  in  full 
compensation  for  his  said  damaaes,  said  company  shall  not  be  liable  for 
costs  on  any  subsequent  proceeding,  unless  such  owner  of  land  shall 
receive  a  larger  sum  than  the  previous  tender  of  said  company  :  Provi- 
ded however^  That  the  said  judgment  shall  be  subject  to  revisal,  upon 
appeal  or  by  writ  of  error  taken  by  either  party,  as  other  judgments  in 
the  same  court  are  liable. 

Section  11.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  or  know- 
ingly, break,  injure,  destroy  or  interrupt  the  telegraph  lines  and  com- 
munications, or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  work,  erection,  edifice,  structure 
or  device,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  be  erected  by  said  company,  in  pursu- 
ance of  this  act,  he,  she  or  they  shall  pay  to  the  said  corporation  one 
hundred  dollars  for  said  oflTence,  and  shall  be  further  liable  for.  all  dam- 
ages which  the  said  corporation  may  suffer  in  repairing  the  injury,  and 
from  the  interruption  of  their  business,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action 
of  trespass ;  and  if  any  person  incurring  the  penalty  aforesaid,  shall, 
through  insolvency  or  other  cause,  be  unable,  or  shall  fail  to  pay  the

Provided^  That  no  dividends  shall  be  declared  which  shall  impair  the  Proviso, 
capital  stock  of  said  company  :  Jiml  provided  further,  That  all  profits  Proviso, 
over  twelve  per  centum,  shall  be  deemed  due  to  the  commonwealth, 
agd  shall  be  paid  by  the  company  to  the  state  treasurer.

Whereas,   The  superior  and  inestimable  advantages  resulting  from 
institutions  for  the  sick,  under  the  supervision  of  ladies  of  a  religious  Pfcamble.

AN   ACT 

To  reinstate  the  capital  and  extend  the  charter  of  the  Farmers'  and  Mechanics' 
Bank  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Charter  extended  the  charter  of  the  Farmers'  and  Mechanics's  Bank  of  Philadelphia,  shall 
for  fifteen  years,    be  and  the  same  is  hereby  extended  and  continued,  for  the  purpose  of 
transacting  the  business  of  banking,  for  the  term  of  fifteen  years  from 
Proviso.  the  expiration  of  the  present  charter :  Provided,  That  the  directors  be 

and  they  are  hereby  empowered  to  reinstate,  without  subscription,  the 
capital  stock  of  said  bank,  to  the  sum  authorized  by  law  prior  to  the

vide for  the  resumption  of  specie  payments,  and  for  other  purposes," 
and  it  shall  thereupon  be  proceeded  in  the  manner  provided  in  that  act: 
if  the  directors  of  the  said  bank  shall  neglect,  or  refuse  to  make  the  as- 
signment provided  for  in  this  act,  each  and  every  one  of  the  directors 
so  neglecting  or  refusing,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor;  and  upon 
conviction,  in  any  criminal  court  in  the  commonwealth,  be  imprisoned 
in  the  jad  of  the  proper  county,  for  any  period   not  exceeding  two 
years,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  5.   If  any  president,  cashier,  or  any  other  officer  or  clerk  of  „   ,      , 
the  said  bank,  shall  fraudulently  embezzle,  or  appropriate  to  his  own  Yiqw  punished.' 
use,  or  to  the  use  of  any  other  person  or  persons,  any  money  or  other 
property  belonging  to  said  institution,  or  left  with  the  same  as  a  special 
deposit,  or  otherwise,   he  or  they,  upon  conviction   of  such   offence, 
shall  be  fined  in  any  amount  less  than  the  sum  so  appropriated  or  em- 
bezzled, and   sentenced  to  undergo  imprisonment  in  one  of  the  state 
penitentiaries,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  be  kept  in  separate  and  solitary 
confinement,  at  labor,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  five  years  :  Provided,  Proviso. 
That  this  shall  not  prevent  any  person  or  persons  aggrieved  from  pur- 
suing his,  her  or  their  civil  remedy  against  such  person  or  persons. 

Section  6.   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  general  to  require  the

at  least  four  different  discount  days  of  the  current  year,  to  be  designated 
by  the  auditor  general,  one  of  which  shall  be  in  the  month  of  Novem- 
ber, so  as  to  exhibit  the  entire  amount  of  the  assets  of  the  bank,  and 
every  item  thereof  under  separate  heads  ;  and  also  the  entire  amount  of 
the  indebtedness  and  liabilities  of  the  said  bank,  and  every  item  thereof 
under  separate  heads,  setting  forth  on  the  one  side,  particularly,  so  as  to 
give  a  full  and  proper  view  of  all  the  assets  belonging  to  the  said  bank:

of  current  notes,  checks,  and  bills  of  other  banlis;  the  amount  of  uncur- 
rent  notes,  checks,  and  bills  of  other  banks;  the  amount  of  any  other 
obligations  of  other  banks;  the  amount  of  bills  and  notes  discounted, 
designating  the  amount  under  protest;  the  amount  of  the  mortgages  of 
the  bank,  and  the  assessed  value,  for  the  preceding  year,  of  the  real 
estate  bound  by  such  mortgages;  the  amount  of  prior  mortgages,  judg- 
ments and  other  liens;  the  amount  of  judgments  held  by, the  bank,  and 
the  assessed  value  for  the  preceding  year,  of  the  real  estate  bound  by 
such  judgments;  the  amount  of  prior  judgments,  mortgages  and  other 
liens;  the  amount  of  the  real  estate  held  and  owned  by  the  bank,  and 
the  assessed  value,  for  the  preceding  year,  of  each  separate  piece  or 
parcel  of  real  estate  owned  by  the  bank,  and  its  location;  the  amount 
due  from  other  banks  that  are  solvent,  giving  the  name  of  each  bank 
from  which  the  same  is  due,  together  with  the  amount  so  due  by  each 
one  of  said  banks;  the  amount  due  from  insolvent  banks,  the  names  of 
such  banks  and  the  amount  due  from  each  one;  the  amount  of  public 
and  corporate  stocks  and  loans,  the  nature  and  kind  of  loans  and  stocks, 
designating  particularly  in  what  companies  or  corporations  the  stocks  or 
loans  are  held,  and  the  amount  of  stocks  or  loans  of  each  company  or 
corporation  so  held;  the  amount  of  bonds  held,  designating  particularly 
the  nature  and  character  of  the  bonds  held;  the  amount  of  treasury 
notes;  the  amount  of  claims  against  individuals  or  corporations  that  are 
disputed  or  in  controversy;  the  amount  of  all  other  debts  and  claims, 
either  due  or  to  become  due,  and  the  value  of  any  other  property  of  the 
bank,  as  the  same  stands  charged  on  the  books  or  otherwise;  which 
said  exhibit  shall  also  *iel  forth  on  the  other  side,  the  debts  and  liabili- 
ties of  the  bank  on  the  discount  days  designated  by  the  auditor  general, 
specifying  separately,  under  distinct  heads,  the  various  kinds  of  liability 
and  indebtedness;  the  amount  of  capital  stock  actually  paid  in;  the 
amount  of  the  circulation;  the  amount  of  deposits,  certificates  of  depos- 
its, the  amount  due  the  commonwealth,  the  amount  due  to  corporations, 
the  amount  due  to  banks,  the  amount  due  to  individuals,  and  the  amount 
of  claims  against  the  bank,  remaining  in  controversy,  and  any  other 
items  of  indebtedness  or  liability  not  embraced  in  the  foregoing  specifi- 
cations. 

Section  8.  It  shall  moreover  be  the  duty  of  the  cashier,  in  prepar- 
ing the  exhibit  required  in  the  preceding  section  of  this  act,  for  the 
month  of  November  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  legislature,  to  state 
in  regard  to  each  item  and  subdivision  of  the  assets  of  the  bank,  what 
i.s,  in  the  judgment  and  ability  of  the  said  cashier,  the  actual  marketable 
cash  value  of  each  item  of  the  same,  and  the  amount  of  current  notes  of 
other  banks  on  hand  at  the  time  the  exhibit  is  made  out;  also  the  amount 
of  uncurrent  notes  held  by  the  bank. 

Section  9.  The  exhibit,  agreeably  to  seventh  and  eighth  sections  of 
this  act,  shall  be  verified  and  accompanied  with  the  oath  or  affirmation 
of  the  cashier  of  the  said  bank,  duly  attested  before  some  oflScer  au- 
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thorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  to  the  following  effect,  namely ; 
that  he,  the  said  cashier,  has  carefully  examined  the  books  and  muni- 
ments of  the  bank,  and  has  compared  the  same  with  the  said  exhibit, 
(so  far  as  is  practicable,)  and  that  he  verily  believes  the  said  exhibit  or 
statement  presents  a  true,  fair  and  full  view  of  the  actual  condition  of 
the  bank ;  and  in  addition  to  the  above  exhibit  made  for  the  discount 
day  in  the  month  of  November,  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  legislature, 
shall  be  accompanied  with  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  cashier  of  the 
said  bank,  setting  forth  that  he  has  inspected  the  several  items  of  assets 
or  the  evidence  thereof,  in  the  said  exhibit  referred  to,  as  far  as  is  prac- 
ticable, and  that  he  has,  according  to  the  best  of  his  judgment  and  abil- 
ity, valued  each  of  said  items  of  assets,  at  the  absolute  cash  price 
which  it  would  produce  at  the  lime,  and  that,  in  his  judgment,  the 
actual  assets  of  the  bank  are  intrinsically  worth  the  amount  of  the  valu- 
ation so  made  by  him. 

Section  10.   The  president,  directors,  cashier  and  other  officers  of  Officers  required 
the  said  bank,  and  of  every  other  bank  hereafter  chartered,  shall,  before  to  take  an  oath 
they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  several  offices  and  stations,  severally  before  entering 
take  an  oath,  to  be  administered  by  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  °^  ^^^"  duties, 
administer  oaths,  to  observe  faithfully  and  honestly  the  provisions  of 
the  several  acts  of  assembly,  applicable  to  the  bank  of  which  they  are 
directors  or  officers,  or  in  which  they  hold  stations,  and  that  they,  and 
each  of  them,  during  their  continuance  in  office,  will  not  knowingly  vio- 
late, or  sanction,  or  willingly  permit  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  law 
governing  their  charter  to  be  violated ;  the  said  oath  so  to  be  taken  shall 
be  subscribed,  and  immediately  delivered  to  the  auditor  general  to  be 
jfiled  in  his  office. 

Section  11.   If  any  president,  director,   cashier,   or  other  officer  of 
the  said  bank,  or  of  any  other  bank  hereafter  chartered,  shall,  after  having  P ^'^^'^^  ^^^'"Jf 
taken  and  subscribed  the  oath  required  by  this  act,  wilfully  violate  any  scribed^the^oath 
provision  of  any  act  of  assembly  applicable  to  the  bank  of  which  he  is  required,  who 
an  officer,  he  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  to  have  committed  wilful  and  shall  violate  any 
corrupt  perjury;  and  upon  conviction,  in   any  criminal  court  in  this  of  the  provisions 
commonwealth,  he  shall  suffer  such  punishment  as  is  inflicted  by  the  °^  ^"7  ^^t,  &c., 
laws  of  this  commonwealth,  on  any  person  guilty  of  the  crime  of     .,   be  deemed 
perjury.  guilty  of  perjury.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
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the  supervisors  of  the  different  townships  in  the  county  of  Clearfield, 
that  are  indebted  for  work  done  on  the  roads  and  bridges  previous  to 
the  first  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-eight,  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  assess,  levy  and  collect  a  special  tax 
in  the  said  indebted  townships  of  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars  in  any  one  year,  to  be  specially  appropriated,  and  paid  towards 
the  liquidation  of  the  debts  of  their  respective  townships,  contracted 
previous  to  the  first  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-

To  extend  the  charter  of  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  t^ssembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  charter  of  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  extended  and  declared  to  be  in  full  force,  power  and  efTect  for 
a  further  period  of  ten  years  from  and  after  the  day  of  the  date  of  the 
expiration  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  general  assembly  of  this 
commonwealth,  entitled  "  An  act  incorporating  the  Lancaster  Savings 
Institution,"  passed  the  fourteenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-five;  and  all  the  rights,  powers,  privileges  and  au- 
thorities which  are  or  may  be  vested  in  the  stockholders  of  said  Lancas- 
ter Savings  Institution,  by  virtue  of  said  last  recited  act,  or  any  other 
law  of  tliis  commonwealth,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  extended, 
vested  and  continued  in  the  said  stockholders  and  their  assigns,  for  the 
said  before-mentioned  period  of  ten  years,  and  no  longer,  as  fully  and 
effectually,  and  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  they  now  have  and  hold 
under  the  said  laws,  as  aforesaid  ;  and  the  said  institution  shall  be  liable, 
under  its  extended  charier  hereby  granted,  to  all  the  penalties  and  re- 
strictions which  are  now  imposed  upon  it  by  the  original  act  of  corpor- 
ation as  aforesaid,  and  by  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  and  to  any 
general  laws  on  the  subject  of  banking  which  may  hereafter  be  enacted. 

Section  2.  The  said  Lancaster  Savings  Institution  shall  pay  into  the 
treasury  of  the  state,  in  the  manner  now  directed  by  law  for  the  pay- 
ment of  a  tax  or  dividend,  ten  per  cent,  on  all  dividends  which  do  not 
exceed  six  per  cent,  per  annum;  and  on  dividends  exceeding  six  per 
cent.,  and  not  exceeding  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  a  tax  of  eleven 
per  cent,  on  such  dividends;  and  on  dividends  exceeding  seven  per 
cent,  per  annum,  and  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  the 
said  savings  institution  shall  pay  a  tax  of  twelve  per  cent.;  and  on  divi- 
dends exceeding  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  not  exceeding  nine  per 
cent.,  the  said  savings  institution  shall  pay  a  tax  of  thirteen  per  cent,; 
and  on  dividends  exceeding  nine  per  cent.,  and  not  exceeding  ten  per 
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cent.,  the  said  savings  institiilion  shall  pay  a  tax  of  fourteen  per  cent. 5 
and  on  dividends  exceedin<r  ten  per  cent.,  and  not  exceeding  eleven  per 
cent.,  the  said  savings  instiiution  shall  pay  a  tax  of  sixteen  per  cent,; 
and  on  dividends  exceeding  eleven  per  cent.,  and  not  exceeding  twelve 
per  cem.,  a  tax  of  eighteen  per  cent.;  and  on  dividends  exceeding 
twelve  per  cent.,  A\e  said  savings  institnlion  shall  pay  a  tax  of  twenty 
per  cent. :  Provided,  That  this  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  taxes  imposed  on  Proviso, 
the  dividends  of  this  institution  by  existino-  laws. 

Section  3.   The  legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter,   annul,   and 
revoke   the  charter  of  tlie   said  savings   institution,  whenever  in   their  Keservatioo. 
opinion   it   may   be  injurious   to  the  citizens   of  this   commonwealth: 
Provided,   That  no  injustice  be  done  to  the  stockholders.

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
No  street,  lane  or  no  street,  road,  lane  or  alley  shall  hereafter  be  opened  through  the  lands 
iJlej  to  be  opened  Qf  the  United  American  Mechanics  and  Daughters  of  America  cemetery 
through  cemetery  jjj.  ^^^^^.^^  pj^^^^  situate  in   North  Penn  township,   in   the   county  of 
Philadelphia,  except  with  the  consent  of  said  corporation  ;  nor  shall 
the  same  be  liable  to  be  taken  or  used  for  any  object  not  connected  with, 
or  appertaining  to  burial  purposes,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation 
Piro»j«o.  for  all  purposes  whatsoever:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained 

shall  exempt  said  grounds  from  taxation  for  state  purposes,  or  from 
such  assessments  for  cemetery  purposes  as  may  at  any  time  be  made  by 
the  managers  of  said  cemetery. 

Section  2.  The  lots  or  sub-divisions  of  said  cemetery  shall  not  be 
liable  to  attachment,  or  to  be  taken  in  execution  for  the  debts  of  the 
owners  thereof ;  Provided,  That  not  more  than  four  lots  of  the  size  of 
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eight  feet  by  ten  feet  each,  owned  by  the  same  person  or  persons,  shall 
be  exempt  from  attachment  or  execution  as  aforesaid. 

Section  3,  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  injure,  or  deface  the  fences,  Penalty  for  ixiju- 
shrubbery,  trees,  walk,  burial  lots,  tomb  stones,  railings,  fixtures,  or  ries. 
other  personal  property  attached  to  or  belonging  to  said  cemetery,  or 
shall  commit  any  nuisance  in  or  about  the  same,  every  such  person 
shall  make  good  to  said  corporation  the  damage  occasioned  by  him  or 
them,  and  nay  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars;  one-half 
thereof  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  and  the 
other  half  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  prosecutor,  to  be  recovered  as  debts 
of  a  like  nature  and  amount  are  recoverable  before  any  alderman  of  the 
county  of  Philadelphia.

Whereas,  The  legislature  by  the  fifth  section  of  an  act  passed  tlie 
twentj'^-seventh  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty -eight,  en- 
titled "A  further  supplement  to  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Pennsylvania 
railroad  company,"  did  provide,  that  if  said  railroad  company  shall  find

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hovse  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
if  in  the  construction  of  their  road  by  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  company, 
it  shall  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  necessary  to  change  the  site 
of  any  portion  of  any  turnpike  or  public  road,  when  the  necessary  time 
shall  have  elapsed  to  have  enabled  the  said  railroad  company  to  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  of  the  fifth  section  of  the  act  of  the  twenty- 
seventh  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-eight,  requiring 
them  to  re  construct  such  turnpike  or  public  road,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county  in  which  such  turnpike  or

hereby  extended  for  the  further  period  of  two  years  for  commencing 
the  said  work,  and  the  further  period  of  two  years  for  completing  the 
same,  beyond  the  time  specified  in  the  said  act. 

Section  2.  That  the  said  company  shall  be  authorized  to  erect  a 
railroad  l)ridge  across  the  river  Delaware,  at  or  near  Easlon,  to  be  used 
for  railroad  purposes  only  :  Provided,  That  in  so  doing,  the  navigation 
of  the  river  Delaware  shall  not  be  injured;  and  that  before  erecting  the 
same,  a  concurrent  law  shall  be  passed  by  the  legislature  of  New 
Jersey.

vicinity. 

Section  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jissembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  mithority  of  the  same.  That 
the  members  of  the  German  Reformed  congregation  of  the  borough  of 
York  and  its  vicinity,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  created  and  erected 
into  one  body  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and 
title  of  the  First  Reformed  congregation  of  the  borough  of  York  and  its 
vicinity,  and  by  the  same  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  able 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  law  and  else- 
where, and  shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  and  in  equity,  to  take, 
purchase,  hold  and  receive  to  them  and  their  successors,  in  trust  for 
and  also  to  the  use  of  the  said  congregation,  lands,  tenements,  goods 
and  chattels  of  whatsoever  kind,  nature  or  quality,  real,  personal  or 
mixed,  which  are  now,  or  shall,  or  may  at  any  time  hereafter  become 
the  property  of  the  said  congregation  or  body  politic,  by  purchase,  gift, 
grant,  bargain,  sale,  conveyance,  devise,  bequest  or  otherwise,  from 
any  person  or  persons  whomsoever  capable  of  making  the  same;  and 
the  same  to  grant,  bargain,  sell,  improve  or  dispose  of  for  the  use  of 
the  said  congregation,  as  may  be  directed  by  a  majority  of  such  persons 
as  are  qualified  to  vote  according  to  the  fifth  section  of  this  act,  who 
may  be  present  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  for  that  purpose,  and  generally 
to  adopt,  and  do  all  such  matter  and  things  as  may  be  lawful  to  be  done 
for  the  well  being  and  due  manaoement  of  the  said  congreiiation  \  Pro- 
vided, That  the  yearly  value  or  income  of  the  said  estates  s!  ill  not  at 
any  lime  exceed  three  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  not  be  li;  eil  for  any 
other  than  benevolent  or  religious  purposes. 

Section  2.  The  secular  business  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
conducted  by  five  trustees,  of  whom  three  shall  be  a  quorum,  and  who 
shall  choose  from  among  their  number  a  president,  and  mav  appoint  a 
secretary  and  a  treasurer  from  among  themselves,  or  from  ainono-  the 
members  of  the  congregation,  qualified  to  vote  according  to  ilie  fifth  sec- 
tion of  this  act:  the  secretary  shall  keep  true  and  correct  minutes  of  the 
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acts  and  proceedings  of  the  trustees,  and  the  treasurer  shall  receive,  dis-  Treasurer. 
burse  and  account  for  all  moneys  coming  into  his  hands  belonging  to 
the  said  corporation,  and  shall  if  required  by  the  trustees,  give  security 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  trust  reposed  in  him,  and  shall  have 
his  accounts  aiiaually  setUed  by  the  trustees,  to  be  laid  before  and  ap- 
proved by  the  congregation  at  the  annual  election;  the  said  trustees  may  Other  ofikers'. 
likewise  appoint  such  other  officers  as  they  may  from  time  to  time 
deem  necessary  foT  the  proper  management  of  the  secular  aflairs  of  the 
congregation,  but  no  compensation  shall  be  allowed,  except  to  officers 
appointed  to  superintend  the  cemetery,  unless  sanctioned  b\- a  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  congregaiicsi  present  at  the  annual  election;  the 
said  trustees,  in  conjunction  with  the  deacons,  shall  collect  (rom  the  mem- 
bers of  the  congregation  their  contributions  to  the  pastor's  salary,  and 
they  shall  annually  inquire,  ascertain,  and  report  to  the  consistory, 
whether  any  member  or  members  have  failed  or  refused  to  contribute 
rateably,  according  to  his,  her,  or  their  ability  to  the  pastor's  salary,  and 
to  the  payment  of  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  congregation  within 
the  previous  year,  on  which  report  the  consistory  shall  take  such  action 
and  make  such  order  as  shall  by  ihem  be  deemed  expedient  and  right;

Authorizing  the  laying  out  of  a   state  road  from  Strattonsviile,  in  the  county  of 
Clarion,  to  the  Ridgeway  and  Warren  turnpike  road. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Gyrus  Blood,  J.  Y.  James  and  Peter  Clover,  junior,  be  and  ihey  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  view  and  lay  out  a  state  road  from 
the  village  of  Strattonsviile,  in  the  county  of  Clarion,  by  the  way  of 
Helen  furnace,  to  the  town  of  Marion,  in  Forest  county;  thence  by  the 
nearest  and  best  route  to  the  Ridgeway  and  Warren  turnpike  road,  at  or 
near  where  said  road  crosses  the  Tionesta  creek,  in  Warren  county. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  commisoners.  or 
a  majority  of  them,  after  taking  and  subscribinsf  an  oatli  or  affirmation 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  to  perform  the  duties  enjoined  upon  them 
by  this  act,  with  impartiality  and  fidelity,  to  carefully  view  the  ground 
over  which  road  may  pass,  and  lay  out  the  same  on  the  nearest  and 
best  ground  to  a  straight  line,  and  in  no  place  to  exceed  an  elevation  of 
five  degrees  from  a  horizontal  line. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  plain 
and  distinctly  to  mark  the  ground  on  the  routes  agreed  upon  for  the 
road,  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  as  to  enable  the  supervisors  readily  to 
find  the  same;  and  for  the  purpose  of  fulfilling  the  duties  in  this  act 
enjoined,  the  said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  employ,  at 
a  per  diem  allowance  not  exceding  one  dollar  each,  two  chain  carriers 
and  one  axeman,  one  packer  and  pack  horse;  and  the  said  commission- 
ers, respectively,  shall  receive  a  per  diem  allowance  not  exceeding  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents,  for  each  day  necessarily  expended  in  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  act;  and  the  said  commissioner  perform- 
ing the  duties  of  surveyor,  shall  have  and  receive  an  additional  com- 
pensation of  fifty  cents  per  day  for  each  and  every  day  spent  in  the 
laying  out  of  said  road,  to  be  paid  in  manner  and  form  as  hereinafter 
directed. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  make  out 
a  fair  and  accurate  draft  of  the  location  of  said  road,  respectively  noting 
thereon  the  courses  and  distances  as  they  occur,  the  improvements, 
and  also  the  crossings  of  township  lines,  roads  and  waters,  with  such 
other  matter  as  inay  serve  for  explanation  ;  one  copy  whereof  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  November  next,  and  one  copy  in  the  offices  of

Relative  to  mutual  fire  insurance  companies,  aad  agencies  of  mutual  fire  insuranoe 
companies  not  chartered  by  this  state. 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  .Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
any  mutual  fire  insurance  company  chartered  within  any  of  the  adjoin- 
ing states,  for  the  purpose  of  insuring  detached  buildings  and  their  con- 
tents, whose  capital  is  composed  of  moneys  paid,  and  premium  notes 
taken  at  the  time  application  shall  be  made  for  insurance,  can  or  may 
have  an  agency  or  agencies,  and  can  or  may  become  insurers  in  any  case 
whatever,  except  within  the  limits  of  any  city,  borough  or  corporated 
district  within  this  commonwealth,  and  the  counties  of  Bucks,  Lancas- 
ter, York  and  Delaware,  legitimately  appertaining  to  their  business, 
and  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  :  Provided,  That 
every  agent  of  such  association  or  company,  before  transacting  any 
business  whatever  for  such  company,  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  secre- 
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tary  of  this  commonwealth,  a  duplicate  copy  of  his  appointment,  under 
the  common  or  corporate  seal  of  such  company  :  ^find  provided  fur- 
ther. That  every  such  association  or  company  shall  publish  their  an- 
nual report  for  three  months  in  each  year,  in  a  newspaper  published  in 
Philadelphia,  Harrisburg  or  Pittsburg,  said  report  to  contain  the  num- 
ber of  members,  the  amount  insured,  the  amount  of  premium  notes,  the 
amount  of  moneys  received,  the  amount  paid  out  for  losses  and  ex- 
penses, the  amount  of  money  in  the  treasury,  and  the  amount  of  claims 
against  the  company:  And  provided  further.  That  any  law  or  laws 
inconsistent  herewith,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed:  And  pro- 
vided further,  That  no  insurance  shall  be  effected  under  this  act,  ex- 
cept upon  the  strict  mutual  principle^  and  no  policy  sliall  be  issued  to 
any  person  who  shall  not  have  become  a  partner  in  such  corporation. 

Section  2.   That  ihe  legislature  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  alter, 
revoke  or  amend  this  act,  whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  expedient.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  village  of  Providence,  in  the  county  of  Luzerne,  into  a  borough. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  village  of  Providence,  in  the  county  of  Luzerne,  shall  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  erected  into  a  borough,  which  shall  be  called  "The 
borough  of  Providence,"  and  shall  be  bounded  and  limited  as  follows:  Boundaries, 
beginning  at  the  line  between  the  lands  of  Theodore  Vonstorch  and 
Silas  B.  Robinson,  on  the  west  bank  of  Lackawanna  river;  thence  up 
the  river  along  said  bank  to  a  bridge  across  said  river,  on  the  north  line 
of  lands  of  Henry  Heermans,  deceased;  thence  along  the  road  north 
seventy-eight  degrees  west  eighty-one  perches  to  a  pine  stump;  thence 
north  six  degrees  west  about  two  hundred  perches  to  a  corner  of  lands 
belonging  to  Mrs.  Polly  Dean;  thence  south  forty  degrees  west  to  the 
line  between  T.  Vonstorch  and  S.  B.  Robinson;  thence  along  said  line 
to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Section  2.   That  the  inhabitants  of  said  borough  qualified  to  vote  for 
members  of  the  general  assembly,  shall  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  April  Organization 
next,  and  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  March  in  every  year  thereafter, 
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meet  at  the  school  house  in  said  borough,  and  then  and  there  between 
the  hours  of  one  and  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  elect  by  ballot  one 
citizen,  who  shall  be  styled  the  burgess  of  said  borough,  and  four  other 
citizens  to  be  members  of  the  town  council;  at  the  first  election  three 
school  directors,  one  to  serve  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one 
for  three  years,  and  thereafter  one  school  director  annually,  and  one 
person  to  be  constable  of  said  borough,  whose  names  shall  be  returned 
to  the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions,  in  like  manner  as  persons  elected 
township  constables;  the  said  inhabitants  shall  also  at  the  same  time 
and  place  elect  one  justice  of  peace,  judge  and  inspector  of  elections, 
and  an  assessor,  agreeably  to  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth;  the  said 
election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner  as  is  provided  for  the  elec- 
tion of  township  officers  of  this  commonwealth,  except  that  the  certifi- 
cates of  burgess  and  town  council  and  school  directors,  shall  be  filed 
among  the  records  of  the  corporation;  that  the  first  election  held  under 
this  act  shall  be  conducted  by  a  judge  and  inspector  to  be  chosen  by  the 
inhabitants  present,  at  the  opening  of  the  election,  who  are  qualified  to 
vote,  who  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided 
by  law  for  swearing  or  affirming  election  officers,  and  they  shall  per- 
form the  duties  required  of  them  by  law,  relative  to  township  elections. 
Section  3.  That  from  and  after  the  second  Tuesday  in  .April  next, 
the  burgess  and  town  council  duly  elected,  and  their  successors,  shall  be 
one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  bur- 
gess and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  Providence,  and  shall  have, 
possess  and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  liberties,  franchises  and  privileges  of  a 
borough  incorporated  in  pursuance  of  the  act  passed  first  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide 
for  the  incorporation  of  boroughs;"  and  the  several  provisions  of  the 
said  act,  so  far  as  the  same  are  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  shall  ex- 
tend to  and  be  in  force  within  said  borough,  as  fully  as  though  said 
borough  had  been  incorporated  agreeably  to  the  provisions  thereof. 

Section  4.  The  burgess  and  town  council  of  said  borough  shall  have 
the  care  of  the  poor  of  said  borough,  and  all  the  powers  and  duties  of 
overseers  of  the  poor  shall  be  exercised  and  performed  in  such  manner, 
and  by  such  persons  as  they  may  ordain. 

Section  5.  The  constable  of  said  borough  shall  perform  the  duties 
of  high  constable  therein:  until  otherwise  provided,  the  burgess  and 
town  council  may  authorize  the  election  or  appointment  of  a  high  con- 
stable, if  they  shall  deem  it  expedient. 

Section  6.  The  school  directors  elected  under  this  act,  shall  per- 
form the  same  duties,  and  have  the  like  powers  in  all  respects  as  school 
directors  elected  agreeably  to  the  general  laws  of  this  commonwealth. 
Section  7.  The  said  borough  shall  be  a  separate  election  district, 
and  the  electors  thereof  shall  hold  their  borough  and  general  elections 
in  the  school  house  in  said  borough. 

Section  8.  The  school  directors  first  elected  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  immediately  after  their  election,  cause  to  be  made  an 
enumeration  of  the  resident  taxable  inhabitants  in  said  borough,  and  the 
president  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  common  schools,  who  is  hereby  directed  to  adopt  the  num- 
ber of  taxables  thus  certified  to  him,  as  the  basis  of  the  distribution  to 
said  borough  of  its  share  of  the  stale  appropriation;  and  the  amount  to 
which  the  said  borough  is  entitled,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount 
to  which  Providence  school  district,  in  said  county,  would  otherwise 
be  entitled,  until  after  the  next  triennial  enumeration  of  taxables  for 
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school  purposes^  and  the  said  borough  shall  be  entitled  to  its  share  of 
the  proprietors'  fund  in  said  township.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met.,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
Thomas  R.  Fisher,  Charles  W.  Lentz,  .lohn  Anspack,  junior,  Edwin  Corporators. 
M.  Sellers,  E.  S.  Warne  and  Charles  William  Fisher,  and  their  asso- 
ciates, shall  be  incorporated  and  become  a  body  politic  in  law,  under 
the  provisions,  regulations  and  restrictions  hereinafter  mentioned,  under 
the  corporate  name  and  style  of  "  The  Wakefield  manufacturing  com-  style, 
pany,  in  Philadelphia  county  ;"  the  objects  of  such  corporation  shall  be  object, 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  plain  and  fancy  hosiery  and  other  goods, 
consisting  of  silk,  cotton  and  wool,  or  some  of  them ;   and  the  said 
corporation  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  capable  to  sue  Privileges, 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity, 
to  take,  purchase  or  lease,  for  a  year  or  term  of  years,  hold,  possess 
and  enjoy,  convey  and  dispose  of  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments, 
goods,  chattels,  rights,  credits,  and  to  have  and  to  use  a  common  seal, 
and  the  same  to  change  and  renew  at  pleasure,  and  have  all  the  other 
incidents  of  a  corporation  :  Provided^  That  the  real  estate  to  be  held  Proviso, 
by  such  corporation,  to  be  purchased,  leased  or  sold  by  them,  (except 
such  as  may  be  purchased  under  an  execution,  or  otherwise  taken  in 
payment,  or  on  account  of  an  existing  debt  or  debts  belonging  to  said 
corporation,)  shall  be  such  only  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for 
the  use,  management  or  business  of  said  corporation,  in  carrying  on 
their  manufacture  and  business  aforesaid. 

Section  2.  The  said  Thomas  R.  Fisher,  Charles  W.  Lentz,  J.

Fisher  shall  be  commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  and  shall  act  as  directors  until  the  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  organized  as  hereinafter  provided  ;  the  capital  stock  of  said  Capital  stock, 
corporation  shall  consist  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into 
shares  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  each;  and  when  one-fourth  of  the 
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said  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed  for,  and  shall  have  been  bona  fide 
paid  in,  or  contributed  as  hereinafter  provided,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  Thomas  R.  Fisher,  Charles  W.  Lentz,  J.  Anspack,  junior, 
Edwin  M.  Sellers,  E.  S.  Warne  and  Charles  William  Fisher,  or  of 
whichever  of  them  may  be  then  acting  as  president  or  treasurer,  to 
transmit  to  the  governor  of  the  commonwealth,  a  statement  on  oath  or 
affirmation  to  such  effect,  stating  the  amounts  actually  paid  in  or  con- 
tributed; when,  if  the  same  shall  amount  to  one-fourth  at  least  of  the 
said  capital  stock,  the  governor  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  secretary 
of  the  commonwealth,  with  an  order  requiring  him  to  enrol  the  same 
at  the  expense  of  the  applicants;  and  upon  such  enrolment  the  persons 
so  associated  shall  become  a  corporation  or  body  politic,  by  the  style 
and  name  aforesaid,  under  the  provisions,  conditions  and  restrictions, 
and  for  the  purposes  by  this  act  declared  and  set  forth. 

Section  3.  Immediately  after  the  enrolment,  provided  for  in  the 
second  section  of  this  act,  the  said  Thomas  R.  Fisher  and  the  persons 
so  appointed  with  him  as  commissioners  aforesaid,  shall  give  notice  for 
two  weeks  previously,  in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  county  of 
Philadelphia,  of  an  election  for  five  directors,  to  be  made  by  ballot, 
from  the  stockholders,  such  election  to  be  held  within  thirty  days  after 
the  enrolment  aforesaid,  and  the  subsequent  elections  to  be  held  annu- 
ally, at  such  convenient  time  and  place  as  the  directors  may  determine, 
of  which  two  weeks'  notice  shall  in  like  manner  be  given ;  and  at  all 
such  elections  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  according  to 
the  number  of  shares  held  by  him,  in  the  following  proportion,  to  wit: 
for  each  share,  not  exceeding  two  shares,  one  vote ;  for  every  two 
shares  above  two  shares,  and  not  exceeding  ten,  one  vote  ;  for  every 
four  shares  above  ten,  and  not  exceeding  thirty,  one  vote ;  for  every 
ten  shares  above  thirty,  and  not  exceeding  one  hundred  shares,  one 
vote;  and  for  every  twenty  shares  above  one  hundred,  one  vote: 
no  shares  shall  confer  a  right  of  voting  which  shall  have  been  trans- 
ferred within  three  calendar  months  prior  to  any  election,  nor  unless 
bona  fide  held  by  the  party  voting  in  his  own  right,  or  as  executor, 
administrator,  guardian  or  trustee  Tor  the  use  of  some  party,  estate  or 
corporation ;  and  all  votes  by  proxy  shall  be  on  such  terms  and  con- 
ditions as  are  prescribed  by  the  act  passed  March  twenty-eighth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty,  entitled  "An  Act  to  regulate 
proxies  :"  Provided  cdso^  That  the  stockholders  in  the  incorporation 
created  under  this  act,  shall  be  individually  liable  for  the  amount  of  the 
capital  stock  by  them  respectively  subscribed  in  said  corporation,  which 
shall  not  have  been  paid  in  :  Jind  provided^  That  if  said  corporation 
shall  at  any  time  contract  debts  to  a  greater  amount  than  the  capital 
so  subscribed,  said  corporation  shall  forfeit  its  charter,  and  its  corporate 
powers  shall  cease  and  determine ;  but  among  such  debts  shall  not 
be  considered  such  advances  or  loans  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  made 
or  advanced  on  account  of  manufactured  goods  consigned  or  delivered 
for  sale  to  agents  or  others  on  behalf  of  said  corporation ;  the  corpora- 
tion shall  be  organized  by  the  directors  choosing  a  president  from  their 
own  body,  and  by  the  appointment  by  them  of  a  treasurer,  secretary 
and  such  other  subordinate  officers  or  agents  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary ;  and  such  treasurer,  secretary,  or  other  subordinate  officer  or 
agents  may  be  removable  at  the  discretion  of  the  directors  ;  the  direc- 
tors may  also  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their  own  body,  to 
serve  until  others  are  lawfully  appointed ;  the  majority  of  such  direc- 
tors shall  have  power  to  establish  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  deemed  proper  and  expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws 
of  the  United  States  or  of  this  commonwealth,  and  the  same  from  time 
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to  time  to  change,  alter  or  repeal ;  and  if  an  election  for  directors  shall 
not  take  place  on  the  day  designated  by  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation, 
the  corporation  for  that  cause  shall  not  be  dissolved,  but  an  election 
shall  be  held  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be ;  until  such  election,  the  di- 
rectors and  president  in  place  shall  continue  to  act. 

Section  4.   The  stockholders  of  such  company  shall  be  jointly  and  Stockholders

Section  5.  The  said  company  shall  establish  and  put  into  operation, 
in  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  a  manufactory  for  the  purposes  named  Powers  of  com- 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  shall  manufacture  such  goods  as  P^^y- 
aforesaid,  for  themselves  or  any  other  person  or  persons,  and  shall  have 
power  to  sell,  vend,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  their  manufactured  goods, 
at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  see  proper,  in  order  to  the  full 
and  proper  enjoyment  of  the  privileges  and  duties  hereby  conferred ; 
and  such  part  of  their  funds  or  capital  stock  as  may  be  requisite,  shall 
or  may  be  vested  in  the  purchase  or  renting  of  real  estate  and  improve- 
ments, and  in  the  erection,  construction  and  providing  or  leasing  the 
proper  buildings,  warehouses,  machinery  and  utensils  necessary  or  con- 
venient for  the  management  and  prosecution  of  their  business  and  ob- 
jects as  aforesaid. 

Section  6.    When  any  of  such  stockholders  shall  have  subscribed  „     , .   ,, 
personal  or  real  estate,  other  than  money,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  subscribine  real 
on,  or  to  be  used  in  such  manufacture,  aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may  be  or  personal  es- 
lawful  for  such  persons  to  make  application  to  the  judges  of  the  court  tate. 
of  common  pleas  of  said  county,  who  shall  appoint  three  disinterested 
persons  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  having  been  first  duly  sworn  or  affirm- 
ed, faithfully  to  perform  the  trust  committed  to  them,  to  value  and  ap- 
praise the  said  real  and  personal  estate,  and  to  make  a  return  of  such  Such  estate  to  be 
valuation,  with  the  description  of  the  property,  under  their  hands  and  appraised, 
seals  into  the  said  court,  when  it  shall  be  entered  and  confirmed  by  the 
said  court,  on  their  records;  and  a  certified  copy  of  such  record  shall 
be  presented  to  the  said  governor  when  application  is  made  for  the  en- 
rolment of  this  act,  as  aforesaid,  and  the  governor  shall  consider  the 
same  in  ascertaining  the  amount  to  have  been  bona  fide  subscribed;  and 
such  real  and  personal  property  or  estate  shall  in  no  other  way  be  taken 
or  received  in  subscription  to  the  said  capital  stock;  and  for  such  ser- 
vices the  said  appraisers  and  officers  of  said  court  shall  receive  the  fees 
as  allowed  for  similar  services. 

Section  7.   The  corporation  established  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall 
annually;,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February,  in  each  year,  make  a  ^"""al  return  to 
return,  attested  by  the  oath  of  the  president,  treasurer  or  secretary  of  ' 

said  corporation,  of  ihe  transactions  of  the  corporation  for  the  past  year, 
to  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  in  which  return  the  amount  of 
capital  stock  subscribed  shall  be  stated,  and  the  amount  of  the  same 
paid  in,  and  the  number  of  persons  employed,  and  the  quantity  or 
amount  of  goods  manufactured  by  it  during  the  current  year. 

Section  8.   The  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  assignable   and  ^^^^^^  transfera- 
transferable  by  the  holders  thereof,  to  such  persons  as  they  may  think  bie. 
proper,  according  to  such  rules  as  the  by-laws  shall  prescribe ;  but  no 
stockholder  shall  be  permitted  to  transfer  his  stock  while  any  instalment 
due  thereon  shall  remain  unpaid,  except  by  a  special  order  of  the  board 
of  directors  to  that  effect. 

Section  9.   Dividends  of  so  much  of  the  profits  of  said  corporation  Dividends. 
as  shall  appear  advisable  to  the  directors  or  managers,  shall  be  declared 
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once  in  every  year,  and  paid  to  the  stockholders  or  their  legal  repre- 
sentatives, on  demand,  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  ten  days 
therefrom,  but  they  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  amount  of  the  net  profits 
actually  acquired  by  said  company,  so  that  the  capital  stock  shall  never 
thereby  be  impaired  ;  and  if  the  said  directors  or  managers  shall  make 
any  dividend  which  shall  impair  the  capital  stock  aforesaid,  the  direc- 
tors or  managers  consenting  thereunto  shall  be  liable  to  said  company, 
in  their  individual  capacities,  for  the  amount  of  the  stock  so  divided  ; 
and  each  director  present  when  such  dividend  is  made  shall  be  adjudged 
consenting  thereto,  unless  he  forthwith  enter  his  protest  on  the  minutes 
of  the  board,  and  give  public  notice  to  the  stockholders  of  the  declaring 
Proviso.  of  such  dividend  :  Provided,  That  the  said  company  shall  make  an 

annual  return,  on  the  oath  of  the  president  or  secretary  of  said  com-

twenty-five  per  centum  of  all  such  excess  shall  be  deemed  due  and 
payable  to  the  state  treasurer  of  this  commonwealth. 

Section  10.  That  the  corporation  created  by  virtue  of  this  act,' shall

AN   ACT 

To   incorporate  the   Allegheny  Institute  and  Mission  church,   in  the  county   of 
Allegheny,  and  slate  of  Pennsylvania. 

Whereas,  Certain  citizens  of  this  commonwealth  hereinafter  named, 
have  associated  together  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  education 
and  moral  elevation  of  the  colored  population,  by  the  establishment  of 
a  seminary,  for  the  education  of  colored  youth  in  the  various  branches 
of  literature  and  the  sciences,  in  connection  with  a  church  for  the  use 
and  occupancy  of  people  of  color,  and  have  commenced  the  erection  of 
suitable  buildings  on  a  certain  lot  in  Allegheny  county,  appropriated  to 
that  object  by  Charles  Avery,  of  said  county,  and  it  is  essential,  in 
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order  to  give  efficiency  and  perpetuity  to  the  benevolent  purposes  of 
the  said  donor  and  his  associates,  that  the  said  institution  should  be  in- 
corporated ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
there  be  and  hereby  is  established  and  erected  in  the  county  of  Alle- 
gheny, in  this  commonwealth,  a  college  for  the  education  of  colored 
Americans,  in  the  various  branches  of  science,  literature,  and  ancient 
and  modern  languages,  in  connection  with  a  church  for  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  people  of  color,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  "  AUe-  Style. 
gheny  Institute  and  Mission  church." 

Section  2.   The  said  college  shall  be  under  the  management,  direc- 
tion, and  government  of  nine  trustees,  who  shall  appoint  a  president  Trustees, 
and  other  proper  officers  and  instructors,  and  a  majority  of  said  trus-  Officers, 
tees  shall  be  a  quorum,  and  competent  to  prescribe  the  duties  authorized  Quorum, 
and  required  to  be  performed  by  said  president,  officers  and  instruc- 
tors, and  generally  to  transact  all  business  needful  and  proper  to  be  done 
for  the  good  government,  management  and  direction  of  the  affairs  of 
said  college,  and  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body  :  Provided,  That  Proviso, 
at  least  one-third  of  said  trustees  shall  always  be  white  citizens  of  this 
commonwealth. 

Section  3.  The  first  trustees  of  said  college  shall  consist  of  the  fol- 
lowing persons:  Charles  Avery,  Joseph  P.  Gazzam,  William  M,  Shinn,  Corporators. 
Samuel  Johnston,  John  Peck,  Morrison  M.  Clarke,  David  Stevens. 
Spencer  Watts  and  Edward  R.  Parker,  which  said  trustees  and  their 
successors,  to  be  appointed  as  often  as  occasion  may  require  by  the 
votes  of  not  less  than  five  trustees,  shall  be  forever  hereafter,  and  they 
are  hereby  erected  into,  and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corpo-  Incorporate, 
rate,  with  perpetual  succession,  and  with  all  the  incidents  to  a  corpo- 
ration, in  deed  and  in  law,  to  all  intents  and  purposes  whatsoever, 
under  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  "  Allegheny  Institute  and  Mis- 
sion church,"  by  which  name  and  title,  the  said  trustees  above  named, 
and  their  successors,  shall  be  able  and  capable  at  law  and  in  equity,  to 
take  to  themselves  and  their  successors,  for  the  use  of  said  college,  any  Privileges, 
estate  in  any  messuage,  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  goods,  chat- 
tels, moneys,  or  other  effects,  by  gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  conveyance, 
assurance,  will,  devise  or  bequest  of  any  person  or  persons,  or  corpora- 
tion whatsoever  :  Provided,  The  annual  income  of  the  same,  exclu-  Proviso, 
sive  of  the  income  from  students,  shall  not  exceed  the  yearly  value  of 
live  thousand  dollars,  and  the  same  messuages,  lands,  tenements,  here- 
ditaments and  estates,  real  and  personal,  to  grant,  bargain,  sell,  convey, 
assign,  demise,  and  to  farm,  let,  and  place  out  on  interest  or  other- 
wise dispose  of,  or  invest  for  the  use  of  the  said  college,  in  such  man- 
ner as  to  them  shall  seem  most  beneficial  for  the  said  college,  and  to 
receive  the  rents,  issues,  profits  and  income  of  the  same,  and  to  apply 
the  same  to  the  proper  use  of  said  college;  and  by  the  same  name  to 
sue,  commence  actions,  prosecute  and  defend,  implead,  and  be  im- 
pleaded in  any  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  in  all  manner  of  suits 
whatsoever,  and  generally  by  and  in  the  corporate  name,  style  and 
title  aforesaid,  to  do  and  transact  all  and  every  business,  the  education 
of  colored  youth  and  others,  the  descendents  of  Africans  born  in 
America,  and  the  management  of  the  buildings  and  grounds,  and  the 
members  thereon  living,  or  therewith  connected,  or  touching  or  con- 
cerning the  premises,  or  which  shall  be  in  any  manner  incident  thereto, 
as  fully  and  efl'ectually  as  any  natural  person  or  body  corporate,  have 
power  to  manage  their  own  concerns;  and  to  hold,  enjoy,  and  exercise 
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Seal.

all  such  powers,  authorities  and  jurisdictions,  as  are  held,  enjoyed  or 
exercised  by  any  other  college  within  this  commonwealth  :  Provided^ 
That  no  by-law,  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  adopted  by  said  trustees, 
to  impede,  hinder,  or  obstruct  the  free  use  and  enjoyment  for  the  pur- 
poses of  religious  worship,  of  such  building  or  apartments  as  shall  be 
appropriated  to  that  purpose. 

Section  4.  The  corporators  may  cause  to  be  made  for  their  use  a 
common  and  corporate  seal,  with  such  devices  and  descriptions  thereon, 
as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  by  and  with  which  all  deeds,  diplomas, 
certificates,  appointments,  and  acts  of  the  said  corporation  shall  pass 
and  be  authenticated,  and  the  said  seal  at  their  pleasure,  to  break,  alter 
and  renew. 

Section  5.  The  corporators  mentioned  in  this  act,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, shall  have  the  power  and  authority  of  exercising  all  the  privi- 
leges and  rights  conferred  by  this  act  on  the  corporation,  of  electing 
and  removing  officers,  professors,  teachers,  instructors  and  residents,  of 
appointing  and  authorizing  a  person  or  persons,  to  carry  into  execution 
any  resolution  or  business  of  the  board,  and  shall  have  power  by  a  ma- 
jority of  votes,  to  make  rules,  laws,  and  ordinances,  and  the  same  to 
alter  and  repeal,  and  to  do  every  thing  needful  for  the  support  and  gov- 
ernment of  the  college,  and  the  management  of  its  property,  estates 
and  income :  Provided,  That  the  said  rules,  laws  and  ordinances,  or 
any  of  them,  be  not  in  violation  of  the  laws  and  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  or  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  of  incorporation. 

Section  6.  Any  buildings  or  apartments  belonging  to  said  corporia- 
tion,  appropriated  and  dedicated  for  the  purposes  of  rehgious  worship, 
shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  congregation  in  Allegheny  city,  now  a  branch 
of  the  '"African  Methodist  Episcopal  Zion's  church  in  America;  and 
under  the  management  and  control  of  the  trustees,  or  other  official  body 
representing  that  congregation  the  said  congregation  shall  have  the 
right  to  occupy  the  same  at  all  times  for  divine  worship,  according  to 
the  rules,  discipline  and  forms  from  time  to  time  adopted  and  in  use 
by  said  congregation,  but  for  no  other  purpose,  and  in  such  manner  as 
shall  not  in  any  way  interfere  with  said  college,  and  the  management 
and  government  thereof  by  said  corporation  :  Provided  always,  That 
no  change  of  name  or  modification  in  their  discipline,  or  form  of  church 
government,  shall  impair  the  right  of  said  congregation  and  their  suc- 
cessors, to  use  the  same  so  long  as  they  adhere  to  the  christian  religion. 

Section  7.  The  president,  professors,  tutors  and  other  teachers  for 
the  time  being  of  said  college,  shall  constitute  the  faculty  of  the  college, 
and  with  the  counsel  and  consent  of  a  quorum  of  trustees,  shall  have 
power  to  grant  and  confirm  such  degrees  in  the  arts  and  sciences  to 
such  students  of  the  college  and  others,  when  by  their  proficiency  in 
learning,  professional  eminence,  or  other  meritorious  distinction,  they 
shall  be  entitled  thereto,  as  they  may  see  fit,  or  as  are  granted  in  other 
colleges  in  the  United  States,  and  to  grant  to  graduates  or  persons  on 
whom  such  degrees  may  be  conferred,  diplomas  or  certificates  as  is 
usual  in  colleges. 

Section  8.  No  misnomer  of  the  said  corporation  shall  defeat  or 
annul  any  gift,  grant,  conveyance,  assurance,  devise  or  bequest  to  the 
said  corporation :  Provided,  That  the  intent  of  the  parties  shall  suffi- 
ciently appear  upon  the  face  of  the  gift,  grant,  conveyance,  assurance, 
devise,  bequest  or  other  writing,  whereby  any  estate  or  interest  was 
intended  to  pass  to  said  corporation. 

Section  9.  No  religious  sentiments  are  to  be  accounted  a  disability 
to  hinder  the  election  of  an  individual  to  any  office  in  said  corporation, 
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or  among  the  professors  and  teachers  of  the  institution,  or  to  debar  per- 
sons from  admittanoe  as  pupils,  or  in  any  manner  to  abridge  their  privi- 
leges or  immunities  as  students  in  any  department  of  the  college  :  Pro-  Proviso. 
vided,  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  office  therein,  either  as 
a  trustee,  president,  professor  or  teacher,  who  is  not  a  professor  of 
Christianity. 

Section  10.   The  time,  place  and  manner  of  holding  and  conducting 
the  stated  and  regular  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  may  be  estab-    / l^^,?     ^   '^^ 
lished  from  time  to  time,  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  corpora-  ?     °   'ngregu- 
tors,  and  also  the  manner  of  calling  special  or  extra  meetings  of  the 
board  :  Provided^   That  in  elections  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  board,  and  proviso, 
all  contracts  for  the  disposal  of  the  real  or  personal  property,  the  nomi- 
nation of  candidates,  and  the  proposition  to  dispose  of  said  property, 
shall  be  made  at  one  meeting,  and  the  vote  taken  at  a  subsequent  meet- 
ing to  be  held  not  less  than  ten  days  thereafter,  of  which  subsequent 
meeting,  and  the  purpose  of  it,  every  trustee  then  being  in  the  county 
of  Allegheny,  shall  have  due  and  timely  notice. 

Section  11.   That  the  legislature  hereby  reserve  the  right  to  alter,  Ogggrv  tion 
amend  or  annul  the  charter  and  privileges  hereby  granted,  whenever  in 
their  opinion,  the  same  may  be  necessary  for  the  public  good:  in  such 
manner,  however,  that  no  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the  corporators.

To  incorporate  the  Island,  in  Conemaugh  township,  Cambria  county,  into  a  bor- 
ough, to  be  called  Conemaugh. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwea/th  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  Island,  in  Conemaugh  township,  in  the  county  of  Cambria,  shall  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  erected  into  a  borough,  which  shall  be  called 
the  borough  of  Conemaugh,  and  shall  be  bounded  and  limited  as  fol- 
lows :  beginning  at  feeder  down  the  embankment  south  thirty-three  Boundariea.

capital  stock.        crease  the  capital  stock  to  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  by  increasing 
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the  number  of  shares  to  ten  thousand j  certificates  of  stock  shall  be 
issued,  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary,  and  sealed  with  the  com- 
mon seal  of  the  corporation;  said  stock  may  be  transferred  in  person,  Transferable, 
or  by  attorney,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by- 
laws of  the  company.

gation of  said  creek  :  And  provided  also.   That  he  or  they  pay  all 
damages  to  private  property,  taking  into  view  and  consideration  the  Proviso, 
advantages  and  conveniences  to  all  persons  claiming  damages  for  inju- 
ries done  to  their  individual  property,  caused  by  the  erection  or  con- 
struction and  maintainence  of  said  dams,  and  all  races,  and  water  ways, 
or  water  weirs  useful  to  or  appertaining  to  the  said  water  powers  cre- 
ated: Provided  further.  That  the  said  Bemus,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  Proviso, 
may  sell,  lease,  mortgage,  or  pledge  the  said  improvements  or  privi- 
leges, or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  construction,  improvements,  or  bene- 
fits of  the  same,  or  otherwise  :  Provided,  That  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  "  An  Act  to 
promote  the  free  navigation  of  French  creek,"  passed  the  tenth  day  of 
February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine.

Section  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Jedediah  Irish  of  Schuylkill,  honorable  William  Jessup  of  Susque- 
hanna, and  John  H.  Brodhead  of  Pike,  be  and  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  review,  and  if  necessary,  re- 
locate the  seat  of  justice  in  the  county  of  Sullivan. 

Section  2.  The  said  commissioners  shall  meet  at  the  town  of  La- 
porte,  in  the  county  of  Sullivan,  at  such  time  as  shall  be  agreed  upon 
by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  and  after  being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed, 
shall  proceed  to  discharge  the  duties  required  by  this  act;  in  case  any 
of  the  commissioners  cannot  attend,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  two 
attending,  to  select  a  suitable  person  to  fill  the  vacancy,  who  shall  not 
be  a  citizen  of  the  county  of  Sullivan ;  the  said  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  make  their  report  to  the  secretary  of  the  common- 
wealth, and  to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  Sullivan  county,  on  or 
before  the  first  of  January  next. 

Section  3.  If  the  said  commissioners  shall  deem  it  expedient  to 
change  the  location  of  the  seat  of  justice  of  said  county  of  Sullivan, 
they  are  hereby  required  to  appraise  the  damages  that  be  alleged  to  have 
been  sustained  by  S.  Meylert  and  his  assigns,  in  consequence  of  said 
removal,  and  the  amount  or  amounts  so  found  due,  if  any,  to  be  certi- 
fied by  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  the  prothono- 
tary  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Sullivan  county,  who  shall  enter 
the  same  of  record,  with  all  the  rights,  remedies  and  effects  of  a  judg- 
ment against  the  said  county  of  Sullivan ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  county  commissioners  to  re-convey  to  the  said  S.  Meylert,  all  of  the

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met.  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
George  Crawford,  Thomas  Bridgens,  Joseph  Hanna,  D.  K.  Jackman,  Corporatofs. 
Allison  White,  George  W.  Kinzer  and  H.   L.  Diffenback,  and  their 
associates  and  successors,  be  and  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  West  Branch  boom  Style. 
company,"  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded in  all  the  courts  of  record  of  Clinton  county,  or  elsewhere.  Privileges. 
have  a  common  seal,  to  be  altered  by  them  at  pleasure,  make  by-laws, 
not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  of  the  United  States,  for  the 
management  of  their  corporate  concerns,  and  have  and  enjoy  all  the 
rights  and  powers  of  a  corporation.

for  that  purpose  :  Provided,  That  said  booms  shall  not  extend  more  Proviso, 
than  half  way  across  said  river,  and  be  so  constructed  as  to  admit  the 
safe  passage  of  raft^,  boats,  logs,  masts,  spars,  or  other  lumber,  and  not 
impede  the  navigation  of  said  river  and  branches  thereof :  And  pro-  Proviso. 
vided  also,  That  all  persons  shall  have  the  same  privilege  of  landing 
rafts  of  logs,  masts,  spars,  boards  or  other  lumber,  and  fastening  the 
same,  as  they  have  heretofore  enjoyed,  and  the  said  corporation  shall 
construct,  and  at  all  times  keep  and  maintain  their  piers  and  booms, 
sufficiently  strong  to  secure  all  the  lumber  contained  therein.

amount  thereof  cannot  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties,  nor  some  suitable  adjusted, 
person  or  persons  agreed  upon  to  estimate  the  same,  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  having  jurisdiction  in  the  county  where  the  boom  or  booms 
are  situated,  shall  upon  application  of  the  party  aggrieved,  cause  said 
damages  to  be  ascertained  by  three  disinterested  freeholders  of  the  same 
county,  to  be  appointed  by  the  said  court,  and  who  shall  make  report 
to  the  said  court,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  term  next  after  the 
award  shall  have  been  made,  and  which  being  confirmed  by  the  court, 
shall  have  the  effect  of  a  judgment  from  the  time  of  such  confirmation  :

That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  or  mali- 
ciously injure  or  destroy  any  of  such  booms  or  piers,  or  other  works 
connected  therewith,  he  or  they  shall  pay  the  amount  of  the  damages 
to  the  corporation,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  trespass,  and  further 
be  liable  to  indictment  and  prosecution,  before  the  court  of  quarter  ses- 
sions for  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay 
a  fine  for  the  use  of  the  county,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars, 
and  to  sufiTer  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  two  years. 

Section  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  corporation  to  cause  the 
passage  ways,  or  open  spaces  in  said  booms,  to  be  carefully  guarded 
day  and  night,  so  that  no  lumber  be  permitted  to  escape,  to  raft  all  lum- 
ber in  said  booms,  securely  and  faithfully  with  suitable  warps  and 
wedges,  for  rafting  and  securing  the  same  below  said  booqn  ten  days,  if 
the  number  of  logs  belonging  to  any  one  man  or  company  of  men  does 
not  exceed  one  hundred,  if  the  number  be  over  one  hundred,  and  does 
not  exceed  three  hundred,  five  days,  and  if  the  owner  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  time  aforesaid,  has  not  removed  the  same,  the  corporation 
may  remove  them  to  some  safe  and  convenient  place,  and  the  owners 
thereof  shall  pay  such  expense  as  may  arise  in  the  removal  and  secur- 
ing of  the  same;  and  should  any  person  or  persons  suffer  any  loss  in 
consequence  of  the  neglect  or  carelessness  of  the  corporation,  then  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  accountable  for  such  loss;  the  owner  of  the 
lumber  shall  drive  it  as  near  the  main  body  of  logs,  or  as  near  the 
place  where  they  are  to  be  rafted  as  may  be. 

Section  6.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  chaige  and 
collect  toll  or  boomage  upon  the  lumber  thus  boomed,  rafted  and  se- 
cured, including  warps  and  wedges,  by  which  they  are  rafted,  to  wit  : 
thirty-five  cents  per  thousand  feet  board  measure,  for  board  logs,  and 
a  reasonable  sum  for  finding  warp,  rafting  and  booming  all  square  tim- 
ber, spars,  clapboard,  bolts,  and  other  lumber  in  proportion  to  other 
board  logs,  and  said  tolls  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  further 
regulations  of  the  legislature;  the  corporation  shall  have  a  lien  upon  all 
logs  or  other  lumber  thus  boomed,  for  the  payment  of  all  boomage  and 
other  expenses,  until  such  times  as  the  same  shall  be  paid  to  the  cor- 
poration :  Provided,  That  in  any  case  where  spars,  square  or  round 
timber,  may  have  been  rafted  to  run  to  market,  and  such  raft  may  have 
been  staved  or  broken  to  pieces  in  any  other  way,  and  said  logs  should 
go  into  said  boom  by  accident,  or  be  taken  in  by  the  agents  of  said  cor- 
poration, the  said  company  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  owner,  on  the 
production  by  him  of  reasonable  evidence  of  his  right  thereto;  for 
which  they  shall  be  entitled  to  twelve  and  a  half  cents  for  every  spar 
and  log  of  square  timber,  and  six  cents  for  every  log  of  round  timber, 
to  be  paid  by  the  person  claiming  the  same. 

Section  7.  That  should  any  person  or  persons  have  lumber  upon 
said  river,  which  they  are  desirous  of  driving  below  the  limits  of  said 
booms,  and  do  not  wish  the  same  to  be  rafted  at  said  booms,  they  shall 
give  notice  in  writing  to  said  corporation  of  their  intentions,  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  March,  in  each  year,  describing  the  kind  of  lum- 
ber and  its  quantity  as  near  as  may  be,  together  with  the  marks 
thereon,  and  the  corporation  upon  the  receipt  of  such  notice,  shall  be 
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compelled  to  take  up  and  turn  all  such  lumber  through  their  booms  as  fast 
as  the  owners  of  such  lumber,  wishing  to  raft  the  same  below  said 
booms,  may  desire,  and  no  faster,  and  be  entitled  to  receive  as  a  toll  or 
boomage,  five  cents  for  each  and  every  board  log  boomed  through  said 
booms,  and  a  reasonable  compensation  for  all  other  kinds  of  lumber, 
in  proportion  to  board  logs,  and  to  be  paid  on  the  delivery  of  said  logs 
through  said  booms  as  aforesaid;  the  corporation  to  retain  a  lien  on  all 
such  lumber,  until  the  toll  or  boomage  shall  have  been  paid  :  Pro-  Proviso. 
vided,  At  all  times  that  no  lumber  of  any  description  shall  be  stopped, 
except  upon  the  written  request  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  same, 
and  no  toll  or  expense  shall  accrue  to  any  lumber  designed  to  run,  or 
to  be  driven  to  any  point  below  Lock  Haven:  a  free  and  unobstructed 
passage  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  open,  so  that  the  navigation  of  the 
river  shall  be  as  free  as  it  now  is. 

Section  8.  That  if  any  logs  shall  be  boomed,  rafted  and  secured  as 
aforesaid,  and  no  person  should  appear  to  claim  the  same,  and  pay  the  Corporation  to 
tolls  thereon,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  corporation,  after  advertising  the  advertise  un- 
same  sixty  days  in  the  towns  of  Williamsport,  Lock  Haven  and  Clear-  *^  '   ®      »*' 
field,  with  the  marks  thereon,  if  any  there  be,  to  dispose  of  the  same 
to  the  best  advantage,  if  no  owner  appear  to  claim  the  same;  and  the 
owners  at  any  time  within  two  years  from  said  sale,  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  avails  thereof,  after  deducting  the  tolls,  expenses  and  neces- 
sary charges,  but  if  not  claimed  within  said  two  years,  the  proceeds 
shall  be  vested  in  the  corporation  for  their  own  use. 

Section  9.  That  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  the  said  corporation  j^  purchase 
be  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  purchase,  hold  and  hold  and  possess 
possess  any  real  estate  adjacent  to  said  boom  or  booms,  or  convenient  real  estate, 
thereto,  with  leave  to  build  all  such  buildings  as  maybe  deemed  necessary 
for  the  convenient  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  corporation,  and  for 
the  same  purposes,  their  agent,  and  those  in  their  employ  are  hereby 
empowered  to  use  and  occupy  the  lands  on  the  shore  of  said  river,  so  far 
as  may  be  necessary  at  the  places  where  said  booms  are  erected,  and 
at  such  other  place  or  places  as  may  be  necessary  for  rafting  and  secur- 
ing logs,  and  other  lumber,  and  to  pass  and  re-pass  on  foot  to.  and  from 
said  boom  or  booms,  over  the  lands  on  both  sides  of  said  river,  for  the 
purpose  of  making  repairs  from  time  to  time,  and  generally  for  doing 
all  matters  and  things  necessary  for  the  full  accomplishment  of  the 
object  of  this  corporation;  subject,  however,  to  pay  such  damages  as 
may  arise  in  the  prosecution  of  such  objects  or  purposes,  the  damages 
to  be  ascertained  as  in  the  third  section  of  this  act. 

Section  10.  That  all  logs  rafted  out  of  said  booms,  or  any  of  the  Logs  to  be 
branches  thereof,   shall  be  counted  or  measured,  and  their  quantity  counted  or  mea- 
ascertained  by  some  competent  person  or  persons,  to  be  appointed  by  ®"'^^  by  persons 
the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Clinton  county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  cJurt"of  com 
to  keep  an  account  of  all  such  lumber  as  maybe  turned  through  said  pieas  of  Clinton 
boom  or  booms,  agreeably  to  the  seventh  section  of  this  act.  county.

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act,  entitled  "  An  Act  enabling  the  governor  to  incorporate  a  company  for 
making  an  artificial  road  from  the  state  line  near  the  town  of  Emmettsburg,  in 
the  state  of  Maryland,  through  Waynesburg,  Green  Castle  and  Mercersburg,  to 
intersect  the  Chambersburg  and  Bedford  turnpike  road  at  or  near  the  east  end 
of  M'Connelsburg,"  approved  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  January,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixteen. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jlssemhly 
metj  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
hereafter  all  proceedings  against  the  president,  managers  and  company 
of  the  Waynesburg,  Green  Castle  and  Mercersburg  turnpike  road,  for 
any  neglect  or  refusal  to  keep  their  road  in  good  traveling  order  and  re- 
pair, or  for  the  non-payment  of  any  judgment,  fine  or  penalty  inflicted 
on  them  for  the  same,  shall  be  commenced  and  prosecuted  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  fourteenth,  fifteenth,  sixteenth,  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  sections  of  an  act  of  Assembly,  entitled  *'  An  Act  regulating 
turnpike  and  plank  road  companies,"  approved  January  the  twenty- 
sixth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
drag  logs,  stone,  or  other  material  chained  to  or  under  any  wagon  or 
carriage  along  or  over  said  road,  so  as  to  tear  up  or  injure  the  said  road, 
nor  to  lock  any  wagon  or  carriage  wheel  with  a  chain,  or  other  fixture, 
so  as  to  cause  the  same  to  remain  stationary  whilst  descending  the 
mountains  or  hills  on  said  road,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each 
and  every'violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  recoverable  with 
costs  of  suit  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  now  recoverable,  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  proper  county ;  one-half  thereof  for  the  use 
of  the  informer,  (who  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  competent  witness  in 
the  case,)  and  the  other  half  for  the  use  of  the  said  company. 

Section  3.  That  the  proviso  contained  in  the  eleventh  section  of  the 
act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  which  declares  "that  no  toll  shall 
be  demanded  or  taken  from  any  person  passing  or  repassing  from  one 
part  of  his  or  her  farm  to  another,"  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  allow 
persons  to  make  use  of  said  road,  beyond  the  limits  of  their  farms, 
without  paying  toll  for  the  same. 

Section  4.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
residing  at  or  near  any  of  the  toll  gates  erected  on  said  road,  to  enter  the 
said  road  on  either  side  of  the  said  gate,  and  make  use  of  the  same  be- 
yond the  limits  of  his,  her,  or  their  farm,  without  paying  the  usual 
tolls  to  the  said  company ;  and  if  the  said  person  or  persons,  or  any 
other  person  or  persons  shall  so  enter  upon  and  use  the  said  road,  or 
shall  make  use  of  any  private  road,  way,  or  passage  to  get  around  any 
toll  gate,  he,  she,  or  they  shall  not  only  be  liable  to  the  said  company 
for  the  regular  tolls  for  the  distance  actually  traveled  by  them,  respec- 
tively, on  said  road,  to  be  recovered  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  by  law 
recoverable,  but  shall  also  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  in  the  four- 
teenth section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  against  persons 
attempting  to  evade  the  payment  of  the  tolls  charged  by  said  company 
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Section  5.  Such  portions  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  Repeal, 
as  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed.

LAWS  OF  PENNSYLVANIA, 

Section  3.  All  elections  that  shall  be  holden  in  pursuance  of  this 
law,  shall  be  conducted  by  three  members  of  the  said  corporation,  who

a  body  politic  and  corporate,  for  the  purpose  of  making,  using  and  Incorporate, 
maintaining  telegraph  lines  and  communications  between  the  city  of  Purpose. 
Philadelphia  and  the  borough  of  Wilkesbarre,  and  intermediate  towns 
and  villages,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  "The  Philadelphia  and  Style. 
Wilkesbarre  telegraph  company  ;"  and  by  the  same  name,  style  and  Privileges, 
title  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privileges,  franchises 
and  immunities  incident  to  a  corporation;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  im- 
plead and  be  impleaded,  complain  and  defend  in  all  courts  of  law  and 
equity,  of  record  and  otherwise,  may  purchase,  receive,  have,  hold  and 
enjoy  to  them,  their  successors  and  assigns,  all  such  lands,  tenements 
and  hereditaments,  goods  and  chattels  and  estates,  real,  personal  and 
mixed,  of  what  kind  and  quality  soever  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
purposes  of  the  said  corporation;  and  the  same  from  time  to  time  may 
sell,  convey,  mortgage,  encumber,  charge,  grant,  alien  and  dispose  of  j 
to  make  dividends  of  such  portions  of  their  profits  as  they  may  deem 
proper ;  and  also  to  make  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
alter  and  renew  at  pleasure;  and  also  to  ordain,  establish  and  put  in 
execution  such  by-laws  or  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  as  may 
be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  government  of  the  corporation 
hereby  created,  not  being  contrary  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
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United  States  or  of  this  commonwealth  ;  and  generally  may  do  all  and 
singular  the  matters  and  things  which  to  them  shall  lawfully  appertain 
to  do  for  the  well  being  of  the  said  corporation,  and  the  management 
and  ordering  of  the  affairs  and  business  of  the  same :  Provided,  That 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  considered  and  construed  as  to  give 
to  the  said  corporation  any  banking  privileges,  or  franchises,  or  any 
privileges  or  franchises  but  such  as  may  be  necessary  or  incident  to  the 
making,  using  and  maintaining  the  said  telegraph  lines  and  communi- 
cations. 

Section  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  corporation  hereby  created 
shall  be  two  hundred  dollars  per  mile  for  each  mile  of  single  telegraphic 
wire  erected  by  the  same,  in  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  certifi- 
cates of  which  shall  be  issued  to  such  person  or  persons,  corporation 
or  corporations  other  than  counties,  townships  or  municipal  corpora- 
tions, who  have  heretofore  subscribed  or  paid  money,  or  may  hereafter 
subscribe  or  pay  money  for  the  construction  of  said  telegraph  lines,  for 
the  number  of  shares  which  he,  she  or  it  may  have,  or  shall  subscribe 
for,  or  hold  in  the  said  corporation,  signed  by  the  president,  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  secretary,  and  sealed  with  the  common  seal;  which 
stock  shall  be  transferable  in  person  or  by  attorney,  executors,  admin- 
istrators, guardians,  trustees  or  officers,  under  such  regulations  as  may 
be  provided  by  the  by-laws  :  Provided,  That  if  the  business  of  the 
said  corporation  shall  require  any  additional  wire  or  wires,  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  such  corporation  to  increase  the  capital  stock  of  the 
same  fifty  dollars  per  mile  for  each  mile  of  additional  wires  so  required 
and  erected  in  similar  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  to  be  issued 
and  transferred  as  aforesaid. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  corporation  or 
body  corporate,  other  than  counties,  townships  and  municipal  corpora- 
tions, to  subscribe  for  and  hold  one  or  more  shares  of  the  capital  stock 
in  the  said  corporation  hereby  incorporated. 

Section  4.  That  the  said  corporation  hereby  created  shall  have  pow- 
er to  purchase,  make,  use  and  maintain  any  connecting  or  side  lines 
which  are  now  or  hereafter  shall  be  within  Philadelphia,  Montgomery, 
Bucks,  Northampton,  Monroe,  Lehigh,  Carbon,  Schuylkill,  Luzerne 
and  other  counties ;  and  also  shall  have  power,  by  contract  with  other 
persons  or  bodies  politic,  to  make,  connect,  use  and  maintain  their  lines 
of  telegraph  with  lines  of  like  kind  out  of  this  state. 

Section  5.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act, 
or  any  four  of  them,  shall  call  a  meeting,  to  be  held  on  the  first  Tues- 
day of  September  next,  or  at  any  previous  time,  of  the  corporate  body 
hereby  created,  giving  three  weeks'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
holding  the  same,  in  at  least  one  newspaper  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
and  one  in  each  of  the  boroughs  of  Doylestovvn,  Easton,  Allentown, 
Mauch  Chunk  and  Wilkesbarre,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  a  presi- 
dent, secretary  and  treasurer,  and  ten  directors  ;  which  ten  directors, 
with  the  president,  shall  constitute  the  board  of  directors  for  the  man- 
agement of  its  affairs. 

Section  6.  'i'hat  the  president,  directors,  secretary  and  treasurer  of 
said  corporation  hereby  created,  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of 
one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected;  and  shall  exercise 
all  such  powers  pertaining  to  the  making,  maintaining,  use  and  man- 
agement of  said  telegraph  lines,  and  the  affairs,  interest  and  business  of 
the  said  corporation,  authorized  by  its  by-laws,  and  not  incompatible 
with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  state  and  of  United  States. 

Section  7.  That  the  annual  meeting  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  September  in  each  and  every  year  here- 
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after,  unless  the  stockholders,  at  an  annual  meeting,  shall  otherwise 
direct ;  and  special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  president  and  direc- 
tors, whenever  in  their  opinion  the  interests  of  the  company  may  re- 
quire it,  or  when  it  may  be  demanded  by  persons  holding  one-third  of 
the  capital  stocky  such  reasonable  notice  to  be  given  of  the  time  and 
place  of  holding  such  meetings  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of 
the  corporation. 

Section  8.   That  at  every  election  for  officers,  each  share  shall  en-  Votes, 
title  the  holder  thereof  to  one  vote,  to  be  given  by  ballot :  Provided,  Proviso. 
That  no  one  stockholder  shall  be  entitled,   on  account  of  the  stock 
held  by  him,  to  cast  more  one-sixth  of  the  entire  vote  to  which  all  the 
shares,  if  held  singly,  would  be  entitled;  and  absent  stockholders  may 
vote  by  agents  or  proxies,  producing  written  authorities :  And  provided  Vroy'iso. 
also,  In  the  event  of  an  equal  number  of  votes  being  cast  for  two  or 
more  candidates,  in  any  election  for  officers,  the  choice  between  them 
shall  be  determined  by  lot. 

Section  9.   That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  May  erect  and 
hereby  created,  to  erect  and  construct  works,  edifices,  fixtures  and  struc-  construct  wrorks, 
tures  along  and  across  any  of  the  roads,  highways,  streets  and  waters  edifices,  &c. 
within  the  states,  along  or  across  which  they  shall  convey  their  wires; 
the  said  works  to  be  so  placed  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  common  use 
of  such  roads,  highways,  streets  and  waters;  and  the  said  corporation, 
and  all  other  persons  by  them  authorized,  appointed  or  employed,  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  enter  into  and  upon,  hold,  occupy  and 
enjoy  any  land  for  the  purpose  of  locating  and  constructing  the  said 
telegraph  lines,    and   using,    repairing,   maintaining   and  enjoying   the 
same,  upon  which  the  same  may  be  located,  or  which  may  be  necessary 
or  convenient  for  the  location  of  the  same  :   Provided,   That  such  com-  Pro^^iso. 
pensation  previous   thereto  shall  be  made,  secured  or  tendered  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  land,  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  between  the  par- 
ties, or  in  such  manner  as  is  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Section  10.  That  if  the  said  corporation,  and  the  owner  or  owners 
of  any  land  through  which  the  said  telegraph  lines  shall  pass,  cannot  ^*™*g'^^»  '^^^ 
agree  upon  the  price  or  compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  corpora- 
tion,  for  such  land  taken  or  used,  or  the  damages  done  thereto,  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  either  party  to  apply  to  the  court  of  common 
pleas  for  the  county  in  which  such  lands  shall  lie,  by  petilion,  stating 
the  facts  in  relation  thereto;  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
court  to  appoint  three  disinterested  persons  of  the  proper  county,  or  of 
any  county  adjoining,  and  to  fix  a  time  not  less  than  twenty,  nor  more 
than  thirty  days  thereafter,  for  the  said  viewers  to  meet  upon  the  pre- 
mises where  the  damages  are  alleged  to  be  sustained,  of  which  time 
and  place,  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  party  petitioning,  to  said  viewers, 
and  to  the  other  party,  and  the  said  viewers  when  so  met,  shall  be  first 
sworn  or  affirmed  justly  and  equitably  to  assess  the  damages,  if  any, 
which  may  have  been,  or  are  likely  to  be  sustained  by  the  owner  or 
owners  of  such  land,  and  shall  then  view  the  premises,  and  justly  and 
equitably  assess  and  estimate  the  damages  which  may  have  been  sus- 
tained, or  are  likely  to  be  sustained  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  such 
lands,  through  which  the  said  telegraph  lines  shall  pass,  and  deducting 
from  the  damages  the  value  of  the  advantages  and  benefits  which  will 
be  likely  to  accrue  to  the  owners  of  said  land,  from  the  said  telegraph 
lines  or  works  connected  therewith,  and  to  make  out  a  report  of  their 
assessment  of  damages,  signed  by  the  said  viewers,  and  return  the  same 
to  the  court  appointing  them,  at  the  next  term  thereof,  which  report 
being  confirmed  by  said  court,  shall  be  considered  a  judgment  of  the 
said  court,  and  collected  in  like  manner  as  other  judgments  of  the  same 
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Proviio.

proper  officer  of  the  said  company,  at  any  time  before  a])plication  made 
by  either  party,  for  the  appointment  of  viewers  in  manner  hereinbefore 
directed,  shall  tender  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  land,  a  sum  of 
money  in  full  compensation  for  his  said  damages,  shall  not  be  liable 
for  costs  on  any  subseqttent  proceeding,  unless  such  owner  of  land 
shall  receive  a  larger  sum  than  the  previous  tender  of  said  company: 
Provided  however,  That  the  said  judgment  shall  be  subject  to  rever- 
sal, upon  appeal,  or  by  writ  of  error  taken  by  either  party,  as  other 
judgments  in  the  same  court  are  liable. 

Section  U.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  or  know- 
ingly break,  injure,  destroy  or  interrupt  the  telegraph  lines  and  com- 
munications, or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  work,  erection,  edifice,  struc- 
ture or  device,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  be  erected  by  the  said  company 
in  pursuance  of  this  act,  he,  she  or  they  shall  pay  to  the  said  corpo- 
ration one  hundred  dollars  for  said  ©ffenee,  and  shall  be  further  liable 
for  all  damages  which  the  said  corporation  may  suffer  in  repairing  the 
injury,  and  from  the  interruption  of  their  business,  to  be  recovered  in 
an  action  of  trespass;  and  if  any  person  incurring  the  penalty  aforesaid, 
shall  through  insolvency,  or  other  cause,  be  unable  or  shall  fail  to  pay 
the  penalty  or  damages  aforesaid,  and  shall  a  second  time  commit  tres-  ' 
pass  upon  the  said  lines,  or  any  part  thereof  as  aforesaid,  he,  she  or  " 
they  shall  be  liable  upon  conviction  thereof,  to  an  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail,  of  not  less  than  one  month,  nor  more  than  six  months. 

Section  12.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be  bound  on  applica- 
tion of  any  of  the  officers  of  this  state,  or  the  United  States,  acting  in 
the  event  of  any  war,  insurrection,  riot,  or  other  civil  commotion,  or 
resistance,  or  public  authority,  or  in  the  prevention  or  punishment  of 
crime,  or  with  the  arrest  of  persons  charged  or  suspected  thereof,  to 
give  to  the  communication  of  such  officers,  immediate  dispatch :  for  trans- 
milting  such  communications  the  company  shall  charge  no  higher  price 
than  for  private  communications  of  the  same  length. 

Section  13.  Dividends  of  the  profits  of  the  company  shall  be  de- 
clared semi-annually,  in  the  months  of  January  and  July,  in  each  year  : 
Provided,  That  no  dividends  shall  be  declared,  which  shall  impair  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company  :  Jlnd  provided  further.  That  all  divi- 
dends over  twelve  per  centum  per  annum,  shall  be  paid  to  the  state 
treasurer,  for  the  use  of  the  commonwealth. 

Section  14.  All  meetings  of  the  stockholders  shall  be  held  at  such 
time  and  place  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws,  and  three  weeks' 
notice  shall  be  given  of  each  and  every  such  meeting,  in  at  least  one 
newspaper  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  one  in  each  of  the  boroughs 
of  Doylestown,  Easton,  AUentown,  Mauch  Chunk  and  Wilksbarre. 

Section  15.  That  the  various  telegraph  companies  within  the  limits 
of  this  state,  be  required  to  forward  and  receive  over  their  lines,  all 
messages  that  may  be  offered  for  transmission,  by  individuals  or  incor- 
porated companies  :  Provided,  The  parties  offering  such  messages  or 
despatches,  tender  for  the  transmission  thereof,  the  amount  of  the  usual 
fee  for  such  transmission;  and  in  case  of  a  refusal  or  neglect  on  the  part 
of  any  of  the  agents  of  the  telegraph  lines  in  this  state,  to  send  or  re- 
ceive in  their  regular  order,  except  as  hereinbefore  excepted,  such  mes- 
sages or  despatches  by  telegraph,  the  company  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine 
of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  message  so  refused  or  neg- 
lected, to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of 
this  commonwealth,  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  recovered,  the  one  half 
of  said  fine  to  go  to  the  state,  and  the  other  half  to  the  party  suing  for 
Proviso.  the  same  :  And  provided  further.  That  in  any  suit  to  be  brought  for 
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the  recovery  of  said  fine,  notice  served  on  the  president,  director,  agent, 
or  either  of  them  shall  be  sufficient. 

Section  16.  That  before  this  act,  or  any  act  hereafter  passed,  incor-  Tax. 
poraling  any  telegraph  companies,  shall  be  enrolled,  or  have  the  effect 
of  a  law,  a  tax  of  one  hundred  dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the  state  trea- 
sury, for  the  use  of  the  commonwealth,  upon  every  such  act  of  incor- 
poration, in  lieu  of  the  enrolment  tax  provided  for  by  law. 

Section  17.   The  legislature    hereby    reserves    the    right   to    alter,  Reservation, 
amend,  or  repeal  this  charter,  whenever  its  provisions  shall  be  found  in- 
jurious to   the  citizens   of  this   commonwealth  :  Provided  however^ 
That  no  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the  corporators.

litic and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  Style. 
"The  trustees  of  the  medical  department  of  Pennsylvania  college,"  Privileges, 
and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  shall  be  able  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  shall  be  able  and  capable  in 
law  and  equity,  to  take  and  to  hold  to  them  and  their  successors,  by 
grant,  gift,  devise,  or  lease,  any  lands  or  real  estate,  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  thereon  a  suitable  building  or  buildings,  for  the  use  of  the  said 
medical  department  of  Pennsylvania  college ;  and  also  to  take  and  to 
hold  for  the  use  of  the  said  medical  department,  any  goods,  chattels  or 
moneys  by  grant,  gift,  bargain,  sale,  will,  devise,  or  bequest,  from  any 
person  or  persons  whatsoever  :  Provided,  That  the  real  estate  of  which  Proviso.

clear  yearly  income  of  five  thousand  dollars. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  trustees,  to  raise  by  loan 
May  raise  money  or  otherwise,  a  sum  not  exceeding  forty  thousand  dollars,  and  to  ex- 
by  loan.  pend  the  same  in  the  purchase  of  a  lot  or  lots  of  ground  in  the  city  of 

Philad3lphia,  and  the  erection  thereon  of  a  suitable  building  or  build- 
ings, for  the  accommodation  of  the  said  medical  department  of  Penn- 
sylvania college  :  Provided,  That  the  corporate  property  of  the  faculty 
of  said  medical  department,  as  well  as  that  of  the  said  board  of  trus- 
tees, shall  be  liable  for  the  payment  of  any  loans  or  debts  contracted 
in  the  purchase  of  said  lot  or  lots,  and  the  erection  of  said  buildings, 
with  the  interest  thereon. 

Section  3.  The  trustees  hereby  incorporated,  shall  have  power  to 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  plea- 
sure; and  a  majority  of  them,  who  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business,  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  president,  secretary  and 
treasurer  from  their  own  body,  to  appoint  such  officers- and  agents  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  and  execute  the  business  and 
affairs  of  the  corporation,  and  to  pass  all  such  by-laws  as  shall  be  ne- 
cessary to  the  exercise  of  all  the  powers  vested  in  them  by  this  act, 
and  the  said  by-laws  from  time  to  time,  to  alter  and  repeal  :  Provided^ 
That  said  by-laws  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  state,  and 
of  the  United  States.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  said  Ann  Merklin,  be  and  she  is  hereby  authorized  to  demand,  re- 
ceive, sue  for  and  recover,  in  her  own  name,  any  estate,  real,  personal 
or  mixed,  to  which  she  may  be  entitled,  in  her  own  right,  as  fully  and 
effectually  as  if  she  were  sole  and  unmarried;  and  to  give  all  necessary

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
J.  H.  Bishop,  William  H.  Fister,  j'osiah  W.  Enbody,  Reuben  F.  Frank,  Corporators. 
Isaac  Smith,  James  A.  Marsh,  Thomas  Sprohl,  J.  B.  Weller  and  Oliver 
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Mnsselman,  and  all  persons  now  belonging  to  and  composing,  or  thai 
may  hereafter  join  the  societ)' now  called  the  "Carbon  County  Council, 
number  sixty-five,  of  the  order  of  United  American  Mechanics  of  the 
state  of  Pennsylvania,  located  at  Maiich  Chunk,"  be  and  they  are 
hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  by  the  above  name, 
style  and  title  j  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  have- 
a  common  seal,  make  contracts,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded  in  any  court  of  record,  or  in  any  other  place  whatever;  and 
may  also  hold  any  real  or  personal  estate  conveyed  to  them  by  gift, 
grant,  bargain  and  sale,  devise,  bequest,  or  other  alienation  whatsoever, 
and  sell  and  convey  the  same  :  Provided,  That  the  clear  yearly  income 
or  value  of  the  lands,  tenements,  or  other  real  estate  of  the  said  corpor- 
ation, shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

Section  2.  The  object  of  this  society  shall  be  to  promote  the  inter- 
ests, elevate  the  character,  and  secure  the  happiness  of  its  members, 
and  provide  for  their  families  when  left  destitute,  by  sickness  or  death, 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  ordered  or  agreed  upon  by  the  by-laws  of 
the  society. 

Section  3.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  and  at  such  times  as  the  society 
shall  appoint,  make  all  necessary  by-laws,  and  do  all  things  necessary 
for  the  good  government  of  the  corporation,  not  inconsistent  with,  or 
contrary  to  the  constitutions  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania. 

Section  4.  The  legislature  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  revoke,  alter 
or  amend  this  act,  whenever  it  may  deem  it  expedient;  in  such  manner, 
however,  that  no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the  corporators.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Jiepresenta- 
iives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met^ 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  Nathan 
Rambo,  F.  Lyle,  Owen  Rayson,  L.  C.  Zimmerman,  Jacob  Childs,  0.  E. 
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Cloud,  Daniel  Longaker,  Jacob  T.  Moore,  junior,  Mathew  H.  Craw- 
ford, Isaac  B.  Stokes,  P.  Gillinger,  William  Vandike,  Samuel  Groff, 
William  B.  Hahn,  junior,  L.  E.  Corson,  John  H.  Hobart,  N.  Becklar, 
William  R.  Lesher,  O.  S.  Servor,  James  Wells,  Washington  Rich- 
ards, Benjamin  E.  Chain,  Thomas  H.  Wentz,  Uriah  Hartranft, 
Charles  Corman,  Jacob  M,  Hurst,  Christian  Meek  and  Henry  C,  Hill 
and  their  successors,  and  all  persons  who  now  are,  or  hereafter  may 
be  associated  with  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  and  erected 
into  a  body  corporate  .and  politic,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name, 
style  and  title  of  the  Odd  Fellows'  hall  association  of  the  borough  of  Style.

same  at  their  pleasure  to  grant,  bargain  and  sell  for  the  use  of  said  as- 
sociation, and  generally  to  do  all  and  singular  the  matters  and  things 
which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  do,  for  the  well  being  and  due 
management  of  the  affairs  of  saii  association :  Provided,  That  the  Proviso, 
real  estate  of  which  the  said  corporation  shall  be  at  any  one  time'  pos- 
sessed, shall  not  exceed  the  clear  yearly  value  of  three  thousand 
dollars.

Montgomery,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  share  of  stock 
set  opposite  to  our  respective  names,  in  such  manner  and  proportions, 
and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  trustees  of  said  asso- 
ciation. Witness  our  hands  and  seals,  the  day  of 
Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine;"  and  at  the 
time  and  place  so  designated,  and  named  in  the  public  notices  to  be 
given  as  aforesaid,  the  said  commissioners  by  themselves,  or  by  com- 
mittees, to  be  by  them  appointed,  shall  attend  for  the  purpose  of  open- 
ing the  books  to  receive  subscription  for  stock,  and  the  said  bonks  shall

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Section  3.  The  said  commissioners,  or  at  least  five  of  them  acting 
in  the  premises  as  aforesaid,  shall  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be 
after  eight  hundred  shares  of  the  stock  are  subscribed,  appoint  a  time 
and  place  for  the  subscribers  to  meet  in  order  to  organize  the  said  as- 
sociation, and  shall  give  at  least  ten  days'  previous  notice  thereof,  in 
one  or  more  newspapers  of  the  borough  of  Norristown  aforesaid;  and 
the  subscribers  when  met,  shall  by  ballot  elect  by  a  majority  of  the 
voters  present,  five  trustees,  citizens  and  residents  of  said  borough  and 
county,  to  conduct  and  manage  the  affairs  and  business  of  said  associa- 
tion, until  the  first  Monday  of  January,  of  the  next  following  year,  and 
until  others  are  chosen;  and  shall  annually  thereafter,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  by-laws  of  said  association  shall  provide,  elect  five  trus- 
tees lo  serve  as  aforesaid,  and  the  three  commissioners  first  named, 
shall  be  the  judges  of  the  election  of  trustees,  and  the  judges  of  all 
future  elections  shall  be  appointed  by  the  trustees  for  the  time  being, 
and  notice  of  such  elections  shall  be  given  in  such  manner  as  the  by- 
laws shall  provide. 

Section  4.  The  object  of  said  association  shall  be  to  provide,  erect 
and  furnish  a  hall,  or  suitable  building  or  buildings  in  the  borough  of 
Norristown,  for  the  accommodation  of  various  lodges  and  encamp- 
ments of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  established  or  to  be 
established  there,  for  other  beneficial  societies,  and  suitable  also  for  a 
room  to  be  used  for  public  meetings,  lectures,  exhibitions,  and  for  a 
library. 

Section  5.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to 
have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  at  will  and  pleasure  to  change,  alter, 
and  renew  as  they  shall  think  proper,  and  shall  have  and  exercise  all 
the  rights,  privileges  and  immunities,  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  the 
corporation  hereby  constituted,  and  as  herein  expressed. 

Section  6.  The  trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  have  power  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the  association  as  herein- 
before expressed,  to  elect  a  president  from  their  own  body,  to  elect  a 
treasurer  and  secretary,  and  to  appoint  such  other  officers  and  agents 
as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objects  aforesaid,  conduct 
and  execute  the  business  and  affairs  of  said  association,  to  fix  their  com- 
pensation, and  in  their  discretion,  to  dismiss  them,  to  provide  for  the 
investment  of  the  funds  of  the  association,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall 
deem  most  safe  and  beneficial,  to  provide  for  paying  all  the  necessary 
expenses  of  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  association,  and  generally  to 
pass  all  such  by-laws  as  shall  be  necessary  to  the  exercise  of  said 
powers,  and  of  other  powers  vested  in  said  association,  and  the  said 
by-laws  from  lime  to  time,  to  alter  and  repeal :  Provided,  That  such 
by-laws  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  com- 
monwealth, or  of  the  United  Stales. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees,  at  least  once  in  every 
year,  to  appoint  from  the  members  of  the  said  association,  three  com- 
petent persons  as  a  committee  of  examination,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  investigate  the  affairs  of  said  association,  and  lo  make  report  thereof; 
and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  on  the  third  Mondays  of 
January  and  July,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  make  and  declare  a  divi- 
dend of  the  interest  and  profits  of  the  said  association,  after  paying  its 
expenses,  and  the  same  to  pay  over  to  the  stockholders,  or  their  legal 
representative,  within  thirty  days  thereafter. 

Section  8.  The  legislature  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  alter  or 
amend  the  charter  hereby  granted,  whenever  in  their  opinion,  it  may 
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be  injurious  to  the  citizens  of  this  commonwealth;  in  such  manner, 
however,  that  no  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the  corporators.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  town  of  Rochester,  in  the  county  of  Beaver,  into  a  borough. 

Section  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  village  of  Rochester,  in  the  county  of  Beaver,  shall  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  erected  into  a  borough,  which  shall  be  called  the  borough 
of  Rochester,  and  shall  be  bounded  and  limited  as  follows,  viz:  to  begin  Boundaries, 
in  the  middle  of  the  Ohio  river,  opposite  the  south-east  corner  of  out 
lots  ;  thence  along  the  east  line  of  said  lots  to  the  line  between  lots 
number  seventy-three  and  seventy-nine,  on  a  new  county  road  on  said 
line  ;  thence  w&stward  along  the  north  side  of  said  road  to  Fox  lane; 
thence  northward  along  the  east  side  of  said  lane  thirty-five  rods  north 
of  Deer  lane ;  thence  westward  along  a  parallel  line  north  of  and  with 
Deer  lane  to  the  middle  of  Big  Beaver  creek  ;  thence  southward  along 
the  middle  <»f  said  stream  to  the  middle  of  the  Ohio  river;  thence  east- 
ward along  the  middle  of  said  river  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Section  2.   It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  all  persons  entitled  to  vote 
for  members  of  the  slate  legislature,  and  who  have  resided  within  the 
Umits  of  the  said  borough  for  the  space  of  one  year,  and  who,  after  the 
first  election,  have  paid  a  borough  tax  within  two  years,  to  meet  at  the 
place  of  holding  the  general  election  in  the  village  of  Rochester,  on  the 
third  Tue::iday  of  March,  in  each  and  every  year,  or  after  the  first  elec- 
tion, in  such  place  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  council,  and  then  and 
there,  between  the  hours  of  one  and  six  in  the  afternoon,  elect  by  bal- 
lot, one  citizen  residing  therein,  who  shall  be  styled  chief  burgess  of  chief  burgess, 
said  boroiiijh  ;  and  one  other  citizen  residing  therein,  who  shall  be  styled  assistant  burgess, 
assistant  burgess;  and  nine  citizens  residing  therein,  to  be  atowncoun-  town  council, 
oil  ;  and  aUo,  shall  elect  as  aforesaid,  a  high  constable  ;  but  previously  ^^S^  constable, 
to  any  such  election,  the  inhabitants  entitled  to  vote  as  aforesaid,  shall  of"cers  of  elec- 
elecl  three  citizens,  one  to  act  as  judge,  and  two  to  act  as  inspectors, 
according  to  the  general  election  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  and  sub- 
ject to  the  same  penalties  for  malpractices  as  by  the  said  election  laws 
are  now,  or  hereafter  may  be  imposed  ;  and  the  said  judges  and  in- 
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spectors  and  clerks,  by  them  appointed,  before  they  enier  upon  the 
duties  of  their  respective  olfices,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  be- 
fore any  justice  of  the  peace  in  tlie  said  county  of  Beaver,  to  perform  the 
same  with  fideHly,  and  when  the  said  election  shall  be  closed,  shall 
declare  the  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes'lobe  duly  elect- 
ed ;  whereupon,  duplicate  certificates  thereof  shall  be  sicrned  by  the 
said  judges,  inspectors  and  clerks,  one  of  which  shall  be  transmitted  to 
each  of  the  said  persons  elected,  and  the  other  filed  amonir  the  records 
of  the  said  corporation  for  safe  keeping ;  and  in  case  of  vai;ancy,  by 
death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  of  any  of  the  said  officers,  the  chief 
burgess,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  the  assistant  bur- 
gess shall  issue  his  precept,  directed  to  the  high  constable,  requiring 
him  to  hold  an  election  to  fill  such  vacancy;  he  giving  at  least  ten  days' 
notice,  by  advertisement,  set  up  at  four  of  the   most  puhl;c  places  in 

Proviso.  said  borough  :  Provided,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ci>iistable  of 

the  township  of  Rochester  for  the  lime  being,  to  superintend  the  first 
election,  of  which  he  shall  give  ten  days'  notice  as  aforesaid:  Provided 
also,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  burgess  or  assistant  burgess 
to  have  the  names  of  all  the  qualified  electors,  each  year,  recorded  in 
the  town  books,  and  a  certified  copy  to  be  setup  at  the  place  of  holding 
said  borough  election,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  election  :  liie  burgess 
and  town  council,  duly  elected  as  aforesaid,  and  their  snrcessors  for- 
ever, shall  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  by  the  name  and 

^''y^^-  style  of  the  "  Chief  burgess,  assistant  biirgess  and  town  council  of  the 

Privileges.  borough  of  Rochester,  in  the  county  of  Beaver,"  and  shall   have  per- 

petual succession;  and  the  said  burgess  and  town  council  aforesaid,  and 
their  successors  forever,  shall  be  capable  in  law,  by  the  nann^  and  style 
aforesaid,  to  have,  get,  receive,  hold  and  possess  goods  unci  chattels, 
lands  and  tenements,  rents,  liberties,  jurisdiction,  franchises  and  here- 
ditaments, to  them  and  their  successors  in  fee  .«imple,  or  otherwise,  not 
exceeding  the  yearly  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars;  and  also  to  grant, 
sell,  let  and  assign  the  same  lands  and  tenements,  hereditaments  and 
rents  ;  and  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  they  shall  be  capable  in 
law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  any  of  the  courts 
of  law  of  this  commonwealth,  in  all  manner  of  actions  whatsoever, 
and  to  have  and  use  one  common  seal,  and  the  same  from  tia.e  to  time, 
at  their  will,  to  change  and  alter  until  it  be  otherwise  directed  by  law: 
Provided,  No  misnomer  or  failure  of  the  election  of  officers,  on  the 
day  appointed,  shall  discontinue  or  dissolve  the  said  corporation  ;  but 
the  officers,  respectfully,  for  the  time  being,  shall  continue  in  office 
until  a  new  election  shall  be  made,  at  such  time  as  the  councd  may  di- 
rect :  .^nd  provided  also.  That  neither  the  chief  burgess  nor  the  assis- 
tant burgess  shall  have  any  voice  in  the  legislation  for  said  borough;  but 
that  the  same  is  vested  in  the  council  exclusively. 

Section  3.  If  any  person,  duly  elected,  whether  chief  burgess,  as- 
sistant burgess,  member  of  the  town  council,  or  high  co'  stable  as 
aforesaid,  having  been  notified  as  before  directed,  shall  refuse  to  take 
upon  himself  the  execution  of  the  office  to  which  he  shall  have  been 
elected,  every  person  so  refusing  or  neglecting  shall  forfeit  a'd  pay  the 
sum  of  five  dollars  ;  which  fine  and  all  other  fines  and  forf  iiures,  in- 
curred and  made  payable  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  or  of  the  !)y-laws  and 
ordinances  of  the  town  council,  shall  be  recovered  befoie  the  chief  bur- 
gess, or  any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  the  same  manner  that  debts  not 
exceeding  one  himdred  dollars  are  bylaw  recoverable;  anJ  when  so 
recovered,  shall  be  forthwith  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  saiti  borough. 

Proviso.  for  the  use  of  said  corporation  :  Provided,  That  no  person,  elected  as

burges-,  and  each  member  of  the  said  council,  and  high  constable,  and 
to  the  town  clerk  that  shall  be  appointed  by  the  said  town  council,  and 
the  certificates  of  such  oaths  or  affirmations  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
books  of  the  said  corporation  5  and  the  said  chief  burgess  shall  further 
have  power  and  authority  to  administer  oatiis  or  affirmations,  when  the 
same  may  necessary,  in  the  investigation  of  any  matter  within  the 
cognizance  of  the  said  corporation.

The  town  council  shall  hold  quarterly  meetings  on  the  Quarterly  meet- 
third  Tuesday  of  February,  May,  August  and  November,  in  every  ings. 
year,  and  oflener  if  required,  and  at  the  May  quarterly  meetings  elect 
one  of  their  number  president;  they  shall  also  elect  a  town  clerk,  trea-  Officers, 
surer  and  stieet  commissioner,  wharf  master,  vveigh-master,  board 
measurer  and  market  master,  whenever  they  shall  deem  it  necessary ; 
the  above  appointments  to  be  made  by  the  council,  from  among  the  citi- 
zens of  the  borough,  and  not  members  of  the  council,  except  the  town 
fclerk  and  treasurer,  and  all  such  appointments  to  be  approved  of  by  the 
burgess  ;  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  enact,  revise,  repeal  and  G^eneral  powers 
amend  such  by-laws,  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances  as  shall  be  de-  council, 
termined'  by  a  majority  of  them,  necessary  to  promote  the  peace,  good 
order,  benefit  and  advantage  of  said  borough;  particularly  of  providing 
for  the  regulation  of  the  markets,  improving  and  keeping  in  good  order 
the  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  highways  within  said  borough,  and  remov- 
ing nuisances  and  obstructions  therefrom,  of  every  kind,  on  the  side 
walk,  wharves,  and  in  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  by  the  proper  offi- 
cers; and  in  reference  to  the  cause  and  management  of  fires,  the  pur- 
chase and  sale  of  lumber,  hay,  coal,  et  cetera,  within  said  borough  ; 
•and  determine  the  grade  of  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  whenever  required 
by  two-thirds  of  the  property  holders  on  said  streets,  lanes  and  alleys; 
and  when  so  determined  and  made,  the  property  holders  to  be  ordered 
to  set  curb  stones,  and  pave  one-half  of  the  side  walk,  if  not  the  whole, 
and  that  next  to  the  curb  stone  at  their  own  expense,  and  to  have  the 
privilege  of  making  so  much  of  the  street,  lane  or  alley  opposite  their 
property  as  they  may  wish,  if  it  be  done  as  cheap  and  as  well  as  by 
the  street  commissioners,  and  it  is  approved  of  by  the  council  and  bur- 
gess, and  when  agreed  to  be  done  by  them,  must  be  done  in  such  time 
as  may  be  set  by  the  council;  and  failing  to  pave  or  finish  the  street  in 
the  time  as  above  set,  and  then  to  be  done  by  the  street  commissioners 
afterwards,  such  property  holders  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fif- 
teen per  cent,  on  the  cost  of  street,  and  twenty  per  cent,  with  the  cost 
of  paving  opposite  to  their  property,  circumstances  to  have  due  force 
with  the  council ;  in  such  cases  the  properly  holders  to  be  credited  for 
all  work  done  on  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  et  cetera,  as  above,  for  taxes 
then  or  thereafter  may  be  due,  until  the  amount  thus  expended  be  con- 
sumed ;  the  council  shall  have  power  to  regulate  the  scales,  weights  and 
measures  within  said  borough,  according  to  the  standard  of  the  common- 
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wealth,  annually,  and  markets  and  wharfage,  purchase  and  sale  of  lum- 
ber, hay  and  coal,  according  to  the  rales  and  rules  of  the  city  of  Piilsburg, 
and  not  to  exceed  or  transcend  said  rates  and  limits  at  any  lime  within 
said  borough;  ihey  shall  have  power  to  grade  and  pave  a  wharf  on  the 
Ohio  river,  and  within  said  borough,  in  such  way  and  manner  as  to 
them  may  seem  best,  and  all  charters  granted  heretofore,  for  such  pur- 
poses, are  hereby  repealed;  and  also  to  assess,  apportion  and  appropriate 
such  taxes  as  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  said  town  coun- 
cil, necessary  for  carrying  the  said  rules  and  ordinances,  from  time  to 
time,  into  complete  effect;  and  the  council  shall  have  power  to  remove 
all  officers  by  them  appointed,  from  office  for  misdemeanors,  and  shall 
have  their  quarterly  and  other  meetings  in  the  public  school  house  until 
a  town  house  shall  be  erected;  and  no  person  shall  be  fined  or  punished 
for  the  breach  of  any  by-laws  or  ordinances  made  as  aforesaid,  until 
ten  days  have  expired  after  the  promulgation  thereof,  by  advertisements, 
put  up  in  four  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  borough  :  Provided^ 
That  no  by  laws,  rules  or  ordinances  of  the  corporation  shall  be  repus- 
nant  to  the  constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  common- 
wealth :  Jind  provided  also,  That  in  assessing  tax,  due  regard  shall 
be  had  to  the  valuation  of  taxable  property  taken  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  county  rates  and  levies,  so  that  the  said  tax  shall  not,  in  any  one 
year,  exceed  one-half  cent  on  the  dollar  of  such  valuation,  unless  some 
object  of  general  utility  shall  bethought  necessary;  in  which  case,  two- 
thirds  of  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  said  borough  shall  approve  of  and 
certify  the  same  in  writing,  under  their  hands  to  the  town  council,  who 
may  proceed  then  to  assess  the  same  as  aforesaid  :  ^^nd  provided  also. 
That  such  out  lots,  or  farm  lot,  kept  as  and  for  such  purposes,  be  not 
taxed  higher  than  if  in  the  township  of  Rochester,  for  hiffhways  and* 
road  purposes;  and  that  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  straighten 
streets,  lanes,  alleys,  remove  trees,  posts,  et  cetera,  in  performing  this 
duty. 

Section  7.  All  property,  offices,  professions  and  persons  made  tax- 
1  axes  on  o   ce&,  ^y^  ,     ^^^  j^^^  ^^^  ^^-^^  commonwealth,  for  county  rates  and  levies, 

shall  be  taxable  after  the  same  manner,  by  the  said  borough ;  and  all 
taxes,  rates  and  levies,  assessed,  rated  and  levied  therein,  shall  be 
recovered  in  the  same  manner  as  the  county  rates  and  levies  in  the 
county  of  Beaver  are  by  law  recoverable. 

Section  8.   That  the  town  council  provide,  by  sufficient  ordinances 
and  penalties,  that  no  horses,  geese,  sheep  or  swine,  shall  be  suffered 
not  to  be  suffered  to  run  at  large  in  the  said  borough  ;  and  also  shall  make  such  regulations 
to  run  at  large,      with  respect  to  dogs  as  they  may  think  necessary.

To  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  house  for  the  employment  and  support  of  the  poor 
in  the  county  of  Westmoreland. 

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.   That 
Benjamin  Byerly,  John  Knhns,  John  Trout,   Samuel  Hill,   Thomas  Commissioners. 
Trees,  John  C.   Plumer,   Heiuy  M'Bride,   Robert  Hichman,  Joseph 
Budd,  John  M'Farland,  John  Hill,  Joseph  Cook,  Joseph  Jack,  John 
A.  Hays  and  Jacob  Dible,  senior,  be  and  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners whose  duty  it  shall  be,  or  a  majority  of  them,  on  or  before  Duties, 
the  first  day  of  January,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty,  to  determine  upon  and  purchase  such   real  estate  as   they  Purchase  real  es- 
shall  deem  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  of  Westmore- 1**^' 
land  county,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority 
23 
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of  them,  to  take  conveyances  therefor,  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of 
the  corporation  mentioned  in  the  third  section  of  this  act.  and  they  shall 
certify  their  proceedings  therein,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  to  the 
clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  connly  of  Westmoreland, 
to  be  filed  in  his  office ;  and  at  the  next  general  election  the  qualified 
electors  shall  elect  three  reputable  citizens  of  the  said  county,  to  be 
directors  of  the  poor  and  of  the  house  of  employment  for  the  county 
of  Westmoreland;  and  the  judges  of  the  election  of  said  county,  shall 
immediately  on  receiving-  the  returns  from  the  several  election  districts, 
and  caslinjj  up  the  number  of  votes  therein  or  within  three  days  there- 
after, certify  under  their  hands  and  seals,  the  names  of  the  persons  so 
elected  directors,  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  said 
county,  who  shall  file  the  said  certificate  in  his  office,  and  forthwith 
give  notice  in  writing  to  the  said  directors  of  their  election;  and  the  said 
directors  shall  meet  at  the  court  house  in  said  countv,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  November  next  ensuing  their  election,  and  divide  themselves  by 
lot  into  three  classes,  the  place  of  the  first  to  be  vacated'  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  first  year,  of  the  second  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year, 
of  the  third  at  the  expiration  of  the  third  year,  so  that  those  who  shall 
be  chosen  after  the  first  election,  and  in  the  mode  above  described,  may 
serve  for  three  years,  and  one-third  may  be  chosen  annually  thereafter. 
Section  2.  Every  director  elected  in  manner  aforesaid,  or  appointed 
as  is  directed  by  the  eleventh  section  of  this  act,  shall  within  ten  days 
after  he  is  notified  of  such  election  or  appointment,  and  before  he  enters 
upon  the  duties  of  said  office,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  which  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer, 
that  he  will  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  of  director  of  the  poor  for 
the  said  county,  truly,  faithfully  and  impartially,  to  the  best  of  his 
knowledge  and  ability;  and  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  to  take  said  oath 
or  affirmation  within  the  time  aforesaid,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sura 
of  ten  dollars  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  said  county,  which  fine  shall 
be  recovered  by  the  directors  for  the  time  being  as  debts  are  or  shall  be 
by  law  recoverable. 

Section  3.  The  said  directors  shall  forever  hereafter,  in  name  and 
in  fact,  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses whatever,  relative  to  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Westmoreland, 
and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  by  the  name,  style  and  title,  of  the  directors  of  the 
poor  and  of  the  house  of  employment  for  the  county  of  Westmoreland, 
and  by  that  name  shall  and  may  receive,  take  and  hold  any  lands,  tene- 
ments, hereditaments  not  exceeding  the  yearly  value  of  ten  thousand 
dollars ;  and  any  goods  and  chattels  whatsoever  of  the  gift,  alienation 
or  bequest,  of  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  to  purchase,  take 
and  hold  any  lands  and  tenements  within  their  county  in  fee  simple  or 
otherwise,  and  erect  suitable  buildings  for  the  reception,  use  and  accom- 
modation of  the  poor  of  said  county,  to  provide  all  things  necessary  for 
the  lodging,  maintenance  and  employment  of  said  poor;  to  appoint  a 
treasurer  annually,  who  shall  give  bond  with  full  and  sufficient  security, 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  at  the  expira- 
tion thereof,  for  the  payment  and  delivery  over  to  his  successor  in  office, 
all  moneys,  bonds,  notes,  book  accounts  and  other  papers  to  the  said 
corporation  belonging,  which  shall  then  be  remaining  in  his  hands, 
custody  and  possession ;  and  said  directors  shall  have  power  to  employ 
and  at  pleasure  remove,  a  steward  or  stewards,  matron  or  matrons, 
physician  or  physicians,  surgeon  or  surgeons,  and  all  other  attendants 
that  may  be  necessary  for  the  said  poor  respectively ;  to  bind  out  ap- 
prentices so  that  such  apprenticeship  may  expire  if  males,  at  or  before

That  the  president  and  managers  shall  procure  certificates 
of  stock  in  the  said  company,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  president, 
and  countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  cor- 
poration, and  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  for  each 
share  by  him  subscribed  or  held,  on  paying  to  the  treasurer  in  part  of 
the  sum  due  thereon,  two  dollars  on  each  share,  which  certificate  shall 
be  transferable,  either  by  the  owner  in  person  or  by  his  attorney  duly 
author'zed  in  the  presence  of  the  president  or  treasurer  for  the  time 
being,  subject  however,  to  the  payments  due,  or  to  become  due  thereon; 
and  the  person  to  whom  such  transfer  shall  be  made,  shall  stand  in  the 
place  of  the  former  holder,  and  be  enlided  to  the  same  privileges  and 
liable  to  the  same  responsibilities  to  the  company. 

Section  8.  That  the  president  and  managers  shall  meet  at  such  limes 
and  places,  and  be  convened  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
the  by-laws,  at  which  meetings  five  members  shall  form  a  quorum,  who 
in  the  absence  of  the  president  may  choose  a  chairman,  and  shall  keep 
minutes  of  all  their  transactions  fairly  entered  in  a  book,  and  at  any

That  if  any  stockholder,  after  thirty  days'  notice  given 
in  two  or  more  newspapers  printed  in  said  county,  of  the  time  and 
place  appointed  for  payment  of  any  instalment  of  the  capital  stock, 
shall  neglect  to  pay  such  instalment  at  the  time  appointed,  every  such 
stockholder  or  his  assignee  shall,  in  addition  to  the  proportion  so  called 
for,  pay  legal  interest  lor  every  such  delay  of  payment;  and  if  he  does 
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not  pay  after  notice  he  given  him,  then,  at  the  option  of  the  company, 
such  shares  shall  be  forfeited  to  tlie  company,  and  may  be  sold  by  them 
to  any  other  person  or  persons  willing  to  purchase  for  such  price  as  can 
be  obtained  therefor,  or  the  president  and  managers  may  sue  for  and 
recover  the  same  before  any  justice  of  tlie  peace,  or  before  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction.

The  total  liabilities  of  the  said  bank,  exclusive  of  capital 
stock,  shall  not  for  any  consecf.tive  period  of  thirty  days,  exceed  three 
times  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock  paid  in,  nor  shall  the  debts  of  every 
kind  due,  and  to  become  due,  to  the  said  bank,  ever  amount  to  more 
than  four  times  its  capital  stock  paid  in  :  and  the  said  bank  shall  neither 
loan  nor  discuunt,  when  its  circulation  shall  be  equal,  for  thirty  con- 
secutive days,  to  three  limes  the  amount  of  specie,  and  notes  of  specie 
paying  banks,  in  its  possession,  belonging  to  said  bank,  and  any  bal- 
ances standing  to  the  credit  thereof  in  specie  paying  banks,  convertible 
into  specie  at  the  pleasure  of  the  said  bank. 

Section  3.  The  auditor  general  may  at  any  time  require  the  cashier 
of  the  said  bank  to  state  and  return,  on  his  oath  or  affirmation,  the 
amount  of  the  circulation  of  said  bank  for  any  consecutive  period  of 
thirty  days  which  he  may  designate,  and  also,  for  the  same  period,  the 
arnount  of  specie  and  notes  of  specie  paying  banks  in  its  possession, 
belonging  to  the  said  bank,  and  the  balance  standing  to  its  credit  in 
specie  paying  banks,  convertible  into  specie  at  the  pleasure  of  the  bank, 
and  also,  the  whole  amount  of  its  liabilities  and  debts  due  and  to  become 
due;  and  if  upon  the  return  so  made,  it  shall  appear  that  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  second  section  of  this  act  have  been  violated  for  the 
said  period  of  thirty  days  so  designated  by  the  auditor  general,  he  shall 
give  notice  thereof  to  the  governor,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his  pro- 
clamation, declaring  the  charter  of  the  said  bank  to  be  forfeited. 

Section  4.  If  the  charier  of  the  said  bank  shall  be  forfeited  in  man- 
ner provided  in  the  preceding  section,  after  proclamation  made  by  the 
governor,  then  the  directors  of  said  bank  shall  forthwith  make  and  exe- 
cute an  assignment  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  act  of  the  twelfth 
March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two,  entitled  '» An  Act  to 
provide  for  the  resumption  of  specie  payments,  and  for  other  purposes;" 
and  it  shall  thereupon  be  proceeded  in  the  manner  provided  in  that  act. 
If  the  directors  of  the  said  bank  should  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  the 
assignment  provided  for  in  ihis  act,  they  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  in  any  criminal  court  in  the  common- 
wealth, be  imprisoned  in  the  jail  of  the  proper  county,  for  any  period 
not  exceeding  two  years,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  5.  If  any  president,  cashier,  or  any  other  officer  or  clerk  of 
the  said  bank,  shall  fraudulently  embezzle  or  appropriate  to  his  own 
use,  or  to  the  use  of  any  other  person  or  persons,  any  money  or  other 
property  belonging  to  said  institution,  or  left  with  the  same  as  a  special 
deposit  or  otherwise,  he  or  they,  upon  conviction  of  such  offence,  shall 
be  fined  in  any  amount  not  less  than  the  sum  so  appropriated  or  em- 
bezzled, and  sentenced  to  undergo  imprisonment  in  one  of  the  stale 
penitentiaries,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  be  kept  in  separate  and  solitary 
confinement,  at  labor,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  five  years  :  Provided, 
That  this  shall  not  prevent  any  person  or  persons  aggrieved,  from  pur- 
suing his  or  their  civil  remedy  against  such  person  or  persons. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  general  to  require  the 
said  bank,  on  some  discount  day  to  be  designated  by  him,  in  every 
quarter  of  the  then  current  year,  one  of  which  shall  be  in  the  month  of 
November,  to  make  and  return  to  him  the  exhibits  heremafter  provided 
for ;  which  exhibits  the  auditor  general  shall  prepare  in  tabular  form, 
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and  communicate  the  same  to  both  branches  of  the  legislature,  within 
ten  days  afier  their  meeting  :  Provided,  'I'liat  ihe  first  section  of  the  Proviso, 
act  approved  the  first  April,  one  thousand  eiuht  hundred  and  thirty-six, 
entitled  "An  Act  requiring  itie  bani<s  of  this  commonwealth  to  make 
quarterly  statements  to  the  auditor  general,"  siiall  not  be  made  appli- 
cable to  ibis  bank. 

Section  7.    It  shall   be   the  duty  of  the  cashier  of  the  said    bank,

and  the  assessed  value  for  the  preceding  year,  of  the  real  estate  bound 
by  such  mortgages;  the  amount  of  prior  mortgages,  judgments  and  other 
liens;  the  amount  of  judgments  held  by  the  bank,  and  the  assessed  value 
for  the  preceding  year,  of  the  real  estate  bound  by  such  judgments  ;  the 
amount  of  prior  judgments,  mortgages  and  other  liens;  the  amount  of 
the  real  estate  held  and  owned  by  the  bank,  and  the  assessed  value  for 
the  preceding  year,  of  each  separate  piece  or  parcel  of  real  estate  owned 
by  the  bank,  and  its  location  ;  the  amount  due  from  other  banks  that  are 
solvent,  giving  the  name  of  each  bank  from  which  the  same  is  due, 
together  with  the  amount  so  due  by  each  one  of  said  banks  ;  the  amount 
due  from  insolvent  banks,  the  names  of  such  banks  and  the  amount  due 
from  each  one  ;  the  amount  of  public  and  corporate  stocks  and  loans  of 
the  bank,  the  nature  and  kind  of  loans  and  stocks,  designating  particu- 
larly in  what  companies  or  corporations  the  stocks  or  loans  are  held,  and 
the  amount  of  stocks  or  loans  of  each  company  or  corporation  so  held; 
die  amount  of  bonds  held,  designating  particularly  the  nature  and  char- 
acter of  the  bonds  held  and  against  whom,  or  what  (he  amount  of  trea- 
sury notes ;  the  amount  of  claims  against  individuals  or  corporations 
that  aie  disputed  or  in  controversy  ;  the  amount  of  all  other  debts  and 
claims  either  due  or  to  become  due,  and  the  value  of  any  other  property 
of  the  bank,  as  the  same  stand  charged  on  the  books  or  otherwise ; 
which  said  exhibit  shall  also  set  forth  on  the  other  side,  the  debts  and 
liabilities  of  the  bank  on  the  discount  day  designated  by  the  auditor 
general,  specifying  separately,  under  distinct  heads,  the  various  kinds 
of  liability  and  indebtedness  ;  the  amount  of  capital  stock  actually  paid 
in  ;  the  amount  of  the  circulation  ;  the  amount  of  deposits,  certificates 
of  deposits;  the  amount  due  the  commonwealth;  the  amount  due  to 
corporations  ;  the  amount  due  to  banks  :  the  amount  due  to  individuals, 
and  the  amount  of  claims  against  the  bank  remaining  in  controversy, 
and  any  other  items  of  indebtedness  or  liability,  not  embraced  in  the 
foregoing  specifications. 

Section  8.  It  shall  moreover  be  the  duty  of  the  cashier,  in  preparing  py^(jjg^  ^^j.^g  ^j.

day  in  the  month  of  November  preceding  the  meetmg  of  the  legislature, 
shall  be  accompanied  with  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  cashier  of  the 
said  bank,  setting  forth,  that  he  has  inspected  the  several  items  of  assets, 
or  the  evidence  thereof,  in  the  said  exhibit  referred  to,  as  far  as  is 
practicable,  and  that  he  has,  according  to  the  best  of  his  judgment  and 
ability,  valued  each  of  said  items  of  assets  at  the  absolute  cash  price 
which  it  would  produce  at  the  time,  and  that  in  his  judgment  the  actual 
assets  of  the  bank  are  bona  fide  worth  the  amount  of  the  valuation  so 
made  by  him. 

Section  10.  The  president,  directors,  cashier  and  other  officers  of

directors  or  officers,  or  in  which  they  hold  stations ;  and  that  they  and 
each  of  them  during  their  continuance  in  office  will  not  knowingly  vio- 
late or  sanction,  or  willingly  permit  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  law 
governing  their  charter  to  be  violated  ;  the  said  oath  so  to  be  taken  shall 
be  subscribed  and  immediately  delivered  to  the  auditor  general,  to  be 
filed  in  his  office. 

Section  11.  If  any  president,  director,  cashier  or  other  officer  of  the 
said  bank,  or  of  any  other  bank  hereafter  chartered,  shall  after  having 
taken  and  subscribed  the  oath  required  by  this  act,  wilfully  violate  any 
provision  of  any  act  of  assembly  applicable  to  the  bank  of  which  he  is 
an  officer,  he  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  to  have  committed  wilful  and 
corrupt  perjury,  and  upon  conviction  in  any  criminal  court  in  this  com- 
monwealth, he  shall  suffer  such  punishment  as  is  inflicted  by  the  laws 
of  this  commonwealth  on  any  person  guilty  of  the  crime  of  perjury. 

Section  12.  That  the  said  bank  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the 
commonwealth,  within  three  months  after  this  act  goes  into  effect,  two 
per  centum  upon  the  whole  amount  of  the  capital  stock  thereof:  Pro- 
vided, That  should  said  bank  at  any  time  hereafter  be  made  the  subject 
of  taxation,  not  now  provided  for  by  general  laws,  the  per  centage  so 
paid  shall  be  credited  to  said  bank,  on  account  of  said  additional  taxa- 
tion. 

Section  13.  Neither  the  said  Bank  of  Chester  County,  nor  any  other

To  extend  the  charter  of  the  Columbia  Bank  and  Bridge  Company. 

Section  L   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authorily  of  the  same.  That 
Charter  extended  ^^^  privileges  conferred  upon  the  Columbia  Bank  and  Bridge  Company, 
for  the  term  of     by  an  act,  entitled   "  A  further  supplement  to  an  act  to  authorize  the 
fifteen  years.         governor  of  this  commonwealth  to  incorporate  a  company  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  and  erecting  a  bridge  over  the  river  Susquehanna,  in 
the  county  of  Lancaster,  at  or  near  the  town  of  Columbia,"  passed  the 
eighth  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
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thirty-two,  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  extended  and  continued 
for  the  term  of  fifteen  years,  from  the  expiration  of  the  act  aforesaid, 
with  the  capital  stock  as  is  hereinafter  specified,  subject  to  tfie  provi-

choose  by  ballot,  five  managers,  who  shall  be  stockholders,  to  conduct

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and  the  remaining  three  instalments  at  intervals  of  twelve  months  each, 
which  several  instalments  when  paid,  shall  be  appropriated  to  a  redemp- 
tion of  the  loans  of  this  commonvveallh. 

Section  2.  That  the  rate  of  toll  to  be  charged  by  said  company  on 
coal,  salt,  gypsum,  lime,  limestone  and  iron  ore,  shall  not  exceed  one 
and  a  half  cents  per  mile,  for  each  ton  of  two  thousand  two  hundred 
and  forty  pounds ;  and  that  no  toll  shall  be  charged  on  the  engines,  ten- 
ders or  cars  employed  in  transporting  the  same,  either  going  or  return- 
ing- 

Section  3.  That  if  the  company  shall  at  any  time  misuse  or  abuse 

any  of  the  privileges  hereby  granted,  or  heretofore  granted,  the  legisla- 
ture may  revoke  all  and  singular  the  rights  and  privileges  so  granted  to 
said  company;  and  the  legislature  hereby  reserves  the  power  to  resume, 
alter  or  amend  the  charter  of  said  company,  and  take  for  public  use, 
anyroad  constructed  in  pursuance  thereof:  Provided,  That  taking  such 
road  for  public  use,  full  compensation  shall  be  made  to  the  stockholders.

AN    ACT  % 

Authorizing  the  governor  to  incorporate  a  company  to  erect  a  bridge  over  the  Mo- 
nongahela  river,  at  the  ferry  of  Jeremiah  Davidson. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hotise  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
William  Searight,  Dani'el  Kaine,  Ebenezer  Finley,  Johnston  Vankirk,  Commissioners. 
George  E.  Hogg,  Alexander  Gibson,  Clark  BreadJing,  James  B.  David- 
son, James  Ewing,  John  Philan,  Amos  Marton,  Elihu  Crain,  Thomas 
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Alphrey,  Jonathan  Garrard,  Charles  Rex,  Isaac  BidcUe,  James  Barns, 
William  Armstrong  and  Alexander  Davidson,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
be  and  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  do  and  perform  the 
several  duties  hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say:  they  shall  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  January  next,  provide  a  book  or  books,  and  shall 
enter  therein  as  follows  :  "We  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed, 
do  promise  to  pay  to  the  president  and  managers  of  the  Fayette  and

and  managers,  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  the  general  assembly,  entitled 
'An  Act  authorizing  the  governor  to  incorporate  a  company  to  erect  a 
bridge  over  the  Monongahela  river,  at  the  ferry  of  Jeremiah  Davidson, 
in  the  counties  of  Fayette  and  Greene.'      Witness  our  hands  this 

day  of  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight 

hundred  and  ;"  and  shall  thereupon  give  thirty  days'  notice 

in  one  newspaper  printed  in  Greene  county,  and  two  newspapers  printed 
in  Fayette  county,  of  the  times  and  places,  where  and  when  the  said 
books  shall  be  open  to  receive  subscriptions;  at  which  times  and  places 
some  one  or  more  of  the  said  commissioners  shall  attend  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  keep  open  the  said  books  during  six  hours  in  each  of  three 
successive  days,  or  until  one  hundred  shares  shall  be  subscribed,  and 
if  one  hundred  shares  shall  not  be  subscribed  within  that  period,  then 
the  said  commissioners  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  until  the  said 
number  of  shares  shall  be  subscribed,  of  which  adjournment  public 
notice  shall  be  given  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  before  men- 
tioned :  Provided  always^  That  every  person  on  entering  his  name  in 
the  said  books  as  a  subscriber,  shall  pay  two  dollars  on  each  share  he 
shall  subscribe,  as  a  fund  out  of  which  shall  be  defrayed  the  expenses 
aitendinij  the  taking  of  subscriptions  and  other  incidental  charges,  and 
the  remainder  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation  as 
soon  as  the  same  shall  be  organized  j  such  first  payment  on  each  share 
to  be  taken  and  considered  as  a  part  payment  on  each  share  subscribed. 

Section  2.  As  soon  as  one  hundred  shares  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed, the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  certify 
the  same,  together  with  a  list  of  the  subscribers  and  the  shares  sub- 
scribed by  each,  in  writing  to  the  governor,  who  thereupon  shall  consti- 
tute the  said  subscribers,  and  also  all  those  who  may  in  future  subscribe 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  a  body  corporate  or  politic,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  "The  president  and  managers  of  the  Fayette  and 
Greene  bridge  company,"  for  erecting  a  bridge  over  the  Monongahela 
river,  at  the  ferry  of  Jeremiah  Davidson,  in  the  counties  of  Fayette 
and  Greene,  with  all  the  privileges  incident  to  a  corporation,  who  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding 
the  said  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and  of  en- 
larging tiie  same  by  new  subscriptions,  if  such  enlargement  shall  be 
necessary  to  fulfil  the  purposes  of  this  act,  in  such  manner  and  form  as 
they  may  think  proper;  and  of  purchasing,  taking  and  holding  to  them 
and  to  their  successors  and  assigns  in  fee  simple,  or  for  any  less  estate, 
all  such  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments  and  estates,  real  or  personal, 
as  shall  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their 
work,  and  the  same  to  sell  and  dispose  of  at  their  pleasure;  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  and  of  doing  all  and  every  other  matter  and  thing  which 
a  corporation  or  body  politic  may  lawfully  do. 

Section  3.   Any  ten  of  the  persons  named  in  the  letters  patent  of 
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incorporation,  shall  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  sealing  of  Organization. 
the  same,  give  thirty  days'  notice  in  one  newspaper  printed  in  Greene 
county,  and  two  newspapers  printed  in  Fayette  county,  of  a  time  and 
place  to  be  appointed,  not  less  than  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  giving 
said  notice,  at  which  time  and  place  the  said  subscribers  shall  proceed 
to  organize  the  corporation,  and  shall  choose  by  a  majority  of  votes  of 
the  said  subscribers  by  ballot,  to  be  delivered  either  in  person  or  by 
proxy  duly  authorized,  one  president,  three  managers,  one  person  for  Officers, 
secretary  and  treasurer,  such  other  officers  as  they  may  think  necessary 
to  conduct  the  business  of  the  company  during  one  year,  and  until  other 
officers  be  chosen;  and  shall  have  power  to  make  such  by-laws,  rule?.  By-laws, 
orders  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws 
of  this  state,  or  of  the  United  States,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  well 
ordering  the  affairs  of  the  company  :  Provided  always.   That  no  stock-  Proviso, 
holder  shall  have  more  than  one  vote  for  each  share  not  exceeding  five 
shares,  and  one  vote  for  every  iwo  shares  above  five,  and  not  exceeding 
eleven,  and  one  vote  for  every  three  shares  above  eleven,  and  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty,  and  one  vote  for  every  five  shares  above  twenty  :  Pro-  Proviso. 
vided  alao.   That  no  person  shall  have  more  than  twenty  votes  at  any 
election,  in  determining  any  question  arising  at  such  meetings,  what- 
ever number  of  shares  he  may  have  subscribed. 

Section  4.  A  public  meeting  of  said  stockholders  shall  be  held  on  Elections, 
the  first  Monday  of  August  next  following  the  first  election,  had  as 
aforesaid,  and  on  the  first  Monday  of  June,  in  every  succeeding  year, 
at  such  place  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  said  com- 
pany, for  the  purpose  of  choosing  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
the  determination  of  any  question  affecting  the  interest  of  said  com- 
pany. 

Section  5.   The  president  and  managers  shall  procure  printed  cer-  Certificate     f 
tificates  for  all  the  shares  of  slock  in  the  said  company,  which  shall  be  sock, 
signed  by  the  president,  and  countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed 
with  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  and  each  subscriber  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  such  certificate  for  each  share  by  him  subscribed  for,  on  paying 
to  the  treasurer  in  part  of  the  sum  due  thereon,  two  dollars  on  each 
share;  which  certificate  shall  be  transferable  either  by  the  owner  in  Transferable, 
person,  or  by  his  attorney  duly  authorized,  in  the  presence  of  the  presi- 
dent or  of  the  treasurer  for  the  time   being,  subject  however,  to  the 
payments  due  or  that  may  become  due  thereon ;  and   the   person  to 
whom  such  transfer  shall  be  made,  shall  stand  in  the  place  of  the  former 
holder  of  the  certificate,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  in  the 
company. 

Section  6.  The  president  and  managers  shall  meet  at  such  times  and 
places,  and  be  convened  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  agreed  on  for  trans- 
acting the  business  of  the  company,  at  which  meeting  a  majoriiy  shall 
be  a  quorum,  who  in  the  absence  of  the  president,  shall  choose  a  chair-  Quorum, 
man,  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings  fairly  enternd  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose;  and  a  quorum  being  met,  they  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  appoint  such  engineers,  assisiaiiis  and 
workmen,  as  they  sliall  deem  necessary  to  the  erection  of  said  bridge; 
and  they  shall  fix  their  salaries  and  wages;  they  shall  also  have  power  Powers, 
to  make  contracts,  to  ascertain  the  times,  maimer  and  proporiions  in 
which  the  stockholders  shall  pay  the  money  due  on  their  respective 
shares,  draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  the  money  necessary  to  pay 
salaries,  wages  and  bills  for  work  done  and  labor  performed,  or  mate- 
rials furnished,  which  orders  shall  be  signed  by  the  president,  oi  in  his 
absence,  by  a  majority  of  the  quorum,  and  countersigned  by  their  clerk  j

and  to  do  and  transact  all  such  other  matters  and  things  as  by  this  act, 
or  by  the  by-laws  of  the  company,  shall  be  committed  to  him. 

Section  7.  If  any  stockholder,  after  thirty  days'  notice  in  the  man- 
ner aforesaid,  of  the  time  and  places  appointed  for  the  payment  of  any 
proportion,  dividend  or  instalment  of  said  capital  stock  still  due  on  each 
share,  shall  neglect  to  pay  the  same,  for  the  space  of  lhirt3-  days  after 
the  (lay  whereon  the  same  shall  be  appointed  to  be  paid,  every  such 
stockholder  shall,  in  addition  to  the  instalment  so  called  for,  pay  at  the

Section  8.  Before  the  president  and  managers  of  the  company  afore- 
said shall  proceed  to  build  said  bridge,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
them  to  contract  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  land,  for  the  purchase 
of  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and 
completing  said  bridge,  and  making  all  the  necessary  works  and  cause- 
ways to  and  from  the  same,  if  they  can  agree  with  the  said  owner  or 
owners  ;  but  in  case  they  cannot  agree,  then  it  shall  and  may  be  law- 
ful for  the  said  president  and  managers  to  apply  to  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  the  proper  county,  who,  upon  such  application  are  hereby 
authorized  and  required  to  appoint  three  discreet  and  disinterested  per- 
sons of  such  county,  who  after  being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed,  faithfully 
to  perform  the  duties  enjoined  on  them  by  this  act,  shall  carefully  pro- 
ceed to  view  and  examine  the  said  lands,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  and  completing  the  said  bridge,  and  making  all  the 
necessary  works  and  causeways  lo  and  from  the  same,  and  shall,  accord- 
ing to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  judgment,  estimate  the  value  of  the 
lands  so  necessary  to  be  taken  as  aforesaid,  and  having  estimated  the 
advantages  as  well  as  disadvantages  which  may  be  sustained  by  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  lands,  shall  make  an  appraisement  thereof  in 
writing,  and  the  same  shall  return,  together  with  a  map  describing  the 
bounds  of  such  lands,  to  the  said  court  of  common  pleas,  and  the  said 
appraisement,  having  been  confirmed  by  the  court,  shall  be  filed  in  the 
prolhonotary's  office,  together  with  the  said  map  ;  and  the  said  president, 
managers  and  company  having  paid  to  the  said  owners  respectively, 
the  several  sums  awarded  lo  be  paid  to  them,  together  with  the  costs 
of  appraisement,  the  said  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  have  and  to 
hold,  to  them  and  their  successors  and  assigns,  the  said  lands,  as  fully 
as  if  they  had  been  granted  by  their  respective  owners :  Provided, 
That  before  said  company  shall  enter  upon,  or  take  possession  of  any 
land  or  lands,  they  shall  make  compensation  to  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof,  or  give  adequate  security  therefor  :  Jind  provided  a/so,  That 
either  party  may  appeal  from  the  award  of  the  appraisers  to  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county,  at  any  period  within  thirty 
days  after  the  filing  of  said  award. 

Section  9.  The  president  and  managers  of  said  company  shall  keep 
fair  and  just  accounts  of  all  moneys  received  by  them,  from  the  sub- 
scribers to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  for  all  penalties  for  delay 
in  payment  thereof,  and  of  the  amount  of  the  profits  on  shares  which 
may  be  forfeited  as  aforesaid,  of  all  voluntary  contributions,  and  of  all 
moneys  expended  by  them  in  the  prosecution  of  the  said  work,  and  shall 
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once  in  every  year  submit  such  accounts  in  detail  to  a  general  meeting 
of  the  stockholders,  until  the  said  bridge  be  completed,  and  all  expenses 
incurreci  in  erecting  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid  and  disciiarged  ;  and  the 
aggregate  amount  of  all  such  expenses  shall  be  liquidated  and  ascer- 
tained, and  if  such  liquidation,  or  whenever  the  whole  capital  stock  of 
the  said  company  be  nearly  expended,  it  shall  be  found  that  the  capital 
stock  will  not  be  sufficient  to  complete  said  bridge,  according  to  the  true 
intent  and  nieaninir  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  company, 
at  a  stated  or  special  meeting  to  be  convened  according  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act  or  their  own  by-laws,  to  increase  the  number  of  shares  to  May  increase 
such  extent  as  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  to  accomplish  the  work,  and  number  of  shares. 
to  demand  and  receive  the  moneys  subscribed  on  such  shares,  in  like 
manner,  and  under  like  penalties  as  are  herein  provided  for  the  original 
subscription  :  Provided,  That  the  said  company  shall  erect  the  said  Pfo^i^o- 
bridge,  at  such  an  elevation  above  high  water  mark,  as  not  to  obstruct 
or  impede  in  any  way  the  free  navigation  of  said  river  by  steamboats  or  , 

other  water  craft ;  and  in  case  of  any  and  every  violation  of  this  pro- 
vision, the  company  shall  be  liable  to  indictment,  agreeably  to  the  laws 
of  this  commonwealth  relating  to  nuisances. 

Section  10.  When  the  said  bridge  company  shall  have  erected  and 
completed  a  bridge  at  the  place  aforesaid,  the  property  thereof  shall  be 
vested  in  the  said  company,  and  their  successors  and  assigns;  and  the 
said  company,  their  successors  or  assigns,  are  hereby  empowered  to 
erect  gates,  and  demand  and  receive  tolls  as  follows,  viz  :  For  every 
foot  passenger,  two  cents;  for  every  carriage  or  wagon  used  for  the  pur- 
pose  of  agriculture,  having  four  wheels,  six  cents  for  each  horse  draw- 
ing the  same;  for  every  carriage,  wagon  or  cart  used  for  the  purpose  of 
agriculture,  having  two  wheels,  six  cents  for  each  hoise  drawing  the 
same;  for  every  carriage  used  for  personal  accommodation  or  pleasure, 
having  four  wheels,  twelve  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same  ;  for 
every  carriage  having  two  wheels,  used  for  personal  accommodation  or 
pleasure,  ten  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same;  for  every  sleigh 
or  sled,  six  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same;  for  every  horse, 
mare,  gelding  or  mule,  with  or  without  rider,  four  cents;  for  every  car- 
riage drawn  by  oxen,  or  partly  by  oxen  and  pardy  by  horses,  to  be 
rated  each  ox  as  equal  to  one  horse,  and  in  all  cases  a  mule  to  be  rated 
as  a  horse,  six  cents  for  each  horse,  ox  or  mule  drawing  the  same;  for

Skction  11.   If  the  said  company,  their  successors  or  assigns,  or  any 
person  employed  by  them,  shall  collect  or  demand  any  greater  rate  or  ^^*^''  •'harge  for 
prices  for  passing  over  said  bridge  than  what  is  hereinbefore  prescribed,  f°^' .        P""" 
or  neglect  to  keep  said  bridge  in  repair,  he  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
for  every  such  offence  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  before 
any  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  one  half  whereof  to  be  paid  to 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  township  in  which  suit  shall  be  brought, 
and  the  other  half  to  the  person  who  may  sue  for  the  same :  Provided  Proviso. 
always.  That  no  such  suit  shall  be  brought  unless  within  fifteen  days 
after  the  offence  be  committed:  And  provided  also.  That  the  jiidg- Proviso. 
ment  of  the  said  justice  in  any  case  brought  before  him  shall  be  liable 
to  reversion,  either  by  appeal  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said 
county,  if  the  merits  of  the  case  be  contested,  or  by  certiorari,  if  the 
legality  of  his  proceedings  or  jurisdiction  be  disputed. 

Section  12.  That  the  said  president,  managers  and  company  shall 
keep  a  just  account  af  all  moneys  received  by  their  several  collectors  of 
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tolls  for  crossing  the  said  bridge,  and  shall  declare  and  make  a  dividend 
of  the  income  and  profits  thereof  among  all  the  subscribers  to  the  said 
companj''s  slock,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares,  firsi  deduct- 
ing all  contingent  costs  and  charges,  and  such  proportion  of  tlie  income 
as  may  be  sufficient  for  a  fund  to  provide  against  the  decay,  the  repair- 
ing and  rebuilding  of  the  said  bridge,  as  time  and  accident  may  render 
necessary;  and  shall  on  the  first  week  of  June  and  December  of  every 
year,  publish  the  dividend  to  be  made  of  the  clear  profits  arising  from 
the  toils  among  the  stockholders,  and  of  the  time  and  place,  when  and 
where  the  same  shall  be  paid,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  paid 
accordingly  in  ten  days  thereafter,  or  as  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  de- 
manded. 

Section  13.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  mana- 
gers, their  superintendents,  surveyors,  engineers,  artists  and  hands, 
when  so  directed  or  authorized  by  the  president  and  managers,  to  enter 
in  and  upon  lands,  tenements  and  enclosures  for  the  examiiiaiion  and 
location,  and  they  shall  have  full  liberty  to  take  and  carry  away  all 
stone,  gravel  and  other  materials  necessary  for  the  completion  of  said 
bridge,  paying  a  just  compensation  for  the  same;  and  in  case  of  the 
refusal  to  pay  the  owner  of  the  said  material  therefor,  suit  may  be  sus- 
tained and  recovery  had,  in  like  manner  as  other  debts  are  now  recov- 
erable by  law. 

Section  14.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  pull  down,  break 
or  destroy,  with  intent  to  injure,  any  part  or  parts  of  the  said  bridge, 
or  any  loll  house,  gates,  bars  or  other  property  of  the  said  corporation 
erected  for  the  use  of  said  bridge,  or  the  persons  employed  in  conduct- 
ing the  business  thereof,  or  shall  wilfully  deform  or  destroy  the  letters 
or  figures  in  any  list  of  the  rates  of  lolls,  affixed  in  any  place  for  the 
information  of  passengers,  or  who  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously  obstruct 
or  impede  the  passage  on  or  over  the  said  bridge,  or  any  par;  or  parts 
thereof,  he,  she  or  they  so  offending  shall  each  of  them  forfeit  and  pay 
for  every  such  offence  to  the  said  corporation  the  sum  of  twenty  dol- 
lars, to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or 
alderman,  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  recoverable;  and  he,  shu'  or  they 
so  offending  shall  remain  liable  to  actions  at  the  suit  of  said  corporation 
for  such  wrongs,  if  tlie  said  sum  or  sums  herein  mentioned  be  not  suffi- 
cient to  repair  and  satisfy  said  damages  :  Provided  always.  That  no 
such  suit  shall  be  brought  unless  within  thirty  days  after  sucli  offence 
shall  have  been  committed;  and  the  judgment  of  the  said  justice  or 
alderman  shall  be  liable  to  reversal  as  provided  for  in  similar  cases  by 
law. 

Section  15.  If  the  president,  managers  and  company  for  erecting 
the  bridge  aforesaid,  shall  not  proceed  to  carry  on  the  said  wom  within 
the  space  of  three  years  from  the  passing  of  this  act,  and  3!iall  not 
within  the  space  of  six  years  from  the  passing  thereof  coaijilete  the 
same,  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  to  said  comp,  ;iy  shall 
revert  to  the  commonwealth.

To  extend  the  charier  of  the  Farmers'  Bank  of  Bucks  County. 

Section  1,   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepreseyita- 
tives  of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  charter  of  the  Farmers'  Bank  of  Bucks  Count}'-  shall  be  and  the  same  Charter  extended 
is  hereby  extended  and  continued,  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  busi-  for  the  term  of 
ness  of  banking,  at  its  present  location,  for  the  term  of  fifteen  years  fifteen  years, 
from  the  expiration  of  the  present  charter,  with  the  capital  stock  as  at 
present  fixed  by  law,  subject  to  the  provisions  imposed  by  this  act,  and 
to  the  provisions  now  imposed  upon  the  said  bank  by  existing  general 
laws  of  this  commonwealth,  and  to  such  further  provisions  as  the  legis- 
lature may  hereafter  enact  for  the  general  regulation  of  banks  in  this 
commonwealth.

the  bank ;  and  in  addition  to  the  above  exhibit,  made  for  the  discount 
day  in  the  month  of  November  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  legislature, 
shall  be  accompanied  with  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  cashier  of  the 
said  bank,  setting  forth,  that  he  has  inspected  the  several  items  of  assets, 
or  the  evidence  thereof,  in  the  said  exhibit  referred  to,  as  far  as  is 
practicable,  and  that  he  has,  according  to  the  best  of  his  judgment  and 
ability,  valued  each  of  said  items  .of  assets  at  the  absolute  cash  price 
which  it  would  produce  at  the  time,  and  that  in  his  judgment  the  actual 
assets  of  the  bank  are  bona  fide  worth  the  amount  of  the  valuation  so 
made  by  him.

a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisonment  in  the  jail 
of  the  proper  county,  not  less  than  one  year. 

Section  14.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  make  or  declare 
any  dividend  to  the  stockholders  thereof,  except  from  profits  actually 
acquired  above  the  par  value  of  the  stock,  and  no  such  dividend  shall 
be  made  at  any  time  that  will  in  any  manner  impair  or  diminish  the 
capital  stock  of  said  bank. 

Section  15.  The  stockholders  of  the  said  Farmers'  Bank  of  Bucks 
County,  shall  be  jointly  liable  to  the  creditors  of  said  bank,  being  note 
holders,  in  their  individual  capacity,  for  the  amount  of  all  the  notes  issued, 
in  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  par  value  of  the  stock  owned  and  possess- 
ed by  them  respectively,  and  the  manner  of  enforcing  such  liability  shall 
be  as  follows  :  in  case  the  said  bank  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  any 
law  applicable  to  it,  so  as  to  forfeit  its  charier,  or  becomes  insolvent  and 
in  failing  circumstances  by  reason  of  the  mismanagement  of  its  affairs, 
and  is  compelled  to  make  an  assignment  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  or  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  twelfth  March,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-two,  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  re- 
sumption of  specie  payments  by  the  banks,"  the  assignees  so  appointed 
shall  proceed  to  make  a  fair  and  equitable  appraisement  of  the  assets  of 
the  said  bank  of  every  description,  at  their  cash  value,  and  also  to  make 
a  list  of  all  the  debts  due  by  the  said  bank ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  that 
the  assets  are  insufficient  to  redeem  the  notes  in  circulation,  the  stock- 
holders of  the  said  bank  shall  be  liable  for  such  deficiency  in  proportion 
to  the  respective  amounts  of  stock  held  by  each,  at  the  lime  such  assign- 
ment is  made  ;  Provided,  That  their  joint  liability  shall  in  no  case 
exceed  the  amount  of  the  par  value  of  their  stock. 

Section  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assignees  aforesaid  to  cause 
a  scire  facias, in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  to  be 
issued  by  the  prothonotary  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Bucks 
county,  against  all  the  stockholders  of  the  said  bank,  reciting  the  amount 
of  such  deficiency,  and  requiring  them  to  appear  at  the  next  court  of 
common  pleas  in  said  county,  and  show  cause  why  execution  should 
not  be  issued  against  them  for  such  amount ;  and  such  scire  facias  shall 
also  set  forth  the  proportions  due  from  each  of  the  said  stockholders  j 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  said  county  to  serve  the  said  writ 
upon  all  stockholders  named  in  said  writ  residing  within  his  bailiwick  ;

SEcmoN  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.

Section  2.  The  total  liabilities  of  the  said  bank,  exclusive  of  cap- 
ital slock,  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  three  times  the  amount  of  its 
capital  stock  paid  in  ;  nor  shall  the  debts  of  every  kind  due  and  to  become 
due  to  the  said  bank,  ever  an)ount  to  more  than  four  times  its  capital 
stock  paid  in;  and  the  said  bank  shall  neither  loan  nor  discount  when  its 
circulation  shall  be  equal,  for  thirty  consecutive  days,  to  three  times  the 
amount  of  specie,  and  notes  of  specie  payinjr  banks  in  its  possession 
belonging  to  said  bank,  and  any  balances  standing  to  the  credit  thereof, 
in  specie  paying  banks,  convertible  into  specie  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
said  bank. 

Section  3.  The  auditor  general  may  at  any  time  require  the  cashier 
of  the  said  bank,  to  state  and  return  on  his  oath,  the  amount  of  the  cir- 
culation of  the  said  bank  for  any  consecutive  period  of  thirty  days  which 
he  may  designate;  and  also  for  the  same  period,  the  amount  of  specie, 
and  the  notes  of  specie  paying  banks,  in  its  possession,  belonging  to  the 
said  bank,  and  the  balance  standing  toils  credit  in  specie  paying  banks, 
convertible  into  specie  at  the  pleasure  of  the  bank  ;  and  also  the  whole 
amount  of  its  liabilities  and  debts  due  and  to  become  due;  and  if  upon  the 
return  so  made,  it  shall  appear  that  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  second 
section  of  this  act  have  been  violated,  for  the  said  period  of  thirty 
days  so  designated  by  the  auditor  general,  he  shall  give  notice  thereof 
to  the  governor,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his  proclamation,  declaring 
the  charter  of  the  said  bank  to  be  forfeited. 

Section  4,  If  the  charter  of  the  said  bank  shall  be  forfeited,  in  man- 
ner provided  in  the  preceding  section,  after  proclamation  made  by  the 
governor,  then  the  directors  of  said  bank  shall  forthwith  make  and  execute 
an  assignment,  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  act  of  the  twelfth  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two,  entitled  "An  Act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  resumption  of  specie  payments,  and  for  other  purposes  ;" 
and  it  shall  thereupon  be  proceeded  in  the  manner  provided  in  that  act. 
If  the  directors  of  the  said  bank  should  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  the  as- 
signment provided  for  in  this  act,  they  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  in  any  criminal  court  in  the  commonwealth,  be 
imprisoned  in  the  jail  of  the  proper  county,  for  any  period  not  exceed- 
ing two  years,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  5.  If  any  president,  cashier,  or  any  other  officer  or  clerk 
of  the  said  bank,  shall  fraudulently  embezzle,  or  appropriate  to  his  own 
use,  or  to  the  use  of  any  other  person  or  persons,  any  money  or  other 
property  belonging  to  the  said  institution,  or  left  with  the  same  as  a 
special  deposit  or  otherwise,  he  or  they,  upon  conviction  of  such  offence, 
shall  be  fined  in  any  amount  not  less  than  the  sum  so  appropriated  or 
embezzled,  and  sentenced  to  undergo  imprisonment  in  one  of  the  state 
penitentiaries,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  be  kept  in  separate  and  solitary 
confinement,  at  labor,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  five  years  :  Providedy 
That  this  shall  not  prevent  any  person  or  persons  aggrieved  from  pur- 
suing his  or  their  civil  remedy  against  such  person  or  persons.

I.  DISTRICTS. 

Section  1.  Be  it  emicted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
a  system  of  common  schooi  education,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  deemed,  Common  school 
held  and  taken,  to  be  adopted  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  system  declared 
in  all  the  coinities  of  this  commonwealth,  and  every  township,  borough  ^'^^^  general. 
or  ward  in  this  commonwealth,  shall  constitute  and  be  a  school  district;  What  composes 
but  any  borough  which  is  or  may  be  connected  with  a  township  in  the  ^  school  dictrict.

Section  7.  If  any  person  duly  elected  a  school  director  shall  refuse 
to  attend  a  regular  meeting  of  the  proper  board,  after  having  received 
written  notice  from  the  secretary  to  appear  and  enter  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office;  or  if  any  person  having  taken  on  him  the  duties  of  his  office 
as  director  shall  neglect  to  attend  any  two  regular  meetings  of  the  board 
in  succession;  or  to  act  in  his  official  capacity  when  in  attendance,  the 
directors  present  shall  have  power  to  declare  his  seat  in  the  board  va- 
cant, and  to  appoint  another  in  his  stead  to  serve  until  the  next  regular 
election. 

Section  8.  If  all  the  members  of  any  board  of  directors  shall  refuse 
or  neglect  to  perform  their  duties,  by  levying  the  tax  required  by  law,

They  shall  either  themselves,  or  by  such  persons  as  they  may 
appoint  for  that  purpose,  examine  all  persons  who  may  apply  for  em- 
ployment as  teachers,  and  shall  give  to  each  teacher  found  qualified, 
and  of  good  moral  character,  a  certificate,  setting  forth  the  branches  of 
learning,  he  or  she  is  capable  of  teaching,  which  certificate  shall  be 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  acting  board  of  directors,  and  no  person 
shall  be  employed  as  a  teacher,  without  having  procured  such  certifi- 
cate, which  shall  be  renewed  annually. 

V.  They  shall  have  the  appointment  of  all  the  teachers  of  common 
schools  in  the  district ;  fix  the  amount  of  teachers'  salaries,  and  may 
dismiss  them  at  any  time  for  incompetency,  cruelty,  negligence  or  im- 
morality. 

VL  They  shall  determine  and  direct  what  branches  of  learning  shall 
be  taught,  and  what  books  shall  be  used  in  the  schools,  and  may  sus- 
pend or  expel  from  the  school  all  pupils  foimd  guilty  on  full  examina- 
tion and  hearing,  of  refractory  or  incorrigibly  bad  conduct. 

VII.  They  shall  pay  all  necessary  expenses  of  the  schools  by  drafts 
on  the  district  treasurer,  signed  by  the  president,  and  attested  by  the 
secretary  of  the  board,  the  same  being  entered  on  the  minutes. 

VIII.  They  shall  have  power  to  purchase  and  hold  such  real  and 
personal  property  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  establishment  and  sup- 
port  of  the  schools,  and  the  same  to  sell,  alien  and  dispose  of,  when  it 
shall  no  longer  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  in  all  cases 
where  real  estate  is  held  by  trustees  or  others,  for  the  general  use  of  a 
neighborhood,  as  a  school  house,  or  its  appendages,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  said  trustees  or  others,  or  the  survivor  or  survivors  of  them,  to 
convey  the  same  to  the  directors  of  the  proper  district;  and  thencefor- 
ward, the  directors  and  their  successors  shall  hold  the  said  property  for 
the  same  term,  and  for  the  same  uses,  for  which  it  was  originally 
granted  to  said  trustees  or  others. 

IX.  The  board  of  directors  of  any  district,  may  if  they  deem  it  expe- 
dient and  conducive  to  the  advantage  of  such  district,  annually,  appoint 
an  inspector  of  the  common  schools  thereof,  who  shall  attend  to  the 
visitation,  inspection  and  care  of  the  said  schools,  and  to  the  perform- 
ance of  such  other  duties  connected  therewith,  as  shall  be  assigned  him

IX.— THE  SUPERINTENDENT— HIS  POWERS  AND 
DUTIES. 

Section  31.  The  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  shall  be  superin- 
tendent of  the  common  schools,  and  shall  possess  and  exercise  the  fol- 
lowing powers  and  perform  the  following  duties  : 

I.  He  shall  decide  without  appeal  and  without  cost  to  the  parties,  all 
controversies  or  disputes  that  may  arise  or  exist  among  the  directors 
of  any  district;  between  directors  of  adjoining  districts;, between  sub- 
committees and  directors,  or  between  collectors  or  treasurers  and  direc- 
tors, concerning  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  the  facts  of  which 
controversies  or  disputes  shall  be  made  known  to  him  by  written  state- 
ments, by  the  parties  thereto,  acting  in  their  official  capacities,  verified 
by  oath  or  affirmation  if  required,  and  accompanied  by  certified  copies 
of  all  necessary  minutes,  contract*,  orders  or  other  documents. 

II.  He  shall  whenever  required  give  advice,  explanation,  construction 
or  information,  to  the  district  officers  and  to  citizens,  relative  to  the 
common  school  law;  the  duties  of  common  school  officers;  the  rights 
and  duties  of  parents,  guardians,  pupils,  and  all  others;  the  manage- 
ment of  the  schools,  and  all  other  questions  and  matters  calculated  to 
promote  the  cause  of  education. 

III.  He  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  state  treasurer  for  the  payment 
of  such  moneys  to  the  treasurers  of  the  several  school  districts  as  they 
may  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  state. 

IV.  He  shall  prepare  blank  forms  for  the  annual  district  reports,  with 
suitable  instructions,  and  forms  for  condtjcting  the  various  proceedings 
and  (leiails  of  the  system,  in  a  uniform  and  efficient  manner. 

V.  He  shall  prepare  and  submit  to  tlie  legislature  and  annual  report  j 
containing  a  full  account  of  the  condition  of  the  common  schools  in  the 
state;  the  expenditure  of  the  system  during  the  year;  estimates  of  the 
sums  requisite  for  the  ensuing  year;  the  whole  number  of  pupils;  the 
cost  of  teaching  each;  the  number  of  districts;  plans  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  system,  and  all  such  matters  relating  to  the  concerns  of 
common  schools  and  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  as  he  may  deem  it 
expedient  to  communicate. 

Section  32.  He  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  April,  transmit  to 
the  commissioners  of  each  county,  a  statement  of  the  amount  every 
district  therein  may  be  entitled  to  receive  out  of  the  annual  appropria- 
tion of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  the  commissioners  shall  im- 
mediately cause  such  statement  to  be  printed  three  times,  in  one  or  more 
newspapers  published  in  said  county.

If  any  president,  cashier,  or  any  other  officer  or  clerk  of  Embezzlement, 
the  said  bank,  shall  fraudulently  embezzle  or  appropriale  to  his  own  how  punished, 
use,  or  to  the  use  of  any  other  person  or  persons,-  any  money  or  other 
property  belonging  to  said  the  institution,  or  left  with  the  same  as  a  spe- 
cial deposit  or  otherwise,  he  or  they,  upon  conviction  of  such  offence, 
shall  be  fined  in  any  amount  not  less  than  the  sum  so  appropriated  or 
embezzled,  and  sentenced  to  undergo  imprisonment  in  one  of  the  state 
penitentiaries,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  be  kept  in  separate  and  solitary 
confinement,  at  labor,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  five  years:  Provided,  Proviso.

amount  of  prior  judgments,  mortgages  and  other  liens;  the  amount  of 
the  real  estate  held  and  owned  by  the  bank,  and  the  assessed  value  for 
the  preceding  year,  of  each  separate  piece  or  parcel  of  real  estate  owned 
by  the  bank,  and  its  location;  the  amount  due  from  other  banks  that  are 
solvent,  giving  the  name  of  each  bank  from  which  the  same  is  due, 
together  with  the  amount  so  due  by  each  one  of  said  banks  ;  the  amount 
due  from  insolvent  banks,  the  names  of  such  banks  and  the  amount  due 
from  each  one  ;  the  amount  of  public  and  corporate  stocks  and  loans  of 
the  bank,  the  nature  and  kind  of  loans  and  slocks,  designating  particu- 
larly in  what  companies  or  corporations  the  stocks  or  loans  are  held,  and 
the  amount  of  stocks  or  loans  of  each  company  or  corporation  so  held; 
the  amount  of  bonds  held,  designating  particularly  the  nature  and  char- 
acter of  the  bonds  held  and  against  whom,  or  what  the  amount  of  trea- 
sury notes;  the  amount  of  claims  against  individuals  or  corporations  that 
axe  disputed  or  in  controversy  ;  the  amount  of  all  other  debts  and  claims 
either  due  or  to  become  due,  and  the  value  of  any  other  property  of  the 
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bank,  as  the  same  stand  charged  on  the  books  or  otherwise ;  which  said

amount  due  to  banks  :  the  amount  due  to  individuals,  and  the  amount  of 
claims  against  the  bank  remaiiiing  in  controversy,  and  anj^  other  items 
of  indebtedness  or  liability,  not  embraced  in  the  foregoing  specifications. 
Section  8.  It  shall  moreover  be  the  duly  of  the  cashier,  in  preparing 
the  exhibits  required  in  the  preceding  section  of  this  act,  for  the  month 
of  November  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  legislature,  to  state  in  regard 
to  each  item  and  sub-division  of  the  assets  of  the  bank,  what  is  in 
the  judgment  and  ability  of  said  cashier,  the  actual  marketable  cash 
value  of  each  item  of  the  same,  and  the  amount  of  current  notes  of  other 
banks  on  hand  at  the  time  the  exhibit  is  made  out ;  also  the  amount  of 
uncurrent  notes  held  by  the  bank. 

Section  9.  The  exhibit,  agreeably  to  the  seventh  and  eighth  sections 
of  this  act,  shall  be  verified  and  accompanied  with  the  oath  or  aflfinna- 
tion  of  the  cashier  of  the  said  bank,  duly  attested  before  some  officer 
authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  to  the  following  effect,  namely: 
that  he,  the  said  cashier,  has  carefully  examined  the  books  and  muni- 
ments of  the  bank,  and  has  compared  the  same  with  the  said  exhibit,  as 
far  as  it  is  practicable,  and  that  he  verily  believes  that  the  said  exhibit  or 
statement  presents  a  true,  fair  and  full  view  of  the  actual  condition  of 
the  bank  ;  and  in  addition  to  the  above  exhibit,  made  for  the  discount 
day  in  the  month  of  November  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  legislature, 
shall  be  accompanied  with  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  cashier  of  the 
said  bank,  setting  forth,  that  he  has  inspected  the  several  items  of  assets, 
or  the  evidence  thereof,  in  the  said  exhibit  referred  to,  as  far  as  is 
practicable,  and  that  he  has,  according  to  the  best  of  his  judgment  and 
ability,  valued  each  of  said  items  of  assets  at  the  absolute  cash  price 
which  it  would  produce  at  the  time,  and  that  in  his  judgment  the  actual 
assets  of  the  bank  are  bona  fide  worth  the  amount  of  the  valuation  so 
made  by  him. 

Section  10.  The  president,  directors,  cashier  and  other  officers  of 
the  said  bank,  and  of  every  other  bank  hereafter  chartered,  shall  before 
they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  several  offices  and  stations,  severally 
take  an  oath,  to  be  administered  by  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to 
administer  oaths,  to  observe  faithfully  and  honestly  the  provisions  of 
the  several  acts  of  assembly  applicable  to  the  bank  of  which  they  are 
directors  or  officers,  or  in  which  they  hold  stations ;  and  that  they  and 
each  of  them  during  their  continuance  in  office  will  not  knowingly  vio- 
late or  sanction,  or  willingly  permit  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  law 
governing  their  charier  to  be  violated  ;  the  said  oath  so  to  be  taken  shall 
be  subscribed  and  immediately  delivered  to  the  auditor  general,  to  be 
filed  in  his  office.

If  the  amount  assessed  on  the  shares  of  any  stockholder, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  last  section,  shall  not  be  collected  from  such 
stockholder  by  reason  of  his  insolvency  or  his  absence  from  this  state, 
the  sum  remaining  due  on  such  assessment  shall  be  recoverable  against 
the  person  from  whom  the  delinquent  stockholder,  at  any  time  within 
one  year  previous  to  the  assignment  of  the  said  bank,  shall  have  re- 
ceived a  transfer  of  the  shares,  or  any  portion  of  the  shares  then  held 
by  him  ;  and  any  person  having  made  such  transfer,  being  made  a  parly 
by  an  alias  writ  of  scire  facias,  shall  be  liable  in  the  same  manner  and 
for  the  same  proportion  that  he  would  have  been  liable  had  he  continued 
to  hold  the  shares  so  transferred  :  Provided,  That  any  person  having 
made  an  assignment  or  transfer  of  his  or  her  stock  in  said  bank,  may 
discharge  himself  or  herself  from  liability  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  by  showing  that  the  transactions  or  loans  which  caused  the 
insolvency  of  said  bank,  were  made  after  such  assignment  or  transfer, 
or  such  part  thereof  as  he  or  she  may  show  accrued  after  such  transfer 
or  assignment. 

Section  19.  Every  individual  who  owned  stock  in  his  own  name, 
or  in  the  name  of  any  other  person  or  persons,  at  the  time  of  such 
assignment,  shall  be  deemed  liable  for  his  or  her  proportions,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act;  but  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  stockholder 
of  the  said  bank,  either  before  or  after  process  shall  have  issued,  to 
pay  his  or  her  proportionable  share  of  liability  to  the  assignees,  and 
receive  a  full  discharge  from  them ;  and  the  process  shall  be  proceeded 
in  only  against  the  other  stockholders  that  are  liable. 

Section  20.  The  term  stockholder,  as  used  in  the  preceding  sections 
of  this  act,  shall  extend  to  every  equitable  owner  of  stock  appearing  on 
the  books  of  the  said  bank  at  the  lime  of  its  insolvency,  in  the  name  of 
another  person,  and  to  every  person  who  shall  have  advanced  the  in- 
stalment or  purchase  money  of  any  shares  of  stock  standing  in  the  name 
of  any  of  his  children  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years;  but  no 
trustee  appointed  by  a  last  will  and  testament,  or  by  a  court  of  compe- 
tent authority,  and  no  legal  or  equitable  owner  of  stock  under  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  shall  be  individually  liable  on  account  of  the 
shares  so  held. 

Section  21.  The  several  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  fourteenth  June, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  entitled  "An  Act  relating  to 
assignees  for  the  benefit  of  creditors  and  other  trustees,"  shall  be  held  to 
apply  to  all  assignments  made  by  the  said  bank,  and  the  courts  shall 
exercise  all  the  powers  therein  given,  in  addition  to  the  authority  con- 
ferred by  this  act,  to  compel  a  settlement  of  the  accounts  of  the  as- 
signees, and  to  do  any  other  act  necessary  and  proper  to  accomplish 
the  purposes  of  the  trust,  and  to  compel  the  distribution  of  the  moneys 
and  assets  in  the  hands  or  power  of  the  said  assignees,  amongst  the 
creditors  entitled  according  to  the  just  proportion  due  to  each  as  herein- 
after provided.

Greenvilk  plank  road  company,"  with  power  to  construct  a  plank  road 
from  Meadville,  Crawford  county,  to  Greenville,  Mercer  county,  by 
the  nearest  and  best  route  or  routes,  as  the  stockholders  or  directors  may 
determine  upon,  subject  to  all  the  provisions  and  restrictions  of  an  act 

re-  regulating  turnpike  and  plank  road  companies,  passed  the  twenty-sixth 
day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  excepting 
that  portion  of  the  thirteenth  section  of  said  act  relating  to  tolls,  which 
discriminaies  in  favor  of  wheels  of  the  width  of  four  inches  and  up- 
wards; and  the  company  hereby  incorporated,  shall  have  power  to 
regulate  their  tolls  witliin  the  limits  prescribed  by  the  said  thirteenth 
section,  without  reference  to  the  width  of  wheels  in  any  case. 

Section  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of 
one  thousand  shares,  at  twenty-five  dollars  per  share  :  Provided,  That 
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said  company  may  from  time  to  time,  by  a  vote  of  the  stockholders,  at  a 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  increase  their  capital  stock  so  much  as 
in  their  opinion  may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  road  or  Aads,  and  to 
carry  out  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  vhis  act. 

Section  3.   That  if  said  company  shall  not  commence  the  construe-  Commencement 
tion  of  their  road  within  three  years  after  the  granting  of  this  charter,  and  and  completion  of 
complete  the  same  within  seven  years  thereafter,  this  act  shall  be  null  and  road, 
void,  except  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  necessary  to  wind  up  the  affairs 
and  pay  the  debts  of  said  company.

For  extending  the  charter  of  the  Farmers'  and  Drovers'  Bank  of  Waynesburg. 

Section  L   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  charter  of  the  Farmers'  and  Drovers'  Bank  of  Waynesburg  shall  be  Charter  extended 
and  the  same  is  hereby  extended  and  continued  for  the  purpose  of  trans-  JPJ"       ^^"^"^  °^ 
acting  the  business  of  banking  at  its  present  location,  for  the  term  of  7  a  s. 

fifteen  years,  from  the  expiration  of  the  present  charter,  with  the  capital 
stock  as  at  present  fixed  by  law,  subject  to  the  provisions  imposed  by 
this  act,  and  to  the  provisions  now  imposed  upon  the  said  bank,  by 
existing  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  and  to  such  further  provisions  as 
the  legislature  may  hereafter  enact  for  the  general  regulation  of  banks 
in  this  commonwealth. 

Section  2.   The  total  liabilities  of  the  said  bank,  exclusive  of  its  cap-  rp^f^]  liabilities 
ital  stock,  shall  not  at  an)'^  time  exceed  three  times  the  amount  of  its  not  to  exceed 
capital  stock  paid  in ;  nor  shall  the  debts  of  every  kind  due  and  to  become  three  times  the 
due  to  the  said  bank,  ever  amount  to  more  than  four  times  its  capital  amount  of  its 
stock  paid  in  ;  and  the  said  bank  shall  neiiher  loan  nor  discount  when  its  pap''al  stock  paid 
circulation  shall  be  equal,  for  thirty  consecutive  days,  to  three  times  the  '"' 
amount  of  specie,  and  notes  of  specie  paying  banks  in  its  possession 
belonging  to  said  bank,  and  any  balances  standing  to  the  credit  thereof,. 
in  specie  paying  banks,  convertible  into  specie  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
said  bank. 

Section  3.   The  auditor  general  may  at  any  time  require  the  cashier  Auditor  general 
of  the  said  bank,  to  state  and  return  on  his  oath,  the  amount  of  the  cir-  maj  at  any  time 
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dilation  of  said  bank  for  any  consecutive  period  of  thirty  days  in  the 
current  year^vhich  he  may  designate;  and  also  for  the  same  period,  the 
amount  of  specie,  and  the  notes  of  specie  paying  banks,  in  its  posses- 
sion, belonging  to  the  said  bank,  and  the  balance  standing  to  its  credit 
in  specie  paying  banks,  convertible  into  specie  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
bank  ;  and  also  the  whole  amount  of  its  liabilities  and  debts  due  and  to 
become  due ;  and  if  upon  the  return  so  made,  it  shall  appear  that  any  of 
the  provisions  of  the  second  section  of  this  act  have  been  violated,  for 
the  said  period  of  thirty  days  so  designated  by  the  auditor  general,  he 
shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  governor,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his 
proclamation,  declaring  the  charter  of  the  said  bank  to  be  forfeited. 

Section  4.  If  the  charter  of  the  said  bank  shall  be  forfeited,  in  man- 
ner provided  in  the  preceding  section,  after  proclamation  made  by  the 
governor,  then  the  directors  of  said  bank  shall  forthwith  make  and  execute 
an  assignment,  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  act  of  the  twelfth  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two,  entitled  "An  Act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  resumption  of  specie  payments,  and  for  other  purposes;'* 
and  it  shall  thereupon  be  proceeded  in  the  manner  provided  in  that  acL 
If  the  directors  of  the  said  bank  should  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  the  as- 
signment provided  for  in  this  act,  each  and  every  one  of  the  directors 
so^neglecting  or  refusing,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  in  any  criminal  court  in  the  commonwealth,  be  imprisoned 
in  the  jail  of  the  proper  county,  for  any  period  not  exceeding  two  years, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  5.  If  any  president,  cashier,  or  any  other  officer  or  clerk 
of  the  said  bank,  shall  fraudulently  embezzle,  or  appropriate  to  his  own 
use,  or  to  the  use  of  any  other  person  or  persons,  any  money  or  other 
property  belonging  to  said  institution,  or  left  with  the  same  as  a  spe- 
cial deposit  or  otherwise,  he  or  they,  upon  conviction  of  sucli  offence, 
shall  be  fined  in  any  amount  not  less  than  the  sum  so  appropriated  or 
embezzled,  and  sentenced  to  undergo  imprisonment  in  one  of  the  state 
penitentiaries,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  be  kept  in  separate  and  solitary 
confinement,  at  labor,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  five  years  :  Provided^ 
That  this  shall  not  prevent  any  person  or  persons  aggrieved  from  pur- 
suing his,  her  or  their  civil  remedy  against  such  person  or  persons. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  duty  of  the  auditor  general  to  require  the 
said  bank,  on  some  discount  day  to  be  designated  by  him,  in  every 
quarter  of  the  then  current  year,  one  of  which  shall  be  in  the  month  of 
November,  to  make  and  return  to  him  the  exhibits  hereinafter  provided 
for;  which  exhibits  the  auditor  general  shall  prepare  in  tabular  form,  and 
communicate  the  same  to  both  branches  of  the  legislature,  within  ten 
days  after  their  meeting  :  Provided,  That  the  first  section  of  the  act 
approved  the  first  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six, 
entitled  '•'  An  Act  requiring  the  banks  of  this  commonwealth  to  make 
quarterly  statements  to  the  auditor  general,"  shall  not  be  made  applicable 
to  this  bank. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  cashier  of  the  said  bank,  for 
the  time  being,  to  prepare,  upon  the  requisition  of  the  auditor  general, 
a  just  and  futl  exhibit  of  the  aff'airs  and  condition  of  the  said  bank, 
on  at  least  four  diff'erent  discount  days  of  the  then  current  year,  to  be 
designated  by  the  auditor  general,  one  of  which  shall  be  in  the  month  of 
Nov'ember,  so  as  to  exhibit  the  entire  amount  of  the  assets  of  the  bank, 
and  every  item  thereof  under  separate  heads,  and  also,  the  entire  amount 
of  the  indebtedness  and  liabilities  of  the  said  bank,  and  every  item 
thereof  under  separate  heads,  setting  forth  on  the  one  side  particularly, 
so  as  to  give  a  full  and  proper  view  of  all  the  assets  belonging  to  the 
said  bank  :  first,  tlie  amount  of  gold  and  silver  in  the  vaults  of  the 
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bank  ;  the  amount  of  current  notes,  checks  and  bills  of  other  banks  ; 
the  amount  of  uncurrent  notes,  checks  and  bills  of  other  banks ;  the 
amount  of  any  other  obligations  of  other  banks;  the  amount  of  bills 
and  notes  discounted,  designating  the  amount  under  protest ;  the  amount 
of  the  mortgages  of  the  bank,  and  the  assessed  value  for  the  preceding 
year,  of  the  real  estate  bound  by  such  mortgages;  the  amount  of  prior 
mortgages,  judgments  and  other  liens ;  the  amount  of  judgments  held 
by  the  bank,  and  the  assessed  value  for  the  preceding  year,  of  the  real 
estate  bound  by  such  judgments  ;  the  amount  of  prior  judgments,  mort- 
gages and  other  liens  ;  the  amount  of  the  real  estate  held  and  owned  by 
the  bank,  and  the  assessed  value  for  the  preceding  year,  of  each  sepa- 
rate piece  or  parcel  of  real  estate  owned  by  the  bank,  and  its  location  ; 
the  amount  due  from  other  banks  that  are  solvent,  giving  the  name  of 
each  bank  from  which  the  same  is  due,  together  with  the  amount  so  due 
by  each  one  of  said  banks;  the  amount  due  from  insolvent  banks,  the 
names  of  such  banks  and  the  amount  due  from  each  one  ;  the  amount 
of  public  and  corporate  stocks  and  loans,  the  nature  and  kind  of  loans 
and  stocks,  designating  particularly  in  what  companies  or  corporations 
the  stocks  or  loans  are  held,  and  the  amount  of  stocks  or  loans  of  each 
company  or  corporation  so  held  ;  the  amount  of  bonds  held,  designating 
particularly  the  nature  and  character  of  the  bonds  held;  the  amount  of 
treasury  notes;  theamountof  claims  against  individuals  or  corporations 
that  are  disputed  or  in  controversy  ;  the  amount  of  all  other  debts  and 
claims  either  due  or  to  become  due,  and  the  value  of  any  other  pro- 
perty of  the  bank,  as  the  same  stands  charged  on  the  books  or  other- 
wise ;  which  said  exhibit  shall  also  set  forth  on  the  other  side,  the  debts 
and  liabilities  of  the  bank  on  the  discount  days  designated  by  the  audi- 
tor general,  specifying  separately,  under  distinct  heads,  the  various  kinds 
of  liability  and  indebtedness  ;  the  amount  of  capital  stock  actually  paid 
in;  the  amount  of  the  circulation;  the  amount  of  deposits,  certificates 
of  deposits;  the  amount  due  the  commonwealth;  the  amount  due  to 
corporations;  the  amount  due  to  banks;  the  amount  due  to  individuals, 
and  the  amount  of  claims  against  the  bank  remaining  in  controversy, 
and  any  other  items  of  indebtedness  or  liability,  not  embraced  in  the 
foregoing  specifications. 

Section  8.  It  shall  moreover  be  the  duty  of  the  cashier,  in  prepar-  Further  duty  of 
ing  the  exhibit  required    in  the   preceding  section  of  this  act,  for  the  cashier  in  prepar- 
month  of  November  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  legislature,  to  slate  ing  exhibit, 
in  regard  to  each  item  and  sub-division  of  the  assets  of  the  bank,  what 
is  in  the  judgment  and  ability  of  the  said  cashier  the  actual  maiketable 
cash  value  of  each  item  of  the  same;  and  the  amount  of  current  notes  of 
other  banks  on  hand  at  the  time  the  exhibit  is  made  out,  also  the  amount 
of  uncurrent  notes  held  by  the  bank. 

Section  9.   The  exhibit,  agreeably  to  seventh  and  eighth  sections  Exhibit  to  be 
of  this  act,  shall  be  verified  and  accompanied  with  the  oath  or  aflRrma-  verified  by  oath 
tion  of  the  cashier  of  the  said  bank,  duly  attested  before  some  officer  or  atBrmation. 
authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  to  the  following  effect,  namely  : 
that  he.  the  said  cashier,  has  carefully  examined  the  books  and  muni- 
ments of  the  bank,  and  has  compared  the  same  with  the  said  exhibit, 
as  far  as  is  practicable,  and  that  he  verily  believes  the  said  exhibit  or 
statement  presents  a  fair,  true  and  full  view  of  the  actual  condition  of 
the  bank ;  and  in  addition  to  the  above  exhibit  made  for  the  discount 
day  in  the  month  of  November  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  legisla- 
ture, shall  be  accompanied  with  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  cashier  of 
the  said  bank,  setting  forth  that  he  has  inspected  the  several  items  of 
assets,  or  the  evidence  thereof,  in  the  said  exhibit  referred  to,  as  far  as 
is  practicable,  and  that  he  has  according  to  the  best  of  his  judgment  and 
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ability,  valued  each  of  said  items  of  assets  at  the  absolute  cash  price 
which  it  would  produce  at  the  time,  and  that  in  his  judgment  the  actual 
assets  of  the  bank  are  intrinsically  worth  the  amount  of  the  valuation  so 
made  by  him. 

Section  10.  The  president,  directors,  cashier  and  other  officers  of 
the  said  bank,  and  of  every  other  bank  hereafter  chartered,  shall  before 
they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  several  offices  and  stations,  severally 
take  an  oath,  to  be  administered  by  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to 
administer  oaths,  to  observe  faithfully  and  honestly  the  provisions  of 
the  several  acts  of  assembly  applicable  to  the  bank  of  which  they  are 
directors  or  officers,  or  in  which  they  hold  stations;  and  that  they  and 
each  of  them  during  their  continuance  in  office  will  not  knowingly  vio- 
late or  sanction,  or  willingly  permit  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  law 
governing  their  charter  to  be  violated  5  the  said  oath  so  to  be  taken  shall 
be  subscribed  and  immediately  delivered  to  the  auditor  general,  to  be 
filed  in  his  office. 

Section  U  .  If  any  president,  director,  cashier  or  other  officer  of  the 
said  bank,  or  of  any  other  bank  hereafter  chartered,  shall  after  having 
taken  and  subscribed  the  oath  required  by  this  act,  wilfully  violate  any 
provision  of  any  act  of  assembly  applicable  to  the  bank  of  which  he 
is  an  officer,  he  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  to  have  committed  wilful 
and  corrupt  perjury;  and  upon  conviction  in  any  criminal  court  in  this 
commonwealth,  hetshall  suffer  such  punishment  as  is  inflicted  by  the 
laws  of  this  commonwealth  on  any  person  guilty  of  the  crime  of  per- 
jury. 

Section  12.  That  the  said  bank  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the 
commonwealtli,' within  three  months  after  the  expiration  of  its  present 
charter,  two  per  centum  upon  the  whole  amount  of  the  capital  stock 
thereof. 

Section  13.  Neither  the  said  Farmers'  and  Drovers'  Bank,  nor 
any  other  bank  hereafter  chartered,  shall  issue  and  put  in  circulation 
any  bill  or  note  of  said  bank,  payable  at  any  other  place  than  at  said 
bank,  nor  otherwise  than  payable  on  demand,  nor  of  a  denomination 
less  than  five  dollars ;  and  any  violation  of  this  section  by  any  offi- 
cer or  officers  of  said  bank  or  banks  shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  punish- 
able upon  conviction,  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars, 
and  imprisonment  in  the  jail  of  the  proper  county,  not  less  than  one 
year. 

Section  14.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  make  or  declare 
any  dividend  to  the  stockholders  thereof,  except  from  profits  actually 
acquired  above  the  par  value  of  the  stock,  and  no  such  dividend  shall 
be  made  at  any  time  that  will  in  any  manner  impair  or  diminish  the 
capital  stock  of  said  bank. 

Section  15.  If  the  said  bank  shall  at  any  time  fail  or  refuse  to  re- 
deem its  notes  and  pay  its  liabilities  in  gold  and  silver  coin,  upon  demand 
being  made  at  the  banking  house  of  said  bank  during  banking  hours, 
such  failure  or  refusal  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be  an  absolute  for- 
feiture of  the  charter  of  said  bank. 

Section  16.  The  stockholders  of  the  said  Farmers'  and  Drovers' 
Bank  of  Waynesburg,  shall  be  jointly  liable  to  the  creditors  of  said 
bank,  being  note  holders,  in  their  individual  capacity,  for  the  ainount  of 
all  the  notes  issued,  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  par  value  of  the 
stock  owned  and  possessed  by  them  respectively  ;  and  the  manner  of 
enforcing  such  liability  shall  be  as  follows :  in  case  the  said  bank  shall 
violate  the  provisioas  of  any  law  applicable  to  it,  so  as  to  forfeit  its 
charter,  or  becomes  insolvent  and  in  failing  circumstances  by  reason  of 
the  mismanagement  of  its  affairs,  and  is  compelled  to  make  an  assign- 
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ment  unJer  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  under  the  provisions  of  the  act 
of  twelfth  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two,  entitled 
"An  Act  to  provide  for  the  resuniption  of  specie  payments  by  the 
banks,"  the  assignees  so  appointed,  shall  proceed  to  make  a  fair  and 
equitable  appraisement  of  the  assets  of  the  said  bank  of  every  descrip- 
tion, at  their  cash  value;  and  also  to  make  a  list  of  all  the  debts  due  by 
the  said  bank  ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  assets  are  insufficient  to 
redeem  the  notes  in  circulation,  the  stockholders  of  the  said  bank  shall 
be  liable  to  make  such  deficiency  in  proportion  to  the  respective  amounts 
of  stock  held  by  each  at  the  time  such  assignment  is  made  :  Provided,  Proviso. 
That  their  joint  liability  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  amount  of  the  par 
value  of  their  stock. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  4he  assignees  aforesaid,  to  cause  Assignees,  duty 
a  scire  facias,  in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  to  of. 
be  issued  by  the  prothonotary  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Greene 
county,  against  all  the  stockholders  of  the  said  bank,  reciting  the  amount 
of  such  deficiency,  and  requiring  them  to  appear  at  the  next  court  of 
common  pleas  in  said  county,  and  show  cause  why  execution  should 
not  be  issued  against  them  for  such  amount ;  and  such  scire  facias  shall 
also  set  forth  the  proportions  due  from  each  of  the  said  stockholders ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  said  county  to  serve  the  said

Section  20.  Every  individual  who  owned  stock  in  his  or  her  own  for  their  propor-

The  term  stockholder,  as  used  in  the  preceding  sections 
of  this  act,  shall  extend  to  every  equitable  owner  of  stock  appearing  on 
the  books  of  the  said  bank  at  the  time  of  its  insolvency,  in  the  name  of 
another  person,  and  to  every  person  who  shall  have  advanced  the  instal- 
ment or  purchase  money  of  any  shares  of  stock  standing  in  the  name 
of  any  of  his  children,  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years ;  but  no 
trustee  appointed  by  a  last  will  and  testament,  or  by  a  court  of  compe- 
tent authority,  and  no  legal  or  equitable  owner  of  stock  under  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  shall  be  individually  liable  on  account  of  the 
shares  so  held. 

The  several  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  fourteenth  June, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  entitled  "An  Art  relating 
to  assignees  for  the  benefit  of  creditors  and  other  trustees,"  shall  be  held 
to  apply  to  all  assignments  made  by  the  said  bank,  and  the  com  is  shall 
exercise  all  the  powers  therein  given,  in  addition  to  the  authority  con- 
ferred by  this  act,  to  compel  a  settlement  of  the  accounts  of  the  assig- 
nees, and  to  do  any  other  act  necessary  and  proper  to  accomplish  the 
purposes  of  the  trust,  and  to  compel  the  distribution  of  the  moneys  and 
assets  in  the  hands  or  power  of  the  said  assignees,  amongst  the  creditors 
entitled  according  to  the  just  proportion  due  to  each,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

Section  23.  The  said  assignees  shall  pay  out  of  the  assets  and  pro- 
perty of  the  said  bank,  in  case  of  an  assignment,  the  debts  and  liabili- 
ties in  the  following  order  : 

First,  note  holders. 

Second,  depositors. 

Third,  all  other  creditors,  except  stockholders  who  shall  be  last  paid. 

Section  24.  If  the  insolvency  of  the  said  bank  be  wilfully  fraudu- 
lent, the  directors  of  the  said  bank,  by  whose  acts  or  omissions  the 
insolvency  was  in  whole  or  in  part  occasioned,  and  whether  then  in 
office  or  not,  shall  each  be  liable  to  the  stockholders  of  the  said  bank, 
for  his  proportional  share  of  their  respective  losses,  the  propor:ion  to  be 
ascertained  by  dividing  the  whole  loss  amongst  the  whole  number  of 
directors  liable  for  its  re-imbursement. 

Section  25.  Every  insolvency  of  said  bank  shall  be  deemed  fraudu- 
lent, unless  its  afl^airs  shall  appear  on  investigation  to  have  been  fairly 
and  legally  administered,  and  generally  with  the  same  care  and  diligence 
that  agents  receiving  a  compensation  for  tlieir  services  are  bound  bylaw 
to  observe.

VII.  An  accurate  list  of  the  names  and  residences,  and  the  amount  of 
stock  held  by  each  stockholder  in  said  bank,  at  the  time  of  the  said 
assignment.

John  N.  Lane,  David  Longeraaker,  Christian 
Bachman,  David  Cockly,  John  Christ,  Alexander  L.  Hays,  esquire, 
John  ReyHolds,  doctor  E.  Parry,  Charles  Hager,  of  Lancaster  county, 
or  any  five  of  them  are  iiereby  appointed  commissioners  to  do  and  per- 
form the  several  things  hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say  :  Th«y  shall

on ;  whereupon  the  governor  shall,  by  letters  patent  under  his  hand  and  Letters  patent, 
the  seal  of  the  commonwealth,  create  and  erect  the  subscfibers,  and  if 
the  subscription  be  not  full  at  the  time,  then  also  those  who  shall  there- 
after subscribe,  to  the  number  of  shares  as  aforesaid,  into  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "TheStjle. 
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Lancaster  gas  company,"  and  by  the  same  name  the  subscribers  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded  in  all  courts  of  record  and  elsewhere,  and  by  the  said  name  the 
said  corporation  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  manufacture  and  sell 
gas  to  be  made  of  bituminous  coal  or  other  materials,  for  the  purpose 
of  lighting  the  streets,  buildings,  manufactories  and  other  places  in  the 
city  of  Lancaster,  and  to  purchase,  have,  hold,  receive  and  enjoy  to 
them  and  their  successors  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  goods, 
chatties  and  all  estate,  real  and  personal  or  mixed,  of  what  kind  or 
quality  soever,  and  the  same  from  time  to  time  to  sell,  mortgage,  grant, 
alien  or  dispose  of,  and  to  make  dividends  of  such  portions  of  the 
profits  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  also  to  make  and  have  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure ;  and  also  to 
ordain,  establish  and  put  in  execution  such  by-laws,  ordinances  and 
regulations  as  shall  appear  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  government 
of  the  said  corporation,  not  being  contrary  to  the  constituiion  and  laws 
of  the  United  States  or  of  this  commonwealth,  and  generally  to  do  all 
and  singular  the  matters  and  things  which  to  them  it  shall  lawfully  ap- 
pertain to  do,  for  the  well  being  of  the  said  corporation:  Provided^ 
That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  considered  as  in  any  way  giving 
to  the  said  corporation  any  banking  privileges  whatsoever,  or  any  other

That  the  president  and  managers  shall  meet  at  such 
times  and  places  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws,  and  when  met.  three 
shall  form  a  quorum,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  president,  a  chairman 
may  be  chosen  of  this  number  met;  and  all  their  transactions  as  well  as 
every  matter  or  thing  relating  to  the  affairs  of  said  company,  shall  be 
entered  in  a  book  or  books,  to  be  kept  for  such  purpose,  and  a  quorum 
being  formed,  they  shall  have  full  power  to  contract  with  and  employ, 
engineers,  artists,  and  such  workmen  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to 
carry  on  and  complete  the  works,  as  well  as  to  uphold,  "alter,  or  repair 
the  same;  and  also  fix  the  times  and  manner,  and  in  what  proportion 
the  stockholders  shall  pay  the  moneys,  yet  to  pay  on  their  respective 
shares,  and  to  draw  on  the  treasurer  for  all  moneys  that  may  be  neces- 
sary, and  required  to  carry  into  full  effect  this  act,  or  that  may  be 
required  by  their  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations;  and  generally  to  do 
all  such  other  matters  and  things  as  by  this  act,  or  their  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  they  shall  be  authorized  to  do;  and  may  also  borrow  money 
if  necessary,  on  the  credit  and  security  of  the  corporation,  so  that  the 
amount  so  borrowed  do  not  at  any  time  exceed  three  thousand  dollars. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  managers,  as 
soon  as  may  be  after  they  shall  be  organized,  to  proceed  to  bring  and

town  council  occasioned  by  death,  resignation,  refusal  to  act.  or  removal 
from  tlie  borough  of  any  of  the  members  thereof,  the  council  may  at 
the  next  stated  meeting,  or  any  subsequent  stated  meeting  thereafter, 
fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  by  the  election  of  any  qualified  citizen 
or  citizens  by  ballot,  and  the  person  or  persons  so  elected  by  the  coun- 
cil as  aforesaid  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies,  shull  remain  in  office 
until  the  next  annual  election  for  borough  officers,  when  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  said  borough  shall  elect  a  suflicienl  number  of  citizens 
qualified  as  in  this  act  before  directed,  for  the  unexpired  terms  of  such 
members  whose  places  were  thus  supplied  by  an  election  of  the  council. 

Section  4.  'i'hat  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  burgess 
and  council  duly  elected  as  aforesaid,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  one 
body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  '"The  corporation 
of  the  borough  of  Minersville,"  and  by  the  same  name  «hall  have  per- 
petual succession,  and  by  such  name  shall  at  all  limes  forever  be  able 
and  capable  in  law  to  have,  purchase,  acquire,  receive,  hold,  possess 
and  enjoy  lands,  tenements,  rents,  hereditaments,  liberties,  franchises 
and  jurisdiction,  goods,  chattels  and  effects  to  them  and  their  successors 
forever,  in  fee  simple  or  for  any  other  less  estate,  and  the  same  lands,  tene- 
ments, hereditaments,  goods,  chattels  and  effects,  by  such  name  to  grant, 
bargain,  sell,  alien,  convey,  mortgage,  pledge,  charge  and  emcumber 
or  demise  a'ld  dispose  of  at  their  will  and  pleasure;  and  by  the  same 
name  shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  or  in  equity  to  sue  or  be  sued, 
plead  or  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  defend  and  be 
defended  in  all  courts  of  record  and  elsewhere,  in  all  manner  of  suilg, 
actions,  complaints,  pleas,  causes,  bills,  answers,  matters  and  things 
that  to  the  said  borough  as  a  body  politic  in  law  and  in  fact,  shall  and 
may  appertain,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  have  and  use  one  common 
seal,  and  the  same  from  time  to  time  may  change,  alter,  deface  and 
make  anew. 

Section  5.  That  if  any  person  duly  elected  chief  burgess,  or  mem- 
ber of  the  town  council,  or  appointed  or  elected  town  clerk,  street  com- 
missioner, high  constable,  or  other  officer,  and  having  received  notice 
thereof,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  take  upon  him  the  duties  of  the  said 
office,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  discharge  the  same,  after  having 
taken  upon  himself  the  duties  of  the  said  office,  every  person  so  refus-

the  same  forthwith  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  borough.

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly

of  this  act,  for  which  service  the  said  appraisers  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  fifty  cents  each,  to  be  charged  as  part  of  the  costs  of  the  pro- 
ceedings; and  property  thus  chosen  and  appraised,  to  the  value  of  three 
hundred  dollars,  shall  be  exempt  from  levy  and  sale  on  the  said  execution 
or  warrant,  excepting  warrants  for  the  collection  of  taxes.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commomoeallh  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
all  those  parts  of  Beaver  and  Mercer  counties  within  the  following 
boundaries,  to  wit:  beginning  at  a  potit  on  tlie  line  between  Butler  and  Boundaries. 
Mercer  counties,  at  the  corner  of  Wolfcreek  and  Slipperyrock  town- 
ships, in  Mercer  county;  thence  north-west  with  the  line  dividing  said 
township,  to  the  south-east  corner  of  Springfield  township;  thence 
westwardly  between  the  townships  of  Springfield  and  Slipperyrock,  to

When  the  certificate  shall  have  been  recorded  and  filed 
as  aforesaid,  the  persons  who  shall  have  signed  and  acknowledged  the 
same,  and  their  successors,  shall,  for  the  term  agreed  upon,  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  years  from  the  filing  of  such  certificate  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  the  commonwealth  as  aforesaid,  be  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate in  fact  and  in  law,  by  the  name  stated  in  such  certificate,  and  by 
that  name  have  succession,  and  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued;  and 
shall  by  their  corporate  name  be  capable  in  law  of  purchasing,  holding 
and  conveying  any  real  or  personal  estate  whatever,  necessary  or  con- 
venient to  enable  the  said  company  to  carry  on  the  business  or  opera- 
tions named  in  such  certificate,  not  exceeding  two  thousand  acres. 

Section  4.  The  stock,  property  and  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be 
managed  by  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  thirteen  directors,  a  majority 
of  whom  in  all  cases  shall  be  citizens  of  this  state,  who  shall  respectively 
be  stockholders  therein,  and  who  shall,  except  as  provided  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act,  be  elected  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders, 
to  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  annually  as  shall  be  directed  by  the 
by-laws  of  the  company,  of  which  time  and  place  public  notice  shall  be 
given  for  at  least  two  successive  weeks  next  preceding  said  general 
meeting  and  election,  in  at  least  two  newspapers  printed  in  the  county 
where  the  operations  of  the  company  shall  be  carried  on,  if  so  many  are 
printed  therein,  and  if  so  many  are  not  printed  therein,  then  in  papers 
having  circulation  in  said  county,  printed  in  an  adjoining  county  ;  and 
the  election  shall  be  made  by  such  of  the  stockholders  as  shall  attend, 
either  in  person  or  by  proxy :  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  each 
stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  as  many  votes  as  he  owns  shares  of 
stock  in  said  company,  but  no  person  shall  in  any  case  be  entitled 
to  more  than  one-third  of  the  whole  number  of  votes  to  which  the  hold- 
ers of  all  the  shares  in  the  capital  stock  of  such  company  would  be 
entitled;  no  stockholder,  females  excepted,  residing  within  ten  miles 
of  the  place  appointed  for  such  general  meeting  or  election,  shall  vote 
by  proxy,  nor  shall  any  person  vote  as  proxy  for  more  than  two 
absent  stockholders;  the  persons  receiviug  the  greatest  number  of  votes 
at  any  such  election  shall  be  directors,  and  when  any  vacancy  shall  hap- 
pen among  the  said  directors  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the 
state,  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  the  by-laws. 

Section  5.  In  case  it  shall  happen  at  any  time  that  an  election  of 
directors  shall  not  be  made  on  the  day  designated  by  the  by-laws,  the 
company  for  that  reason  shall  not  be  dissolved,  but  it  shall  be  lawful  on 
any  other  day  within  the  next  succeeding  sixty  days  to  hold  an  election 
for  directors,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  said  by-laws,  and 
all  acts  of  the  directors  in  office  at  the  time  of  such  omission  to  elect 
shall  be  valid  and  binding  upon  the  company  until  their  successors  are 
elected.

stockholders;  the  persons  appointed  to  receive  the  amount  paid  in  on 
the  stock  subscribed,  as  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall 
pay  over  the  amount  so  received  to  the  treasurer,  or  to  such  other  person 
as  the  directors  may  designate,  and  the  said  treasurer  before  he  enters 
upon  the  duties,  shall  execute  a  bond,  with  such  securities  as  may  be 
deemed  proper  by  the  directors,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duties,  and  to  account  for  all  moneys,  books,  papers  and  effects 
he  may  receive  as  such  treasurer,  which  bond  shall  be  renewed  annually: 
Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  offices  of 
treasurer  and  secretary  being  filled  by  the  same  individual,  if  the  com- 
pany may  so  desire  it. 

Section  7.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  company  shall  be  called  in  ^,  -j^,  ^^^^^ 
and  paid  in  money  at  such  times  and  in  such  proportions  or  instalments  ^^^^  p^jj  ^^^ 
as  the  directors  may  require,  of  which  public  notice  shall  be  given  for  how  forfeited.

liabilities  which  shall  have  been  previously  incurred.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonivealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
tlie  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  auditor  general  and  stale  treasurer, 
for  the  time  being,  shall  be  commissioners,  who  are  hereby  auliiorlzed 
to  receive  the  revenues  appropriated  by  this  act,  or  which  may  hereaf- 
State  debt,  pur-  ter  be  appropriated  for  the  same  object,  and  to  purchase  therewith  the 
debt  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  at  its  market  price,  if  not  exceeding 
the  par  value  thereof,  to  the  full  extent  of  the  said  revenues,  and  to  hold 
and  apply  the  same,  and  the  interest  thereon  accruing,  firmly  and  invio- 
lably on  the  trusts  and  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  specified. 

Section  2.  That  all  revenue  derived  from  the  following  sources,  to

the  county  treasurer  of  the  proper  city  or  county,  and  for  which  the 
keepers  thereof  shall  pay  respectively  the  sum  hereinafter  provided. 

Skgtion  21.  That  the  said  beer  houses,  eating  houses,  restaurants  and 
oyster  cellars  shall  be  classed  by  the  appraiser  or  appraisers  of  mercan- 
tile taxes  for  the  city  or  county  in  which  the  same  shall  be  located,  in 
seven  classes;  for  the  privilege  of  keeping  which  the  keepers  shall  each 
pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the  proper  county,  for  the  use. of  the  common- 
wealth, on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  next,  and  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  April  in  every  year  thereafter,  for  the  license  which  the  said 
treasurers  of  the  proper  county  are  hereby  required  to  grant.

That  every  such  person  whose  annual  sales  shall  be  esteemed  and 
taken  to  amount  to  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  and  upwards,  shall 
be  classed  in  the  fourth  class,  and  pay  thirty  dollars. 

That  every  such  person  whose  annual  sales  shall  be  esteemed  and 
taken  to  amount  to  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  and  upwards,  shall 
be  classed  in  the  fifth  class,  and  pay  twenty  dollars. 

That  every  such  person  whose  annual  sales  shall  be  esteemed  and 
taken  to  amount  to  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  classed  in 
the  sixth  class,  and  pay  twelve  dollars. 

That  every  such  person  whose  annual  sales  shall  be  esteemed  and 
taken  to  amount  to  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  classed  in 
the  seventh  class,  and  pay  ten  dollars. 

That  every  person  whose  annual  sales  amount  to  five  hundred  dollars, 
and  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars,  shall  form  the  eighth  class,  and 
pay  five  dollars :  Provided^  That  nothing  contained  in  this  act,  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled 
"An  Act  to  change  the  mode  of  granting  tavern  licenses  in  the  city  and 
county  of  Philadelphia,"  passed  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-nine:  And  provided  further.  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  apply  to  "feme  sole,"  boarding  house  keepers, 
whose  receipts  do  not  amount  to  more  than  two  thousand  dollars  per 
annum. 

Section  23.  That  before  proceeding  to  make  a  classification  of  the 
said  beer  houses,  eating  houses,  oyster  cellars  and  restaurants,  the  ap- 
praiser or  appraisers  of  mercantile  taxes  for  the  several  counties,  shall

to  make  out  a  true  list  of  the  names  of  all  the  persons  who  shall  be 
engaged  in  keeping  beer  houses,  eating  hous-es,  oyster  cellars  and  restau- 
rants in  the  city  or  county  for  which  he  or  they  may  have  been  appointed 
appraiser  or  appraisers,  a  copy  of  which  oaih  or  affirmation  shall  be 
filed  in  the  ollice  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  pro- 
per county,  and  a  list  of  the  names  and  classification  of  ihose  engaged  in 
keeping  the  said  houses  and  restaurants,  shall  be  delivered  by  the  said 
appraiser  or  appraisers  to  the  city  or  county  treasurer  of  the  city  or 
county  in  which  the  same  may  be  located  ;  and  the  said  appraiser  or 
appraisers  shall  receive  for  his  or  their  compensation,  thirty-seven  and 
one-half  cents  for  each  person  so  returned  to  the  county  treasurer,  to  be 
paid  by  the  said  treasurer  out  of  the  county  treasury  :  Provided^,  That  Proviso,

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa' 
lives  of  the  Commonivealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  l)y  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
George  G.  Leiper,  Jessee  J.  Maris,  William  Eyre,  junior,  Edward 
Darlington,  Samuel  Edwards,  Spencer  M'llvain,  Robert  E.  Hannum,  Commissioners, 
George  W.  Bartram,  John  O.  Deshong,  Henry  L.  Powell,  Daniel 
Lamott,  John  P.  Crozier,  David  Trainer,  John  M.  Sharpless,  Frederick 
Fairlamb,  John  Larkin,  junior,  Frederick  J.  Hinkson,  James  Irving, 
John  M.  Broomall,  William  T.  Crooks,  Samuel  Riddle,  William  Booth 
and  Joshua  P.  Eyre,  of  the  county  of  Delaware  j  and  David  S.  Brown, 
James  Martin,  Matthew  L.  Bevan,  Joseph  H.  Seal,  John  S.  Newlin, 
John  M.  Odenheimer,  Theo.  Paulding,  John  Wilson,  John  Hooper, 
Charles  P.  Relf,  Abraham  R.  Perkins,  James  Laws  a^nd  H.  L.  Carson,  • 
of  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  commissioners  for  the  purposes  heinafler  mentioned,  that  is

receive  subscriptions  therein  from  all  persons  duly  qualified  and  desirous 
of  taking  stock  in  the  company  to  be  incorporated  in  pursuance  of  this

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act;  and  the  form  of  siich  subscriptions  shall  be  as  follows,  viz:  "We 
whose  names  are  hereunto  affixed,  do  severally  promise  to  pay  to  the 
Upland  manufacturing  company,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and 
every  share  of  stock  set  opposite  to  our  respective  names,  at  such  times 
and  in  such  instalments  as  the  managers  of  said  company  may  require;" 
and  the  said  persons  shall,  at  the  time  of  subscribing  or  within  thirty 
days  thereafter,  pay  to  the  said  commissioners  an  instalment  of  five  dol- 
lars on  each  share  by  them  respectively  subscribed;  and  when  five 
hundred  or  more  shares  of  said  stock  shall  have  been  bona  fide  sub- 
scribed, and  five  dollars  on  each  share  paid  thereon  to  the  commissioners 
as  aforesaid,  the  said  commissioners  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  certify 
the  same  to  the  governor,  and  shall  verify  the  statements  contained  in 
eaid  certificate  by  their  affidavit;  whereupon  the  governor  shall,  by  letters 
patent,  create  and  constitute  the  subscribers,  and  those  who  may  there- 
after subscribe  to  the  stock  of  said  company,  tlieir  successors  and  assigns, 
a  body  corporate  and  politic  b}^  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  "Upland 
manufacturing  company,"  and  by  the  same  name,  style  and  title  the 
subscribers  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  the  said  company  shall 
be  able  and  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded 
in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  to  take,  purchase,  have,  hold,  possess 
and  enjay,  sell,  dispose  of  and  convey  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments, 
goods,  chaldes,  effects,  rights  and  credits;  also  have  and  to  use  a  com- 
mon seal  and  the  same  to  alter,  change  and  renew  at  pleasure,  and  shall 
have  all  the  other  proper  incidents  of  a  corporation:  Provided,  That 
the  real  estate  to  be  held  by  said  corporation,  or  to  be  purchased,  sold 
or  disposed  of,  except  such  as  may  be  purchased  under  an  execution  or 
otherwise  taken  in  payment  of  an  existing  debt  or  debts  belonging  to 
said  compan}',  shall  be  such  only  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for 
the  use,  management  or  business  of  said  company  as  hereinafter  men- 
tioned. 

Section  2.  The  stockholders  in  said  company,  when  incorporated 
as  aforesaid,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be  convenient,  shall  meet 
at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated  by  a  majority  of  said  com- 
missiioners,  after  three  weeks'  public  notice  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
puWished  in  the  county  of  Delaware,  and  one  week's  public  notice  in 
one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  elect 
by  ballot  seven  managers,  all  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders,  to  conduct 
and  manage  the  business  and  affairs  oli  said  company;  and  annually 
thereafter  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  fixed  and  determined  by 
the  by  laws  of  said  company,  of  which  public  notice  shall  be  given 
as  aforesaid,  the  said  stockholders  shall  in  like  manner  elect  seven 
managers,  duly  qualified  as  aforesaid,  to  conduct  and  manage  the  busi- 
ness and  affairs  of  said  company  ;  and  the  said  stockholders  at  every 
such  election  shall  designate  by  their  votes  which  of  said  managers  shall 
be  president;  and  if  an  election  shall  not  take  place  on  the  day  desig-

of  the  goods  so  manufactured,  bleached,  dyed  or  printed  and  their  other 
properly  ami  effects,  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  as  they  may 
deem  exj)  dient,  and  all  the  other  matters  and  things  proper  to  be  done, 
in  order  to  the  full  enjoyment  and  performance  of  the  privileges  and 
duties  heriihy  confarred  and  enjoined,  shall  be  done  and  performed  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company,  or 
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in  place  ant!  of  manufacturing  goods  as  aforesaid,  the  said  company  may 
purchase  real  estate  as  aforesaid,  and  erect,  construct  and  provide  the 
proper  buildings,  machinery  and  utensils  necessarry  or  convenient  for 
said  business,  or  said  company  may  purchase  real  estate  and  construct 
and  provide  the  proper  buildings  as  aforesaid,  and  in  either  of  the  above 
cases  lease  the  same  to  such  person  or  persons,  for  .such  term  or  terms, 
and  under  such  rents  as  the  company  maj'  deem  proper  and  expedient ; 
but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  confer  any 
banking  privileges  whatever. 

Section  6.   'J'lie  total  of  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  said  company 
shall  not,  at  any  time,  exceed  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock  actually 
paid  in  :  and  in  case  the  same  shall  at  any  time  exceed  that  amount, 
the  managers  for  the  time  being,  as  shall  have  assented  thereto,  shall  be 
jointly  and  severally  liable  for  the  excess,  and  the  same  may  be  recov- 
ered by  action  of  debt,  as  in  other  cases  ;  and  if,  al  any  time  before  the 
whole  amount  of  the  slock  actually  subscribed  shall  have  been  paid  in, 
the  said  company  shnll  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  any  of  its  debts  or  lia- 
bilities, for  the  period  of  ninety  days  after  the  same  shall-  have  become 
due  and  payable,  the  stockholders,  on  whose  shares  any  instalments  or 
balance  remains  to  be  paid,  shall  be  liable  jointly  and  severally  for  the 
payment  of  such  debts  and  liabilities,  in  an  amount  equal  to  such  in- 
stalment or  balance  so  remaining  unpaid  on  the  shares  by  them  respec- 
tively held,  recoverable  by  action  of  debt,  as  aforesaid  ;  and  the  amount 
so  paid  by  any  such  stockholder,  with  interest  and  cost  thereon  if  any, 
shall,  upon  the  presentation  of  the  proper  vouchers  or  evidence  of  such 
payment  to  the  president  or  treasurer  of  said  company,  be  taken  and 
received  as  payment  of  an  equal  amount,  on  account  of  the  said  re- 
maining instalments,  or  balance  payable  on  the  shares  held  by  him  in 
the  capital  slock  of  said  company  :  Provided,  That  amongstsuch  debts 
shall  not  be  considered  such  advances  or  loans  as  may,  from  lime  to 
time,  be  made  or  advanced  on  account  of  manufactured  goods  consigned, 
or  delivered  for  sale,  to  agents  or  others  on  behalf  of  said  corporation. 
Section  7.   The  shares  in  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall 
be  numbered  from  one  upwards,  in  progressive  order;  and  certificates 
in  proper  form,  signed  by  the  president  and  treasurer,  shall  be  issued  to 
the  stockholders  for  the  shares  by  ttiem  respectively  held  ;  and  the 
number  attached  to  each  share  included  therein,  shall  be  particularly  set 
forth  in  every  such  certificate  ;  said   shares  may  be  transferred,  by  as- 
signment, on  the  books  of  said  company,  in  person,  or  by  attorney  duly 
authorized  in  the  presence  of  the  president  or  treasurer ;  and  in  every 
case  of  transfer,  the  former  certificate  shall  be  given  up  and  cancelled, 
and  a  new  certificate  shall  be  issued  in  its  stead,  in  favor  of  the  person 
to  whom  said  shares  had  been  transferred  ;  but  no  share  shall  be  trans- 
ferred, on  which  any  instalment,  called  for  by  the  managers   in  pur- 
suance of  the  authority  herein  granted,  remains  due  and  unpaid,  or  the 
holder  thereof  is  otherwise  indebted  to  the  company,  except  by  the 
consent  of  a  majority  of  said   managers   first  had   and   obtained  ;  nor 
shall  any  share  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  vote,  at  any  general  meeting 
or  election,  on  which  any  such  instalment  shall  be  due  and  unpaid  for 
the  period  of  thirty  days;  and  if  any  such  instalment  shall  remain  due 
and  unpaid  on  any  share  or  shares,  for  the  period  of  ninety  days  after 
the  same  has  been  required  to  be  paid,  the  managers  shall  have  power, 
after  giving  thirty  days'  public  or  private  notice  of  their  intention  so  to 
do,  to  the  person  or  persons  in  whose  name  or  names  the  said  share  or 
shares  may  stand  on   the  books  of  the  company,  to  declare  the  said 
share  or  shares  forfeited  for  the  use  of  the  company  ;  or  they  may  sue 
for,  and  recover  for  the  use  of  said  company,  the  amount  of  such  instal- 
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ment,  together  with  interest,  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum, 
from  the  time  the  same  became  due  and  payable. 

Section  8.  Dividends  of  so  much  of  the  profits  of  the  investments 
and  dividends  business  of  said  company,  as  shall  appear  advisable  to  Dividends, 
the  managers,  shall  be  declared  at  least  once  in  every  year,  and  paid  to 
the  stockholders,  or  their  legal  representatives,  on  application  at  any 
time  after  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  the  period  of  declaring  the 
same;  but  the  aggregate  of  the  dividends  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the 
amount  of  the  net  profits  actually  made  and  acquired,  after  deducting 
all  losses  and  expenses  sustained  or  incurred  by  said  company,  so  that 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  never  be  impaired  thereby  ;  and 
if  the  managers  shall  declare  and  pay  any  dividend  which  shall  impair 
the  capital  stock,  such  managers  as  shall  have  assented  thereto,  shall  be 
jointly  and  severally  liable  for  so  much  of  the  said  stock  as  may  be 
thus  impaired  and  divided,  ;md  the  same  ma,y  be  recovered  by  the  said 
company,  or  by  any  person  or  persons  injured  or  aggrieved  by  the 
making  of  such  dividends,  in  an  action  for  debt,  as  in  other  cases  :  Pro-  ^'co\\so. 
videcl,  That  when  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  exceed  ten  per 
centum,  twenty-five  per  centum  of  all  such  excess  shall  be  deemed  due 
and  payable  the  state  treasurer  of  this  commonwealth. 

Section  9.   That  the  legislature  reserves  the  right  to  modify,  alter  or 
annul  the  privileges  hereby  granted,  if  at  any  time  it  should  be  found  ^Reservation, 
that  the  exercise  of  them  are  injurious  to  the  interests  of  this  common- 
wealth :  Provided  however,  That  no  injustice  shall  be  done  lo  the  cor- 
poration.

Erecting  the  village  of  East  Birmingham  into  a  borough;  fixing  the  place  of  hold- 
ing elections  in  Plum,  Patton  and  Indiana  townships,  Allegheny  county;  relative 
to  licensing  hawkers  and  pedlers;  and  fixing  the  standard  weight  of  oats. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  territory  situate  on  the  south  side  of  the  Monongahela  river,  and  east 
of  the  borough  of  Birmingham,  in  the  county  of  Allegheny,  included 
within  the  following'  boundaries,  to  wit :  beginning  at  low  watermark 
on  the  Monongahela  river  at  the  point  where  the  easterly  line  of  the 
borough  of  Birmingham  strikes  said  river,  being  at  or  near  the  centre  of 
Harmony  street ;  thence  running  along  the  line  of  said  borough  south 
four  degrees  thirty-six  and  a  half  minutes  east  one  hundred  sixty  perches, 
more  or  less,  to  a  point  which  is  distant  sixty  feet  southerly  from  the 
southerly  line  of  Josephine  street ;  thence  running  parallel  with  Josephine 
street  south  eighty-five  degrees  twenty-four  minutes  east  one  hundred

That  for  the  first  proviso, 
election  to  be  held  under  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  Andrew 
M'Clure,  David  Chess  and  James  Bryce,  or  any  one  them,  to  give 
notice  and  perform  all  the  duties  enjoined  on  constables  by  the  existing 
laws  relative  to  township  elections  ;  and  in  case  no  election  shall  be  held 
on  the  first  day  mentioned,  they  shall  appoint  some  other  day  and  per- 
form such  services  ;  but  previous  to  opening  of  such  election,  such  of 
the  citizens  entitled  to  vote  as  aforesaid,  as  may  be  present  at  the  time 
and  place  of  opening  the  same,  shall  choose  one  judge  and  two  inspec-  ' 

tors  and  two  clerks  thereof,  who  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  swearing  or  affirming  election  officers, 
and  they  shall  perform  the  duties  required  of  them  by  law  relative  to 
township  elections. 

Sections.  That  the  justices  of  the  peace,  constable,  school  di- Term  of  office, 
lectors,  and  other  officers  elected  in  said  borough,  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  a  similar  length  of  time,  and  exercise  like  powers  with  similar  offi- 
cers elected  under  the  general  election  laws  of  this  commonwealth;  and 
further,  that  the  burgess  and  members  of  council,  and  other  officers 
elected  as  aforesaid,  shall  in  all  cases  continue  to  hold  and  exercise  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices,  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly 
elected  and  qualified 

Section  4.   That  if  any  person  duly  elected  burgess  or  member  of^ Penalty  for  refus- 
the  town  council,  and  having  received  notice  thereof  as  directed  by  this  i„g  or  neglecting 
act,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  take  upon  himself  the  execution  of  the  to  serve  when 
office  to  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  or  having  taken  upon  him- elected, 
self  such  duties,  shall  neglect  to  discharge  the  same  according  to  law, 
every  such  person  so  refusing  or  neglecting,  shall,  for  every  such  oflience, 
pay  and  forfeit  the  sum  of  five  dollars ;  and  every  other  officer  elected 
or  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  by  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of 
the  town  council  aforesaid,  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  take  upon 
himself  the  execution  of  such  office,  or  having  accepted  the  same,  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  lo  perform  the  duties  thereof,  shall,  for  every  such  re- 
fusal or  neglect,  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  at  the  discretion 
af  the  burgess  J  which  fines,  and  all  other  fines  that  may  be  incurred 
under  this  act,  or  any  of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  the  town  council, 
shall  be  for  the  use  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  be  recovered  in  the 
nanae  of  the  burgess  and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  East  Birming- 
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ham,  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  recoverable  by  law :  Provided,  That 
no  person  or  persons  shall  be  compelled  to  serve  more  than  one  year 
in  any  term  of  three,  and  the  payment  of  a  fine  shall  be  equivalent  to  a 
service  of  one  year  in  any  office  :  ^nd  provided  fwfher.  That  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  exonorate  any  constable,  or  other 
officer,  from  the  payment  of  any  fine  or  penalty  imposed  by  the  exist- 
ing laws,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  enacted  for  refusing  to  serve  in  such 
office. 

Section  5.  That  the  burgess  shall  be  president  of  the  council,  and 
shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  member  thereof 
in  every  respect. 

Section  6.  That  the  burgess  and  town  council  shall  meet  on  the  first 
Monday  next  succeeding  their  election,  in  each  year,  and  as  often  there- 
after as  occasion  may  require :  three  members  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum to  do  business;  and  the  proceedings  of  a  majority  of  a  quorum, 
when  there  is  one  formed,  shall  be  valid  :  they  shall  have  power,  in  the 
absence  of  the  burgess,  to  elect  a  president  pro  tem.,  who  shall,  in  the 
case  of  death,  resignation,  refusal  to  accept,  or  to  act,  or  inability  of  the 
burgess  to  attend,  perform  all  and  every  duty  enjoined  on  the  burgess; 
or  in  his  absence,  the  president  pro  tem.  shall  have  power  to  call  spe- 
cial meetings  of  the  council ;  but  in  all  cases  of  special  meetings,  per- 
sonal notice  shall  be  given  to  each  member,  imless  absent  from  the 
borough. 

Section  7.  That  the  burgess,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  a  justice  of 
the  peace  of  the  county  of  Allegheny,  to  support  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States  and  state  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  perform  the  duties  of 
his  office  with  fidelity;  and  when  so  qualified,  he  shall  administer  a 
like  oath  or  affirmation  to  each  of  the  members  of  the  town  council, 
high  constable,  town  clerk,  and  such  other  officers  as  shall  be  elected 
or  appointed  under  this  act,  or  arry  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  bor- 
ough, before  they  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices; 
which  oath  or  affirmation  so  taken  and  subscribed,  shall  be  filed  among 
the  records  of  said  corporation. 

Section  8.  That  from  and  after  the  third  Friday  of  May  next,  the 
said  burgess  and  town  council  duly  elected,  and  their  successors,  shall 
be  one  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  bor- 
ough of  East  Birmingham,"  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  and 
the  said  burgess  and  town  council  and  their  successors,  shall  be  capable 
in  law  to  have,  receive,  hold  and  possess  goods  and  chattels,  lands  and 
tenements,  rents,  liberties,  jurisdictions,  franchises,  hereditaments,  to 
them  and  their  successors,  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  not  exceeding 
the  yearly  value  of  five  thousand  dollars;  and  also  to  grant,  sell,  let 
and  assign  the  same,  and  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  law  in  this  common- 
wealth, in  all  manner  of  actions  whatever,  and  to  have  and  use  one 
common  seal,  and  the  same  from  time  to  time,  at  their  will,  to  change 
and  alter. 

Section  9.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  pass  and  enact 
such  by-laws,  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  to  promote  the  peace  and  good  order,  and  general  welfare  of 
the  inhabitants  and  well  being  of  said  borough,  and  for  tlie  purpose  of 
improving  and  keeping  in  good  order  the  side  walks,  streets,  lanes, 
alleys,  common  grounds,  or  other  property  whatsoever,  that  has  here- 
tofore been  granted  to  the  use  of  the  citizens,  or  that  may  hereafter  be 
granted  to  the  corporation,  and  for  removing  nuisances  and  obstructions 
therefrom,  and  the  same  to  alter,  make,  renew  or  annul,  as  the  occasion 
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may  require;  and  also  assess,  levy  and  collect,  and  appropriate  such  Assess  levy  and 
taxes  as  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  their  rules  and  ordinances  into  effect,  collect  taxes, 
which  said  taxes  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year,  five  mills  on  the  dol- 
lar, except  by  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  votes  polled  at  any  general     ' 
election  for  township  officers  of  said  borough  :  Provided  however.  That  Proviso. 
in  no  case  shall  the  tax  levied  and  assessed  in  eacii  year,  on  all  that  por- 
tion of  the  real  estate  in  said  borough,  which  is  situate  west  of  Brown 
street,  and  over  sixty  feet  east  of  Ormsby  street,  be  greater  than  is 
levied  and  assessed  for  that  year  in  the  township  of  Lovver  St.  Clair, 
(to  which  township  the  said   property  belonged  before  the  erection  of 
this  borough  :)  jind  provided  further,  however.  That  this  exemption  Proviso. 
from  taxation,  beyond  the  rate  assessed  by  said  township  on  real  estate 
therein,  shall  gradually  cease,  as  the  said  properly  becomes  more  thickly 
inhabited,  in  the  following  manner,  viz  : — Wherever  fifty  taxable  in- 
habitants reside  in  any  part  of  said  borough,  situate  between  two  suc- 
ceeding streets,   that  is   between   Ormsby  street  and  Page   street,  or 
between  Page  street  and  Phillips  street,  or  between  Phillips  street  and 
Caroline  street,  or  between  Caroline  street  and  Oliver  street,  or  between 
Oliver  street  and  Brown  street,  in  said  borough,  that  then  such  portion 
of  said  property  lying  as  aforesaid,  between  such  two  streets,  shall  be- 
come liable  to  the  full  assessment  of  taxes,  and  then,  and  not  till  then, 
the  said  borough  shall  and  may  require  the  said  street  forming  the  east' 
em  boundary  of  such  portion  of  said  property,  to  be  thrown  open  as  a 
public  thoroughfare. 

Section  10.   That  the  town  council  shall  have  authority  to  obtain 
materials  for  improving  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  public  grounds,  and  ^°w"  council, 
order  and  direct  the  manner  and  ways  in  which  the  same  shall  be  im-  P^^^""®  °  • 
proved,  repaired  and  kept  in  good  order  j  they  shall  annually  appoint  a  j^,   .,     po-j,*;  « 
town  clerk,   treasurer,  collector  of  taxes,   clerk  of  the  market,   when  tywn  clerk  trea- 
necessary.  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  the  surer,  collector, 
same  to  remove  at  pleasure  :  the  officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  town  &c. 
council,  shall  be  allowed  such  compensation  as  the  council  may  fix  and 
agree,  but  the  members  of  the  council  themselves,  shall  not  receive  any 
compensation  for  their  services  as  members  of  council  ;  the  council  may 
remit  any  fines  or  penalties  that  may  be  incurred  by  and  under  this  act, 
or  any  of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances,  when  in  their  judgment  it  may  be 
proper  so  to  do :  Provided,   No  by-law,  rule,  regulation  or  ordinance.  Proviso, 
shall  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or 
of  this  commonwealth  ;  and  that  no  person  shall  be  subject  to  any  fine 
or  punishment  for  a  violation  of  any  by- law  or  ordinance  of  said   bor- 
ough, until  after  six  days  shall  have  expired,  llie  promulgation  thereof 
by  at  least  four  copies  of  the  same  being  put  up  at  the  most  public  places 
within  the  said  borough,  and  signed  by  the  president,  or  president  pro 
tem.,  and  attested  by  the  town  clerk;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  burgess 
to  cause  all  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  council  to  be  carried  into 
effect,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  such  services  as  may  be  enjoined  on 
him  by  the  same. 

Section  11.  That  it  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  burgess  to  issue  his 
warrant  to  the  collector,  as  often  as  occasion  may  require,  commanding  ^."''S*'^^ '"  '^^"^ 
him  to  colled  the  taxes  assessed  by  the  town  council,  a  list  or  duplicate  'm^\?'^  s^ 
of  which  shall  be  made  out  and  delivered  to  said  collector,  and  to  pay 
the  same  to  the  treasurer ;  and  the  collector  shall  have  the  power  and 
authority,  in  the  collection  of  said  taxes,  as  the  collectors  of  county 
rates  and  levies,  and  may  be  proceeded  against  in  the  same  manner  that 
the  county  treasurer,  or  county  commissioners,  are  authorized  by  law 
to  proceed  against  the  collectors  of  county  taxes,  when  they  neglect  to 
collect  or  pay  over  the  amount  of  their  duplicates,  according  to  law  : 
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Provided,  Tliat  the  town  council  may  hold  appeals,  hear  any  com- 
plaints in  relation  to  the  assessment  of  the  said  taxes,  and  grant  relief, 
as  may  seem  best,  at  any  time  j  and  also  exonerate  the  collector  from 
the  payment  of  any  taxes  that  may  be  impracticable  to  collect;  and  in 
all  cases  of  any  tax  assessed  upon  any  vacant  or  unseated  land  in  said 
borough,  and  the  taxes  remain  unpaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  collector 
to  cerlify  the  same  to  the  commissioners  of  said  county,  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  supervisors  of  the  roads  are  authorized  by  law  to  return 
road  taxes  on  unseated  lands,  and  the  county  treasurer  shall,  in  like 
manner,  collect  the  said  taxes,  or  sell  and  convey  the  lot  or  lots  for  the 
payment  of  the  same,  and  pay  the  money  into  the  treasury  of  the  bor- 
ough, or  to  whatever  it  may  belong  :  Provided  also.  That  prior  to  the 
collection  of  any  borough  lax,  the  collector  shall  inform  each  taxable 
inhabitant  of  the  amount  of  his  tax,  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  ap- 
peal. 

Section  12.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  clerk  to  attend  all 
meetings  of  the  town  council  when  assembled  on  business  of  the  corpo- 
ration, and  perform  the  duty  of  clerk  thereto,  and  keep  and  preserve  the 
corporate  seal  and  records  of  the  corporation  and  be  answerable  for  the 
same,  and  also  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  that  may  devolve 
upon  him  by  this  act,  or  of  the  acts  of  the  incorporation;  he  shall  keep 
a  fair  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  town  council,  in  a  book  to  be 
provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  enter  all  by-laws  and  ordinances 
adopted  by  the  council  in  a  separate  book  for  that  purpose,  and  when 
signed  by  the  president  shall  attest  the  same ;  he  shall  certify  copies 
under  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  which  copies  of  any  book,  paper,  by- 
laws, ordinance  or  proceeding  of  the  council,  when  so  certified  and 
attested  by  the  clerk,  shall  be  good  evidence  of  the  thing  certified  ;  he 
shall  deliver  over  to  his  successor  the  seal,  and  all  the  books,  papers 
and  other  things  belonging  to  the  corporation,  and  upon  neglect  or  refusal 
to  do  so  upon  demand  made,  he  shall  forfeit  and  p:iy  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  fifty  dollars,  and  be  accountable  for  all  damages  sustained  by  the 
corporation,  to  be  recoverable  as  like  debts  and  damages  are  by  law 
recoverable. 

Section  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  receive  moneys 
due  to  the  corporation,  whether  for  fines,  taxes,  donations  or  in  any 
other  way,  and  to  pay  out  the  same  on  orders  of  the  president  or  presi- 
dent pro  tern.  ;  he  shall  keep  a  fair  account  of  his  receipts  and  payments, 
and  settle  his  accounts  with  the  town  council  whenever  they  shall  require 
the  same  to  be  done,  and  pay  over  all  moneys  or  balances  found  in  his 
hands,  and  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  books,  papers  and 
accounts  belonging  to  the  corporation,  or  pertaining  to  his  official  duties, 
when  demanded,  for  which  he  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  burgess  and  town 
council  with  sureties  thereon  as  they  may  require. 

Section  14.  That  no  moneys  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  but 
by  the  authority  of  the  council,  on  orders  signed  by  the  president 
thereof  and  attested  by  the  clerk;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town 
council  to  settle  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer,  street  commissioner, 
collector  of  taxes  and  of  the  several  officers  annually,  and  to  cause  a  fair 
statement  showing  the  recepts  in  the  treasury,  and  how  the  same  shall 
have  been  expended,  to  be  published  by  the  town  clerk  every  year,  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  said  town  council. 

Section  15.  That  the  owners  of  the  property  known  as  tlie  railroad 
lots  in  said  borough  at  the  terminus  of  the  railroad,  and  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  shall  and  may  hold  and  occupy  the  same  to  low  water  mark  in 
the  Monongaliela  river,  and  in  case  any  lots  of  ground  situate  on  the 
river  fronts  of  said  borough  are  or  may  hereaftear  be  occupied  for  manu- 
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factii ring  purposes,  the  owners  or  occupants  of  such  lot  or  lots  shall  have 
the  like  right  of  holding  and  occupj'ing  the  same  to  low  water  maik  of 
said  river  :  Provided,   Thai  in  all  such  cases  there  shall  be  secured  to  Proviso, 
the  public  a  right  of  way  along  the  river  bank  across  such  lot  or  lots. 

Section  16.   That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  high  constable  of  the  High  constable, 
said  borough  to  give  notice  of  the  annual  elections  of  said  borough,  by  duty  ofc 
setting  up  six  advertisements  in  the  most  public  places  in  said  borough, 
ten  days  previous  thereto. 

That  the  said  borough  shall  be  a  separate  school  district,  ggp^rate  school 
and  also  a  separate  election  district;  and  the  annual  elections  in  said  jigtrjct, 
borough  shall  be  held  at  the  place  named  in  the  second  section  of  this 
act,  until  a  school  house  shall  be  erected  in  said  borough,  when  such 
elections  shall  be  thenceforth  held  in  the  said  school  house. 

Section  18.  That  the  constable  elected  under  the  provisions  of  this  Constable, 
act  shall   serve  as  high  constable  of  said   borough,   unless    the    town 
council  shall  deem  it  necessary  to  appoint  a  high  constable. 

Section  19.   That  the  qualified  voters  of    Plum    township,   in    the  p\^^  township, 
county  of  Allegheny,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  township  Allegheny 
elections  at  the  house  of  John  Summerhill,  in  said  township;  and  that  county,  place  of 
Hugh  Logan  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed  judge,  and  Hugh  D.  King  ^°''^^"S  elections 
and  James  M'Math,  senior,  inspectors  of  said  elections  until  others  shall  ^"* 
be  duly  elected. 

Section  20.   That  the  qualified  voters  of  Patton  township,   in  the  „  , . 

county  of  Allegheny,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  township  AlieKhenv    ^ 
elections  at  the  house  of  Joel  Monroe,   in  said  township;    and  that  county. 
Samuel  Shaw,  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed  judge,  and  William  Caro- 
ihers  and  David  Boggs,  inspectors  of  said  elections,  until  others  shall 
be  duly  elected. 

Section  21.   That  the  qualified  voters  of  that  portion  of  Indiana  Part  of  i„(3J3na 
township,   in  the  county  of  Alleghen}',   residing  within  the  following  township,  Alle- 
described  boundaries,  to  wit:   beginning  at  a  point  on  the  Allegheny  gheny  county, 
river,  at  the  upper  line  of  John  Cable's  farm,  and  running  a  northerly  P^^ce  of  holding 
direction  between  the  farms  of  said  Cable  and  John  Boyd,  to  the  north- '''^'^^^°"®  ^"•

For  the  relief  Isaac  Pauling,  junior;  supplementary  to  the  act  incorporating  the 
York  Savings  Institution;  and  relative  to  the  scrip  issued  by  the  Lehigh  coal  and 
navigation  company. 

^  Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonivealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jlssembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Isaac  Pauhng  Jr.  the  auditor  general  be  and   he  is"  hereby  authorized    and    directed    to 
examine  the  claim  of  Isaac  Pauling,  junior,  for  work   alleged  to  have 
been  done  for  the  Columbia  and  Philadelphia  railroad,  and  report  the 
facts  to  the  legislature.

AN  ACT 

To  enable  Thomas  Hoge  to  make  a  fee  simple  title  ;  to  enable  the  trustees  under 
the  wills  of  Ephraim  Clark  and  Catharine  Yohe,  Alex.  Calder,  administrator, 
Joseph  B.  Baker,  guardian,  and  JNancy,  John,  and  Willium  Kline  to  sell  cer- 
tain real  estate ;  relative  to  a  school  house  in  Elizabeth  township,  Lancaster 
county;  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Second  Jackson  beneficial  society  of  Phil- 
adelphia, and  to  extend  the  jurisdiction  of  the  orphans'  court. 

Whereas.  By  a  dispensation  of  Divine  Providence,  Jane  Hoge,  wife 
of  Thomas  Hoge,  of  Venango  county,  Pennsylvania,  has  for  about  eight  Preamble, 
years  past  been  insane  and  incapable  of  exercising  her  reason,  or  of 
doing  any  act  which  requires  the  smallest  exertion  of  intellect,  but  id 
totally  non  compos  mentis: 

^nd  ivhereas.  Her  husband,  Thomas  Hoge,  aforesaid,  has  entered 
into  contracts  to  sell  and  convey  real  estate  in  fee  simple,  and  as,  in 
consequence  of  the  above  mentioned  incapacity  of  his  wife  Jane,  is 
unable  to  join  with  her  husband  to  convey  any  real  estate  ;  therefore, 
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Preamble. 


Skction  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Thomas  Hoge,  of  Venango  county,  Pennsylvania,  be  and  is  hereby 
authorized  to  sell  and  convey  real  estate  within  this  state,  and  that  any 
sale  or  conveyance  made  by  said  Thomas  Ho^e,  in  his  own  proper  per- 
son, and  signed  with  his  signature  alone,  shall  be  held  to  convey  all 
such  real  estate  so  conveyed,  as  in  fee  simple,  as  fully  and  largely  as  if 
his  wife  Jane  aforesaid,  had  signed  said  deeds  of  conveyance ;  and  said 
real  estate  so  conveyed,  shall  be  released  from  dower  and  other  incum- 
brances, as  fully  as  if  said  Jane  Hoge  had  signed  the  same. 

Whereas,  Ephraim  Clark,  late  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  deceased, 
by  the  third  section  of  his  last  will  and  testament,  duly  proved  in  the 
register's  office  in  said  city,  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  May.  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty  four,  did  devise  to  Ephraim  Clark,  Jr.,  Tobias 
Wagner  and  William  Smith  Wilson,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  house 
and  lots  of  ground  on  South  Ninth  street,  number  three,  in  said  city  j 
also  his  tract  of  land  in  the  Northern  Liberties,  in  the  county  of  Phila- 
delphia, which  he  purchased  from  Moses  Nathans,  with  all  the  buildings 
and  improvements  thereon;  also  his  house  and  lot  of  ground  situate  on 
Hunter  street,  in  said  city,  purchased  of  Adam  Herkness  and  John 
Smith,  in  trust  for  his  grand  daughter,  Elizabeth  A.  Clark,  for  life,  and 
for  her  child  or  children  in  fee.  and  in  default  of  such  child  or  children, 
then  in  trust  to  pay  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  under  certain  terms, 
to  the  said  Ephraim  Clark,  junior,  for  himself  and  his  child  or  children, 
if  any,  or  in  case  he  be  not  then  living,  then  in  trust  to  convey  the  same 
to  his  child  or  children  in  fee,  and  in  default  of  such  child  or  children, 
then  to  such  person  or  persons  as  the  survivor  of  said  Ephraim  and 
Elizabeth  A.  Clark  shall  by  will  or  appointment  direct;  and  in  default 
of  such  appointment,  then  to  said  person  or  persons  as  the  same  would 
go  to  by  the  law  of  Pennsylvania,  had  the  testator  died  seized  thereof 
intestate: 

JInd  tvhereas.  The  said  Elizabeth  A.  Clark  and  Ephraim  ('lark, 
Jr.,  are  living,  and  the  said  Ephraim  Clark,  Jr.,  has  several  children 
who  are  minors : 

^nd  whereas.  The  said  trustees,  and  several  parties  in  interest,  have 
united  in  asking  that  power  to  sell  and  convey  the  said  property  be  given 
by  legislative  enactment ;  therefore. 

Section  2.  That  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  under  the  will  of 
the  will  of  E  Ephraim  Clark,  late  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  deceased,  shall  be  and

gage, or  with  the  reservation  of  a  ground  rent  subject  or  not  subject  to 
extinguishment,  on  the  payment  of  a  certain  sum  of  money,  as  the  said 
trustees  may  see  fit,  and  to  convey  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  a 
good  and  valid  estate  in  fee,  in  the  premises,  freed  and  discharged  from 
the  trusts  in  the  said  will,  but  subject  as  to  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
sold  on  ground  rent  to  the  rent,  conditions  and  stipulations  in  such  ground 
rent  deed  or  deeds  contained ;  and  in  case  such  ground  rent  be  made

Section  \.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pemisylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Isaac  G.  M'Kinley,  Henry  Buehler,  James  M'C'ormick,  William  Col- 
der, senior,  Philip  A.  Small,  D.  G.  Barnitz,  J.  Lee,  Z.  Barnum,  H. 
J.  Rogers,  Joshua  P.  Eyre,  John  M.  Broomhall,  and  Mark  Brooke  and 
their  associates,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  become  stock- 
holders in  the  company  called  "The  North  American  telegraph  com- 
pany," their  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  made 
and  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  for  the  purpose  of  making, 
using  and  maintaining  telegraph  lines  and  communications  through  this 
state,  between  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  the  cities  of  New  York,

and  defend  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  of  record  and  otherwise,  may 
purchase,  receive,  have,  hold  and  enjoy  to  them,  their  successors  and 
assigns,  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  goods,  chatties,  and  all 
estate,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  of  what  kind  and  quality  soever,  and

tionably solvent : 

^nd  whereas^  The  said  company  became  insolvent,  by  which  means 
the  said  Robert  B.  Wright  became  indebted  to  the  commonwealth  in 
the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars  and  fourteen  cents, 
for  which  sum  he  has  confessed  judgment  in  favor  of  the  common- 
wealth ;  therefore. 

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  auditor  general  and  state  treasurer  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  required  to  receive,  in  full  payment  of  the  judgment  held  by  the 
commonwealth  against  Robert  B.  Wright,  late  collector  of  tolls,  fifteen 
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hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars  and  fourteen  cents  state  stock,  at  par, 
and  release  the  said  Robert  B.  Wright,  and  his  sureties,  as  fully  and 
effectually  as  if  the  said  judgment  had  been  paid  in  par  funds:  Pro- Proviso.

Preamble, 
managers  and  company  of  the  Frankford  and  Bristol  turnpike  road,  that 
the  former  shall  have  the  privilege  of  laying^  out  footways  on  either  side 
of  said  road,  within  said  district,  and  of  curbing  and  paving  the  same, 
and  shall,  in  consideration  thereof,  forever  keep  in  repair  the  said  turn- 
pike road  from  the  northern  boundary  of  the  Kensington  district  to  the 
most  distant  point  on  said  road,  within  said  district  of  Richmond,  where 
footways  may  be  filled  up,  or  curbed,  or  paved  on  one  or  other  side  of

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jissembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
whenever  the  said  commissioners  and  inhabitants  shall  wish  to  lay  out 
footways  on  either  side  of  the  said  turnpike  road,  and  to  curb  or  pave 
the  same,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  notice,  in  writing,  of  their  wish 
so  to  do,  to  the  president  or  secretary  of  the  said  turnpike  company; 
and  at  the  expiration  of  twenty  days  from  the  time  of  leaving  such  no- 
tice, it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  commissioners  to  grade, 
curb  and  pave  the  footways  mentioned  in  such  notice,  or  to  permit  the 
same  to  be  done. 

Section  2.  That  the  said  commissioners  and  inhabitants  shall  at  all 
times  hereafter,  keep  in  good  and  perfect  order,  as  the  same  is  now  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  kept,  the  whole  of  said  turnpike  road  from  the 
northern  boundary  of  the  Kensington  district,  continuously  to  the  end 
of  the  footways,  now  or  at  any  time  hereafter  filled  up,  graded,  or  curb- 
ed, or  in  the  course  of  being  filled  up,  or  graded  within  the  said  district, 
notwithstanding  any  intervals  or  gaps  in  said  footways;  and  if  at  any

For  the  relief  of  certain  citizens  of  the  borough  of  Allcntown,  Lehigh  county ; 
relative  to  the  Kensington  gas  company ;  and  relative  to  the  road  law  in  certain 
townships  in  Susquehanna  county  ;  the  appointment  of  a  commissioner  to  settle 
the  affairs  of  the  Lehigh  County  Bank;  and  authorizing  the  Bank  of  Kentucky  to 
hold  certain  real  estate. 

Whereas,  The  borough  of  AUentown,  in  the  county  of  Lehigh,  was  preamble, 
visited  with  a  destructive  fire  on  the  first  day  of  June  last,  by  which  a 
large  number  of  buildings  were  destroyed: 

^nd  whereas,  It  is  extremely  burdensome  for  the  owners  of  the  lots

A   SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act,  entitled  "An  Act  to  extend  the  charter  of  the  Western  Bank  of  Phila- 
delphia," approved  the  seventh  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-six. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That

business,  or  connive  at  or  permit  the  sale  of  spirituous  or  vinous  liquors 
by  less  measure  or  quantity  than  one  quart,  or  malt  liquors  by  less 
measure  than  one  gallon,  after  the  time  mentioned  in  said  license,  for 
which  they  shall  have  paid  tax,  shall  have  expired ;  and  on  forfeiture

A   SUPPLEMENT 

To  the  act  relating  to  lunatics  and  habitual  drunkards;  to  punish  aldermen  and 
justices  of  the  peace  for  misdemeanors;  relating  to  arbitrations  in  the  district 
court  in  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia;  relative  to  deeds  of  assignment; 
relative  to  judgment  liens;  relating  to  limitation  of  actions;  and  relating  to  liens 
and  terre  tenants ;  and  for  the  more  effectual  punishment  of  the  crime  of  arson. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  any  county  Jurisdiction  of 
of  this  commonwealth,  having  jurisdiction  of  the  accounts  of  the  com-  ^°^^^  '"  *^"hTt^ 
mittee  of  any  lunatic  or  habitual  drunkard,  upon  the  application  of  such  ^^^  drunkards, 
committee  and  due  cause  shewn,  to  authorize  such  committee  to  sell  and 
dispose  of  any  wood  or  timber  growing  or  standing  upon  the  lands  of 
such  lunatic  or  drunkard,  with  the  privilege  to  the  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers of  entering  thereon,  to  cut  and  carry  away  the  same,  or  to 
authorize  such  committee  to  cut  the  same  and  dispose  thereof  when  cut, 
whenever  in  the  opinion  of  such  court  the  conversion  of  the  same  into 
money,  in  either  of  the  modes  aforesaid,  will  be  beneficial  to  such  luna- 
tic or  drunkard  or  to  his  or  her  estate,  and  to  order  that  the  proceeds  of 
such  sale  or  sales  shall  be  expended  upon,  and  in  improving  the  real 
estate  of  such  lunatic  or  drunkard,  or  shall  form  a  part  of  his  or  her 
personal  estate  as  if  originally  a  part  thereof;  and  in  all  or  any  of  the 
cases  aforesaid,  to  require  security  for  the  due  application  of  such  pro- 
ceeds, as  such  court  may  in  its  discretion  require. 

Section  2.   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  out  of  j^j  ^^^^  where 
which  any  commission,  in  the  nature  of  a  writ  de  lunatico  inquirendo  to  writs  of  lunatico 
ianuire  into  the  lunacy  or  habitual  drunkenness  of  any  person  within  inquirendo  are 
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this  commonwealth,  shall  hereafter  issue,  to  decide  and  direct  who  shall 
pay  all  costs  attendant  upon  the  issuing  and  execution  of  said  commis- 
sion, or  to  apportion  said  costs  and  the  payment  of  theni  among  the 
parties  interested,  in  such  proportions  as  the  justice  of  the  case  may 
require,  and  to  order  and  decree  payment  accordingly ;  the  witnesses 
before  any  commissioner  in  such  case  shall  be  allowed  the  same  fees 
and  mileage  as  if  attending  as  witnesses  in  said  court. 

Section  3.  Whenever  upon  the  petition  of  any  surely  and  due  proof, 
it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper 
county,  any  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace  of  any  city  or  county  of 
this  commonwealth,  by  reason  of  habits  of  intemperance  is  likely  to 
increase  the  responsiblility  of  his  sureties,  such  court  may  require  such 
alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace,  to  give  security  to  indemnify  the 
surety  so  petitioning  against  loss  by  reason  of  his  suretyship,  in  the 
manner  provided  by  the  sixth  section  of  the  act,  entitled  *'An  Act  pro- 
viding for  the  election  of  aldermen  and  justices  of  the  peace,"  in  such 
sum  and  by  such  time  as  the  court  may  think  necessary  and  proper. 

Section  4.  That  any  condition  in  assignments  of  property  made  by 
debtors  to  trustees  on  account  of  inability  at  the  time  of  the  assignment 
to  pay  their  debts,  within  the  meaning  of  the  act,  entitled  "  An  Act  to 
prevent  preferences  in  assignments,"  approved  April  seventeenth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three,  for  the  payment  of  the  creditors 
only,  who  shall  execute  a  release,  shall  be  taken  as  a  preference  in  favor 
of  such  creditors  and  be  void,  and  the  assignment  be  held  and  construed 
to  enure  to  the  benefit  of  all  the  creditors  in  proportion  to  their  respec- 
tive demands:  Provided,  That  no  bona  fide  judgment  or  lien  acquired 
against  the  property  of  any  debtor  or  any  sale  or  transfer  of  the  property 
of  such  debtor,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  obtained,  acquired  or 
made  with  intent  to  evade  the  provisions  of  the  said  act,  shall  be  avoided 
or  defeated  by  the  subsequent  discovery  that  such  debtor  was  insolvent 
at  the  time  such  judgment  was  obtained,  lien  acquired  or  transfer  made. 

Section  5.  That  the  act  approved  third  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three,  entitled  "An  Act  to  pre- 
serve and  perfect  the  validity  of  judgments  entered  upon  the  continuance 
or  appearance  docket  of  the  courts,"  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to 
impair  the  right  of  a  plaintiff  or  plaintiffs,  whose  judgment  had  been 
properly  entered  on  the  judgment  docket  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this 
commonwealth. 

Section  6.  That  the  provisions  in  the  fifth  section  of  the  act,  entitled 
"An  Act  for  limitation  of  actions,"  approved  the  twenty-seventh  day 
of  March,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirteen,  so  far  as  ihe  same 
save  rights  of  action  to  any  person  or  persons  beyond  the  sea,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  except  so  far  as  respects  citizens  of  the 
United  Slates  of  America;  and  it  is  hereby  provided  that  no  person  other 
than  citizens  of  the  United  States  of  America  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
entitled  to  bring  or  enforce  any  of  the  several  actions  in  the  said  section 
mentioned,  that  may  have  been  brought  or  may  hereafter  be  brought  by 
him,  her  or  them,  notwithstanding  he,  she  or  they  may  have  been  or 
may  be  beyond  sea  at  the  time  of  any  cause  of  such  action  given  or 
accrued,  fallen  or  come. 

Section  7.  That  the  first  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "  A  further  sup- 
plement to  the  penal  laws  of  this  state,"  be  so  altered  as  to  limit  all 
prosecutions  for  fornication  and  bastardy,  to  the  term  of  two  years 
instead  of  five  years,  as  provided  in  said  section. 

Section  8.  That  in  all  cases  when  a  judgment  has  been  or  shall  be 
regularly  revived  between  the  original  parties,  the  period  of  five  years 
during  which  the  lien  of  the  judgment  continues,  shall  only  commenca 
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to  run  in  favor  of  the  terre  tenant,  from  the  time  that  he  or  she  has 
placed  their  deed  on  record:  Provided,  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  Proviso. 
to  any  cases  which  have  been  finally  adjudicated,  or  when  the  terre 
tenant  is  in  actual  possession  of  the  land  bound  by  such  judgment,  by 
himself  or  tenant. 

Section  9.   That  so  much  of  an  act,  entitled  "  A  further  supplement  Act  relative  to

seventh  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-eight,  as  the  county  of  In- 
relates  to  the  county  of  Indiana,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,      diana. 

Section  10.  That  if  any  person  shall  in  the  night  time,  wilfully  and  Arson, 
maliciously  burn,  or  cause  to  be  burned,  any  dwelling  house,  kitchen, 
smoke  house,  shop,  barn,  stable,  store  house,  factory,  warehouse,  office, 
grist  or  saw  mills,  or  any  other  building  or  buildings,  or  pile  or  piles  of 
boards  or  other  lumber,  in  any  city  or  otiier  incorporated  districts  within 
this  commonwealth,  every  person  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  arson,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  sufl'er  imprisonment,  at  hard 
labor,  in  the  penitentiary,  for  any  term  not  more  than  fifteen  years,  and 
shall  forever  thereafter  be  deemed  incompetent  to  be  an  elector,  juror  or 
witness,  or  to  hold  any  office  of  honor,  trust  or  profit  within  this  com- 
monwealth. 

Section  11.  That  if  any  person  shall  at  any  time  set  fire  to,  or  at-  Misdemeanor, 
tempt  to  set  fire  to,  any  of  the  buildings  or  other  property  described  in 
ihejirst  section  of  this  act,  with  the  intent  to  burn  or  destroy  the  same, 
or  shall  advise,  assist,  or  procure  any  person  so  to  do,  any  person  so 
offending,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic- 
tion thereof,  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  penitentiary,  at  hard  labor,  not 
more  than  ten  years.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives cf  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
it  shall  be   the   duty  of  every  free  able   bodied  white  male  person,  Who  to  uniforns. 
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and  file.

between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five  years,  who  has  resided  in 
this  commonwealth  for  one  month,  to  provide  himself  with  such  uniform 
as  may  be  considered  a  proper  uniform  for  a  volunteer  company,  which 
shall  in  all  cases  be  a  substantial  uniform,  fit  for  service. 
Companies  to  SECTION  2.   That  the  persons  thus  uniformed,  shall  form  themselves 

consist  of  not  less  into  companies  of  not  less  than  thirty  rank  and  file,  and  elect  their  own 
than  thirty  rank    oflScers,  make  their  own  by-laws,  regulate,  collect,  and  apply  their  own 
fines  and  forfeitures.

companies  where  there  are  no  more  that  can  be  connected  with  them, 
shall  be  a  battalion :  And  provided,  That  should  there  not  be  three  com- 
panies in  any  brigade,  then  and  in  that  case,  the  company  or  companies 
in  the  said  brigade,  shall  elect  a  brigadier  general,  brigade  inspector, 
and  major  general,  as  directed  in  the  twelfth  section  of  tjiis  act. 
Comnanies  to  Section  4.   That  the  uniformed  militia  shall  meet  by  companies  for 

meet  twice  each  ^^^i^i"?  and  discipline,  not  less  than  twice  in  each  year,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  each  company,  and  each  battalion  and  regiment  shall  meet  for 
training  and  inspection,  not  less  than  once  in  each,  at  such  time  and  in 
such  order  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  brigade  inspector,  till  all  the  bat- 
talions and  regiments  shall  have  paraded. 

Section  5.  That  the  captain  or  commanding  officer  of  each  company 
shall  furnish  a  copy  of  the  roll  of  said  company,  under  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, to  the  county  commissioners,  at  such  time  as  the  assessment  of 
taxes  are  returned  in  each  and  every  year,  designating  the  township, 
tycomafiss°ioners"  ^^"^^  °^  borough,  in  which  each  member  resides,  and  furnish  at  the  same 
'  time  a  certificate  to  the  commanding  oflScer  of  the  battalion  or  regiment 
to  which  his  company  may  be  attached,  or  in  case  any  company  be  not 
attached  to  any  battalion  or  regiment,  then  he  shall  transmit  the  same  to 
the  adjutant  general,  certifying  to  the  number  of  members  uniformed, 
and  belonging  to  his  company. 

Section  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  of  each  township, 
ward  or  borough,  to  furnish  a  list  to  the  county  commissioners  of  all 
male  persons  residing  in  said  township,  ward  or  borough,  between  the 
ages  of  twenty-one  and  forly-five  years,  for  which  he  shall  receive  as 
a  full  compensation,  one  cent  per  person  :  Provided,  That  the  assessors 
shall  not  return  on  their  said  lists,  any  persons  who  they  shall  know  to 
hold  such  certificates  as  are  recognized  in  the  eighth  section  of  this  act, 
and  all  aforesaid  persons  who  are  not  uniformed  and  enrolled  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  considered  as  delinquent  militia  men,  and  subject  to  a 
fine  of  fifty  cents  for  each  year  that  such  delinquent  remains  ununi- 
formed  and  unenrolled  as  aforesaid.

accoutrements,  or  military  stores,  of  which  he  shall  furnish  vouchers, 
certifying  to  their  correctness,  and  ten  dollars  for  each  company,  fifteen 
dollars  for  each  battalion,  and  twenty  dollars  for  each  regiment,  he  shall 
have  organized  within  the  year,  and  the  aforesaid  sums  allowed  for  the 
items  aforesaid,  shall  be  considered  as  a  full  compensation  for  the  ser- 
vices of  brigade  inspectors  :  Provided,  That  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  Proviso, 
any  brigade  inspector  in  any  one  year  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  :  And  provided.  That  should  there  be  no  organizations  in  Pro^'so. 
any  brigade  in  any  year,  then  and  in  that  case  he  shall  receive  ten  dol- 
lars per  company  for  inspecting  the  first  five  companies,  if  there  be  five 
companies  in  his  brigade,  a  statement  of  which  several  expenses,  the 
county   treasurer  shall  make  out  and    transmit  to  the  slate  treasurer, 
together  with  the  balance  of  the  military  fund,  which  balance  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the  state  debt :  Provided,  That  should 
the  amount  of  military  fund  collected  as  aforesaid  in  any  county,  be  in- 
sufficient to  pay  the  amount  allowed  to  each  company  as  aforesaid,  then 
and  in  that  case  the  state  treasurer  shall  pay  to  the  county  ireasuress 
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upon  his  official  statement,  any  such  deficiency  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said, out  of  the  military  fund,  together  with  the  expenses  and  salary  of 
the  adjutant  general,  before  the  aforesaid  balance  shall  be  appropriated 
for  the  payment  of  the  slate  debt. 

Section  1 1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  brigade  inspector  to 
attend  in  person  to  every  aforesaid  organization,  and  furnish  the  requi- 
site number  of  clerks  at  his  own  expense,  make  returns  of  the  same  to 
the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  receive  and  distribute  commissions 
to  officers  elected,  to  make  requisition  for,  receive  and  disburse  arms  to 
each  company,  take  and  preserve  secured  bonds  for  their  safe  keeping, 
and  annually  inspect  the  same. 

Section  12.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  colonel  or  commanding 
officer  of  each  regiment,  and  major  or  commanding  officer  of  each  bat- 
talion, not  attached  to  any  regiment,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August 
in  each  and  every  year,  to  transmit  to  the  adjutant  general  a  certificate, 
certifying  the  number  of  companies  in  his  command,  and  their  title, 
and  number  of  members  in  each  company,  which  certificates,  together 
with  those  of  captains  of  companies  not  attached  to  any  battalion  or 
regiment,  shall  form  a  data  for  the  said  adjutant  general's  annual  report 
of  the  strength  of  the  military  force  of  the  state. 

Section  13.  That  all  the  uniform  companies  that  shall  be  organized 
on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-nine,  shall  meet  at  their  usual  place  of  meeting  on  said  first  Mon- 
day of  June,  and  on  the  first  Monday  of  June  in  every  five  years  there- 
after, an  election  shall  be  held  in  each  company  for  one  brigadier  general 
and  one  brigade  inspector  for  each  brigade  ;  also,  for  such  field  officers 
as  the  battalion  or  regiment  to  which  each  company  may  be  attached 
shall  be  entitled  to;  the  captain  or  commanding  officer  of  each  com- 
pany shall  superintend  said  election,  and  take  to  his  assistance  one  or 
more  members,  who  shall  be  severally  sworn  or  affirmed  to  conduct 
said  election  fairly  and  impartially,  and  make  a  true  and  correct  return 
thereof;  and  when  the  said  election  shall  have  been  closed  and  the  votes 
counted,  the  said  superintendent  and  his  assistants  shall  make  out  dupli- 
cate returns  of  the  same,  to  be  signed  by  them,  slating  the  number  of 
votes  given  for  each  person  for  the  difl^erent  offices  voted  for,  for  the 
battalion  or  regiment,  as  well  as  the  brigadier  general  and  brigade  in- 
spector ;  one  of  said  returns  the  said  superintendent  in  each  company 
shall  cause  to  be  filed  with  the  papers  of  the  company,  and  the  other 
he  shall,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered  to 
the  brigade  inspector  then  in  commission,  who  shall  open  and  cast  up 
the  same,  and  shall  make  out  one  general  return  of  the  election  of  each 
officer  having  the  highest  number  of  votes,  and  having  certified  and 
signed  the  same,  shall  forthwith  transmit  the  same  to  the  secretary  of 
the  commonwealth  ;  and  the  said  brigade  inspector  shall  immediately 
cause  a  written  certificate  and  notice  to  be  given  to  each  said  persons  of 
his  election,  and  the  returns  of  the  election  from  each  company  received 
by  said  brigade  inspector  shall  be  filed  and  preserved  in  his  office,  and 
subject  to  the  inspection  of  any  person  interested  who  may  wish  to 
examine  the  same.

Relating  to  judgments,   and  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  and  sequestration  of 
life  estates,  and  relative  to  the  high  constable  of  the  borough  of  Wilkesbarre. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commnnwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jlssemhly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  eleventh  section  of  the  act,  entitled  ''•An  Act  concerning  certain 
sheriffs'  and  coroners'  sales,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  the  six- 
teenth day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five,  so  far 
as  the  same  may  affect  any  judgment,  mortgage,  or  Other  lien  duly 
entered,  recorded  or  filed,  or  any  right  or  interest  of  either  of  the  par- 
ties to  the  judgment  transferred,  or  of  any  other  person  or  persons  duly 
vested  or  accrued  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  said  act,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  2.  That  the  provisions  contained  in  the  fifteenth  and  six- 
teenth sections  of  the  act  of  sixteenth  April,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty,  entitled  "An  Act  incorporating  the  Ebenezer  Methodist 
Episcopal  congregation  of  the  borough  of  Reading,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses," be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re-enacted  as  fully  and  effectually  as 
if  the  same  were  herein  set  forth  in  extenso. 

Section  3.  That  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  true  intent  and  mean- 
ing of  the  sixth  section  of  the  act  relating  to  orphans'  courts,  and  for 
other  purposes,  passed  the  thirteenth  day  of  October,  A.  D.  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  forty,  that  sales  under  executions  of  life  estates 
yielding  rents,  issues  or  profits,  may  be  made  in  the  manner  provided 
by  law  in  the  case  of  estates  of  inheritance,  in  all  cases  where  some 
lien  creditor  shall  not,  on  or  before  the  return  day  of  the  first  writ  of 
venditioni  exponas  whereon  a  sale  shall  be  advertised,  have  procured  a 
sequestrator  to  be  appointed ;  and  all  such  sales  heretofore  made,  are 
hereby  declare.l  good  and  valid,  except  in  such  cases  where  the  con- 
trary has  been  finally  determined  by  the  supreme  court,  or  by  any  court 
of  common  pleas,  and  no  writ  of  error  to  such  decision  has  been  taken. 

Section  4.  Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  July  next,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
sheriff  or  coroner  holding  inquisitions  on  lands  yielding  rents,  issues,  or 
profits  taken  in  execution,  wherein  the  defendant  has  only  a  life  estate, 
where  the  same  shall  be  condemned  upon  request  made,  and  notice 
given  to  the  plaintiff  in  the  writ,  his  agent  or  attorney,  at  least  three 
days  before  the  holding  of  such  inquisition  by  the  defendant,  his  agent 
or  attorney,  or  the  occupant  of  the  land,  to  cause  the  inquest  to  make 
an  appraisement  of  the  yearly  value  of  such  lands,  and  to  return  the 
same  with  or  as  part  of  the  inquisition  and  condemnation,  and  there- 
upon, before  any  writ  of  venditioni  exponas  shall  issue,  the  plaintiff 
shall  wait  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  such  inquisition,  for  the  defend- 
ant, his  agent,  attorney,  or  occupant  of  the  land,  to  elect  by  notice  in 
writing  to  the  sheriff  or  coroner,  to  pay  the  plaintiff  the  annual  valua- 
tion in  half  yearly  payments;  and  on  failure  of  the  defendant  so  to  elect 
to  pay,  or  on  neglect  or  failure  to  pay  for  thirty  days  after  any  half 
yearly  payment  shall  be  due  and  payable,  the  like  proceedings  may  be 
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had  as  are  now  directed  by  law  in  cases  wherein  estates  of  inheritance 
taken  in  execution  are  extended  on  a  sheriff's  inquest:  Provided^  That  Proviso, 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  appointment  of  a  seques- 
trator on  application  of  any  lien  creditor  under  the  provisions  of  the 
third  section  of  this  act,  and  of  the  act  tlierein  referred  to:  Provided  Pfoviso.

a  railroad  only  can  produce,  it  is  greatly  to  be  feared  that  a  separation 
must  take  place,  and  they  form  a  separate  independent  nation;  and  as  the 
means  of  securing  to  us  forever  the  vast  commerce  of  all  Asia: 

And  whereas^  The  plan  of  Mr.  Asa  Whitney  of  New  York,  for  the 
construction  of  this  great  highway,  is  in  our  opinion  the  only  practicable 
scheme  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  stupendous  enterprize,  the  only 
plan  which  would  not  involve  constitutional,  sectional  and  other  ques- 
tions, and  difficulties  sure  to  impede,  check,  and  finally  stop  the  progress 
of  the  work;  and  as  it  is  deeply  to  be  regretted  that  congress  did  not 
find  time  to  act  upon  this  subject  so  fraught  with  great  interest  to  the 
whole  United  States,  and  the  more  to  be  regretted,  because  the  lands 
on  the  first  part  of  the  route  with  the  only  timber  and  other  facilities  for 
the  settlement  of  almost  the  entire  line  of  the  road,  is  fast  being  taken  up 
by  settlers,  and  it  is  feared  will  soon  defeat  this  great  work  forever;

AN  ACT 

For  the  incorporation   of  the  German  Lutheran  church  of  Somerset  township, 
Washington  county. 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  German  Lutheran  congregation  in  pj.g2jjjj,jg_ 
Somerset  township,  Washington  county,  have  prayed  for  an  act  of  in- 
corporation for  better  management  of  their  affairs  ;  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enicted  by  (he  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  Incorporated, 
the  said  corporation  shall  be  called  and  known  by  the  name,  style  and  Name, 
title  of  "The  German  Luthemn  church  of  Pigeon  creek,  Somerset 
township,  Washington  county,"  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  per- 
petual succession,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded in  all  courts  of  law  and  elsewhere,  and  shall  be  able  and  capable  Privileges. 
in  law  and  equity  to  lake,  hold  and  receive  to  them  and  their  suc- 
cessors for  the  use  of  said  church  and  congregation,  lands,  tenements, 
goods  and  chattels  of  whatsoever  kind,  nature  or  quality,  real,  personal 
or  mixed,  which  are  now,  or  shall  or  may  at  any  time  hereafter  be- 
come the  property  of  the  said  church  and  congregation,  to  be  held  for 
their  use  by  gift,  grants,  bargain,  sale,  conveyance,  devise,  bequest  or 
otherwise,  from  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever  capable  of  making 
the  same;  and  the  same  to  grant,  bargain,  sell,  mortgage,  improve  or 
dispose  of,  for  the  support  of  a  pastor  or  pastors,  and  other  offices  and 
charitable  purposes  of  the  said  congregation  :  Provided,  That  the  clear  Proviso, 
yearly  income  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  and 
shall  not  be  appropriated  to  any  other  than  benevolent  or  religious  pur- 
poses. 

Section  2.  The  business  of  the  said  congregation  shall  be  conducted 
by  five  trustees,  who  shall  choose  from  their  number  a  president  and  Management, 
secretary,  and  may  appoint  a  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as 
the  said  trustees  may  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary,  for  the  better 
government  of  the  said  congregation :  the  present  trustees  elected  by 
said  congregation,  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  first  Tuesday  in 
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Proviso. 


Powers  of  trus- 
tees. 


September  next,  on  which  day  the  members  of  the  said  congregation 
Annual  elections,  shall  elect  five  persons  to  serve  as  trustees  for  one  year,  or  until  their 
successors  are  elected,  by  ballot,  and  their  places  shall  be  supplied  at 
the  annual  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose  in  each  year,  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  September :  Provided,  That  in  case  of  vacancy  by  death 
or  otherwise,  the  remaining  trustees  shall  appoint  a  person  to  supply 
the  place  until  the  next  election. 

Section  3.  The  said  trustees  and  their  successors  shall  have  full 
power  to  enact  and  enforce  all  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  as  they 
shall  think  proper  for  the  regulation  and  transaction  of  business  of  the 
said  congregation,  and  to  make,  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the 
same  to  break,  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure,  to  change  the  time  and  place 
of  holding  their  annual  elections,  as  the  same  may  be  found  convenient; 
and  if  the  congregation  neglect  on  the  day  of  the  annual  meeting  to  hold 
their  election,  the  trustees  may  appoint  any  subsequent  time  at  which 
such  election  shall  be  held :  Provided,  That  public  notice  of  said  elec- 
tion be  given  at  least  one  week  before  the  time  of  holding  the  same : 
Provided  further.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  not  dispose  of,  alien, 
sell,  or  in  any  way  incumber  the  real  estate  belonging  to  said  church, 
unless  with  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  said  congre- 
gation, who  shall  meet  and  determine  upon  such  sale,  encumbrance  or 
disposition,  as  shall  have  been  proposed:  And  provided  further.  That 
the  said  by-laws  and  ordinances,  and  all  the  acts  of  said  corporation, 
framed,  enacted  and  promulgated  by  the  same,  shall  be  in  conformity 
to  the  rules  and  principles  of  the  German  Lutheran  church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws 
of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  state.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonweallh  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
James  Cresswell,  Casper  Dull.  Charles  Bratten,  John  Hartzler,  David

building  said  bridge ;  also  to  enter  thereon  with  wagons,  carts,  sleds, 
sleighs  or  beasts  of  burden  or  draft,  and  to  take  and  carry  off  any  mate- 
rial necessary  in  the  construction  of  said  bridge,  doing  as  little  damage  Damages,  how 
as  possible,  and  making  amends  for  any  damage  that  may  be  done ;  ^^"''^•"^'1  »"'' 
which  damage,  if  the  parties  cannot  agree,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  P"'*** 
decision  of  three  disinterested  freeholders,  chosen  by  the  parlies,  and  if 
the  parties  cannot  agree  on  the  men,  or  if  either  party,  on  due  notice, 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  join  in  the  choice,  the  said  freeholders  shall, 
on  application,  be  appointed  by  any  justice  of  the  peace  within  the 
couDty,  not  interested,  who  after  being  sworn  or  affirmed,  shall  assess 
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or  appraise  the  damage  and  make  report  thereof  to  the  justice  of  the 
peace  who  appointed  them;  and  the  said  directors  or  other  persons  by 
them  employed,  after  the  payment  of  the  appraised  value  to  the  owner, 
or  giving  adequate  security  therefor,  may  enter,  chop,  dig,  quarry  and 
carry  off  any  material  necessary  in  the  building  or  repairing  said  bridge. 

Section  7.  The  president  and  directors  of  the  said  company  shall  keep 
just  and  fair  accounts  of  all  the  moneys  received  by  them,  in  any  way 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  also  all  moneys  by  them  expended, 
and  all  voluntary  contributions  to  said  company,  and  shall  at  least  once 
a  year,  or  whenever  called  on,  submit  their  accounts  to  the  inspection 
of  any  or  all  the  stockholders. 

Sections.  When  a  good  and  complete  bridge  is  erected  over  said 
Juniata  river  at  the  place  aforesaid,  the  company,  their  successors  or 
assigns,  may  demand  the  same  rates  of  toll  as  are  allowed  in  the  act, 
entitled  "An  Act  to  authorize  the  governor  to  incorporate  a  company 
to  erect  a  bridge  over  the  Juniata  river  at  M'Veytown,  Mifflin  county, 
and  for  other  purposes,"  passed  thirleenlh  day  of  March,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  and  shall  cause  to  be  put  up  and  kept 
up  in  some  conspicuous  place  at  the  gates  of  said  bridge,  a  list  of  the 
rates  of  toll. 

Section  9.  That  if  any  persons  shall  wilfully  cut,  destroy  or  break, 
or  remove  from  off  said  bridge,  or  any  part  thereof,  any  piece  of  tim- 
ber, stone,  plank,  chain,  bolt,  or  any  materials  whatsoever,  belonging 
to  said  bridge,  or  otherwise  wilfully  or  maliciously  damage  the  same, 
he,  she,  or  they  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence 
over  and  above  the  damage  done  to  said  bridge,  the  sum  of  twenty  dol- 
lars, to  be  recovered  with  costs  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof. 

Section  10.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  keep  just  and 
true  accounts  of  all  tolls  received  by  their  respective  collectors  of  tolls 
for  crossing  said  bridge,  and  shall  make  and  declare  a  dividend  of  the 
profits  and  income  thereof  among  all  the  stockholders  of  said  coihpany, 
in  proportion  to  the  shares  respectively  held  by  each,  and  deducting 
therefrom  all  contingent  costs  and  charges,  and  such  proportions  of  said 
income  as  may  by  them  be  deemed  necessary  for  a  growing  fund,  for 
repairing  or  re-building  said  bridge,  and  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  of 
January  in  each  year,  publish  the  dividends  to  be  made  of  the  clear 
profits  thereof  among  the  stockholders,  and  of  the  time  and  place  when 
and  where  the  same  shall  be  paid,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  paid 
accordingly:  Provided^  That  no  dividends  of  profits  shall  be  declared 
until  all  the  expenses  of  building  and  constructing  said  bridge  shall  be 
fully  paid. 

Section  11.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  locate  the  said 
bridge  upon  the  site  of  the  old  one,  using  the  abutments  and  piers  that 
are  now  standing,  and  paying  the  company  incorporated  in  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirty-eight,  for  the  same,  and  all  other  materials  that 
can  be  used  in  the  construction  of  the  new  bridge ;  the  valuation  of  the 
property  referred  to  of  the  old  company,  to  be  made  by  three  disinter- 
ested persons,  to  be  selected  in  the  following  manner:  one  by  the  pre- 
sident and  directors  of  the  old  company;  a  second  by  tlie  president  and 
directors  of  the  new  company;  and  a  third  by  the  two  chosen  as  afore- 
said, who  shall  be  duly  qualified  according  to  law:  Provided  however^ 
If  the  company  hereby  incorporated  are  not  satisfied  with  the  valuation 
so  made,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  apply  to  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  Mifflin  county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  appoint  three  dis- 
interested persons,  who  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  agreed  on  by  the 
parties;  and  after  being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed  according  to  law,  shall 
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put  a  fair  and  just  valuation  on  said  abutments,  piers  and  other  mate- 
rials, to  the  best  of  their  judgment.

Section  \.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commomvea/th  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.

Section  7.   When  a  good  and  complete  bridge  shall  have  been  erected  rp^n^ 
over  said  Susquehanna  river  at  the  place  aforesaid,  the  company,  their 
successors  or  assigns,  may  demand  and  receive  loll  from  travelers  and 
others  crossing  the  same,  at  such  rates  as  the  president  and  directors 
shall  from  time  to  time  determine:  Provided,  They  shall  cause  to  be  Proviso, 
put  up,  and  kept  up  in  some  conspicuous  place  at  the  gates  of  said 
bridge,  a  list  of  the  rates  of  toll :  And  provided.  That  the  bridge  shall  Proviso. 
be  so  constructed  as  not  to  injure  or  obstruct  in  any  manner  the  navi- 
gation of  the  Susquehanna  river. 

Section  8.   That  if  any  person  shall  wilfully  cut,  destroy  or  break, 
or  remove  from  said  bridge,  or  any  part  thereof,  any  piece  of  timber,  Penalty  for  injur- 
stone,  plank,  chain,  bolt,  or  any  materials  whatsoever,  belonging  to  said  '"^  °^  destroymg 
bridge  or  otherwise,  wilfully  or  maliciously  damage  the  same,  he,  she,  ^^  property  of 
or  they  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence  over     ^  <;oinpany,^ 
and  above  the  damage  done  to  said  bridge,  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars, 
to  be  recovered  with  costs  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  and 
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be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  twelve- 
months,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  9.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  keep  just  and  true 
Accounts  of  tolls,  accounts  of  all  tolls  received  by  their  respective  collectors  of  tolls  for 
crossing  said  bridge,  and  shall  make  and  declare  a  dividend  of  the  profits 
and  income  thereof  among  all  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  shares  respectively  held  by  each,  and  deducting  there- 
from all  contingent  costs  and  charges,  and  such  proportions  of  said 
income  as  may  by  them  be  deemed  necessary  for  a  growing  fund  for 
repairing  or  re-building  said  bridge;  and  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  of 
January  in  each  year,  publish  the  dividends  to  be  made  of  the  clear 
profits  thereof  among  the  stockholders,  and  of  the  time  and  place,  when 
and  where  the  same  shall  be  paid,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  paid 
accordingly:  Provided,  That  no  dividends  of  profits  shall  be  declared 
until  all  the  expenses  of  building  and  constructing  said  bridge  shall  be 
fully  paid.

Section  \.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  sa77ie.  That

turnpike  road  company.'    Witness  our  hands  the 
day  of  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight 

hundred  and  ;"  and  thereupon  shall  give  notice  in 

three  or  more  public  papers  printed  in  the  counties  of  Berks  and  Lan- 
caster, three  weeks  at  the  least  previous  to  the  times  and  of  the  places 
when  and  where  the  said  books  shall  be  opened  to  receive  subscriptions  Open  books. 
lor  the  stock  of  the  said  company,  at  which  times  and  places  two  or 
more  of  the  said  commissioners  shall  attend  and  permit  and  suffer  all 
persons  of  lawful  age,  who  shall  ofter  to  subscribe  in  the  said  books,  in 
their  own  names  or  in  the  names  of  any  other  persons  who  shall  duly 
authorize  the  same,  for  any  number  of  shares  of  said  stock,  and  the  said 
books  shall  be  kept  open  respectively  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  at  least 
four  hours  in  every  juridical  day  for  the  space  of  three  days,  or  until 
the  said  books  shall  have  sixteen  hundred  shares  therein  subscribed; 
and  if  at  the  expiration  of  the  said  three  days,  the  books  aforesaid  shall  ,t 
not  have  the  said  number  of  sixteen  hundred  shares  therein  subscribed,  glares 
the  commissioners  may  adjourn  from  lime  to  time,  and  transfer  the  books 
from  place  to  place,  until  the  whole  number  of  shares  shall  be  subscribed, 
of  which  adjournment  and  transfer  the  commissioners  shall  give  such 
public  notice  as  the  occasion  may  require,  and  when  the  whole  number 
of  shares  subscribed  shall  amount  to  sixteen  hundred,  the  said  books 
shall  be  closed:  Provided  always,  That  no  subscription  shall  be  valid  Proviso, 
unless  the  person  offering  to  subscribe  in  his  own  name  or  in  any  other 
name,  shall  pay  to  the  attending  comttiissioner  at  the  time  of  making 
the  same,  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  on  each  and  every  share 
he  shall  so  subscribe,  out  of  which  shall  be  payed  the  expenses  of  taking 
such  subscription  and  other  incidental  charges,  and  the  remainder  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation,  as  soon  as  the  same  shall 
be  organized  agreeable  to  the  provisions  of  this  act;  such  first  payment 
on  each  share  to  be  taken  and  considered  as  a  part  payment  on  each 
share  subscribed. 

Section  2.   As  soon  as  six  hundred  shares  shall  have  been  subscribed 
by  ten  persons  or  more,  and  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  paid 
on  each  share  of  stock  as  aforesaid,  the  said  commissioners,  or  any  four 
of  them,  shall  certify  the  same  under  their  hands  and  seals  to  the  gov- 
ernor, the  names  of  the  subscribers  and  the  number  of  shares  subscribed 
by  each,  and  thereupon  the  governor  shall  by  letters  patent,  under  his  Letters  patent. 
hand  and  the  seal  of  the  state,  create  and  erect  the  subscribers,  and  also 
tliose  who  may  afterwards  subscribe,  if  the  subscription  be  not  full  at  the 
time,  into  one  body,  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the 
name,  style  and  title  of  *'  The  Conestoga  and  Reading  turnpike  road  Style, 
company,"'  with  all  the  privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  a  corpora-  Privileges, 
tion,  and  said  company  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable 
of  taking  and  holding  the  said  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits 
thereof,  and   of  enlarging  the  same  by  new  subscriptions,  if  such  en- 
largement shall  be  necessary  to  fulfil  the  intent  and  purposes  of  this  act, 
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in  such  manner  and  form  as  they  may  think  proper,  and  of  purchasing, 
taking  and  holding,  to  them  and  to  their  successors  and  assigns,  in  fee 
simple,  or  for  any  less  estate,  all  such  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments, 
real  and  personal,  as  shall  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  them  in  the 
prosecution  of  their  work,  and  the  same  to  sell  or  dispose  of  at  their 
pleasure,  of  suing  and  of  being  sued,  and  of  doing  all  and  every  matter 
and  thing  which  a  corporation  or  body  politic  may  lawfully  do. 

Section  3.  That  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  or  any  two  of  them, 
as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  said  letters  patent  shall  have 
been  issued,  shall  give  notice  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  in  the 
county  of  Berks,  and  one  paper  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  of  a  time 
and  place  by  them  to  be  appointed,  not  less  than  fifteen  days  after  the 
publication  of  the  notice,  at  which  time  and  place  the  said  subscribers, 
or  as  many  of  them  as  may  attend,  shall  proceed  to  organize  the  said 
company,  and  shall  choose  by  a  majority  of  votes  of  the  said  subscribers 
present,  by  ballot,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy  duly  authorized,  which 
proxy  shall  have  been  obtained  and  bear  date  within  one  month  previ- 
ously to  the  election  at  which  such  proxy  shall  be  presented,  one  presi- 
dent, eight  managers,  one  treasurer  and  a  secretary,  to  conduct  the 
business  of  the  said  company  until  the  next  annual  election  of  the  said 
company,  which  annual  election  shall  take  place  on  the  first  Wednesday 
in  January  then  next  ensuing,  as  hereinafter  regulated  ;  they  may  make 
and  have  one  common  seal,  and  the  same  may  alter  and  renew  at  plea- 
sure, and  make  such  by-laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state  as  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  well  ordering  of  the  company  :  Provided,  That  no 
person  but  a  stockholder  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  president  or 
manager. 

Skction  4.  The  stockholders  shall  meet  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
January,  in  erery  year,  at  such  places  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  by  laws 
of  the  said  company,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  by  the  majority  of 
votes  present,  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  as  mentioned  in  the  third 
section  of  this  act,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year  and  until  others 
are  chosen,  and  at  such  other  time  as  they  may  be  summoned  bythe  man- 
agers, in  such  manner  and  form  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by-lawsj  at 
which  annual  or  special  meeting  they  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
make,  alter,  or  repeal,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  as  hereinafter,  all  such 
by-laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations  as  aforesaid,  and  to  do  and  perform 
every  other  corporate  act ;  and  the  number  of  votes  to  which  each  stock- 
hold  shall  be  entided  shall  be  according  to  the  number  of  shares  he  or 
she  shall  hold  in  the  proportion  following,  that  is  to  say :  one  vote  for 
each  share  not  exceeding  five  shares  ;  and  one  vote  for  three  shares, 
above  five,  not  exceeding  twenty ;  and  one  vote  for  every  ten  shares, 
over  twenty  and  under  one  hundred ;  but  no  share  or  shares  over  one 
hundred  shall  confer  any  additional  right  of  voting ;  but  no  share  shall 
confer  a  right  of  suff'rage  which  shall  not  have  been  holden  three  cal- 
endar months  prior  to  the  day  of  election,  nor  unless  it  be  holden  by 
the  person  in  whose  name  it  appears  absolutely  and  bona  fide  in  his 
own  right,  or  in  that  of  his  wife,  or  for  his  or  her  sole  use  and  benefit, 
or  as  executor  or  administrator,  trustee  or  guardian,  or  in  the  right  or

That  no  shareholder  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  or  at  any 
special  meetinff  of  said  company  from  whom  any  instalment  or  arrear- 
ages may  have  been  due  and  payable  more  than  thirty  days  previously 
to  said  election  or  meeting. 

Section  5.  The  election  of  officers  provided  for  in  the  third  section 
of  this  act,  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following  manner,  that  is  to  say:  Election  of  offi- 
the  managers  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint  two  of  the  stocliholders  cers,  how  con- 
not  being  managers,  to  be  judges  of  the  said  election,  and  to  conduct  ""'^ 
the  same,  alter  having  severally  taken  and  subscribed  an  oath  or  affir- 
mation before  an  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace,  well  and  truly,  and 
according  to  law  to  conduct  such  election,  to  the  best  of  their  know- 
lede  and  abilities ;  and  the  said  judges  shall  decide  upon  the  qualifica- 
tions of  voters,  and  when  the  election  is  closed,  shall  count  the  votes 
and  declare  who  has  been  elected  ;  and  if  it  shall  at  any  time  happen 
that  an  election  of  president  and  managers,  treasurer,  secretary,  or 
other  officer  shall  not  be  made,  the  corporation  shall  not  for  that  cause 
be  dissolved,  but  it  shall  be  lawful  to  hold  and  make  such  election  of

of  the  declaring  of  such  dividend. 

Section  11.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  president  and 
managers  of  said  company,  to  lay  out  the  route  or  track  of  the  said  Powers, 
turnpike  road,  beginning  ai  the  Blue  Ball  tavern,  on  the  Downingtown 
and  Euphrata  turnpike  road,  in  Earl  township,  Lancaster  county;  ihence  Location  of  road. 
by  such  route  as  shall  combine  the  shortest  distance  with  the  most 
favorable  grades,  to  the  most  suitable  point  at  the  city  of  Reading,  with 
power  and  authority  to  build  a  bridge  over  and  across  the  river  Schuyl- 
kill, if  they  should  deem  it  necessary  to  connect  with  the  same :  the 
said  president  and  managers  shall  have  power  and  authority  by  them- 
selves, their  superintendents,  engineers,  artists,  workmen  and  laborers 
employed  by  them,  to  enter  in  and  upon  any  lands  or  enclosures,  for  .  f  P 
the  purpose  of  locating  the  said  road;  and  they  may  occupy  so  much 
of  such  lands,  and  also  the  beds  of  public  roads  and  bridges  not  be- 
longing to  other  companies,  as  may  be  needed  for  the  bed  of  their  road, 
erection  of  toll  houses  and  construction  of  water  courses:  they  may 
also  examine  quarries,  dig  and  take  away  any  stone,  gravel,  or  mate- 
rials in  the  vicinity  of  the  route,  that  may  be  wanted  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  said  road,  always  paying  the  owner  of  such  land?  and 
materials  a  just  compensation  for  the  same;  and  if  the  parties  cannot 
agree  upon  the  compensation,  the  same  shall  be  determined  by  three 
disinterested,  judicious  and  suitable  persons,  to  be  chosen  by  the  par- 
ties; or  if  they  cannot  agree,  to  be  appointed  by  a  justice  of  the  peace,  Assessment  of 
or  alderman  in  the  neighborhood,  who,  after  taking  an  oath  or  aflirma-  damages. 
tion  to  perform  their  duties  with  impartiality,  shall  determine  the  amount 
of  the  said  damages,  always  taking  into  consideration  the  advantages  as 
well  as  the  disadvantages  of  the  said  road  to  the  owner  of  the  said  land, 
and  file  their  award  in  the  office  of  the  justice  of  the  peace  or  alderman 
who  may  have  appointed  them:  Provided,  Tliat  either  pany  may  ap-  Proviso, 
peal  from  the  same  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  in  which 
the  land  may  lie;  the  said  appeal  to  be  made  within  twenty  days  after 
such  award  shall  have  been  made  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  said 
justice  of  the  peace  or  alderman:  Provided  also,  That  if  any  person  or  Proviso, 
persons  owning  land,  or  any  other  property  which  shall  be  ail'ecied  by 
this  act,  be  feme  covert,  under  age,  non  compos  mentis,  or  out  of  the 
state,  then  and  in  any  such  case  the  president  and  managers  of  the 
company,  and  at  the  costs  and  charges  of  the  said  corporation,  shall, 
within  one  year  after  the  construction  of  the  said  turnpike  road  through 
the  said  land,  represent  the  same  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
county  where  the  said  lands  lie,  as  the  case  may  be,  who  shall  proceed 
thereon,  and  shall  appoint  three  or  more  suitable  persons  to  value  and 
assess  the  said  damages,  and  make  a  report  of  the  same  to  the  said 
court;  and  when  confirmed  by  the  court,  they  shall  direct  to  whom 
and  in  what  manner  the  amount  of  the  said  damages  shall  be  paid  and 
secured,  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  parlies  owning 
such  land  or  other  property,  to  be  so  held  until  it  can  be  paid  to  ihem, 
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or  to  their  proper  trustee  or  guardian,  as  the  same  may  be :  Provided 
further^  That  no  part  of  lliis  act  shall  authorize  the  taking  away  of  any 
property,  or  entering  in  or  upon  any  land,  or  taking  possession  of  the 
same  by  the  said  company,  without  the  owner's  consent,  in  writing, 
unless  the  same  be  previously  paid  for,  or  adequate  security  given  for 
the  payment  of  the  same,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  the  county  in  which  the  lands  lie,  or  by  the  parties  interested 
in  the  same. 

Section  12.  The  said  road  shall  be  laid  out  not  exceeding  fifty  feet 
in  width,  and  at  least  twenty-one  feet  in  width  thereof  shall  be  a  good 
and  substantial  turnpike  road,  to  be  composed  of  broken  stone,  gravel  or 
other  hard  substances,  and  to  secure  a  solid  foundation  for  the  same  a 
bed  shall  be  excavated  and  made  to  slope  each  way  from  the  centre  to 
the  sides,  and  to  be  sunk  at  least  six  inches  below  the  surface  of  the 
ground,  the  width  of  twenty-one  feet,  the  bed  being  so  made,  shall  be 
covered  with  broken  stone,  gravel  or  other  hard  substances,  not  to  exceed 
in  size  two  inches  and  a  half  at  their  largest  diameter,  as  may  be 
directed  by  the  engineer  or  superintendent  of  the  road ;  to  be  eight  inches 
in  depth,  forming  a  regular  slope  from  the  centre  to  the  sides  of  said 
road ;  the  said  company  shall  make  good  and  sufficient  ditches  on  the 
sides  of  the  said  road  in  order  to  drain  the  water  off  and  to  keep  the 
same  dry,  and  may  enter  on  the  lands  adjacent  to  the  road  where  it 
may  be  necessary  to  make  ditches  or  drains  to  lead  the  water  off,  mak- 
ing them  in  such  manner  and  form  and  in  such  places  as  may  be  suitable 
for  the  same,  and  so  as  to  do  the  least  possible  damage  to  the  owners  of 
the  property  ;  the  said  president  and  managers  shall  erect  good  and 
sufficent  bridges  over  all  the  streams  of  water  crossed  by  the  route  of  the 
said  road,  wherever  the  same  shall  be  found  necessary  j  the  said  road 
shall  be  made  of  as  uniform  a  grade  as  the  nature  of  the  country  and  the 
surface  of  the  ground  will  admit  of,  but  in  no  part  or  portion  of  the  same 
shall  the  grade  of  the  road,  either  ascending  or  descending,  exceed  three 
degrees,  and  the  said  company  shall  forever  after  maintain  and  keep  the 
said  road  in  all  its  parts  in  good  order  and  repair:  Provided^  That  if  in 
the  opinion  of  the  said  president  and  managers  any  part  of  the  said  ground 
on  the  route  of  the  said  road,  shall  be  so  hard  and  compact  as  to  make 
a  good  and  sufficient  road,  according  to  this  act,  without  covering  the 
same  with  gravel,  broken  stone  or  other  hard  substances,  the  said  presi- 
dent and  managers  are  hereby  authorized  to  construct  such  part  of  the 
said  road  without  any  such  covering,  and  shall  forever  thereafter  main- 
tain and  keep  the  same  in  good  repair. 

Section  13.  The  said  president,  managers  and  company  shall,  within 
three  months  after  ascertaining  the  route  of  the  said  turnpike  road,  cause 
an  accurate  survey  of  the  lines  of  the  same  to  be  made,  and  two  maps 
or  plots  of  such  survey,  representing  the  different  bodies  of  land  it 
passes  through  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained,  one  of  which  maps  or 
plots  they  shall  cause  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court 
of  quarter  sessions  of  Berks  county,  and  the  other  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county  of  Lancaster,  which 
maps  or  plots,  or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  shall  be  sufficient  evidence 
of  the  course  and  route  of  the  said  turnpike  road,  and  to  be  received  as 
such  in  all  cases  of  dispute  respecting  the  same. 

Section  14.  Whenever  the  said  company  shall  have  finished  three 
miles  or  more  of  turnpike  road  from  any  one  point,  the  president  there- 
of may  give  notice  to  the  governor,  who  shall  thereupon  forthwith 
appoint  three  skillful,  judicious  and  disinterested  persons  to  view  and 
examine  the  same,  and  to  report  on  oath  or  affirmation  to  him  whether 
the  said  road  is  so  far  executed  in  a  competent  and  workmanlike  mim- 
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ner,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  and  if  their 
report  shall  be  in  the  affirmative,  then  tlie  governor  shall  by  license  License, 
under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  state  permit  said  company  to  erect 
and  place  so  many  gates  or  turnpikes  upon  and  across  the  said  road, 
as  will  be  necessary  and  sufficient  to  collect  from  all  persons  who  may 
travel  the  same,  such  tolls  as  are  hereinafter  authorized  to  be  collected : 
Provided,  That  no  loll  shall  be  demanded  on  the  said  road  from  any  Proviso, 
person  or  persons  passing  or  repassing  from  one  part  of  his,  her  or  their 
farm  to  any  other  part  of  the  same;  and  all  persons  with  their  horses 
and  vehicles  going  directly  to  and  from  funerals  or  places  of  worship, 
shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  tolls  when  traveling  on  the  said 
road  or  in  any  part  thereof. 

Section  15.  When  the  said  company  is  licensed  in  the  manner  afore- 
said, it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  appoint  such  and  so  many  toll 
gatherers  as  they  may  think  proper,  to  collect  and  receive  of  and  from  Toll  gatherers, 
all  and  every  person  or  persons  using  the  said  road,  the  tolls  and  rates 
hereinafter  mentioned,  and  to  stop  any  person  leading,  riding  or  driving 
any  horses,  catde,  hogs,  sheep  or  vehicle  of  burden  or  pleasure  of  what- 
soever kind  from  passing  through  the  said  gates,  until  they  have  respec- 
tively paid  the  same,  that  is  to  say:  for  every  carriage,  sleigh  or  vehicle 
of  whatever  description  used  for  personal  accommodation  or  pleasure,  Tolls, 
one  and  one  half  cents  per  mile  for  each  horse  or  mule  drawing  the  same; 
for  every  cart  or  wagon  or  other  carriage  of  burden,  the  wheels  of  which 
shall  not  exceed  two  inches  in  breadth,  one  cent  per  mile  for  each  and 
every  horse  or  mule  drawing  the  same;  for  every  cart,  wagon  or  other 
carriage  of  burden,  the  wheels  of  which  are  four  inches  and  upwards  in 
width,  three-fourths  of  a  cent  per  mile,  for  each  and  every  horse  or  mule 
drawing  the  same;  for  the  said  vehicles  of  burden  as  above  mentioned, 
the  wheels  of  which  are  six  inches  in  breadth,  one  half  cent  per  mile 
for  each  and  every  horse  or  mule  drawing  the  same;  any  load  over  four 
tons  may  be  charged  additional  toll  not  exceeding  double  these  rates; 
every  two  oxen  drawing  carts,  wagons  or  other  vehicles  of  burden  with 
wheels  shall  be  rated  as  one  horse;  for  every  sleigh  or  sled  used  in  carry- 
ing burdens,  one  cent  per  mile  for  every  horse  drawing  the  same:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  said  company  may  at  their  discretion  regulate  the  tolls 
so  as  to  reduce  them  below  the  rates  specified  above,  and  raise  them 
again  to  the  amount  permitted  by  this  act,  but  in  no  case  to  exceed 
them  during  such  times  and  seasons  and  with  such  discriminations  as 
they  may  think  proper  and  right. 

Section  16.  If  any  person  or  persons  riding  in  or  driving  any  carriage 
of  burden  or  pleasure,  or  driving  any  catde,  sheep  or  hogs,  shall  with  '^^"i^'j  °^ 
the  intent  to  defraud  the  said  company,  or  to  evade  the  payment  of  any 
tolls  aforesaid,  pass  through  any  private  way  or  over  any  other  ground 
near  to  or  adjacent  to  any  turnpike  gate,  or  shall  wilfully  represent  to 
tlie  toll  collector,  that  he  or  she  has  traveled  a  less  distance  than  he  or 
she  has  actually  traveled,  or  use  any  other  fradulent  means  or  device  to 
lessen  or  avoid  the  payment  of  such  tolls,  any  such  person  or  persons 
so  offending,  shall  upon  conviction  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or 
alderman  of  the  county  in  which  theofl'ence  shall  have  been  committed, 
for  every  such  offence  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  president  and  managers  of 
tlie  said  company,  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  with  costs  for  the 
use  of  the  said  company,  and  in  default  or  neglect  to  pay  the  same,  it 
shall  be  recovered  as  debts  of  a  like  amount  are  recoverable. 

Section  17.  If  the  said  company  shall  neglect  to  keep  the  said  road  proceedings  to 
in  good  repair  and  traveling  order  for  the  space  of  fifteen  days,  and  in-  keep  the  road  in 
formation  thereof  shall  be  given  to  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  alderman  order  and  repair, 
in  the  vicinity  where  the  repairs  ought  to  be  made,  such  justice  or 
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alderman  shall  issue  a  precept  directed  to  any  constable,  commanding 
him  to  summon  three  disinterested  persons  to  meet  at  a  certain  time  in 
such  precept  mentioned,  on  the  part  of  the  road  which  shall  be  com- 
plained of,  of  which  meeting  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  keeper  of  the 
gate  nearest  thereto,  and  the  said  justice  or  alderman  shall  at  such  time 
and  place  on  the  oaths  or  affirmation  of  the  said  persons,  inquire  whether 
the  said  road  or  any  part  thereof  is  in  such  good  order  and  repair  as 
aforesaid,  and  if  the  said  road  shall  be  found  by  the  said  inquisition  to 
be  out  of  order  or  repair  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
act,  the  said  justice  or  alderman,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  certify  and 
send  one  copy  of  the  inquisition  to  each  of  the  keepers  of  the  gates 
between  which  such  defective  place  may  be,  and  thenceforth  the  tolls 
authorized  hereby  to  be  collected  at  such  gates  shall  cease  to  be  demanded 
or  collected,  until  the  said  defective  part  or  parts  of  the  road  shall  be  put 
in  good  order  and  repair;  and  if  the  same  shall  not  be  put  in  good  order 
and  repair  as  aforesaid,  before  the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the 
proper  county,  the  justice  of  the  peace  or  alderman  before  whom  the 
said  proceedings  were  had,  shall  certify  and  send  a  copy  of  the  inquisi- 
tion aforesaid  to  the  judges  of  the  said  court,  and  the  court  shall  there- 
upon cause  process  to  issue  and  bring  in  the  body  or  bodies  of  the 
person  or  persons  entrusted  by  the  company  with  the  care  and  superin- 
tendence of  such  part  of  the  road  as  shall  be  found  defective,  and  shall  pro- 
ceed thereon  as  in  cases  of  supervisors  of  the  highways  for  neglect  of 
duty;  and  if  the  person  or  persons  entrusted  by  the  company  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  convicted  of  the  offence  in  and  by  the  said  inquisition  charged, 
the  said  court  shall  give  judgment  as  in  the  case  of  supervisors  of  high- 
ways neglecting  their  duties;  the  penalties  so  to  be  imposed  shall  be 
recovered  in  the  same  manner  as  fines  for  misdemeanors  are  usually 
recovered  in  said  court,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the  supervisors  of  the  town- 
ship wherein  the  offence  was  committed,  to  be  used  for  repairing  the 
public  roads  in  said  township. 

Section  18.  If  any  toll  collector  shall  demand  and  receive  from  any 
person  greater  toll  than  is  authorized  by  this  act,  such  toll  collector 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence  a  sura  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars,  to  the  directors  of  the  poor  and  house  of  employment  of  the 
county  in  which  the  forfeiture  shall  be  incurred,  to  be  recovered  before 
any  justice  of  the  peace  or  alderman  of  the  county  where  such  ofience 
shall  have  been  committed. 

Section  19.  All  drivers  and  conductors  of  wagons  and  carriages  of  all 
kinds,  using  the  said  road,  shall,  except  when  overtaking  and  passing 
by  a  carriage,  wagon,  or  other  vehicle  of  slower  draught,  keep  their 
horses  and  carriages  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  road  in  the  passing 
direction,  leaving  the  other  side  free  and  clear  for  other  carriages  to  pass 
and  repass,  nor  shall  any  driver  of  carriage  of  any  kind,  using  said 
road,  in  any  way  obstruct  the  road,  or  occupy  it  in  such  manner  as  to 
prevent  the  free  passage  of  other  carriages  which  may  be  going  at  a 
faster  gait ;  and  if  any  carter,  wagoner  or  driver  shall  offend  against 
any  of  the  above  provisions,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  any  sum  not 
exceeding  six  dollars  with  costs,  to  any  person  who  shall  be  obstructed 
in  his  or  her  passages,  who  will  sue  for  the  same,  to  be  recovered  in 
the  usual  way  and  manner,  and  also  be  liable  for  all  damages  which 
may  occur  ;  and  no  driver  of  any  carriage  of  any  kind,  shall  pass  any 
other  vehicle  going  in  the  same  direction,  at  a  faster  gait  than  a  trot,  at 
a  rate  not  exceeding  eight  miles  per  hour,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  and  every  offence  so  committed,  recoverable  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  or  alderman  of  the  county  in  which  said  ofience 
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shall  be  committed,  one-half  to  the  use  of  the  said  company,  and  the 
other  half  to  the  use  of  the  informant. 

Section  20.  'J'he  said  company  shall  cause  posts  to  be  erected  at 
the  intersection  of  every  public  road  falliiifr  into  and  leading  out  of  the  InJex  boards  to 
said  turnpike  road,  with  an  index  board  pointing  to  the  direction  of  such  ^^  ceded, 
road,  on  both  sides  whereof  shall  be  inscribed  in  legible  characters,  the 
name  of  the  town  or  place  to  wliich  such  road  leads,  aiul  llie  distance 
thereof,  in  measured  or  computed  miles,  and  shall  also  cause  milestones 
to  be  placed  on  the  said  turnpike  road  to  designate  the  distances  to  and 
from  the  principal  places  thereon,  and  also  siiall  cause  to  be  afKxed  on 
the  gates  erected  or  to  be  erected  on  the  said  road,  for  the  information  of 
travelers  and  others  using  the  road,  a  printed  list  of  the  rates  of  toll 
which  from  time  to  time  may  be  lawfully  demanded,  and  also  such  of 
the  by-laws  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.

Section  5.  That  all  elections  to  be  held  in  pursuance  of  this  act, 
shall  be  held  and  conducted  in  like  manner  as  by  the  laws  of  this  com- 
monwealth is  or  shall  be  directed  for  holding  the  general  election  for 
persons  to  serve  in  the  house  of  representatives,  under  and  subject  to

Section  10.  That  no  law  or  regulation  of  said  commissioners  shall 
go  into  operation  until  the  same  shall  be  published  in  one  more  public 
newspapers  in  the  city  or  county  of  Philadelphia,  and  in  hand-bills 
posted  up  in  not  less  than  ten  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  said  dis- 
trict.

any  party  line  upon  the  ground  adjoining  that  on  which  any  building 
may  be  erected;  and  the  first  builder  shall  be  re-fnbursed  one  moiety

politic  and  corporate  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of

succession,  and  shall  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  implea- 
ded in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  :  and  shall  be  capable  in  law  and 
equity  to  take,  hold  and  purchase  for  the  nse  of  said  academy,  lands, 
goods,  chattels,  moneys  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  by  gift,  grant,  con-

Samuel  Calvin,  James  Caffey,  James  A.  M'Cahen,  Samuel  S.  Blair, 
Samuel  J.  Royer,  Joseph  Smith,  John  Creswell,  junior,  Samuel  Royer, 
Joseph  Kemp,  Joseph  Sliannon,  Andrew  J.  Cline,  William  M'Farlane, 
Thaddeus  Banks,  J.  A.  Landis,  James  M.  Hewitt,  and  all  other  per- 
sons who  may  hereafter  associate  with  them  in  the  manner  herein- 
after prescribed,  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  Style.

The  real  estate  which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  cor- 
poration to  purchase,  receive,  hold  and  convey,  shall  be 

I.  Such  as  may  be  requisite  for  its  immediate  accommodation  in  the 
convenient  transaction  of  its  business  j  or 

II.  Such  as  shall  have  been  mortgaged  to  it  in  good  faith,  by  way 
of  security,  for  loans  previously  contracted,  or  for  moneys  due  j  or 

III.  Such  as  shall  have  been  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts 
previously  contracted  or  in  the  course  of  its  dealings  j  or 

IV.  Such  as  shall  be  purchased  at  sales  upon  judgments,  decrees  or 
mortgages  obtained,  or  made  for  debts  due  said  company,  or  for  debts 
due  other  persons  where  said  company  have  liens  or  incumbrances  on 
the  same,  and  the  purchase  is  deemed  necessary  to  save  the  company 
from  loss  on  the  liens  or  incumbrances  held  by  it  5  and  said  corporation 
shall  not  purchase,  receive,  hold  or  convey  real  estate  in  any  other  case 
or  for  any  other  purpose  :  Provided,  That  no  real  estate  acquired  by 
the  corporation,  excepting  that  requisite  for  the  transaction  of  its  business, 
shall  be  retained  by  said  corporation  for  a  longer  period  than  seven 
years. 

Section  4.  All  persons  who  shall  hereafter  become  insured  in  the  said 
corporation,  and  also  their  heirs,  executors,  administrators  and  assigns, 
continuing  to  be  insured  in  said  corporation  as  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  thereby  become  members  for  and  during  the  period  they  shall 
remain  so  insured  and  no  longer.

poration shall  meet  at  such  place  in  the  borough  of  HoUidaysburg  as

Every  person  who  shall  become  a  member  of  this  com- 
pany, by  effecting  insurances  therein,  shall  at  and  before  the  time  when 
he  receives  his  policy,  make  the  deposit  and  pay  the  rates  that  may  be  Deposits, 
fixed  and  determined  by  the  board  of  directors,  and  shall  stand  bound 
to  contribute  his  proportion  according  to  the  amount  of  his  deposit,  and 
payment  of  any  loss  or  losses  that  shall  happen  to  or  be  incurred  by 
the  corporation  during  the  period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  insured; 
and  the  said  deposit  and  payment  shall  be  and  remain  as  a  pledge  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  covenants  to  and  with  the  corporation;

dends of  interests  or  profits  on  the  amount  of  all  money  deposited,  all 
and  every  of  the  rsembers  of  the  company  shall  pay  into  the  hands  of 
the  treasurer  his  or  their  proportionable  part  of  such  rate,  within  sixty 
days  after  such  publication  as  aforesaid,  and  in  defaultof  such  payment,

I.  The  amount  of  deposits  and  premiums  received,  and  the  amount 
derived  from  interest  on  loans  and  investments  during  the  same  period. 

II.  The  amount  of  the  expenses  of  the  company  during  the  same 
period. 

III.  The  amount  of  losses  incurred  during  the  same  period. 

IV.  The  amount  remaining  with  the  company. 

V.  The  nature  of  the  security  on  which  the  same  is  loaned,  and  the 
amount  of  cash  on  hand,  and  generally  all  other  matters  necessary  for 
a  full  exposition  of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation. 

Section  17.  The  office  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  located  at 
such  place  in  the  borough  of  HoUidaysburg,  as  the  directors  may  estab- 
lish. 

Section  18.  The  directors  shall  have  authority  to  reward  out  of  the 
funds  of  the  corporation,  such  persons  as  are  voluntarily  and  usefully 
active  in  cases  of  fire. 

Section  19.  The  legislature  may  at  any  time  alter  or  repeal  this  act; 
in  such  manner,  however,  as  shall  do  no  injustice  to  the  corporators,  or 
wrongfully  affect  any  contract  or  engagement  made  by  the  corporation.

AN   ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Chester  County  horticultural  society. 

Whereas,   A  number  of  citizens  of  Chester  county  have  associated 
togellter  for  the  promotion  of  the  science  of  horticulture  and  the  cultiva-  Preamble, 
lion  of  fine  fruits  and  vegetables,  plants  and  flowers,  in  said  county,  and 
for  the  better   attainment  of  these  ends,   desire  to   be   incorporated ; 
therefore. 

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  persons  u^ho  now  constitute  the  Chester  County  horticultural  society.  Incorporators. 
or  who  shall  hereafter  be  admitted  members  of  the  same,  shall  be  and 
hereby  are  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name, 
style  and  title  of  ''The  Chester  County  horticultural  society,"  to  have  ^^y'®- 
succession,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  sue  and  be  sued  in  all  courts  of  Privileges, 
record  or  elsewhere,  and  be  capable  to  take,   hold  and  enjoy  lands, 
tenements  and  hereditaments,  goods  and  chatties,  and  the  same  from 
time  to  time,  to  sell,  grant,  demise,  alien  and  dispose  of,  and  to  use  a 
common  seal,  and  to  alter  or  renew  tl>e  same:  Provided,  That  the 
lands  so  held  by  said  society  shall  not  exceed  fifty  acres. 

Section  2.  That  the  officers  of  said  corporation  shall  be  such  as  said 
corporation  may  deem  necessary,  and  shall  be  elected  as  the  constitution, 
rules  and  by-laws  of  said  corporation  may  direct. 

Section  3.  That  said  corporation,  when  convened  upon  due  notice,  p 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make,  ordain  and  establish  a  consti- 
tution, and  such  and  so  many  rules,  by-laws  and  ordinances  relating  to 
the  times  of  meeting,  the  admission  of  members,  the  powers  and  duties 
of  the  officers  thereof,  and  the  ordering  of  the  other  concerns  of  said 
corporation,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  proper:  Provided,  Such  Proviso, 
constitution,  bj'^-laws  or  ordinances  shall  not  be  valid  if  inconsistent  with 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  stale  or  of  the  United  States. 

Section  4.   That  the  present  officers  of  said  society  shall  continue  in

subscribe  to  the  number  aforesaid,  into  one  body  politic  and  corporate, 
in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  "The  Lancaster  and  ^  ®' 
Marietta  turnpike  road  company  ;"  and  by  the  said  name  the  said  sub-  ""'I'eges. 
scribers  shall  have  perpetual  succession  and  all  privileges  and  franchises 
incident  to  a  corporation,  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  the

That  no   person  shall    have  more  Proviso, 
than  five  votes  at  any  election  or  in  determining  any  question  arising  at 
such  meeting,  whatever  number  of  shares  he  may  be  entitled  to,  and 
that  each  person  shall  be  entitled   to  one  vote  for  every  share  held  by  Votes, 
him  under  that  number;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  president 
and  managers,  as  soon  as  they  are  elected,  to  proceed  forthwith  to  lay  ^"^y  °^  board, 
out  the  track  of  the  said  road  from  the  city  of  Lancaster  to  the  borough 
of  Marietta,  which  track  is  to  be  upon  the  route  or  road  formerly  known 
as  the  Anderson's  Ferry,  Waterford  and  New  Haven  turnpike  road; 
upon  which  last  named  road  the  president  and  managers  of  the  said 
Lancaster  and  Marietta  turnpike  road  company  are  to  locate,  build,  erect 
and  found  and  cause  to  be  made  their  road ;  and  the  same  may  be  used 
by  them,  with  its  appurtenances,  in  making  said  road  in  the  breadth  and 
length  thereof  as  formerly  used  by  the  said  Anderson's  Ferry,  Water- 
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ford  and  New  Haven  turnpike  road  ;  and  the  president  and  managers  of 
said  company  are  authorized  to  erect  such  toll  gates  as  maybe  necessary 
for  the  proper  collection  of  tolls,  and  generally  have  like  powers,  au- 
thorities and  privileges  necessary  to  carry  on  and  complete  the  said 
turnpike  road,  and  to  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  qualifications,  restric- 
tions, penalties,  fines  and  forfeitures,  and  be  entitled  to  like  tolls,  in 
proportion  to  the  distance,  as  are  given  and  granted  to  the  president, 
managers  and  company  of  the  Lancaster  and  Susquehanna  turnpike 
road,  by  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  and  generally  to  do  and  exer- 
cise all  the  powers  and  authorities,  as  fully  and  absolutely  as  if  the  said 
laws  herein  referred  to  were  hereby  enacted. 

Section  4.  That  if  any  stockholder,  whether  original  subscriber  or 
assignee,  after  thirty  days'  notice  in  the  public  papers  aforesaid,  of  the 
time  and  place  appointed  for  the  payment  of  any  proportion  or  instal- 
ment of  the  said  capital  stock,  in  order  to  carry  on  the  work,  shall 
neglect  to  pay  such  proportion  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  the  time 
appointed  for  the  payment  thereof,  every  such  stockholder  shall  in 
addition  to  the  instalment  so  called  for,  pay  at  the  rate' of  five  per  centum 
per  month  for  every  delay  of  such  payment,  and  if  the  same  and  the

of  the  same,  together  with  the  penalty  aforesaid:  Provided  always^ 
That  no  stockholder,  whether  original  subscriber  or  assignee,  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  or  any  general  or  special  meeting  of  said 
company,  unless  the  whole  sum  due  and  payable  as  aforesaid,  on  the 
share  or  shares  by  him  held  at  the  time  of  such  election,  or  general  or 
special  meeting  of  the  said  company,  shall  have  been  fully  paid  and  dis- 
charged as  aforesaid. 

Section  5.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  said  company  as  soon  as 
five  miles  of  said  road  shall  be  completed,  and  so  in  succession  for  eveiy 
five  miles,  to  erect  a  gate  thereon,  and  so  receive  toll  according  to  the 
rale  established  by  the  said  recited  act,  notwithstanding  any  law  to  the 
contrary:  Provided^  That  if  the  company  shall  not  proceed  to  carry 
on  the  said  work  within  three  years,  and  complete  the  road  within  six 
years,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  then  and  in 
either  of  those  cases,  all  and  singular  the  rights,  liberties  and  franchises 
hereby  granted  to  said  company  shall  revert  to  the  commonwealth. 

Section  6.  The  legislature  hereb)^  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  amend, 
or  annul  this  charier,  whenever  in  their  opinion  the  same  shall  become 
injurious  to  the  citizens  of  this  commonwealth;  in  such  manner,  however, 
as  to  do  no  injustice  to  the  corporators  thereof

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonivealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  e7iacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Jacob  M.  Awl,  Joseph  Black,  Cyrus  J.  Rees,  Henry  Antes,  James 
Denning,  Samuel  Weilzel,  Alexander  Buffington,  James  Porter  and  Trustees. 
William  Jennings,  trustees  in  trust  for  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church 
at  Harrisburg,  and  their  successors  in  office,  agreeably  to  the  rules  and 
form  of  discipline  by  which  the  said  church  is  governed  from  time  to 
time,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in 
law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  "The  cemetery  of  the  Methodist  ^^me. 
Episcopal  church  at  Harrisburg,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  Privileges, 
succession,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity, 
and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  at  their  pleasure  to  alter  or

Section  9.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  keep  fair  and  just 
accounts  as  well  of  all  money  received  by  them,  as  of  those  paid  out 
and  e.xpended  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  and  shall  at  least  once  in 
every  year  submit  their  books  and  accounts  to  a  general  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  and  whenever  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the  capital  stock 
of  the  said  company  is  not  sufficient  to  complete  the  said  road  according 
to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  president  and  managers  at  a  staled  or  special  meeting,  convened 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  their  own  by-laws,  to  increase 
the  number  of  shares  to  such  an  extent  as  they  shall  deem  sufficient  to 
accomplish  the  work,  and  to  demand  and  receive  the  moneys  subscribed 
for  such  additional  shares,  in  like  manner  and  under  like  penalties  as  are 
provided  by  this  act  in  the  case  of  the  original  subscription. 

Section  10.  The  route  or  track  of  the  said  road  shall  be  laid  out  along, 
over  and  upon  the  bed  of  the  present  road  known  as  School  House  lane, 
in  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  leading  from  the  Germantown  and  Perki- 
omen  road,  to  the  Ridge  turnpike,  (a  distance  of  two  miles  and  one-fifth, 
more  or  less,)  and  the  said  president  and  managers  shall  have  power  to 
erect  good  and  sufficient  culverts,  bridges,  et  cetera,  on  and  over  said 
road,  wherever  the  same  may  be  found  necessary,  and  shall  cause  at 
least  thirteen  feet  in  width  of  said  road,  to  be  made  an  artificial  road  of 
wood,  stone  or  gravel,  or  other  proper  and  convenient  materials,  and 
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shall  forever  thereafter  maintain  and  keep  the  same  in  perfect  order  and 
repair. 

Section  11.   Whenever  and  as  soon  as  the  said  company  shall  have  Governor  to  ap- 
finished  one  half  or  more  of  the  said  road,  tiie  president  thereof  may  point  viewers, 
give  notice  to  the  governor,  who  shall  thereupon  forthwith  appoint  three 
skillful,  judicious  and  disinterested  persons   to  view  and  examine  the 
same,  and  report  to  him  whether  the  said  road  is  so  far  executed  in  a 
complete  and  workmanlike  manner,  accordinir  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  this  act;  and  if  their  report  shall  be  in  the  affirmative,  then 
the  governor  shall  by  license  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  state,  To  grant  license 
permit  and  suffer  said  company  to  erect  and  fix  such  and  so  many  toll  ^'^  ^^ke  toll, 
gates  npoii  and  across  the  said  road,  as  will  be  necessary  and  sufficient 
to  collect  from  all  persons  otherwise  than  on  foot,  the  rates  and  tolls 
which  are  hereinafter  authorized. 

Section  12.   The  said  company  having  perfected  the  said  road  or 
such  part  thereof  from  time  to  time  as  aforesaid,  and  being  examined, 
approved  and  licensed  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  them 
to  appoint  such  and  so  many  toll-gatherers  as  they  shall  think  proper,  Toll-gatherers, 
to  collect  and  receive  of  and  from  all  and  every  person  and  persons 
using  the  said  road,  such  tolls  and  rales  as  may  be  fixed  or  assessed  by 
the  president  and  managers  of  the  company  :   Provided,  That  the  said  Proviso, 
company  shall  not  be  allowed  at  any  time  to  fix,  assess  or  receive  such 
tolls  as  will  make  the  average  profits  arising  therefrom  exceed  a  dividend 
of  six  per  centum  on  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  company:  Jl?id  pro-  Proviso. 
vided  further.  That  no  toll  shall  be  taken  from  person  attending  funerals 
or  riding  in  military  procession. 

Section  13.  For  collecting  and  receiving  tolls,  for  every  attempt  to 
evade  the  payment  thereof,  for  every  neglect  to  keep  the  said  road  in  "1  ^.^^  ^j* 
good  repair,  for  the  regulation  of  the  traveling  on  the  said  road,  and  for  restrictions, 
limitation  of  actions,  and  for  the  recovery  and  application  of  fines  and 
penalties  for  offences  against  this  act,  the  said  company  shall  have  all 
the  powers,  authorities,  rights  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the 
penalties  whicii  are  given  and  granted  to  the  president,  managers  and 
company  of  the  Ridge  turnpike  company,  in  and  by  an  act  of  assembly 
of  the  commonwealth,  approved  the  thirtieth  day  of  March,  Anno 
Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eleven. 

Section  14.   That  the  legislature  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  Reservation, 
amend  or  repeal  the  charier  and  privileges  hereby  granted,  whenever  in 
their  opinion  the  same  may  be  injurious  to  the  citizens  of  this  common- 
wealth; in  such  manner,  however,  that  no  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the 
corporators.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That

Section  6.  If  any  stockholder,  whether  original  subscriber  or  as- 
signee, after  twenty  days'  notice  in  two  newspapers  printed  as  afore- 
said, of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  payment  of  any  instal- 
ment or  portion  of  the  capital  stock,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  such

and  to  erect  culverts  over  any  creeks  or  channels  where  water  must  ne- 
cessarily passj  and  the  said  company  shall  ever  after  maintain  and  keep 
the  said  bridges  and  culverts  in  good  order  and  repair:  Provided  how- 
ever.

the  company  is  not  sufficient  to  complete  the  said  road  according  to  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president 
and  managers  at  a  stated  or  special  meeting,  convened  according  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act  and  by-laws,  to  increase  the  number  of  shares  to  Increase  shares,

horse  drawing  the  same;  for  every  sled,  five  cents  for  each  horse  draw- 
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ing  the  same ;  for  every  cart,  wagon  or  carriage  of  burden  carrying  less 
than  three  tons  burden,  with  wheels  four  inches  wide,  five  cents  per 
each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  with  wheels  less  than  four  inches  wide, 
seven  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  and  for  every  such  car- 
riage of  burden  carrying  three  tons  or  more  burden,  with  wheels  four 
inches  wide,  seven  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same  j  and  with 
wheels  less  than  four  inches  wide,  nine  cents  for  each  horse  drawing 
the  same ;  two  oxen,  or  one  mule  or  ass,  to  be  estimated  as  equal  to 
one  horse;  and  if  any  person  shall  represent  to  said  toll-gatherer  that 
he  or  she  has  traveled  a  less  distance  than  he  or  she  has  actually  tra- 
veled along  said  road,  with  intent  to  defraud  the  company  of  any  toll, 
such  person  shall  for  every  such  offence  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of 
the  company,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  ;  and  if  any  toll-gatherer  shall  de- 
mand and  receive  loll  for  a  greater  distance  than  the  person  from  whom 
such  toll  is  demanded  shall  have  traveled  along  said  turnpike  road,  or 
shall  demand  and  receive  greater  toll  than  is  authorized  by  this  act,  such 
toll-gatherer  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  such 
oflTence  to  the  supervisors  of  the  township  in  which  the  forfeiture  is 
incurred,  for  the  use  of  the  same,  to  be  expended  in  repairing  the  pub- 
lic roads,  and  for  payment  of  which  the  said  company  shall  be  respon- 
sible: Provided,  That  the  said  company  may  in  their  discretion  reduce 
the  tolls  hereinbefore  provided,  or  any  of  ihem,  below  what  is  here  al- 
lowed, and  to  raise  the  same  again  not  higher  than  is  permitted  by  this 
act  during  such  times  and  seasons,  or  at  all  times,  and  with  such  dis- 
crimination as  they  may  deem  most  expedient. 

Section  14.  If  the  company  shall  neglect  to  keep  the  road  in  good 
order  for  the  space  of  thirty  days,  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  neigh- 
borhood, in  said  county,  where  the  repairs  ought  to  be  made,  may  issue  a 
precept  directed  to  any  constable,  commanding  him  to  summon  three  dis- 
interested persons  to  meet  at  a  certain  time  at  the  place  in  said  road  which 
shall  have  been  complained  of,  of  which  meeting  notice  shall  be  given 
to  the  toll-gatherer;  and  the  said  justice  shall  at  such  time  and  place  hold 
an  inquisition,  and  if  the  said  road  shall  be  found  by  the  said  inquisition 
to  be  out  of  order,  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act, 
the  said  justice  shall  certify  a  copy  of  the  inquisition  and  send  to  the 
toll-gatherer,  and  from  the  time  of  receipt  of  said  copy,  no  tolls  shall  be 
collected  until  the  said  defective  part  or  parts  of  the  said  road  shall  be 
put  in  good  order  and  repair  aforesaid. 

Section  15.  If  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever  shall  practice  any 
fraudulent  means  or  device,  with  the  intent  that  the  payment  of  any  toll 
or  duty  at  said  turnpike  gate  may  be  evaded  or  lessened,  all  and  every 
such  person  or  persons  in  any  way  or  manner  oflfending,  shall  for  every 
such  offence  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  company  any  sum  not  exceeding 
ten  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  with  costs  of  suit,  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace,  in  like  manner  rs  debts  of  a  similar  nature  are  by 
law  sued  for  and  recovered. 

Section  16.  In  the  adjustment  of  claims  for  damages  for  taking  or 
using  land  or  other  property  by  the  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
persons  appointed  according  to  this  act,  to  take  into  consideration  the 
advantages  as  well  as  the  disadvantages  to  be  derived  or  sustained  by  the 
making  of  said  turnpike  road. 

Section  17.  The  president,  managers,  and  company  shall  in  the 
month  of  May  in  each  and  every  year  after  the  organization  thereof, 
on  a  day  to  be  named  in  their  by  laws,  proceed  to  examine  and  ascertain 
the  income  of  the  company,  and  after  deducting  all  costs  and  charges 
incurred  by  the  same,  may  if  a  majority  of  votes  are  found  to  be  in 
favor  thereof,  out  of  the  net  profits,  if  any  there  be,  declare  a  dividend 
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to  and  among  the  stockholders,  notice  of  which,  and  of  the  time  and 
place  shall  be  given,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  according. 

Section  18.  If  the  said  company  shall  not  proceed  to  carry  on  the  Lij^itajiQ^  of 
said  work  within  four  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  shall  not  powers, 
within  six  years  thereafter  complete  the  same  according  to  the  true 
intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  then  or  in  either  of  those  cases,  all  and 
singular  the  rights,  liberties,  privileges  and  franchises  hereby  granted 
shall  revert  to  the  commonwealth. 

Section  19.  That  the  legislature  hereby  reserve  the  right  to  alter, 
annul,  or  revoke  the  charier  and  privileges  hereby  granted,  whenever  in  Reservation, 
their  opinion  the  same  maybe  injurious  to  the  citizens  of  this  common- 
wealth; in  such  manner,  however,  that  no  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the 
corporators;  and  the  legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter  the  rate  of  toll 
fixed  by  this  act,  and  the  managers  of  said  company  may  lessen  the 
same  whenever  they  shall  believe  it  necessary  for  the  well  being  of  the 
company  or  the  community  at  large.

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Comjuonweulth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jisse.mbly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
all  and  every  the  persons  that  shall  at  the  time  of  the  passing  this  act 
be  members  of  the  association,  called  the  Columbia  fire  engine  company,  '"corporate- . 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  erected  and  g    . 
declared  to  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name,  style  and      .    ' 
title  of  the  "Columbia  fire  engine  company,  of  the  city  of  Philadel-     "^' ^S^'* 
phia ;"  and  by  the  same  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be 
able  to  sue  and  be  sued,   implead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  of 
record  or  elsewhere;  and  also  the  said  corporation  and  their  successors, 
at  all  times  hereafter,  be  able  to  purchase,  receive,  have,  hold,  and  en- 
joy to  them  and  their  successsors,  all  and  all  manner  of  lands,  tenements, 
rents,  annuities,  liberties,  franchises  and  other  hereditaments,  goods  and 
chatties  of  whatsoever  nature,  kind  or  quality  soever,  real,  personal  or 
mixed,  or  choses  in  action,  and  the  same  from  time  to  time  sell,  alien, 
grant,  demise  and  dispose  of:  Provided,  That  the  clear  yearly  value  Proviso, 
and  income  of  the  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  five 
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hundred  dollars  ;  and  also  to  make  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  the 
same  to  break  and  renew  at  pleasure;  and  also  to  ordain,  establish  and 
put  in  execution  such  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  as  shall  appear 
necessary  and  convenient  for  the  government  of  the  said  corporation, 
not  being  contrary  to  this  charter,  or  of  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  Slates  or  of  this  commonwealth,  and  generally  to  do  all  and 
singular  the  matters  and  things,  which  to  them  it  shall  lawfully  apper- 
tain to  do,  for  the  well  being  of  the  said  corporation  and  the  due  manage- 
ment and  ordering  the  affairs  thereof:  Provided,  That  the  said  company 
shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  are  now  or 
may  be  from  time  to  time  enacted  by  the  municipal  corporation  of  the 
city  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  2.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  deemed  to  autho- 
rize the  said  company  to  engage,  either  direcdy  or  indirectly,  in  any 
banking,  moneyed,  commercial  or  manufacturing  concern,  or  to  act  in 
any  other  way  than  as  a  fire  company. 

Section  3.  The  legislature  reserves  the  power  to  alter,  revoke  or  an- 
nul the  privileges  and  charter  hereby  granted,  whenever  in  their  opinion 
the  same  may  be  injurious  to  the  citizens  of  the  commonwealth;  in  such 
manner,  however,  that  no  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the  corporators.

and  laws  of  this  state,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  well  ordering  of  the 
aflairs  of  the  corporation  :  Provided,  That  each  subscriber  shall  be  en- 
titled to  one  vote  for  every  share  of  slock  by  him  or  her  held,  not 
exceeding  five ;  but  no  number  of  shares  above  five  shall  entitle  the 
holder  thereof  to  more  than  two  votes  at  any  election  or  meeting  of  said 
company  :  Jind provided  also^  That  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  hold 
the  office  of  president,  manager,  or  treasurer  of  the  said  company  who 
is  not  a  stockholder  thereof :  ^find  provided  also.  That  no  stockholder, 
whether  the  original  subscriber  or  assignee,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at 
any  election  or  meeting  of  said  company,  unless  the  vvhole  sum  due 
and  payable  on  the  shares  by  him  or  her  held  at  the  time  of  such  elec- 
tion or  meeting,  shall  have  been  fully  paid  and  discharged. 

Section  4.  If  any  treasurer  elected  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  die, 
resign  or  refuse  to  act,  or  neglect  to  give  security  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  office  as  the  board  of  managers  may  direct 
and  require,  or  having  given  the  security  required,  shall  neglect  or  re- 
fuse to  take  upon  himself  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  said  office,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  managers  for  the  time  being  to  appoint 
some  suitable  person  treasurer,  which  person  so  appointed  shall  hold 
the  office  to  which  he  shall  have  been  appointed  until  the  next  election 
by  the  stockholders,  on  his  giving  the  requisite  security,  and  until  a 
successor  shall  be  duly  elected  and  give  the  security  required. 

Section  5.  The  stockholders  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  in  No- 
vember in  each  and  every  year,  at  such  place  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
by-laws  of  said  company,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  in  manner  afore- 
said, such  officers  for  the  year  ensuing  the  terra  of  service  of  those  pre- 
viously elected. 

Section  6.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  make  out  certifi- 
cates of  stock,  signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the  trea- 
surer, and  sealed  with  their  corporate  seal,  and  deliver  one  such  cer- 
tificate to  each  subscriber  for  any  share  or  number  of  shares  by  him  or 
her  held,  on  him  or  her  paying  to  the  treasurer  on  each  share  so  held, 
the  sum  of  five  dollars,  which  certificate  shall  be  transferable  in  person 
or  by  attorney,  on  the  books  of  the  said  company,  only  subject  to  the 
sum  due  or  to  become  due  on  the  share  or  shares  so  transferred. 

Section  7.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  president  and 
managers,  their  superintendents,  surveyors,  engineers,  artists  and  chain 
bearers,  to  enter  in  and  upon  all  and  every  the  lands,  tenements  and 
enclosures,  in,  through  and  over  which  the  said  intended  turnpike 
road  may  be  thought  proper  to  pass,  and  for  that  purpose  to  examine 
the  ground  and  quarries  of  stone  and  gravel,  and  other  materials  that 
may  be  necessary  in  making  and  constructing  the  said  toad,  and  to  sur- 
vey, lay  down,  ascertain,  mark  and  fix  such  route  for  said  road  as  in 
the  best  of  their  judgment  and  skill  combine  shortness  of  distance  with 
the  most  eligible  ground;  beginning  at  Glen  Hope,  in  Clearfield  coun- 
ty ;  thence  the  nearest  and  best  route  to  the  mouth  of  the  Little  Bald 
Eagle  creek,  in  Blair  county. 

Section  8.  The  said  president  and  managers,  five  of  whom  shall  for 
all  purposes  be  a  quorum,  shall  keep  minutes  of  all  their  proceedings 
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fairly  entered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  appoint,  agree,  or  contract  with  such  engineer.  Powers  and  du- 
superintendentP,  artists,  laborers  and  other  persons  as  they  may  think  ^'^*  °^  board, 
necessary  to  make  and  construct  said  road,  and  collect  the  tolls  herein- 
after authorized,  and  to  tix  their  compensation  ;  to  ascertain  the  times, 
manner  and  proportions  in  which  the  stockholders  shall  pay  the  amount 
of  iheir  respective  shares  in  order  to  carry  on  their  work;  to  draw  orders 
on  the  treasurer  for  all  debts  contracted  by  them,  which  orders  shall  be 
signed  by  the  president,  or  in  his  absence  by  a  quorum  of  the  mana- 
gers, and  attested  by  their  secretary,  and  to  do  and  transact  all  other 
acts,  matters  and  things  as  by  the  by-laws,  orders  and  regulations  of 
the  said  company  shall  be  entrusted  to  them. 

Section  9.  If  any  stockholder,  whether  original  subscriber  or  as- 
signee, after  thirty  days'  notice  in  two  newspapers  printed  in  the  coun-  Paj"'^"^  °  '"' 
ties  of  Blair  and  Clearfield,  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  pay- 
ment of  any  insiahnent  or  proportion  of  the  capital  slock,  shall  neglect 
to  pay  such  proportion  at  the  place  appointed,  for  the  space  of  sixty 
days  after  the  time  appointed  for  the  payment  thereof,  every  such  stock- 
holder shall  in  addition  to  the  instalment  so  called  for  pay  at  the  rate  of 
two  per  cent,  per  month  for  every  delay  of  such  payment;  and  if  the 
same  and  such  additional  penally  shall  become  equal  to  the  sums  before 
paid  in  part  on  account  of  such  share,  the  same  may  be  forfeited  by 
and  to  the  said  company,  and  may  be  sold  by  them  for  such  price  as 
may  be  obtained  therefor,  or  in  delanlt  of  payment  of  any  stockholder 
of  such  instalments  as  aforesaid  for  the  space  of  sixty  days  as  aforesaid, 
the  president  and  managers  may  at  their  election  cause  suit  to  be  brought 
in  the  same  manner  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  now  recoverable,  for  the 
recovery  of  the  same,  together  with  the  penally  aforesaid. 

Section  10.   It  may  lawful  for  the  said  president  and  managers,  by 
and  with  their  superintendents,  engineers,  artists,  workmen  and  labor- 
ers, with  their  tools  and  instruments,  carts,  wagons  and  other  carriages, 
and  beasts  of  draught  or  burden,  to  enter  in  and  upon  the  lands  contigu-  Enter  upon  lands, 
ous  and  near  to  which  the  said  road  shall  be  made  or  constructed,  first 
giving  notice  of  their  intentions  to  the  occupyers  thereof,  and  doing  as 
little  damage  thereto  as  possible,  and  making  amends  for  damages  upon 
a  reasonable  and  equitable  agreement  by  the  parties,  or  if  they  cannot 
agree  thereupon,  a  just  and  equitable  assessment  to  be  made  upon  oath  ^^y™^"*  o' 
or  affirmation  by  three  disinterested  freeholders,  or  any  two  of  them,  lated*"^^'  ^^^^' 
to  be  mutually  chosen ;  or  if  either  party,  upon  due  notice,  shall  neg- 
lect or  refuse  to  join  in  the  choice,  then  to  be  chosen  by  a  justice  of  the 
peace  for  the  county  wherein  the  said  land  lies,  who  shall  not  be  inter- 
ested therein,  and  upon  the  tender  of  the  assessed  value  to  dig  and  carry 
away  any  timber,  stone,  sand,  earth,  or  other  materials  necessary  or 
suitable  for  making  said  road  :  Provided,  That  no   private   property  Proviso, 
shall  be  talien  without  making  compensation  to  the  ovvner  or  owners 
thereof,  or  giving  adequate  security  therefor. 

Section  11.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  keep  fair  and 
just  accounts,  as  well  of  all  moneys  received  by  them  as  of  those  paid  ^•^•^"W"- 
out  and  expended  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  and  shall  at  least  once 
in  every  year  submit  their  books  and  accounts  to  a  general  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  ;  and  whenever  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the  capital 
stock  of  the  said  company  is  not  sullicient  to  complete  the  said  road  ^ 

according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  the  president  and  managers,  at  a  stated  or  special  meeting 
convened  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  their  own  by-laws, 
to  increase  the  number  of  shares  to  such  an  extent  as  they  shall  deem  increase  of 
sufficient  to  accomplish  the  work,  and  to  demand  and  receive  the  moneys  shares. 
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subscribed  for  such  additional  shares,  in  like  manner  and  under  like 
penalties  as  are  provided  by  this  act  in  case  of  the  original  subscription. 

Section  12.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  have  power  to 
erect  good  and  sufficient  bridges  over  all  the  streams  of  water  crossed 
by  said  route,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  shall 
cause  a  road  to  be  laid  out  not  exceeding  forty  feet  in  width,  and  shall 
cause  at  least  sixteen  feet  of  said  width  to  be  made  an  artificial  road  of 
wood,  stone,  gravel  or  other  proper  and  convenient  materials,  such  as 
the  nature  of  the  ground  may  require  and  will  afTord,  to  be  constructed 
in  such  manner  as  will  admit  an  even  surface,  and  in  no  place  in  said 
road  shall  there  be  an  elevation  of  more  than  five  degrees,  where  prac- 
ticable, from  a  horizontal  line,  and  shall  forever  thereafter  maintain  and 
keep  the  same  in  good  order  and  repair:  Provided^  That  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  managers  whenever  they  ma}' deem 
it  necessary,  to  cut,  deaden  and  prostrate  the  timber  on  each  or  either 
side  of  the  said  road,  within  a  distance  not  exceeding  thirty  feet  from 
the  centre  of  the  said  road,  they  making  just  and  equitable  compensa- 
tion to  the  owners  at  the  time  of  so  doing. 

Section  1.3.  Whenever,  and  as  soon  as  the  said  company  shall  have 
finished  five  continuous  miles  or  more  of  road,  the  president  thereof  may 
give  notice  to  the  governor,  who  shall  thereupon  forthwith  appoint  three 
skillful,  judicious  and  disinterested  persons  to  view  and  examine  the 
same,  report  on  oath  or  affirmation  to  him  whether  the  said  road  is  so 
far  executed  in  a  competent  and  workmanlike  manner,  according  to  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act;  and  if  their  report  shall  be  in  the 
affirmative,  then  the  governor  shall  by  his  license  under  his  hand  and 
the  seal  of  the  state,  permit  and  suffer  said  company  to  erect  and  fix  such 
and  so  many  toll  gates  upon  and  across  the  said  road,  as  will  be  necessary 
and  sufficient  to  collect  from  all  persons  otherwise  than  on  foot,  the 
same  tolls  which  are  hereinafter  mentioned  and  authorized:  Provided^ 
That  all  persons  attending  funerals,  military  parades  and  trainings  or 
divine  worship,  shall  at  all  times  be  exempted  from  payment  of  any 
loll  on  said  road. 

Section  14.  The  said  company  having  perfected  the  said  road  or 
such  part  thereof  from  time  to  time  as  aforesaid,  and  being  examined, 
approved  and  licensed  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  them 
to  appoint  such  and  so  many  toll-gatherers  as  they  shall  think  proper,  to 
collect  and  receive  of  and  from  all  and  every  person  or  persons  using 
the  said  road,  the  tolls  and  rates  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  stop  any 
person  riding  or  leading  any  horse,  or  driving  any  cattle,  hogs  or  sheep, 
or  driving  any  coach,  coachee,  sulky,  chair,  chaise,  phaeton,  cart,  wagon, 
wain,  sleigh,  sled  or  other  carriages  of  burden  or  pleasure  from  passing 
through  the  said  turnpike  or  gates,  until  they  shall  have  respectively 
paid  the  same,  that  is  to  say:  for  every  five  miles  in  length  of  the  said 
road  completed  and  licensed  as  aforesaid,  the  following  sum  of  money, 
and  so  in  proportion  for  any  lesser  or  greater  distance  actually  traveled, 
or  for  any  greater  or  less  number  of  sheep,  hogs  or  cattle,  to  wit:  for 
every  score  of  hogs,  six  centsj  for  every  score  of  sheep,  six  cents; 
for  every  score  of  cattle,  twelve  and  one-half  cents  j  for  every 
horse  and  his  rider,  or  led  horse,  three  cents^  for  every  sulky, 
chair  or  chaise  with  one  horse  and  two  wheels,  six  centsj  and 
with  two  horses,  nine  cents;  for  every  chariot,  coach,  phaeton  or 
chaise  with  four  wheels  and  two  horses,  twelve  and  one-half  cents; 
for  either  of  the  carriages  last  mentioned  with  four  horses,  twenty  cents; 
for  every  other  carriage  of  pleasure  under  whatsoever  name  it  may  go, 
the  like  sums  according  to  the  number  of  wheels  and  horses  drawing  the 
same,  for  every  sled,  two  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same;  for 
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every  cart  or  wagon  the  wheels  of  which  do  not  exceed  the  breadth  of 
four  inches,  six  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same;  for  every  cart 
or  wagon  the  wheels  of  which  shall  exceed  in   breadth   four  inches 
and  not  exceeding  seven  inches,  three  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the 
same;  for  every  cart  or  wagon  the  breadth  of  the  wheels  of  which  shall 
be  more  than  seven  inches  and  not  more  than  ten  inches,  or  being  of 
the  breadth  of  seven  inches,  shall  roll  more  than  ten  inches,  two  cents 
for  each  horse  drawing  the  same;  for  every  cart  or  wagon  the  breadth 
of  the  wheels  of  which  shall  be  more  than  ten  inches  and  not  exceeding 
twelve  inches,  or  being  ten  inches,  shall  roll  more  than  fifteen  inches, 
one  cent  for  every  horse  drawing  the  same;  for  every  cart  or  wagon 
the  breadth  of  the  wheels  of  which  shall  be  more  than  twelve  inches, 
one  cent  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same;  and  all  carriages  aforesaid, 
which  shall  be  drawn  by  oxen  in  the  whole,  or  partly  by  oxen  and 
partly  by  horses,  t.vo  oxen  shall  be  estimated  as  equal  to  one  horse  in 
charging  all  the  aforesaid  tolls,  and  every  mule  as  equal  to  one  horse ; 
and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  represent  to  the  said  company  or  any  Frauds,  how 
of  the  officers,  that  he,  she  or  they  have  traveled  a  less  distance  than  published, 
he,  she  or  they  have  actually  traveled  along  the  said  road,  with  intent 
to  defraud  the  said  company  of  their  toll  or  any  part  thereof,  each  person 
or  persons  shall  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of 
said  company,  any  sum   not  exceeding  five  dollars;   and  if  any  toll- 
gatherer  shall  demand  and  receive  greater  or  other  toll  from  any  person 
or  persons  than  such  toll-gatherer  is  authorized  to  demand  and  receive 
by  virtue  of  this  act,  such  toll-gatherer  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
twenty  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  to  the  supervisors  of  the  township 
in  which  the  forfeiture  is  incurred,  for  the  repair  of  the  roads  in  the  said 
township:  Provided  always,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Proviso. 
said  company  by  their  laws,  to  regulate  the  burthen  or  carriages  to  be 
drawn  along  the  said  road,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  found  fiom  ex- 
perience to  be  most  conducive  to  the  public  convenience  and  the  advan- 
tage of  the  company. 

Section  15.   For  collecting  and  receiving  tolls,  for  every  attempt  to 
evade  the  payment  thereof,  for  every  neglect  to  keep  the  said  road  in  Proceedings  to 
good  repair,  for  the  increase,  diminution  and  application  of  the  tolls,  the  l^eep  the  road  in 
erection  of  index  posts,  and  for  the  injuring  and  defacing  of  the  same,  sooil  repair,  &c. 
for  the  regulation  of  the  traveling  on  the  said  road,  and  for  the  limita- 
tion of  actions,  and  for  the  recovery  and  application  of  fines  and  penal- 
ties for  offences  against  this  act,  the  said  company  shall  have  all  the 
powers,  authorities  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  penalties 
■which  are  given  and  granted  by  the  act  incorporating  the  Clearfield  and 
Allegheny  turnpike  road  company,  approved  the  second  day  of  July, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine.

Section  1.  Be  it  •enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Comtnonweallh  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  full  and  entire  assent  of  this  commonwealth,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  given  to  all  and  each  of  the  provisions  mentioned  and  contained 
in  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  Ohio,  passed  the  twenty-fourth  day  of 
February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-eight,  entitled  "  An 
Act  to  incorporate  the  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  railroad  company  j"  and 
the  said  act  of  the  state  of  Ohio  is  hereby  adopted,  ratified  and  confirmed 
and  enacted  into  a  law  of  this  commonwealth,  and  all  and  each  of  the 
provisions,  conditions  and  restrictions  thereof,  as  fully  and  effectually  as 
if  the  same  were  enacted  section  by  section,  so  far  as  the  same  can 
apply  to  this  commonwealth,  reserving  always  to  this  commonwealth 
the  same  and  like  rights  and  powers,  in  all  respects,  in  and  over  that 
part  of  the  contemplated  railroad  which  may  be  in  the  state  of  Penn- 
sylvania, as  has  been  reserved  and  provided  in  the  said  recited  act  of 
the  state  of  Ohio,  in  and  over  that  part  of  the  said  railroad  which  may 
be  in  the  state  of  Ohio;  and  the  said  act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect, 
according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof,  wherever  the  same  is 
applicable,  as  well  within  as  without  this  commonwealth,  as  an  act 
incorporating  the  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  railroad  company,  for  all  and 
every  the  objects  and  purposes  therein  set  forth  and  provided  for:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  track  of  that  portion  of  the  said  railroad,  situated  in  this 
state,  shall  be  constructed  of  the  same  width  with  the  track  of  the 
Pennsylvania  railroad  :  ^nd  provided  further.  That  the  said  railroad 
company  shall  connect,  at  or  near  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  with  the  Penn- 
sylvania railroad,  with  the  consent  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  com- 
pany, and  shall  also  permit  the  Pittsburg,  Kittanning  and  Warren 
railroad  company  to  connect  with  said  road,  at  or  near  the  city  of  Pitts- 
burg, as  well  as  all  lateral  railroads  incorporated  by  this  commonwealth. 

Section  2.  That  in  all  cases  when  the  matter  in  controversy  shall 
have  originated  or  arisen  within  the  limits  of  this  commonwealth,  the 
said  company  may  sue  and  be  sued,  in  like  manner  as  other  bodies 
corporate  within  this  commonwealth  sue  and  are  sued;  and  in  all  mat- 
ters and  things  which  may  in  any  way  relate  to  or  concern  the  exercise 
or  abuse  of  the  rights,  privileges,  powers  and  franchises  hereby  granted, 
and  also  in  all  things  which  may  relate  to  or  concern  a  compliance  with, 
or  a  breach  of  the  conditions  and  provisions  of  this  act,  the  said  company 
shall  be  as  perfectl)'-  subject  to  and  under  the  control  of  the  proper  au- 
thorities of  Pennsylvania,  as  if  the  said  company  had  been  created  by  a 
law  of  this  commonwealth;  and  in  any  suit,  action  or  proceeding  at  law 
against  said  company,  the  process  may  be  served  within  the  proper 
county  or  district,  upon  any  known  officer  or  agent  of  said  company. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors 
of  said  company,  as  soon  as  any  portion  of  their  railroad,  situated  be- 
tween the  city  of  Pittsburg  and  the  eastern  line  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  is 
completed  and  in  use  for  transportation,  to  prepare  a  full  and  accurate 
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statement  of  the  cost  of  construction  of  said  portion  of  their  railroad.  Statement  of  cost 
authenticated  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  president  and  secretary  of  construction. 
of  said  company,  and  communicate  the  same  to  the  auditor  general  of 
this  commonwealth,  who  shall  file  the  statement  in  his  office. 

Section  4.   That  the  stock  of  said  company,  to  an  amount  equal  to

Skction  5.  That  N.  B.  Craig,  James  Woods,  William  M.  Lyon,  Additional  cor- 
William  Robinson,  junior,  Harmar  Denny,  Thomas  Bakevvell,  Joshua  porators. 
Hanna,  A.  W.  Loomis  and  David  Shields,  of  Allegheny  county ;  James 
Patterson,  Daniel  Agnevv,  Joseph  Pollock,  William  Henry,  Ovid  Peiny, 
F.  Reno  and  Dr.  D.  Leisure,  of  Beaver  county;  John  B.  Myers,  John 
A.  Wright,  John  H.  Diehl.  James  M'Gee,  James  Traquair,  Joseph  M. 
Thomas,  Lewis  Cooper  and  Solomon  W.  Roberts,  of  Philadelphia,  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  appointed  additional  corporators  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  6.   That  exemplified  copies  of  the  said  act  of  the  state  of  Exemplified  co-

M'Ciitchen  and  David  Ayres,  of  Wyandot  county,  are  hereby  created 
a  body  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of  "The  Ohio 
and  Pennsylvania  railroad  company,"  with  power  to  construct  a  rail- 
road from  the  town  of  Mansfield,  in  Richland  county,  eastwardly  by 
the  way  of  the  towns  of  Wooster,  Massillon  and  Canton,  to  some  point 
in  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  Ohio,  within  the  county  of  Columbi- 
ana, as  hereinafter  provided;  thence  to  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  in  the 
state  of  Pennsylvania;  and  from  said  town  of  Mansfield  weslwardly, 
by  the  way  of  Bucyrus,  in  Cratvford  county,  until  it  intersects  the 
west  line  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  at  such  point  as  may  be  determined  by 
said  company  to  be  most  eligible;  and  said  company  may  locate  its 
road  on  any  route  from  Canton,  by  way  of,  or  north  of  North  George- 
town, in  Columbiana  county;  and  thence  by  the  way  of  New  Lisbon 
and  the  Little  Beaver  valley,  or  on  any  line  north  thereof  to  the  Penn- 
sylvania line;  or  said  company  may  continue  its  road  from  Canton  to 
any  point  in  the  line  of  the  Cleveland  and  Pittsburg  railroad,  south  of 
said  village  of  North  Georgetown  aforesaid,  and  connect  its  road  with 
said  Cleveland  and  Pittsburg  road,  on  terms  to  be  agreed  upon  by  said 
companies  respectively. 

Section  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  any 
amount  not  exceeding  three  millions  of  dollars. 

Section  3.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Cleveland  and 
Pittsburg  railroad  company  are  hereby  authorized,  in  case  the  Ohio  and 
Pennsylvania  railroad  company  should  be  willing,  to  locate  any  part  of 
the  road  now  incorporated,  upon  ground  already  occupied  by  the  Cleve- 
land and  Pittsburg  railroad  company,  to  transfer  any  of  the  work  they 
may  have  executed,  at  such  price  and  upon  such  conditions  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  said  companies,  to  the  president  and  directors  of 
the  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  railroad  company,  and  that  thereafter  the 
Cleveland  and  Pittsburg  railroad  company  may  confine  their  operations 
to  such  portion  of  their  road  as  may  not  be  included  in  such  agreement. 

Section  4.  This  act  to  take  efTect  in  the  state  of  Ohio  from  and  after 
its  passage;  and  that  whenever  the  legislature  of  Pennsylvania  shall  pass 
a  law  giving  their  assent  to  and  confirming  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
with  such  alterations  and  modifications  as  shall  be  necessary  and  appli- 
cable to  that  part  of  said  railroad,  and  other  works  as  aforesaid,  lying 
within  the  limits  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  then  this  act  shall  take 
effect  and  be  in  force  in  that  state. 

Section  5.  Said  company  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges, 
and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  and  provisions  of  the  act  regu- 
lating railroad  companies,  passed  February  eleventh,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-eight.

-^  Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  .Assembly  of  the  Slate  of 

tors  authonzedto  ^^*^i  That  when  any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  five,  shall  be 
construct  a  rail-  named  as  corporators  in  any  act  of  the  general  assembly,  and  author- 
road,  ized  to  construct  a  railroad,  they  and  their  associates,  successors  and 
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assigns,  by  the  name  and  style  provided  in  said  act,  shall  thereafter  be 
deemed  a  body  corporate  with  succession,  with  power  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  contract  and  be  Privileges, 
contracted  with,  acquire  and  convey  at  pleasure  all  such  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient  to  carry  into  effect  the 
objects  of  the  incorporation ;  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the 
same  to  alter,  break  and  renew  at  pleasure,  and  do  all  needful  acts  to 
carry  into  effect  the  object  for  which  it  was  created;  and  such  company 
shall  possess  all  the  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  rules  and  restric- 
tions provided  by  this  act,  except  so  far  as  may  be  modified  by  the 
special  act  incorporating  the  same. 

Section  2.   Said  corporation  shall  be  authorized  to  construct  and 
maintain  a  railroad  with  a  single  or  double  track,  with  snch  side  tracks,  Powers, 
turn-outs,  offices  and  depots  as  they  may  deem  necessary  between  the 
points  named  in  the  special  act  incorporating  the  same,  commencing  at 
or  within,  and  extending  to  or  into  any  town,  city,  or  village  named  as 
the  place  of  beginning  or  terminus  of  such  road,  and  construct  branches  ^^^  construct 
from  the  main  line  to  other  towns  or  places  within  the  limits  of  any    ^^'^^  ^' 
county  through  which  said  road  may  pass. 

Section  3.  The  capital  stock  of  such  company  shall  be  divided  into  g, 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  and  consist  of  such  sum  as  may  be  pro- 
vided in  the  special  act  incorporating  the  same  ;  such  shares  shall  be 
regarded  as  personal  property  and  shall  be  subject  to  execution  at  law.

culation in  the  county  where  such  delinquent  stockholder  resided  at  the

Section  6.  That  whenever  any  railroad  company  heretofore  incorpo- 
rated  or  created,  and  incorporated  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  Increase  of  stock. 
in  the  opinion  of  the  directors  thereof  require  an  increased  amount  of 
capital  stock,  they  shall,  if  authorized  by  the  holders  of  a  majority  of 
the  stock,  file  with  the  auditor  of  state  a  certificate  setting  forth  tlie 
amount  of  such  desired  increase,  which  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of 
the  original  capital  of  said  company,  and  thereafter  such  company  shall 
be  entitled  to  have  such  increased  capital  as  is  fixed  by  said  certificate.

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expedient,  after  having  given  at  least  twenty  days'  notice^  in  a  news- 
paper published  or  generally  circulated  in  one  or  more  counties  where 
books  of  subscription  are  to  be  opened,  of  the  time  and  place  of 
opening  books  ;  and  so  soon  as  fifty  thousand  dollars,  or  ten  per  centum 
on  the  capital  shall  be  subscribed,  they  may  give  like  notice  for  a  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders  to  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may 
designate,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  directors,  who  shall  continue  in 
office  until  the  time  fixed  for  the  annual  election,  and  until  their  succes-

be  necessary  for  a  choice,  but  after  the  first  election  of  directors  no  per- 
son shall  vote  on  any  share  on  which  any  instalment  is  due  and  unpaid; 
the  persons  named  in  such  special  act,  or  such  of  them  as  may  be  pre- 
sent, shall  be  inspectors  of  such  election,  and  shall  certify  what  persons 
are  elected  directors,  and  appoint  the  time  and  place  for  holding  their 
first  meeting ;  a  majority  of  the  said  directors  shall  form  a  board,  and 
be  competent  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  board,  make  by-laws  and  transact 
all  business  of  the  corporation ;  a  new  election  shall  be  annually  held 
for  directors  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  stockholders  at  their  first 
meeting  shall  determine,  or  as  the  by  laws  of  the  corporation  may  re- 
quire ;  and  the  directors  chosen  at  any  election  shall,  so  soon  thereafter 
as  may  be  convenient,  choose  one  of  their  number  to  be  president,  and

Section  8.  If  such  railroad  company  shall  not  be  organized  within 
three  years  from  the  passage  of  the  special  act  incorporating  the  same, 
and  not  less  than  ten  miles  of  such  road  be  completed  sufficiently  for 
use  within  seven  years  from  the  same  date,  then  the  act  creating  the 
same  shall  be  void. 

Section  9.  Such  corporation  is  authorized  to  enter  upon  any  land 
for  the  purpose  of  examining  and  surveying  its  railroad  line,  and  may 
appropriate  as  much  thereof  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  its  rail- 
road, including  necessary  side-tracks,  depots,  work  shops  and  water 
stations,  materials  for  construction,  except  timber,  a  right  of  way  over 
adjacent  lands,  sufficient  to  enable  such  company  to  construct  and  repair 
its  road,  and  a  right  to  conduct  water  by  aqueducts,  and  the  right  of 
making  proper  drains  :  the  corporation  shall  forthwith  deposit  with  the 
clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas,  or  other  court  of  record  of  the 
county  where  the  land  lies,  a  description  of  the  rights  and  interests  in- 
tended to  be  appropriated,  and  such  land,  rights  and  interests  shall 
belong  to  said  company  to  use  for  the  purpose  specified,  on  making 
payment,  or  giving  security  as  is  hereafter  provided :  the  corporation 
may  by  its  directors  purchase  any  such  lands,  materials,  right  of  way, 
or  interest  of  the  owner  of  such  land;  or  in  case  the  same  is  owned  by 
a  person  insane,  or  an  infant,  at  a  price  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the  regu-

public  works  :  Provided,  That  nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  give  to  the  Little  Miami  railroad  company  any  power 
to  re-locate  said  railroad  south  of  its  present  location  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  town  of  Fulton,  in  Hamilton  county,  unless*  such  change 
shall  be  approved  by  the  board  of  public  works. 

Section  11.  If  it  shall  be  necessary  in  the  location  of  any  part  of  any 
railroad  to  occupy  any  road,  street,  alley  or  public  way  or  ground  of  any 
kind,  or  any  part  thereof,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  municipal  or 
other  corporation  or  public  officers  or  public  authorities  owning  or  having 
charge  thereof,  and  the  railroad  company  to  agree  upon  the  manner  and 
upon  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the  same  may  be  used  or 
occupied,  and  if  said  parties  shall  be  unable  to  agree  thereon,  and  it  shall 
be  necessary  in  the  judgment  of  the  directors  of  such  railroad  company, 
to  use  or  occupy  such  road,  street,  alley  or  other  public  way  or  ground, 
such  company  may  apply  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county 
in  which  the  same  is  situate,  setting  forth  the  aforesaid  facts  ;  and  said 
court  shall  thereupon  appoint  at  least  three  judicious,  disinterested  free- 
holders of  the  county,  who  shall  proceed  to  determine  whether  such 
occupation  is  necessary,  and  if  necessary,  the  manner  and  terms  upon 
which  the  same  shall  be  used,  and  make  return  of  their  doings  in  the 
premises  to  said  court,  who  shall  if  they  deem  the  same  just  and  proper, 
make  the  necessary  order  to  carry  the  same  into  effect,  or  they  may 
order  a  review  of  the  same  as  such  court  may  consider  justice  and  the 
public  interest  require. 

Section  12.  Such  corporation  may  demand  and  receive  for  the  trans- 
portation of  passengers  on  said  road,  not  exceeding  three  and  one-half 
cents  per  mile,  and  for  the  transportation  of  property  not  exceeding  five 
cents  per  ton  per  mile,  when  the  same  are  transported  a  distance  of 
thirty  miles  or  more,  and  in  case  the  same  are  transported  for  a  less 
distance  than  thirty  miles,  such  reasonable  rate  as  may  be  from  time  to 
time  fixed  by  said  company  :  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  ten  years 
from  the  time  any  such  road  may  be  put  in  operation,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  general  assembly  to  prescribe  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the 
transportation  of  persons  or  property  upon  said  road,  should  they 
be  deemed  too  high,  and  may  exercise  the  same  power  ten  years  there- 
after :  Provided,  That  no  reduction  shall  be  made,  unless  the  net  profits  of 
the  company  on  an  average  for  the  previous  ten  years,  shall  amount  to 
a  sum  equal  to  ten  per  centum  per  annum  upon  its  capital,  and  then  not 
so  as  to  reduce  the  future  probable  profits  below  the  said  per  centum.

The  assent  of  the  legislature  of  this  commonwealth 
is  requested,  to  authorize  the  said  company  to  conduct  lines  of  lelegraph 
through  such  part  of  this  state  as  may  be  found  expedient  and  neces- 
sary, in  the  direction  of  the  Ohio  river;  therefore,

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.

That  the  said  company,  their  officers,  engineers  and  as-  Powers, 
sistants  may  make  such  examinations  of  and  upon  the  territory  of 
tliis  state  laying  and  being  in  the  direction  aforesaid,  as  will  be  neces- 
sary to  enable  the  said  company  to  make  a  proper  and  judicious  loca- 
tion, and  to  make,  construct,  complete  and  maintain  the  said  lines  of 
telegraph  in  the  direction  aforesaid,  upon  the  same  and  like  principles 
and  plans  in  all  respects,  and  under  and  subject  to  the  same  regulations, 
powers,  immunities,  privileges,  conditions  and  restrictions  of  what  kind 
soever  as  are  given,  granted,  enjoined,  enacted  and  provided  for  in  the 
said  act  of  the  stale  of  Maryland,  so  far  as  the  same  or  any  clause  or 
part  thereof  may  not  be  inconsistent  with  this  act.

That  if  the  said  corporation  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  Damages  to  land, 
any  lands  through  which  the  said  telegraph  lines  shall  pass,   cannot  how  ascertained 
agree  upon  the  price  or  compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  corporation  **"'^  adjusted. 
for  such  land  taken  or  used,  or  the  damages  done  thereto,  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  eitlier  party  to  apply  to  the  court  of  common  pleas 
for  the  county  in  which  said  lands  shall  lie,  by  petition,  staling  the  facts 
in  relation  thereto;  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to 
appoint  five  disinterested  persons  of  the  proper  county,  or  of  any  ad- 
joining county,  and  to  fix  a  time  not  less  than  twenty,  nor  more  than 
thirty  days  thereafter,  for  the  said  viewers  to  meel  upon  the  premises 
where  the  damages  are  alleged  to  be  sustained,  of  which  lime  and  place      _, 
ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  parly  petitioning  to  said  viewers, 
and  to  the  other  parly,  and  the  said  viewers  when  so  met,  shall  be  first 
sworn  or  affirmed  justly  and  equitable  to  assess  the  damages,  if  any, 
which  may  have  been  or  are  likely  to  be  sustained  by  the  owner  or 
owners  of  such  land,  and  shall  then  view  the  premises,  and  justly  and 
equitably  assess  and  estimate  the  damages  which  may  have  been,  or 
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are  likely  to  be  sustained  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land  through 
which  the  said  telegraph  lines  shall  pass,  and  deducting  from  the  dam- 
ages the  value  of  the  advantages  and  benefits  which  may  have  accrued, 
or  are  likely  to  accrue  to  the  owners  of  said  land  from  the  said  telegraph 
lines,  or  works  connected  therewith,  and  to  make  out  a  report  of  their 
assessment  of  damages,  signed  by  the  said  viewers,  and  return  the  same

Section  5.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  or  know- 
ingly break,  injure,  destroy,  or  interrupt  the  telegraph  lines  and  com- 
munications, or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  work,  erection,  edifice,  structure 
or  device,  or  any  part  thereof  erected  by  said  company,  or  to  be  erected 
by  them  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  he,  she  or  they  shall  pay  the  said 
corporation  one  hundred  dollars  for  said  offence,  and  shall  be  further 
liable  for  all  damages  which  the  said  corporation  may  suffer  in  repairing 
the  injury,  and  from  the  interruption  of  their  business,  to  be  recovered 
in  an  action  of  trespass;  and  if  any  person  incurring  the  penalty  afore- 
said, shall  through  insolvency  or  other  cause,  be  unable  or  fail  to  pay 
the  penally  or  damages  aforesaid,  and  shall  a  second  time  commit  tres- 
pass upon  the  said  lines,  or  any  part  thereof  as  aforesaid,  he,  she  or 
they  shall  be  liable,  upon  conviction  thereof,  to  an  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  of  not  less  than  one  month,  nor  more  than  six  months. 

Section  6.  That  when  said  company  shall  have  completed  their  line 
of  telegraphic  wires,  or  any  portion  thereof,  within  this  state,  the  presi- 
dent and  treasurer  of  said  company  shall  prepare  and  communicate  to 
the  auditor  general  of  this  commonwealth,  a  statement  under  oath  or 
affirmation  of  said  president  and  treasurer,  setting  forth  the  cost  of  all 
the  works  of  said  company  within  this  state;  and  the  stock  of  said  com- 
pany, in  amount  equal  to  such  cost,  is  hereby  made  subject  to  taxation 
for  the  use  of  the  commonwealth,  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same 
rate  as  the  stock  of  other  companies  incorporated  by  the  laws  of  this
